INTRODUCTION 

“The  Annual  Conference  for  its  own  government  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  not  in 
conflict  with  the  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  provided  that  in  exercise  of 
its  powers  each  Annual  Conference  shall  act  in  all  respects  in  harmony  with  the  policy  of 
The  United  Methodist  Church  with  respect  to  elimination  of  discrimination  on  the  basis  of 
race.”  (Par.  703.1) 

1.  Matters  relating  to  these  rules: 

(a)  These  rules  shall  be  effective  after  passage  until  they  are  rescinded  or  amended  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  on  the  next  day  after  the  amendment  has  been 
presented  in  writing. 

(b)  Any  proposed  changes  in  the  Standing  Rules  must  be  received  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Rules  no  later  than  February  1. 

(c)  Any  of  these  rules,  except  Rule  1  (d)  may  be  suspended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting. 

(d)  A  change  in  the  number  of  districts  may  not  be  made  later  than  the  first  morning 
business  session. 


OFFICERS  OF  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

2.  The  conference  secretary,  the  Journal  editor,  and  the  treasurer/statistician  shall  be 
elected  at  the  first  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  following  the  General  Conference,  with 
tenure  of  office  to  begin  on  December  first,  following  their  election,  and  to  serve  for  the 
succeeding  quadrennium.  (Par.  702.6  and  715.1) 

COMMITTEES  RELATING  TO  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  SESSION 

3.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Standing  Rules,  composed  of  the  Conference  Secretary, 
Director  of  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  Journal  Editor  and  five  other  members, 
nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the  Conference.  Other 
nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor. 

4.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Resolutions  and  Petitions,  composed  of  four  ministers 
and  four  laypersons,  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  which  shall  consider  all 
petitions  addressed  to  the  General,  Jurisdictional  and  Annual  Conferences,  and  the  committee 
after  consideration  shall  submit  them  to  the  Annual  Conference,  with  the  committee’s 
recommendation,  for  action  by  the  conference.  Resolutions  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
committee  thirty  days  prior  to  Annual  Conference,  except  in  cases  where  it  can  be  demon¬ 
strated  by  the  author  of  a  late  petition  that  the  situation  that  gave  rise  to  making  the  petition 
was  not  apparent  until  after  the  deadline  for  petitions.  Copies  of  all  resolutions  will  be  made 
available  to  all  delegates.  No  resolution  will  be  received  on  the  last  day  of  the  Session.  Copies 
of  resolutions  will  be  supplied  by  the  maker  of  the  resolution  if  the  resolution  comes  in  after 
the  Brochure  deadline. 

5.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  the  resident  bishop,  who  shall 
be  the  chairperson,  the  district  superintendents,  the  conference  secretary,  who  shall  be  the 
secretary  of  the  committee,  the  conference  and  district  presidents  of  United  Methodist 
Women,  the  conference  and  district  lay  leaders,  the  executive  director  of  the  conference 
Council  on  Ministries,  two  youth  from  the  conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry,  appointed 
by  their  president,  and  one  young  adult  appointed  by  the  Young  Adult  Council.  In  order  to 
perfect  the  representation  of  ethnic  minorities  there  shall  be  two  additional  persons  from 
ethnic  minority  background  elected  at  large  upon  nomination  by  the  Committee  on  Nomina¬ 
tions.  This  committee  shall  nominate  quadrennially  persons  to  Boards  (At  large  members 
of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  At  large  members  of  the  C.C.O.M.  Executive 
Committee,  Board  of  Missions,  Board  of  Education,  Board  of  Church  and  Society,  Board 
of  Evangelism/Worship,  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry) ;  Commissions 
(Status  and  Role  of  Women,  Religion  and  Race,  Archives  and  History,  Congregational 
Development) ;  and  Committees  (Standing  Rules,  Resolutions  and  Petitions,  Equitable 
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Salaries,  Episcopacy,  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns).  It  shall  also  nominate,  according  to 
the  Book  of  Discipline  or  the  charter  of  the  organization,  members  of  the  Conference  Board 
of  Trustees,  the  Assembly  Ground  Commission,  Board  of  Pastoral  Care  and  Counseling,  Board 
of  Communications /Advocate,  Board  of  Managers-Pastor’s  Assembly.  They  shall  submit 
their  nominations  as  early  as  possible  in  the  session.  Other  nominations  may  be  made  from 
the  floor. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Introductions,  composed  of  three  laical 
and  two  clerical  members,  which  shall  be  responsible  for  presentation  of  visitors  to  the 
conference,  and  for  a  report  in  the  closing  session  expressing  appreciation  to  persons  and 
groups  who  have  rendered  special  services  in  the  program. 

7.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually  a  Committee  on  Journal,  composed  of  two  members, 
which  shall  examine  the  minutes  of  daily  sessions  for  accuracy,  and  report  the  findings  to 
the  conference. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Arrangements : 

The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  shall  constitute  the  Committee  on 
Arrangements  for  entertainment  of  the  conference.  There  shall  be  a  Conference 
Administration  Fund,  the  amount  to  be  fixed  annually  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration,  with  assessments  for  the  fund  to  be  allocated  annually  to  individual  pastoral 
charges  on  the  formula  basis.  From  this  Administration  Fund  the  conference  treasurer,  upon 
instruction  from  the  council  or  its  executive  committee,  shall  pay  for  the  following: 

First,  the  entertainment  of  the  conference  in  its  annual  and  called  sessions.  This 
entertainment  to  include  room  and  board  for  the  following  persons,  with  the  stipulation  that 
there  be  a  $15.00  per  person  charge  for  all  members  who  use  Conference  provided  housing 
on  the  Campus;  (a)  The  presiding  bishop  and  spouse,  all  ministerial  members  in  full 
connection  and  all  probationary  members;  (b)  All  ministers  being  admitted  as  probationary 
members  and  all  transferred  members  from  other  conferences;  (c)  All  associate  members 
and  local  pastors  serving  pastoral  charges;  (d)  All  local  pastors  who  are  scheduled  to  receive 
pastoral  appointments;  (e)  Duly  elected  principal  lay  delegates  to  the  conference  or  duly 
elected  reserve  lay  delegates,  provided  the  principal  delegates  are  not  in  attendance;  (f) 
Wives,  husbands  and  surviving  spouses  of  ministers  who  are  on  our  pension  roll;  (g)  Ministers 
from  other  conferences;  (h)  Diaconal  ministers  and  other  distinguished  guests.  The  annual 
letter  on  instructions  from  the  registrar,  concerning  attendance  at  Annual  Conference,  shall 
be  mailed  to  all  ministers,  active  and  retired,  all  lay  members,  officers,  and  surviving  spouses 
of  ministers. 

Second,  expenses  of  the  conference  secretary’s  office. 

Third,  expenses  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

Fourth,  all  expenses  of  printing,  honoraria,  and  incidental  expenses  connected  with  Annual 
Conference  sessions,  expenses  of  cabinet  meetings,  expenses  of  all  conference  agencies  and 
special  committees  not  participating  in  the  conference  benevolence  budget,  and  room  and 
board  of  agencies  and  special  committees  meeting  with  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  for  the  purpose  of  making  budget  requests. 

Fifth,  the  honoraria  of  the  conference  secretary  and  assistants,  the  Journal  editor,  the 
registrar  and  assistants,  with  the  amounts  being  determined  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration. 

Sixth,  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  Journal  editor  in  preparing  the  Brochure  of  Reports 
and  the  conference  Journal. 

9.  The  Annual  Conference  Session  Planning  Committee: 

(a)  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Conference  Session  Planning  Committee,  composed  of  the 
Presiding  Bishop  who  shall  serve  as  Chairperson,  the  Host  District  Superintendent,  the 
Conference  Secretary,  the  Journal  Editor  who  shall  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Committee, 
the  Conference  Registrar,  the  Conference  Treasurer,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on 
Worship  serving  on  the  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism/Worship,  the  Executive  Director 
of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  the  Conference  Lay  Leader,  the  Host  District  Lay 
Leader,  the  Conference  President  of  United  Methodist  Women,  the  Conference  President 
of  United  Methodist  Men,  the  Conference  Chairperson  of  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns 
Committee,  and  Conference  President  of  the  Council  on  Youth  Ministries. 

(b)  The  Annual  Conference  Session  Planning  Committee  shall  arrange  tentatively  the 
program  of  the  Annual  Conference  session,  and  shall  submit  the  program  to  the  opening 
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session  for  possible  amendment  and  adoption  as  its  agenda.  The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper  shall  be  included  in  the  program.  All  program  boards  and  agencies  shall  report  to 
the  Annual  Conference  through  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  in  a  consolidated 
presentation. 

(c)  A  period  of  recognition  of  retiring  ministers  shall  be  held  during  the  conference  session. 
The  date,  place  and  time  of  this  special  feature  shall  be  printed  in  the  conference  program, 
and  retirees  shall  be  invited  to  be  present.  A  suitable  program  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Board 
of  Ordained  Ministry. 

(d)  A  Service  of  Commemoration  for  the  conference  members,  local  pastors,  wives, 
husbands  or  surviving  spouses  of  clergy,  and  diaconal  ministers  shall  be  held  during  the 
session.  The  Order  of  Worship  for  the  service  shall  be  arranged  by  the  conference  Commission 
on  Archives  and  History.  A  memoir  of  each  deceased  minister  or  surviving  spouse  of  a 
minister  and  diaconal  minister  shall  be  provided  by  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History 
for  publication  in  the  Journal. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROCEDURES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

10.  The  rules  of  order  of  the  preceding  General  Conference  shall  govern  parliamentary 
procedure  in  this  conference  in  all  matters  not  covered  by  the  standing  rules.  In  order  to 
be  recognized  to  address  the  conference,  each  person  must  identify  him/herself  as  to  name 
and  the  capacity  in  which  he/she  is  entitled  to  speak  to  the  session. 

11.  Reports  and  resolutions: 

(a)  All  reports  and  resolutions  shall  be  typewritten,  double  spaced,  and  submitted  in 
duplicate;  and  shall  be  placed  on  the  conference  calendar  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
filed  with  the  Journal  editor,  who  shall  be  the  calendar  secretary,  or  in  the  order  designated 
by  the  Annual  Conference  Session  Planning  Committee.  The  reports  and  resolutions  shall 
lie  on  the  calendar  secretary’s  desk  for  at  least  one  business  session  before  being  acted  upon 
by  the  conference. 

(b)  By  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  a  calendar  item  may  be  taken  up  out 
of  order  for  consideration. 

(c)  All  amendments  to  reports  of  boards  and  agencies  as  printed  in  the  Brochure  of  Reports 
and  all  motions  arising  from  the  floor  of  the  conference  shall  be  made  in  writing  on  a  form 
provided  by  the  conference  secretary. 

12.  In  order  to  expedite  the  business  of  the  Conference,  the  Consent  Agenda  Committee, 
composed  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Rules,  and  the  Director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  in  consultation 
with  agencies  or  individuals  presenting  reports,  recommendations  or  resolutions,  may  present 
in  the  Brochure  of  Reports  a  written  list  of  items  which  shall  be  known  as  the  Consent  Agenda. 
Items  on  the  Consent  Agenda  shall  be  considered  as  adopted  by  consent  of  the  Annual 
Conference  unless  they  are  removed  from  this  list  at  a  time  set  aside  for  this  purpose  on 
the  second  day  of  the  Conference.  Individual  items  may  be  removed  from  the  Consent  Agenda 
to  be  placed  on  the  regular  agenda  by  a  request  to  remove  it  supported  by  at  least  one 
additional  member  of  the  Annual  Conference.  When  a  matter  has  been  removed  from  the 
Consent  Agenda  it  shall  be  placed  on  the  regular  agenda  at  an  appropriate  time  as  determined 
by  the  Calendar  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

13.  Election  of  General  and  Jurisdictional  delegations: 

(a)  Delegates  to  the  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  be  elected  according 
to  stipulations  in  Par.  602  and  614  respectively  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  and  they  shall  serve 
in  all  sessions  of  these  conferences  held  during  the  quadrennium. 

(b)  In  the  election  of  delegates,  four  teams  of  tellers,  two  clerical  teams  and  two  laical 
teams,  consisting  of  ten  members  each  and  making  a  total  of  forty  persons,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  presiding  bishop,  who  shall  designate  a  member  of  each  team  as  a  chairman. 

(c)  In  the  election  of  these  delegates,  the  ballots  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Conference  by 
the  Secretary  at  the  time  of  voting.  No  vote  shall  be  valid  unless  cast  on  the  ballot  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  presiding  officer  for  that  particular  ballot.  Ballots  furnished  to  the  lay  delegates 
shall  be  different  in  color  from  those  furnished  to  ministerial  delegates. 

(d)  In  an  election  year,  the  district  superintendent  shall  call  a  caucus  of  lay  delegates 
in  the  district  to  the  upcoming  Annual  Conference  for  selection  of  five  persons  for  places 
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in  the  general  and  jurisdictional  delegations.  Disciplinary  stipulations  will  be  made  clear 
on  the  occasion,  and  availability  of  suggested  persons  determined.  Biographical  data,  business 
and  professional  identity,  and  church  experience  shall  be  provided  by  the  district 
superintendent  for  publication  in  the  Brochure  of  Reports  on  a  standard  form  to  be  provided 
by  the  editor.  The  caucus  shall  be  held  prior  to  March  1  and  data  for  publication  shall  be 
provided  the  editor  no  later  than  the  4th  Monday  in  March.  This  procedure  shall  not  preclude 
any  lay  delegate  voting  for  any  persons  he  or  she  chooses  as  actual  balloting  at  conference 
takes  place.  Prior  to  Annual  Conference,  and  following  district  caucuses,  an  assembly  of 
all  lay  delegates  shall  be  called  by  the  conference  lay  leader  to  allow  delegates  to  become 
acquainted  with  persons  named  at  caucuses  and  others  present  who  may  be  prospects  for 
election. 

14.  Annual  Conference  lay  delegates: 

(a)  Lay  delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  elected  yearly  in  the  Charge 
Conferences.  Two  youth  delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference  (ages  14-24)  shall  be  elected 
from  each  district  by  a  district  Youth  Caucus.  The  district  caucus  shall  be  composed  of  one 
voting  delegate  (ages  14-24)  from  each  local  church  and  shall  be  convened  by  the  district 
coordinator  of  youth  ministries  in  cooperation  with  the  district  superintendent,  and  under 
the  direction  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry.  The  Conference  Lay  Leader, 
Conference  President  of  United  Methodist  Women,  Conference  President  of  United  Methodist 
Men,  the  President  of  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministries,  District  lay  leaders,  the 
President  of  the  Conference  Young  Adult  Ministries,  and  the  diaconal  ministers  shall  be  lay 
delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference.  (For  churches  with  more  than  one  minister,  see 
Paragraph  35  of  The  Book  of  Discipline. )  (b)  In  compliance  with  the  disciplinary  requirement 
(Par.  35)  of  lay  representation  in  the  Annual  Conference  session  equal  to  the  clerical 
membership,  the  following  plan  shall  be  observed  to  keep  the  two  in  balance:  (1)  On  January 
first  of  each  year  the  conference  secretary  shall  ascertain  whether  the  upcoming  session 
will  be  in  balance  with  respect  to  laical  and  ministerial  membership,  and,  finding  need  to 
name  added  laical  members  will  follow  this  procedure:  (2)  The  conference  secretary  will 
name  the  needed  number,  taking  notice  of  these  priorities:  (a)  The  first  nine  will  be  the 
district  presidents  of  United  Methodist  Women.  In  the  event  that  less  than  nine  are  needed 
the  secretary  will  make  the  determination  on  basis  of  the  last  reported  church  membership 
totals  of  the  districts,  moving  from  the  largest  downward  in  scale,  (b)  Next  as  needed  the 
secretary  will  name  full-time  lay  workers  on  the  staff  of  the  conference  Council  on  Ministries, 
(c)  Next  the  secretary  will  name  lay-persons  who  are  chairpersons  of  conference  boards 
and  agencies,  (d)  Next  the  secretary  will  name  lay  members  of  the  general  and  jurisdictional 
delegations  in  the  order  of  their  election,  (e)  Next,  the  secretary  will  name  young  adult  lay 
delegates  from  names  submitted  by  the  Conference  Council  on  Young  Adult  Ministries,  (f) 
All  persons  selected  by  this  process  shall  be  safeguarded  to  serve  by  notice  sent  to  their 
Charge  Conferences  to  replace  them  if  they  have  already  been  elected  as  charge  delegates 
to  the  Annual  Conference.  The  District  Superintendent  and  District  Lay  Leader  of  each 
District  shall  convene  periodic  meetings  of  lay  delegates  and  alternates  to  include  one  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  publication  of  the  Brochure  of  Reports  to  serve  as  an  orientation 
session  in  preparation  for  the  Annual  Conference. 

15.  Other  voting  procedures: 

(a)  In  all  matters  of  voting  and  election  other  than  covered  in  Rule  13  a  team  of  tellers, 
composed  of  one  ministerial  and  one  laical  member  from  each  district,  shall  be  named  by 
the  chair  to  serve. 

(b)  In  certain  matters,  such  as  voting  on  constitutional  amendments,  the  official  ballots 
shall  be  those  provided  by  the  conference  secretary. 

16.  All  applicants  for  the  local  pastor  relationship,  for  probationary  or  full  membership, 
or  for  reception  into  our  ministry  from  another  Christian  church  shall  present  a  certificate 
of  good  health  on  the  approved  form  and  from  a  physician  acceptable  to  the  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry. 

17.  The  character  of  all  ministerial  members  of  the  conference  shall  be  examined  by  the 
Conference  Relations  Section  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  and  the  section’s  report 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  conference  for  action. 

18.  The  conference  Journal  and  Brochure  of  Reports  : 

(a)  The  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Annual  Conference  Journal  shall  be  under  the 
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supervision  of  the  Journal  editor,  with  the  assistance  of  an  Editorial  Committee,  composed 
of  the  conference  secretary,  the  treasurer/statistician,  and  the  executive  director  of  the 
Council  on  Ministries.  The  Brochure  of  Reports  will  contain  an  order  blank  requiring  orders 
to  be  placed  for  the  Conference  Journal.  The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  will 
determine  the  cost  of  each  Journal  including  mailing.  The  deadline  for  ordering  a  Journal 
will  be  noon  on  the  last  day  of  Conference  Session. 

(b)  The  conference  shall  elect  a  Journal  editor  quadrennialy,  upon  nomination  by  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

(c)  The  Journal  editor  shall  be  responsible  for  preparation  of  the  brochures  of  conference 
board  and  agency  reports  and  for  distribution  of  the  brochures  to  all  persons  eligible  for 
entertainment  at  the  Annual  Conference  as  described  by  Standing  Rule  8. 

(d)  All  names,  addresses,  reports,  resolutions,  and/or  other  material  to  be  included  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  conference 
secretary  not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  close  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

19.  Board  Memberships  and  Trusteeships : 

(a)  No  person  may  serve  on  more  than  one  quadrennial  agency  of  this  conference  at  the 
same  time,  except  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline,  nor  for  a  longer  period  than  eight 
consecutive  years,  nor  for  more  than  eight  of  any  consecutive  twelve  years,  except  that 
members  of  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History,  Commission  on  New  Congregational 
Development  and  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Pastors’  Assembly  may  serve  on  another  agency 
of  this  conference  at  the  same  time.  Persons  may  be  enlisted  to  assist  boards  and  agencies 
for  specific  tasks  in  advisory  and  non-voting  capacities  and  should  be  drawn  from  within 
the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(b)  No  person  shall  serve  on  more  than  one  board  of  trustees  or  board  of  directors  of 
institutions  or  agencies  related  to  this  Annual  Conference  at  the  same  time.  Nothing  in  this 
rule  shall  be  construed  to  mean  that  persons  may  not  serve  concurrently  on  boards  of  trustees 
or  directors  and  as  members  of  quadrennial  boards  and  agencies  or  ex  officio  trustees  or 
directors,  where  disciplinary  provisions  apply. 

(c)  Persons  who  are  inactive,  that  is,  by  failing  to  attend  and  participate  in  the  meetings 
and  programs  of  a  given  board  or  agency,  for  one  year  without  legitimate  excuse  shall  be 
replaced  at  the  end  of  any  current  year. 

(d)  No  ministerial  member  shall  serve  more  than  nine  consecutive  years  (three  terms) 
as  a  trustee  of  any  agency  or  institution  related  to  this  Annual  Conference,  nor  shall  this 
person  be  eligible  for  election  again  to  that  board  until  three  years  shall  have  passed  since 
termination  of  the  nine  years  of  service. 

20.  Organizational  stipulations  for  boards  and  agencies: 

(a)  All  quadrennial  boards,  commissions  and  committees,  except  as  provided  by  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  shall  continue  through  the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  immediately 
following  the  General  Conference  for  the  purpose  of  completing  their  business. 

(b)  Every  year  the  Annual  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  complete  its  work 
four  weeks  before  the  date  set  for  the  regular  conference  session,  in  order  to  inform  nominees 
of  their  selection  and  anticipated  confirmation  at  the  session,  so  persons  not  delegates  to 
Annual  Conference  may  plan  to  be  present  for  the  organizational  meeting  of  all  boards, 
commissions  and  committees  at  the  conference  session.  This  will  allow  the  secretary  of  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  to  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  to  each  nominee 
at  least  two  weeks  before  the  session  opens,  and  to  provide  a  list  of  nominees  to  each  proposed 
member  of  a  group  so  previous  thought  may  be  given  to  selection  of  officers.  The  time 
requirements  herein  shall  pertain  as  well  to  nominations  made  to  fill  vacancies  at  other 
sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

21.  There  shall  be  nine  districts  in  this  Annual  Conference. 

22.  A  District  Conference  shall  be  held  annually  in  each  district  of  this  Annual  Conference 
in  the  last  half  of  the  calendar  year,  with  its  program  year  starting  in  January.  A  District 
Conference  shall  be  composed  of  all  preachers  serving  charges  within  its  bounds,  all  retired 
conference  members  and  deaconesses,  ministers  on  disability  leave,  on  maternity  leave  and 
diaconal  ministers  residing  therein;  the  church  lay  leader,  the  church  school  superintendent, 
and  the  presidents  of  United  Methodist  Women,  United  Methodist  Men  and  United  Methodist 
Youth  of  each  local  church  in  the  district;  the  charge  delegate  to  annual  conference;  district 
stewards  and  trustees;  the  district  lay  leader  and  associate  leaders;  district  coordinators 
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of  children,  youth,  adult,  family  ministries  and  district  secretary  of  education,  plus  six 
members  elected  by  each  Charge  Conference,  including  at  least  one  youth.  (Par.  746  &  Par. 
747) 

23.  Each  district  shall  have  a  District  Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  the  District 
Superintendent  as  chairperson,  and  with  a  membership  of  three  clergy  and  four  lay  persons, 
elected  annually.  No  member  may  serve  for  more  than  three  consecutive  years  with  the 
exception  of  the  district  superintendent.  The  District  Committee  on  Nominations  may  submit 
to  the  District  Conference  the  names  of  one  clergy  and  one  layperson  for  election  for  each 
work  area  and  age  level,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  needed  for  membership  to  the  District 
Council  on  Ministries.  Persons  to  be  nominated  shall  be  consulted  by  the  District  Superin¬ 
tendent  prior  to  the  submission  of  names.  Members  are  to  be  elected  for  the  quadrennium 
or  remainder  of  quadrennium  if  replacing  a  member.  The  District  Committee  on  Nominations 
may  fill  vacancies  with  replacements  to  take  office  immediately.  Such  persons  shall  be 
confirmed  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  District  Conference.  (Par.  749.2)  District  coordinators 
of  Program  Areas  may  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  corresponding  conference  agency. 

24.  In  harmony  with  Par.  710.1  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  shall  recommend  an  annual  apportionment  sufficient  to  provide  for  support 
of  the  district  superintendents. 

25.  Neither  a  district  superintendent  nor  a  paid  staff  person  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall 
serve  as  an  elected  member  on  a  quadrennial  board,  commission  or  committee,  except  as 
specifically  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline.  Vacancies  occurring  by  appointment  of 
members  of  boards,  commissions  and  committees  to  the  district  superintendency  shall  be 
filled  by  the  conference  session  when  such  appointments  are  made.  There  shall  be  a 
representative  of  the  Cabinet  on  each  board  or  agency,  who  shall  be  named  by  the  Cabinet. 
District  Superintendents  who  are  Cabinet  Representatives  to  Area  and  Conference  Boards 
and  Agencies  shall  have  voice  and  vote  on  the  Agencies  which  they  serve.  There  shall  be 
a  representative  on  each  program  agency  named  by  the  executive  director  of  the  Conference 
Council  on  Ministries.  There  shall  be  a  representative  to  administrative  agencies  named 
by  the  chief  executive  of  the  Annual  Conference  fiscal  office.  (This  revision  of  Standing  Rule 
25  will  take  effect  with  the  reorganization  of  the  structure  of  the  C.C.O.M.  in  1990.) 

26.  Budget  requests  and  the  Council  on  Ministries. 

(a)  Boards  and  agencies  requesting  funding  items  to  be  included  in  apportionments  shall 
present  their  askings  to  the  Council  on  Ministries  in  writing  on  the  form  provided  by  the 
council;  with  such  requests  to  be  presented  by  a  representative  of  the  board  or  agency 
appearing  before  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  council;  at  a  time  and  place  set  by  the  Council 
on  Ministries,  with  not  less  than  thirty  days  notice  of  such  meetings  being  given  by  the  council. 
The  chairperson  of  each  conference  agency,  or  other  duly  authorized  person,  shall  have 
opportunity  to  represent  the  chairperson’s  agency  before  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  710.3). 

(b)  The  Council  on  Ministries  shall  present  the  total  amount  of  the  budget  request  it 
approves  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  for  its  action  as  an  item  in  the 
conference  benevolence  budget. 

(c)  The  Council  on  Ministries  may  adjust  program  budget  items  between  Annual  Conference 
sessions  if  the  necessity  arises  because  of  inadequate  income  or  changing  needs  within  the 
council  and  the  Annual  Conference  operation;  provided  the  total  amount  approved  by  the 
Annual  Conference  is  not  exceeded  in  such  changes  ;  and  provided,  further,  that  such  changes 
must  be  accomplished  by  the  following  means:  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Council  on 
Ministries  will  confer  with  the  boards  and  agencies  involved,  and,  after  thorough  study,  will 
present  its  recommendation  to  the  Council  on  Ministries,  which  may  then  make  adjustments 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  members  present  and  voting. 

27.  In  the  allocation  of  askings  on  the  formula  basis,  the  non-building  budget  shall  not  include 
any  monies  expended  for  the  following  items: 

(a)  Principal  and  Interest  on  capital  indebtedness. 

(b)  Buildings  and  Improvements. 

(c)  General  Advance  Specials  and  World  Service  Special  Gifts. 

(d)  Conference  Advance  Specials. 

(e)  Remittances  by  United  Methodist  Women  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

(f)  Remittances  to  the  Pension  Funding  Crusade  and  Capital  Fund  Campaign. 
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(g)  Remittances  to  the  Birmingham-Southern  College  Scholarship  Fund  and/or  capital 
gifts. 

(h)  Remittances  to  Huntingdon  College  Scholarship  Fund  and/or  capital  gifts. 

(i)  Children’s  Home  White  Christmas  Offering. 

( j)  Special  Day  Offerings :  (One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing,  World  Communion  Sunday,  United 
Methodist  Student  Day,  Human  Relations  Sunday,  Peace  With  Justice  Sunday,  Native 
American  Awareness  Sunday,  Golden  Cross  Offering,  Mother’s  Day  Offering  and 
Father’s  Day  Offering). 

28.  The  treasurer  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  make  final  settlement  and  disburse  all 
funds  to  the  Annual  Conference  boards,  commissions  and  committees  or  treasurers  after 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  following  the  guidelines  of  zero  based  budgeting.  (Report  No. 
12,  page  312,  1988  Conference  Journal.) 

PROGRAM  AGENCIES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

29.  There  shall  be  a  conference  Council  on  Ministries,  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline 
(Par.  726),  and  as  described  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  adopted  by  this 
Annual  Conference  (1990  Journal).  An  updated  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Conference 
Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  printed  in  the  Journal  the  first  year  after  reorganization  for 
the  quadrennium. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  as  the  Personnel 
Committee  shall  establish  uniform  and  equitable  policies  and  practices  in  the  employment 
and  compensation  of  personnel,  in  consultation  and  cooperation  with  other  agencies  which 
employ  staff.  (Par.  709.11) 

Boards  and  Agencies  should  be  encouraged  to  clear  all  schedules  with  the  Conference  Office 
to  avoid  conflict. 

30.  The  membership  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  The  Board  of  Education,  the  Board  of  Church 
and  Society,  the  Board  of  Evangelism/ Worship,  and  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and 
Campus  Ministry,  shall  be  composed  as  follows : 

Chairperson  nominated  by  the  Conference  Nominating  Committee,  nine  members  nomi¬ 
nated  by  the  Conference  Nominating  Committee  on  the  basis  of  inclusiveness,  interest  and 
expertise,  and  such  other  members  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline.  The  Chairperson 
and  the  members  at  large  shall  serve  for  the  entire  quadrennium. 

In  the  spirit  of  inclusiveness,  it  is  recommended  that  one  lay  woman,  one  lay  man  and 
one  clergy  from  each  district  serve  for  a  four  year  period  unless  they  move  out  of  the 
geographical  bounds  of  the  district.  These  district  representatives  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  at  the  District  Conference.  One  of  these 
three  persons  shall  be  designated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  to  serve  on  the  District 
Council  on  Ministries  representing  the  concerns  of  his/her  Board,  thus  securing  the  connecting 
link  between  the  conference  and  the  district. 

Also  serving  as  ex-officio  shall  be  members  of  corresponding  General  Boards,  a  repre¬ 
sentative  from  the  Conference  Board  of  Laity,  one  youth  named  by  the  Council  on  Youth 
Ministries,  one  cabinet  representative  and  a  Conference  CCOM  staff  person.  Cabinet  repre¬ 
sentatives  shall  have  voice  and  vote  on  their  appointed  Boards. 

31.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  731) 
which  shall  be  responsible  for  all  phases  of  the  work  of  missions  and  church  extension;  and 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  Ministries  of  Health  and  Welfare  (Par  731.4(24) ) ,  United  Methodist 
Volunteers  In  Missions  (Par.  1402.14),  Urban  Work  (Par.  731.5),  Town  and  Country  (Par. 
731.5)  and  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns  (Par.  739).  The  membership  of  this 
Board  is  defined  in  Standing  Rule  30. 

32.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Education  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  729.2) , 
to  include  the  conference  camping  program.  The  membership  of  this  Board  is  defined  in 
Standing  Rule  No.  30. 

33.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Church  and  Society  as  defined  in  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 
728).  The  membership  of  this  Board  is  defined  in  Standing  Rule  No.  30. 

34.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Evangelism/Worship  as  defined  in  the  Book  of  Discipline 
(Par.  729).  They  shall  be  responsible  for  the  Ministry  of  Spiritual  Formation  (Par.  729.6). 
The  membership  of  this  Board  is  defined  in  Standing  Rule  No.  30. 
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35.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  as  provided  by  the 
Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  732) ,  to  include  Career/Life  Planning.  The  membership  of  this  Board 
is  defined  in  Standing  Rule  No.  30. 

36.  There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  the  Laity  as  provided  in  the  Book  of  Discipline 
(Par.  730),  which  shall  be  composed  of  the  Conference  lay  leader,  the  district  lay  leaders, 
the  conference  presidents  of  United  Methodist  Men,  United  Methodist  Women  and  Council 
of  Youth  Ministry,  the  conference  chairpersons  of  work  areas  such  as,  but  not  limited  to, 
lay  speaking,  stewardship  and  evangelism,  with  two  clerical  and  two  youth  members  at  large. 

Additionally,  as  ex  officio  members,  the  presiding  bishop,  the  district  superintendents  and 
the  executive  director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries.  The  Board  of  Laity,  in  its 
discretion  may  from  time  to  time,  add  to  its  membership  or  delete  from  its  membership. 
The  Board  of  Laity  shall  not,  however,  eliminate  from  its  membership  any  of  the  offices 
specifically  required  by  this  rule. 

The  Conference  Lay  Leader  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Laity  and 
elected  by  the  Annual  Conference  at  the  time  of  quadrennial  reorganization.  Additional 
nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor.  The  Conference  lay  leader  may  serve  no  more 
than  two  succeeding  quadrennia.  All  other  officers  within  the  Board  of  the  Laity  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Board.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of  Conference  Lay  Leader  shall  be  filled  by 
nomination  from  the  Board  in  the  interim  and  confirmed  at  the  next  Annual  Conference. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a  Council  on  United  Methodist  Men  so  as  to  promote  and  organize  in 
every  local  church  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  an  organized  fellowship  of  United 
Methodist  Men  chartered  under  the  Conference  chartering  procedure  at  the  time  of  chartering 
and  in  connection  with  the  Conference  of  Laity  and  the  General  Board  of  Discipleship,  so 
as  to  provide  another  channel  to  involve  men  in  the  ministry  of  the  total  church.  United 
Methodist  Men  shall  be  a  creative,  supportive  fellowship  of  men  who  seek  to  know  Jesus 
Christ,  to  grow  spiritually  and  to  seek  daily  his  will.  Its  primary  purpose  is  to  declare  the 
centrality  of  Christ  in  the  lives  of  men  in  all  their  relationships  in  serving  Christ  and  the 
church.  This  Council  shall  consist  of  the  Conference  President  of  United  Methodist  Men,  the 
Conference  Lay  Leader,  all  District  Presidents  of  United  Methodist  Men,  and  Conference 
Chairpersons  of  United  Methodist  Men  Work  Areas,  one  District  Superintendent  and  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  Council  on  Ministries.  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  1222) 

(c)  The  Conference  Board  of  Laity  shall  be  responsible  for  the  Ministries  of  Scouting,  Lay 
Speaking,  and  Stewardship. 

37.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Managers  of  Pastors’  Assembly  composed  of  twelve  persons 
named  in  four-yearly  classes  to  serve  no  more  than  two  terms  of  service.  They  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  for  election  by  the  Annual  Confer¬ 
ence  after  careful  consultation  with  the  chairperson  of  the  Pastors’  Assembly  to  assure 
directors  participating  in  the  annual  assembly.  Clergywomen  and  ethnic  minorities  shall 
be  represented.  One  conference  Council  on  Ministries  staff  person  and  one  Cabinet  member 
shall  serve  as  ex-officio  members. 

38.  (a)  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  as  provided  by  the  Book  of 
Discipline  (Par.  740),  composed  of  twelve  members,  the  majority  of  whom  shall  be  repre¬ 
sented  by  racial  and  ethnic  minorities;  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  chairperson,  nominated 
by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the  Annual  Conference. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns  as  provided  by  the  Book 
of  Discipline  (Par.  726.5  (a))  amenable  to  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  composed 
of  five  laywomen,  five  laymen,  and  five  clergy,  of  whom  at  least  50  percent  shall  be  racial/ 
ethnic  minority  persons.  These,  including  the  chairperson,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Annual 
Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the  Annual  Conference. 

39.  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women,  as  provided  by  the 
Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  741)  with  the  following  members;  one  representative  selected  from 
these  conference  groups  by  their  members  —  The  Cabinet,  United  Methodist  Women,  the 
Conference  Board  of  Laity,  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race,  the  Board  of  Education, 
the  Board  of  Evangelism/Worship,  the  Council  on  Youth  Ministry,  Young  Adult  Ministry, 
the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  the  Conference  Staff,  plus  nine  district  representatives  and 
six  members  at  large,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  chairperson,  nominated  by  the  Conference 
Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the  Annual  Conference.  If  a  district  representative 
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moves  from  the  geographic  bounds  of  a  district  they  shall  be  replaced  by  another  person 
from  that  district. 

40.  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  New  Congregational  Development  composed  of  nine 
(9)  members-at-large  nominated  by  the  Conference  Nominating  Committee  based  on  their 
expertise  in  the  area  of  congregational  development.  The  Conference  Nominating  Committee 
shall  nominate  one  of  the  nine  as  chairperson.  The  nine  members-at-large  shall  be  placed 
in  three  year  classes.  The  following  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  members  of  the  Commission: 
a  representative  from  the  cabinet,  a  representative  from  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions, 
a  member  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  program  staff,  a  representative  from 
the  Conference  Commission  on  Equitable  Salary,  and  the  Director  of  the  United  Methodist 
Foundation.  The  Commission  shall  develop  standards  and  guidelines  for  congregational 
development  and  annually  establish  the  Conference  priority  (ies)  for  new  congregational 
development.  It  shall  administer  funds  made  available  to  the  Commission  from  all  sources. 

41.  There  shall  be  a  Conference  organization  of  United  Methodist  Women  as  provided  by 
the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  742). 

42.  There  shall  be  a  Council  on  Youth  Ministry  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 
743)  organized  according  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Council  on  Youth  Ministry  as  ratified 
by  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  AGENCIES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

43.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 

733) ,  composed  of  a  sufficient  number  of  ministers  in  full  connection  deemed  necessary  by 
the  board  to  do  its  work  effectively,  with  due  recognition  of  disciplinary  guidelines  in  choosing 
its  members. 

44.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 

734)  ,  composed  of  at  least  nine  persons,  of  whom  at  least  one-third  shall  be  in  diaconal  ministry 
careers,  preferably  consecrated  diaconal  ministers,  and  of  whom  one  shall  be  from  the  Board 
of  Education,  one  from  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  and  one  from  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  and  Campus  Ministry,  the  President  of  the  Conference  Christian  Educators 
Fellowship  and  the  President  of  the  Fellowship  of  United  Methodists  in  Music,  Worship  and 
other  Arts  as  ex-officio. 

45.  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline 
(Par.  722),  composed  of  twelve  members,  six  laypersons  and  six  ministers,  at  least  one  of 
each  from  churches  with  fewer  than  200  members. 

46.  (a)  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  as  provided  by  the  Book 
of  Discipline  (Par.  738),  composed  of  twelve  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  youth. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Records  composed  of  the  presiding  bishop, 
the  secretary  of  the  cabinet,  the  registrar  of  the  Membership  and  Ordination  Section  of  the 
Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  the  registrar  of  the  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry,  and  the  following 
Conference  officers:  secretary,  statistician,  editor  of  the  Journal,  treasurer,  executive  director 
of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  Archives  and 
History,  historian,  custodian  of  the  Depository  and/or  archivist.  The  Conference  secretary 
shall  be  the  chairperson  of  the  Committee.  The  Committee  shall  elect  a  vice-chairperson, 
a  secretary  and  treasurer  who,  along  with  the  chairperson  and  archivist,  will  serve  as  the 
executive  committee.  The  Records  Committee  will  operate  under  the  constitution  of  the 
Commission  on  Archives  and  History. 

47.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  as  provided  by  the  Book 
of  Discipline  (Par.  737),  composed  of  eighteen  members  arranged  in  four-year  classes  to 
include  representatives  of  both  lay  and  clergy  of  both  sexes.  The  Joint  Committee  on  Disability 
shall  be  constituted  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  744). 

48.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Annual  Conference,  elected  as  indicated  in 
the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par.  2512). 

49.  There  shall  be  an  Assembly  Grounds  Commission,  constituted  as  authorized  by  a 
Corporation  Charter  from  the  State  of  Alabama,  record  of  which  can  be  found  in  the  1958 
Journal  of  this  Annual  Conference,  page  112,  and  all  amendments  thereto.  An  updated  copy 
of  the  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  conference  Journal  at  the  beginning  of  each 
quadrennium. 
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50.  There  shall  be  a  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  as  provided  by  the  Book  of 
Discipline  (Par.  707),  composed  of  eight  laical  and  five  ministerial  members. 

51.  There  shall  be  a  Joint  Board  of  Communications/ Advocate  for  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
and  Birmingham  areas  to  be  composed  of  twelve  (12)  persons,  six  from  each  Conference, 
so  far  as  possible  to  include  proper  representatives  of  both  lay  and  clergy  of  both  sexes, 
ethnic  minority  and  representatives  from  the  public  media.  Ex  officio  members  would  be 
the  two  Council  on  Ministries  Directors  and  Members  of  General  and  Jurisdictional  Com¬ 
munications  Committees  or  Boards,  (Report  of  the  Committee  to  Study/The  offices  of 
Communications  and  the  Advocate ,  1980  Journal,  page  224,  number  3,  paragraph  5). 

52.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Pastoral  Counseling,  Care  and  Training,  Inc.  for  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  composed  of  representatives  as 
directed  in  the  by-laws  of  that  Board. 

53.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Joint  Concerns.  The  representatives  from  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Conference  to  the  Committee  shall  be: 

(a)  a  representative  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

(b)  a  representative  of  the  Bishop’s  Cabinet. 

(c)  two  representatives  of  the  Council  on  Ministries,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Budget  and  Coordinating  Committee  of  the  Council  on  Ministries. 

(d)  the  treasurer  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  shall  serve  as  ex-officio 
member. 

(e)  the  Director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  as  ex-officio. 

54.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Episcopacy  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 
735),  composed  as  there  described. 

55.  There  shall  be  an  Episcopal  Residence  Committee  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline 
(Par.  736.2),  composed  of  the  Chairpersons  of  the  Committee  on  Episcopacy,  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration,  and  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  and  two  at  large 
representatives.  At  least  two  of  whom  shall  be  women. 

56.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Investigation  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 
2623.3),  which  shall  be  composed  of  seven  itinerant  elders,  and  three  reserve  members  of 
that  same  status. 

57.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Conference  Parsonage  Committee  whose  purpose  shall  be 
to  recommend  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  the  utilization  and  maintenance  of  housing 
for  clergy  persons  assigned  to  the  Conference  Headquarters.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  Chairperson  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  one 
laywoman,  other  than  the  chairperson,  from  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and 
the  Council  on  Ministries,  named  by  the  two  Councils ;  the  following  members  without  vote : 
the  resident  bishop,  the  executive  director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  and  the 
Conference  treasurer. 

The  Committee  shall  meet  annually  prior  to  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
inspect  Conference  housing  and  shall  report  to  the  Board  at  its  fall  meeting.  It  shall  meet 
at  other  times  as  needed. 

The  Committee  shall  elect  a  chairperson  and  secretary. 

58.  There  shall  be  a  Joint  Review  Committee  as  provided  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  (Par. 
453.1  (c)),  composed  as  described  therein. 
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CONSTITUTION 
Conference  Council  on  Ministries 

Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 

I.  NAME:  This  body  shall  be  called  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  of  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Annual  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  Conference  Council. 

II.  PURPOSE:  The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Council  shall  be  (a)  to  receive  program  recom¬ 
mendations  from  the  local  churches,  the  district  agencies,  the  Annual  Conference  agencies, 
and  the  Jurisdictional  and  General  Councils  on  Ministries;  (b)  to  develop  these  recommen¬ 
dations  into  a  coordinate  program  to  be  recommended  to  the  Annual  Conference  for 
consideration,  amendment,  and  adoption  as  the  Annual  Conference  program;  and  (c)  to 
provide  implementation  for  and  administration  of  the  coordinated  program  as  adopted  by 
the  conference. 

III.  MEMBERSHIP:  The  membership  of  the  Conference  Council  shall  be  composed  quadren¬ 
nially  as  follows : 

A.  1.  The  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference 

2.  The  District  Superintendents 

3.  The  Conference  Lay  Leader 

4.  The  District  Lay  Leaders 

5.  The  Conference  Secretary 

6.  Representatives  of  Conference  Agencies  as  follows: 

a.  Two  representatives  from  United  Methodist  Women,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
the  President 

b.  Two  representatives  from  United  Methodist  Men,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the 
President 

c.  Two  representatives  from  the  Council  on  Youth  Ministries,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  the  President 

d.  Two  representatives  from  the  Council  on  Young  Adult  Ministries,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  President 

e.  Two  representatives  from  the  Assembly  Grounds  Commission 

f.  Two  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Education 

g.  Two  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Evangelism/ Worship 

h.  Two  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Higher  Education/Campus  Ministry 

i.  Two  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Missions 

j.  Two  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Church  &  Society 

k.  The  chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  Religion  &  Race 

l.  The  chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women 

m.  The  chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  New  Congregational  Development 

n.  The  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns 

o.  The  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Research  &  Planning 

p.  The  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Budget  &  Coordinating 

q.  The  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Communications  &  Interpretation 

r.  The  chairperson  of  the  Pastors’  Assembly  Board  of  Directors 

s.  Eight  (8)  Members-at-Large  nominated  by  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations  on  the  basis  of  inclusiveness  and  Conference  representation, 
three  (3)  of  whom  will  be  officers:  Chairperson,  Vice-chairperson,  and 
Secretary 

7.  Any  person  serving  on  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  a  voting  member 
of  the  Conference  Council. 

8.  The  following  shall  be  members  without  vote:  Salaried  and  volunteer  Annual 
Conference  Professional  Staff,  including  the  Conference  Council  Director, 
Associate  Directors,  Conference  Treasurer,  and  one  representative  from  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

B.  Each  Board  or  Agency  shall  elect  its  representative(s)  at  the  beginning  of  each 
quadrennium.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  during  the  quadrennium,  that  agency  shall  elect 
a  successor. 
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IV.  OFFICERS: 

A.  From  the  eight  (8)  Members-at-Large,  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations 
shall  nominate  the  chairperson  of  the  Conference  Council,  who  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Council. 

B.  Upon  nomination  of  the  Conference  Council  Committee  on  Nominations,  the 
Conference  Council  shall  elect  a  Vice-chair  and  Secretary  from  the  eight  (8) 
Members-at-Large.  The  Conference  Treasurer  shall  serve  as  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Conference  Council. 

C.  The  Conference  Council  officers  shall  be  elected  annually,  provided  that  no  person, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Treasurer,  may  serve  in  the  same  office  for  more  than 
two  years  consecutively.  New  officers  shall  assume  office  following  the  Fall  meeting 
of  the  Conference  Council. 

V.  COMMITTEES: 

A.  Executive  Committee: 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  the  Officers  of  the  Confer¬ 
ence  Council,  the  Presiding  Bishop,  one  Cabinet  representative,  chosen  by  the 
Cabinet,  the  Conference  Council  Director,  the  Conference  Lay  Leader,  five 
members  nominated  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected 
by  the  Conference  Council,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  youth,  members  of  the  General 
Council  on  Ministries,  and  the  immediate  past  chairperson  of  the  Conference 
Council.  Approximately  one-half  of  the  members  shall  be  laypersons. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  call  of  the  Chairperson,  or  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  and  shall  furnish  full  minutes  of  such 
meeting (s)  to  the  Conference  Council. 

3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  act  as  the  Personnel  Committee.  Personnel 
decisions  shall  be  made  in  consultation  with  the  Conference  Council  Director. 
The  Nomination  of  an  ordained  minister  to  the  staff  is  subject  to  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  Bishop. 

4.  The  Executive/Personnel  Committee  shall  review  annually  the  portion  of  the 
Conference  Council  budget  related  to  Conference  Council  staff  salaries,  benefits, 
and  other  operational  items  and  make  its  recommendations  to  the  Budget  & 
Coordinating  Committee. 

B.  There  shall  be  Committees  on  Research  and  Planning ;  Budget  &  Coordinating,  and 
Communications/Interpretation  nominated  annually  by  the  Conference  Council 
Committee  on  Nominations.  The  membership  of  each  committee  shall  consist  of  six 
(6)  from  the  membership  of  the  Conference  Council  and  six  (6)  at  large  selected 
on  the  basis  of  interest,  expertise,  and  inclusiveness.  The  chairperson  of  each 
committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Conference  Council  Committee  on  Nominations. 

C.  The  chairperson  of  the  CCOM  shall  name  a  nominating  committee  at  the  Spring 
Meeting  of  the  CCOM.  The  committee  shall  submit  nominations,  as  called  for  in  the 
Constitution  of  the  CCOM,  to  the  Fall  Meeting  of  the  Council  and  make  nominations 
to  fill  vacancies  throughout  the  year.  The  committee  shall  be  reconstituted  annually. 

D.  The  Conference  Council  may  appoint  such  other  committees  and  task  forces  as  may 
be  deemed  essential  for  the  effective  discharge  of  its  responsibilities. 

VI.  MEETINGS: 

A.  The  Conference  Council  shall  have  at  least  two  (2)  regular  meetings  annually. 

B.  Special  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  Chairperson,  Executive  Committee, 
or  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Conference  Council. 

VII.  JOB  ANALYSIS  AND  RELATIONSHIPS: 

A.  The  formation  of  program  areas  and  job  analyses  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
Conference  Council.  Staff  assignments  shall  be  made  by  the  Conference  Council 
Director,  in  consultation  with  the  Personnel  Committee  of  the  Conference  Council. 

B.  The  Conference  Council  Director:  The  Conference  Council  shall  elect,  upon  nomina¬ 
tion  by  the  Bishop  and  District  Superintendents,  an  executive  officer  to  be  known 
as  the  Conference  Council  Director.  He/she  shall  be  in  consultative  relationship  to 
the  conference  Cabinet  on  matters  relating  to  coordination,  implementation,  and 
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administration  of  the  conference  program  and  other  matters  as  the  Cabinet  and 
Director  may  determine.  The  Director  shall  not  be  present  during  the  Cabinet  discus¬ 
sions  on  matters  related  to  making  appointments.  He/she  shall  be  the  Administrative 
Head  of  the  Conference  Council  Program  Staff  and  office. 

C.  Program  Staff :  All  Annual  Conference  Program  Staff  shall  be  employed  by,  directed 
by,  and  amenable  to  the  Conference  Council.  Staff  shall  be  defined  as  all  salaried 
and  volunteer  persons  who  implement  or  administer  the  program  and/or  facilities 
of  any  board  or  agency  represented  on  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries. 

D.  Relationships:  The  Conference  Council  shall  have  the  following  relationships, 
including  the  amenabilities  indicated: 

1 .  All  Annual  Conference  program  agencies  shall  cooperate  with  and  be  amenable, 
between  sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference,  to  the  Council  on  Ministries  of  the 
Annual  Conference  in  matters  relating  to  the  development,  implementation,  and 
administration  of  programs. 

2.  All  Annual  Conference  agencies  shall  submit  programs  which  are  to  be  promoted 
in,  supported  by,  or  implemented  by  the  local  churches  of  the  conference  to  the 
Council  for  consideration,  coordinating,  and  calendaring  prior  to  presentation 
to  the  local  churches.  The  Council  may  request  district  or  Annual  Conference 
agencies  to  implement  a  program  for  the  entire  conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Council  staff  shall  be  responsible,  in  cooperation  with  the  district 
superintendents,  for  the  implementation  of  the  conference  program. 

E.  Responsibilities:  The  responsibilities  of  the  Conference  Council  are: 

a.  To  study  the  mission  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  the  local  churches  of  the 
conference  and  to  determine  program  emphases  which  will  assist  the  conference 
and  the  local  churches  to  perform  their  mission. 

b.  To  describe,  coordinate  and  organize  opportunities  to  serve  within  the  mission. 

c.  To  receive  program  recommendations  from  the  local  churches,  the  district  and 
Annual  Conference  agencies,  and  the  Jurisdictional  and  General  Councils  on 
Ministries;  to  evaluate  these  recommendations;  and  to  formulate  a  coordinated 
conference  program  to  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  consideration. 

d.  To  provide  for  implementation  and  administration  of  the  program  adopted  by 
the  conference. 

e.  To  provide  program  resources  and  assistance  in  program  planning  and 
implementation. 

f.  To  provide  staff  personnel  for  implementing  and  administering  conference 
program. 

g.  To  promote  principles  of  good  communication  within  the  conference  ;  to  provide 
two-way  channels  of  communication  among  Annual  Conference  agencies,  district 
Councils  on  Ministries  and  local  churches;  to  lead  the  conference  in  making 
creative  use  of  communications  and  opportunities  offered  by  modern  mass  media, 
including  conference  and  general  church  periodicals  and  resources ;  and  to  offer 
counsel  in  public  relations  and  conduct  public  relations  activities  for  the 
conference. 

h.  To  provide  communications  training  opportunities  for  leaders  in  the  Annual 
Conferences  and  the  local  churches. 

i.  To  interpret  the  programs  of  the  General  Church  and  the  Annual  Conference  to 
the  local  churches  and  to  promote  all  general  and  conference  benevolent  causes 
in  cooperation  with  the  Standing  General  Commission  on  Communication. 

j.  To  give  leadership  in  research  and  planning  for  the  conference  and  to  cooperate 
with  other  research  and  planning  agencies. 

k.  To  cooperate  in  ecumenical  projects  and  events  which  have  been  approved  by 
the  conference. 

l.  To  study  and  coordinate  the  budget  askings  of  the  conference  agencies  as  they 
relate  to  the  conference  program  and  to  make  recommendations  regarding  the 
budget  to  the  conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

m.  To  interpret  the  conference  program  to  local  churches  with  a  view  toward 
gaining  the  financial  support  needed  in  order  to  implement  that  program. 
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n.  To  provide  for  relationships  with  the  media  within  the  conference,  including 
newspapers,  radio  and  television;  take  initiative  in  television  programming  at 
the  conference  level  and  give  counsel  to  districts  and  local  churches  concerning 
television,  utilizing  the  resources  of  the  General  Commission  on  Communica¬ 
tion;  provide  for  the  use  of  videotape  or  videodisc  within  the  conference; 
perform  public  relations  functions  for  the  conference  and  assist  in  the  public 
relations  of  agencies  and  institutions  of  the  conference. 

o.  To  provide  guidance  and  training  for  district  leaders  and  groups  to  support  their 
various  tasks  with  local  churches  and  in  their  district  and/or  Annual  Conference 
responsibilities. 

p.  To  inform  the  general  program  agencies  of  the  names  of  those  Annual  Conference 
agencies  that  provide  for  program  responsibilities  related  to  the  objectives  and 
scope  of  the  general  program  agencies. 

VIII.  DISTRICT  COUNCILS:  For  the  purpose  of  having  the  most  effective  leadership  at 
strategic  administrative  levels,  each  district  shall  have  a  District  Council  on  Ministries.  In 
accordance  with  par.  747.2  of  the  1988  BOOK  OF  DISCIPLINE  and  the  Conference  Standing 
Rules,  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  may  submit  to  the  District  Conference  the 
names  of  one  clergy  and  one  lay  person  for  election  for  each  work  area  and  age  level,  and 
such  other  persons  as  needed  for  membership  to  the  District  Council  on  Ministries.  The 
District  Conference  will,  then,  elect  the  members  of  the  District  Council  on  Ministries.  The 
District  Council  shall  be  trained  to  help  carry  on  the  program  of  the  District  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  District  Superintendents  and  in  cooperation  with  the  Conference  Council  Staff. 

IX.  REPORTS :  The  Conference  Council  shall  make  a  full  report  of  its  activities  and  expenses 
to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

X.  AMENDMENTS:  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  Annual  Conference.  Such  amendments  shall  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Rule  No.  11, 
Standing  Rules  of  the  Annual  Conference  pertaining  to  reports  and  resolutions,  and  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  BOOK  OF  DISCIPLINE.

BUSINESS  SESSION 

OPENING  OF  CONFERENCE  -  The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  of  the  South¬ 
eastern  Jurisdiction  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  its  annual  session  (it  being 
the  164th  annual  session  since  the  organization  of  the  Alabama  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  and  the  160th  annual  session  since  the  organization  of  the  Alabama  Annual 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the  54th  annual  session  since  the 
unification  of  the  three  major  branches  of  The  Methodist  Church  unification  of  the  three 
major  branches  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  the  20th  annual  session  since  the  merger  with 
the  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  to  form  The  United  Methodist  Church  and  the  20th 
annual  session  since  the  merger  with  the  Central  Alabama  Conference  and  4th  annual  session 
following  the  establishment  of  The  Alabama- West  Florida  Episcopal  Area)  at  Aldersgate 
United  Methodist  Church,  Montgomery,  Alabama,  on  May  31, 1992,  with  Bishop  Paul  Andrews 
Duffey  presiding.

PRAYER  —  Bishop  Paul  A.  Duffey  called  on  Dr.  Marvin  Grunzke,  Vice  Chairperson 
of  Board  of  Laity,  to  lead  the  Conference  in  prayer. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  CONFERENCE  —  Bishop  Paul  A.  Duffey  recognized  The  Reverend 
Mr.  Paul  Wolfe,  Conference  Secretary,  for  Enabling  Motions  to  organize  the  Conference. 

CONFERENCE  REGISTRATION  -  The  Reverend  Mr.  Paul  Wolfe  moved  that  the  roll 
call  of  the  1992  Session  of  The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  be  taken  from  the  regis¬ 
tration  of  the  delegates.  It  was  approved. 

ELECTION  OF  ASSISTANT  SECRETARIES  -  The  Reverend  Dr.  James  A.  Belcher, 
The  Reverend  Mr.  W.  Thad  Chesser,  The  Reverend  Mr.  Neil  C.  Epler,  and  Diaconal  Minister 
Mrs.  Sally  Carson  Granberry  were  nominated  as  assistant  secretaries  to  the  Conference. 
They  were  elected. 

PRESENTATION  BY  NON-CONFERENCE  MEMBERS  -  The  Reverend  Mr.  Paul 
Wolfe  moved  that  persons  who  are  not  Conference  members  representing  boards  and  agencies 
of  the  church,  such  as  listed  in  the  Conference  agenda,  be  given  the  privilege  of  making  their 
presentations.

Terri  Turner,  Executive  Director,  United  Methodist  Foundation,  to  address  the  Conference 
concerning  the  investment  of  funds  for  New  Church  Development.  Ms.  Turner  addressed 
the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Terri  Turner  introduced  The  Reverend  Mr.  Jeff  Spiller.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Spiller 
spoke  on  “New  Congregations:  A  Vision  For  the  Twenty-first  Century.”  He  urged  the  creation 
of  an  endowment  fund  to  support  new  church  development.

Leader  for  the  upcoming  quadrennium.  Mr.  Keck  was  elected.

THIRD  DAY  —  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Montgomery,  Alabama 
June  2,  1992 

The  afternoon  worship  was  led  by  Mr.  Joe  Pat  Cox  of  Frazer  with  a  service  of  song 
interspersed  with  creative  movements  by  children  from  the  Montgomery  churches. 

Bishop  Duffey  called  the  conference  to  order. 

Bishop  Duffey  called  on  Mrs.  Terri  Turner,  Executive  Director  of  the  United  Methodist 
Foundation  for  her  report. 

Bishop  Duffey  introduced  Mr.  John  Sherrer  for  a  moment  of  personal  privilege.  Mr. 
Sherrer  informed  the  conference  that  Mr.  Ben  Feagin,  the  organist  at  Church  Street  for  64 
years,  had  passed  away. 

Bishop  Duffey  recognized  Diane  Lothrop  who  read  a  resolution  of  good  will  to  The 
Reverend  Don  Brill  on  this  day,  his  birthday.  The  Conference  joined  in  singing  “Happy 
Birthday”  to  Rev.  Brill. 

Bishop  Duffey  called  on  The  Reverend  Doctor  John  Galloway,  Executive  Director  of 
the  Board  of  Pastoral  Counseling,  Care  and  Training  for  the  Board’s  report.  The  report  was 
approved. 

Bishop  Duffey  called  on  the  Reverend  Cliff  Abbott  for  a  report  on  the  Committee  of 
Episcopacy.  Rev.  Abbott  called  the  members  of  the  Committee  to  the  platform. 

July  30, 1992  was  designated  as  the  date  for  the  retirement  celebration  for  Bishop  and 
Mrs.  Hancock. 

Bishop  Duffey  called  for  the  adoption  of  the  report  by  standing  applause. 

Mrs.  Miriam  Hancock  spoke  to  the  Conference  on  Bishop  Hancock’s  behalf,  of  his 
disappointment  over  not  being  well  enough  to  lead  the  Conference.  She  thanked  everyone 
for  their  support  during  Bishop  Hancock’s  illness. 

Bishop  Duffey  introduced  Judge  Taylor  Phillips  who  will  speak  at  the  Laity  Banquet 
tonight. 

Bishop  Duffey  call  on  The  Reverend  Ernest  Andress  for  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Pensions  and  Homes  of  Claimants.  Report  ft  1  was  approved.  Corrections  were  noted  in  Report 
#3  of  6V2  per  annum  rather  than  6  in  the  fourth  paragraph.  Also  a  correction  on  page  135 
was  noted  on  Disciplinary  paragraph.  Report  #3  was  approved. 

Mr.  Pate  Johnson  brought  report  ff\2  to  the  Conference  and  asked  for  its  approval. 
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Mrs.  Leona  Waid,  Colby  Chapel  lay  delegate,  raised  a  concern  about  her  home  which 
she  has  deeded  to  the  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants. 

Dr.  Roy  Sublette  raised  a  question  on  how  homes  would  be  provided  for  those  unable 
to  provide  their  own  home  at  retirement  after  2003. 

Mr.  Johnson  stated  that  a  grant  would  be  available  to  assist  retired  ministers  with 
obtaining  a  home. 

Dr.  Roy  Sublette  offered  an  amendment.  It  was  seconded.  The  amendment  is  as  follows : 
AMENDMENT  TO  REPORT  NO.  12  -  BOARD  OF  PENSIONS  -  SECTION  V: 

1.  Beginning  with  the  Annual  Conference  of  2003,  the  Board  of  Pensions  will  make  only 
those  purchases  of  new  property  which  will  enable  the  Board  to  keep  and  maintain  up  to 
33  units  of  housing  in  good  to  excellent  condition  for  those  claimants  who  are  deemed  unable 
to  provide  housing  for  themselves,  even  with  Board  assistance. 

2.  Ministers  or  surviving  spouses  living  in  Conference  owned  homes  in  the  year  2003  shall 
continue  to  live  in  them  according  to  Conference  guidelines.  (Same  as  in  Report) 

3.  After  2003,  sub-standard  homes  vacated  will  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  placed  in  the 
Homes  Trust  Fund. 

4.  Beginning  in  1994,  the  Homes  for  Claimants  Fund  apportionment  shall  be  increased 
to  $100,000  with  up  to  $50,000  of  this  amount  being  placed  in  the  Homes  Trust  Fund  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  received  from  the  local  churches  each  conference  year. 

(REMAINDER  OF  REPORT  -  ITEMS  5,  6,  7,  AND  8  -  TO  REMAIN  THE  SAME  AS 
PRINTED  IN  THE  PRE-CONFERENCE  BROCHURE). 

Mr.  Lee  Commerich  moved  to  lay  the  report  on  the  table  until  Wednesday  morning  so 
it  can  be  studied  by  the  delegates.  The  report  was  tabled. 

Mr.  Jim  Hall,  Chairperson  of  the  Insurance  Committee  reported  that  the  committee  is 
looking  into  remaining  independent  from  the  national  health  insurance  plan.  Our  current 
plan  is  working  well.

Reports  of  Boards  and  Agencies 

BOARD  OF  ORDAINED  MINISTRY 

Report  No.  1 

This  annual  conference  ends  a  quadrennium.  A  large  number  of  the  Board  of  Ministry 
members  will  be  rotating  off.  All  of  us  are  indebted  to  those  who  have  served  faithfully  and 
well  for  the  last  eight  years.  On  your  behalf,  I  say,  “Thank  you!” 

It  has  been  a  busy  four  years.  In  addition  to  the  ongoing  duties  there  have  been  a  number 
of  special  activities.  Special  emphasis  was  placed  on  enlistment  and  recruitment  of  ordained 
clergy.  Over  twenty  young  people  were  sent  to  Exploration  ’91  in  St.  Louis.  There  were  over 
1400  young  men  and  women  at  that  event  who  are  considering  the  call  to  ministry.  Another 
Explo  is  planned  for  this  Fall  in  Louisville,  KY.  This  past  January  a  Convocation  of  God’s 
Call  To  Ministry  was  held  for  our  conference.  Over  seventy  people  participated.  Dr.  Kevin 
LaGree,  Dean  of  Candler  School  of  Theology,  was  the  keynote  speaker.  These  events  are 
intentional  programming  to  meet  the  need  of  additional  ordained  clergy. 

The  Board  is  now  mandated  to  recruit,  train,  and  assign  Counseling  Elders.  The  Reverend 
Joe  Lisenby  has  instituted  a  program  to  fulfill  this  mandate.  It  is  producing  excellent  results. 
The  Conference  can  use  others  to  serve  as  Counseling  Elders. 

A  “Pre-retirement  Seminar”  was  held  last  year,  directed  by  Dr.  Cecil  Bradley.  It  was 
for  the  benefit  of  ministers  who  will  be  retiring  within  the  next  few  years.  Another  one  is 
on  calendar  for  the  next  quadrennium. 

In  response  to  a  program  designed  by  the  General  Church,  two  people  from  our  Confer¬ 
ence  were  trained  in  “Sexual  Ethics  in  Ministry.”  Bishop  and  district  superintendents  have 
informed  the  church  that  help  is  needed  in  this  area.  Workshops  for  all  the  ministers  in  our 
conference  are  now  being  planned  and  scheduled. 

The  above  are  highlights  of  the  voluminous  work  done  by  the  Board.  I  have  been  honored 
to  be  associated  with  a  group  of  peers  who  have  held  very  sacred  their  task.  It  has  been 
a  privilege  to  serve  as  chairperson  for  the  last  four  years.

BOARD  OF  DIACONAL  MINISTRY 

The  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  takes  seriously  its  responsibility  of  recruitment/enlist¬ 
ment  and  works  closely  in  any  conference  activity  designed  to  help  persons  hear  God’s  call 
to  ministry.  The  Convocation  on  the  Call  to  Ministry  in  January  was  such  an  excellent  event; 
young  people  and  second-career  adults  were  challenged  to  recognize  and  respond  to  God’s 
calling  them  to  representative  ministry  in  the  UMC.  Three  of  our  Board  members  led  interest 
groups  and  shared  their  testimonies  of  being  called  into  diaconal  ministry.  Three  persons 
entered  the  pilgrim  phase  of  diaconal  candidacy  at  the  close  of  the  convocation.  We  expect 
others  to  follow  through  in  God’s  time. 

With  the  increase  in  diaconal  candidates,  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  we  also  have 
trained  additional  mentors.  On  August  16-17, 1991,  a  mentor  training  event  was  held  at  Blue 
Lake.  Nine  additional  mentors  were  trained  to  help  interpret  diaconal  ministry  to  inquirers 
and  guide  certified  candidates  through  the  candidacy  process.  The  number  trained  nearly 
doubled  the  number  of  mentors  available  in  our  conference  for  this  important  work. 

The  Board  supervises  those  persons  in  our  conference  who  are  working  toward  certifi¬ 
cation  in  the  following  areas:  Christian  Education;  Church  Music;  Youth  Ministry;  and 
Evangelism.  Currently,  there  are  persons  seeking  certification  in  the  first  three  categories. 
This  coming  year  we  expect  to  have  participants  in  the  Evangelism  area,  as  well. 

Much  time  this  year  has  been  spent  in  studying  and  responding  to  the  Report  of  the 
Commission  to  Study  the  Ministry.  We  are  appreciative  for  the  Commission’s  hard  work 
and  for  their  careful  attention  to  the  theological  base  for  ministry.  We  are  encouraged  that 
our  United  Methodist  Church,  seeking  God’s  grace  and  guidance,  continues  to  search  for 
ever  wiser,  more  creative  and  effective  ways  of  being  in  ministry.  Our  Board  joins  in  that 
search,  encouraging  diaconal  ministers  in  more  flexible  and  responsive  service  to  the  needs 
of  our  Alabama/West  Florida  Conference  in  the  challenging  days  ahead.

CONFERENCE  COUNCIL  ON  MINISTRIES 

Report  No.  1 

It  is  an  exciting  time  to  be  a  part  of  mission  and  ministry  within  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference!  This  has  been  a  thrilling  and  productive  year  for  the  Conference  Council  on 
Ministries.  The  many  positive  signs  of  growth  and  vitality  indicate  that  the  “We  Are  Here 
For  You”  evangelistic  emphasis  led  by  the  Board  of  Evangelism/ Worship  continues  to  bear 
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fruit.  Again,  we  celebrate  the  largest  net  gain  in  church  membership  that  our  conference 
has  experienced  in  many  years.  A  contagious  spirit  of  enthusiasm  is  alive  across  the 
conference.  Dormant  congregations  are  being  revitalized  through  Bible  Study  and  prayer. 
New  congregations  are  being  formed.  Persons  are  responding  to  God’s  call  to  mission  and 
ministry. 

The  year  of  emphasis  on  “Hearing  and  Answering  God’s  Call  to  Ministry”  culminated 
with  a  Convocation  on  the  Call  to  Ministry  at  Blue  Lake,  January  24-25, 1992.  Of  the  seventy- 
nine  (79)  persons  in  attendance,  sixty-six  (66)  were  registered  as  persons  having  a  willingness 
to  be  open  to  hearing  God’s  call  to  Christian  ministry. 

New  congregational  development  continues  to  be  a  top  priority  in  our  annual  conference. 
The  newly  organized  Commission  on  New  Congregational  Development  is  functioning  well 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  Norman  Carr.  The  commission  is  working  through  its 
subcommittees  in  developing  guidelines  for  site  selections  for  new  congregations,  guidelines 
for  establishing  new  congregations,  and  acquiring  more  adequate  funding  for  new  congrega¬ 
tion  starts.  The  commission  is  also  working  on  building  a  file  of  church  building  plans  to 
be  used  as  guides  for  congregations  considering  new  facilities.  It  is  the  goal  of  the  Commission 
on  New  Congregational  Development  to  start  at  least  one  congregation  each  year. 

The  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  continues  to  resource  local  churches  through  the 
production  of  “Getting  the  Job  Done,”  a  packet  of  job  descriptions  for  all  local  church  officials. 
The  Connectional  Link,  a  program  promotional  publication,  is  produced  and  mailed  from 
the  Council  Office  quarterly.  The  “Link”  is  presently  mailed  to  all  elected  local  church 
officials.  Four  times  a  year,  a  coordinated  mailing  of  promotional  brochures  is  sent  to  all 
pastors,  diaconal  ministers,  and  the  Chairpersons  of  the  local  church  Council  on  Ministries 
or  the  Administrative  Council. 

We  welcome  Mr.  Curtis  Henderson  and  Mr.  Albert  (Al)  Bruner  as  part-time  members 
of  the  program  staff  of  the  Council  on  Ministries.  These  two  gifted  and  committed  lay  persons 
have  enabled  us  to  expand  the  services  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries.  As  an 
Associate  Director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  Mr.  Curtis  Henderson  serves 
as  the  Director  of  the  Ethnic  Local  Church  Ministries  of  our  conference.  Mr.  Al  Bruner, 
Associate  Director,  serves  as  the  Director  of  Church  Development  and  Growth.  Al  is  available 
to  do  local  church  analysis/consultations  which  must  be  scheduled  through  the  district 
superintendent.  The  council  is  grateful  to  these  two  gentlemen  for  their  willingness  to  serve 
Christ  and  his  Church  in  this  manner. 

Working  through  the  Section  on  Evangelism  of  the  General  Board  of  Discipleship,  our 
annual  conference  now  has  thirty-five  (35)  trained  Growth  Plus  Consultants.  These  persons 
have  received  intensive  training  that  equips  them  to  do  Church  Growth  Consultations  for 
local  churches.  If  your  church  is  interested  in  receiving  the  services  of  a  Growth  Plus 
Consultant,  please  contact  your  Council  on  Ministries  offices  or  the  General  Board  of 
Discipleship  for  further  details. 

The  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  wishes  to  express  its  sincere  appreciation  to  Bishop 
C.W.  Hancock  for  his  interest  and  involvement  in  the  work  of  the  Conference  Council  on 
Ministries  and  its  Executive/Personnel  Committee.  The  council  is  deeply  indebted  to  Bishop 
Hancock  for  his  regular  attendance  at  its  meetings,  his  support  of  its  programs,  his  wisdom, 
counsel,  vision  and  his  constant  challenge  to  the  council  to  strive  for  new  horizons  of  service 
and  ministry.  We  acknowledge  the  fact  that  our  membership  growth  and  many  other  signs 
of  progress  within  our  conference,  are  directly  related  to  his  dynamic  and  committed  leader¬ 
ship  during  this  quadrennium.

Realizing  the  DCOM  is  the  primary  connecting  link  between  the  conference  program 
and  the  local  church,  one  of  the  goals  of  the  CCOM  Program  Staff  has  been  to  work  closely 
with  and  resource  the  District  Councils  on  Ministries.  We  commend  all  nine  (9)  districts 
for  having  well  organized  and  functioning  District  Councils  which  meet  on  a  regular  basis. 
A  summary  of  the  fine  work  that  is  being  done  by  the  districts  follows : 

ANDALUSIA  DISTRICT 

The  Andalusia  District  Council  on  Ministries  planned  and  carried  out  the  following  events 
during  the  Conference  Year  91-92: 

(1)  Two  Schools  of  Christian  Enrichment  were  held  in  Brewton  and  Opp  on  July  14, 1991. 
Five  Training  Groups  met:  (1)  Church  Growth  (led  by  persons  from  Hinton  Rural  Life 
Center/especially  designed  for  small  membership  churches),  (2)  I  John  and  James  Bible 
Study,  (3)  Doctrinal  Standards  and  Our  Theological  Task,  (4)  Leading  Children,  and  (5) 
Leading  Youth. 

(2)  Evangelism  Awards  were  presented  to  local  churches  at  District  Conference  (plaques 
were  prepared  for  these  presentations). 

(3)  Prison  Ministry  led  by  Grady  Watson  once  a  month  in  Fountain  Correctional  Facility. 

(4)  Talents  Program  celebrated  at  District  Conference. 

(5)  Super  Sunday  had  five  professors  from  Birmingham-Southern  College  leading  Work¬ 
shops  on  “Applied  Christian  Principles  in  Business  Settings,”  “Church  Music  in  the  90s,” 
“Decision  Making  in  Biomedical  Ethics,”  “Islam  and  Its  Relationship  to  Christianity,”  “Free 
at  Last!  Spiritual  Survival  Once  You’re  Out  of  the  Nest,”  and  “The  City  of  Corinth  in  the 
Time  of  Paul.” 

(6)  Sponsored  Work  Project  on  repairing  fire-damaged  home  of  Mrs.  Horatio  Matthews. 

(7)  Assisted  in  project  to  make  repairs  on  Christian  Enrichment  Center,  McKenzie, 
Alabama  (new  roof,  cabinets,  doors,  etc.). 

(8)  A  District-Wide  Seminar  on  Understanding  and  Ministering  to  AIDS  Victims  was 
held  in  the  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Crestview,  Florida. 

(9)  District  presented  a  pewter  statue  of  John  Wesley  on  horseback  to  Bishop  C.W. 
Hancock. 

Plans  are  being  made  for: 

(1) A  Workshop  on  Ministering  to  Families  involved  in  Domestic  Violence. 

(2)  An  effective  lay  council  involving  lay  leaders  (District  Lay  Leader,  District  President 
of  United  Methodist  Men,  District  President  of  United  Methodist  Women,  Director  of  District 
Lay  Speakers  Program,  Sub-District  Lay  Leaders). 

(3)  A  series  of  Workshops  on  (1)  Improving  Grammar  in  the  Pulpit:  Practical  Helps 
and  (2)  The  Desperate  Need  for  Effective  Pastoral  Visitation. 

(4)  A  District  Work  Team  to  make  needed  repairs  on  local  churches,  e.g.,  painting  of 
Gantt  United  Methodist  Church.

DOTHAN  DISTRICT 

The  Dothan  District  Council  on  Ministries  is  proud  to  have  participated  in  the  1991  Service 
of  Talents  Offering  for  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministries.  With  persever¬ 
ance,  dedication,  and  a  strong  commitment  to  do  God’s  will,  the  Dothan  District  ranked  first 
in  those  districts  participating  in  the  Service  of  Talents  program.  Recognizing  the  good  that 
would  come  from  this  program  and  being  committed  to  being  good  stewards  of  these  Talents 
which  each  Church/Charge  received  at  District  Conference  in  1990,  the  Dothan  District  is 
happy  to  announce  a  total  giving  of  $5,001.07!

Evangelism  and  payment  of  all  apportion¬ 
ments  were  especially  promoted. 

MOBILE  DISTRICT 

The  Mobile  District  Council  on  Ministries  celebrates  the  following  recent  successes: 

1.  The  Council  has  established  Quarterly  Laity  Rallies,  gathering  the  laity  of  the  Mobile 
District  for  a  fellowship  meal  and  an  inspirational  program. 

2.  The  Council  is  excited  about  the  very  successful  Christian  Workers  School  held  last  Fall, 
led  by:  The  Rev.  David  Kerr,  Dr.  Robert  Wingard,  and  Mrs.  Flo  Martin. 

3.  A  new  format  for  our  annual  Super  Sunday  Training  Event  for  local  church  leaders 
resulted  in  attendance  nearly  double  that  of  the  previous  year. 

4.  Last  summer’s  highly  successful  District  Youth  Week  will  be  continued  in  the  summer 
of  1992. 

5.  The  Council  is  supporting  the  organization  of  a  Christian  Drama  Group  for  the  district. 

Our  Goals  for  the  future  include : 

1.  To  sponsor  a  District  Choir  Festival. 

2.  To  plan  a  second  Christian  Workers  School  to  be  held  in  1993. 

3.  To  expand  lay  leadership  and  by  involvement  in  the  Laity  Rallies  held  each  quarter. 

4.  To  continue  the  successful  new  format  for  Super  Sunday  as  we  plan  for  that  event  in  1993. 

MONTGOMERY  DISTRICT 

The  Montgomery  District  Super  Sunday  Training.  Event  for  all  officers  in  local  churches 
was  held  on  January  13, 1991  at  Aldersgate  UMC  in  Montgomery  with  500  persons  in  atten¬ 
dance.  The  Fall  District  Conference/Rally  was  held  on  November  17, 1991  at  Whitfield  UMC 
with  emphasis  upon  Christian  Vocations  as  A  Lifework. 

Our  established  goals  for  1991  included  establishment  of  a  District  Church  Growth  Goal 
and  then  quarterly  evaluate  and  publicize  progress  toward  meeting  that  Goal.  Local  Church 
Growth  Workshops  were  offered  to  any  church  desiring  such  an  event. 

The  Montgomery  District  Council  on  Ministries  requested  that  each  Local  church  (a) 
Establish  a  Church  Growth  Goal  for  1991,  (b)  Develop  a  list  of  prospective  members,  (c) 
Plan  and  carry  out  a  program  to  reach  prospective  members,  (d)  conduct  a  Confirmation 
Class  for  children  and  youth  (our  District  Confirmation  Rally  was  conducted  by  Bishop  C.W. 
Hancock  and  was  held  March  16, 1991  at  Aldersgate  UMC),  (e)  conduct  at  least  one  congre¬ 
gational  training  event  during  the  year  in  Evangelism,  and  (f )  conduct  at  least  one  congre¬ 
gation-wide  evangelism  event  such  as  (1)  “We  Are  Here  For  You  —  Month  of  March,”  (2) 
A  We  Care  Mission,  (3)  A  Lay  Witness  Mission,  (4)  A  New  Life  Mission,  or  (5)  Hold  a  Revival. 

Our  Montgomery  District  Net  Gain  in  membership  in  1991  was  +603  members  compared 
to  a  1990  Net  Gain  of  +437  members. 
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Under  the  leadership  of  our  District  Lay  Leader,  Dr.  Marvin  Grunzke,  meaningful  and 
exciting  and  well-attended  Quarterly  Koinonia/Fellowship  meetings  were  held.  The  Lay 
Speaking  program  was  fully  utilized  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Bill  Williamson  and  Dr. 
Edward  Taylor  with  special  emphasis  on  Youth  Detention  Facilities  and  a  new  Sunday  School 
teacher  program.  Our  District  Mission  activity  reached  beyond  Local  Missions  and  fielded 
a  group  going  to  Costa  Rica  and  another  group  to  Panama,  with  Rev.  Rusty  Taylor  leading. 

Each  Council  meeting  is  begun  with  members  relating  how  God  has  used  them  in  some 
special  way  since  our  last  meeting. 

PENSACOLA  DISTRICT 

The  Pensacola  District  Council  on  Ministries  began  the  1992  term  with  the  adoption  of 
the  report  of  the  District  Planning  Council.  Within  that  report  are  action  plans  for  enhancing 
the  ability  of  local  Churches  to  meet  the  needs  of  their  community. 

With  the  theme  “1992  The  Year  of  Worship,”  “Celebrate  and  Witness  Through  Worship” 
the  PDCOM  will  organize  and  train  worship  evaluation  and  consulting  teams  to  assist  local 
Churches  to  enhance  their  worship  experience  from  the  order  of  worship  through  the  use 
of  sacraments  and  the  reception  of  visitors. 

To  strengthen  the  commitment  to  apportionments  PDCOM  plans  to  educate  the  district 
laity  as  to  the  far  reaching  benefits  of  the  connectional  system.  Understanding  that  large 
numbers  of  the  District  membership  have  joined  on  profession  or  have  transferred  from 
other  denominations,  we  will  seek  to  emphasize  our  Wesleyan  Heritage  by  encouraging  all 
district  Churches  to  conduct  the  Doctrinal  Standards  Study,  the  Study  of  Vital  Congregations 
and  Faithful  Disciples,  as  well  as  promote  Wesley’s  concept  of  class  meetings. 

Assisting  local  Churches  in  marketing  themselves  to  their  community  is  also  a  priority. 

The  PDCOM  recognizes  the  needs  of  ethnic  minorities  and  will  seek  to  address  their 
issues  and  develop  ministries  to  meet  those  needs. 

Each  local  Church  should  have  access  to  proven  methods  of  dealing  with  the  difficulties 
of  parenting,  problems  related  to  teenage  sexuality,  and  the  development  of  singles  ministries 
in  multi-age  brackets.  The  PDCOM  will  provide  models  for  use  by  the  local  Church  within 
the  district  patterned  from  Churches  with  successful  programs. 

The  PDCOM  recognized  that  other  denominations  have  successfully  used  recreation  to 
enhance  program  ministries.  A  district  wide  youth  and  adult  volleyball  and  softball  league 
will  be  developed  to  interface  with  youth,  campus,  singles,  and  adult  ministries. 

The  PDCOM  will  meet  the  challenge  of  supporting  the  district’s  first  Wesley  Foundation. 
The  PDCOM  is  committed  to  building  a  strong  and  vital  campus  ministry  at  the  University 
of  West  Florida. 


SELMA  DISTRICT 

The  Selma  District  has  been  involved  in  a  number  of  special  activities  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  The  Reverend  Doug  Newton,  the  District  Superintendent.  Some  of  those  activities  are: 

White  Water  Camp  —  This  camp  was  given  to  the  District.  Pastors,  men’s  groups  and 
others  have  given  much  time  and  labor  to  get  it  ready  for  use. 

A  $25  Club  to  support  missions. 

A  presentation  of  Vision  2000. 

A  District  Rally  with  an  emphasis  on  stewardship  and  evangelism. 

The  New  Style  United  Methodist  Church  —  The  District  has  been  very  involved  in 
reclaiming  the  New  Style  Church  and  helping  New  Style  get  into  a  new  building. 

The  District  enjoyed  a  net  gain  of  115  new  members  during  the  year. 

TROY  DISTRICT 

The  Troy  District  COM  perceives  itself  to  be  an  agency  purely  to  assist  and  aid  the  local 
congregations  in  becoming  better  units  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  Of  course,  this  would 
involve  the  DCOM  as  being  as  liaison  between  the  General  Church  and  Conference  with  the 
local  congregation.  We  have  never  perceived  ourselves  as  being  an  organization  with 
programs  that  local  Churches  are  supposed  to  support  for  the  good  of  the  DCOM.  In  the  light 
of  this  philosophical  position  of  purpose  and  organization  our  DCOM  has : 
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1.  Held  a  District  Rally  to  lift  up  certain  programs  and  to  commend  Churches  that  have 
demonstrated  through  their  Church  life  and  programs  that  they  are  endeavoring  to 
be  vital  congregations.  This  Rally  was  also  a  time  of  encouraging  all  congregations 
to  make  every  effort  to  become  a  more  vital  congregation. 

2.  We  held  three  “Receptions”  throughout  our  district  as  an  effort  to  give  appreciation 
for  support  of  the  Children’s  Home  and  to  encourage  more  support  at  this  past 
Christmas  season.  In  the  past  three  years,  the  Troy  District  has  shown  marked 
increases  in  its  giving  to  the  Children’s  Home. 

3.  The  District  Ministers’  Retreat  was  held  in  order  to  give  the  ministers  an  opportunity 
to  “retreat.”  The  theme  for  the  24-hour  “get  away”  was  “Discipline  and  Disciplines.” 
Most  of  our  ministers  attended  the  retreat. 

Report  No.  3 

Whereas,  Vision  2000  has  been  endorsed  by  the  Bishop,  the  Cabinet  and  the  Conference 
Council  on  Ministries  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  as  a  program  emphasis  for 
the  next  quadrennium  and  as  the  program  theme  for  the  1990’s, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  during  its  1992 
session,  give  its  enthusiastic  endorsement  to  Vision  2000. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  upon  approval  of  Vision  2000  by  the  Annual  Conference,  the 
Bishop,  in  consultation  with  the  Conference  Council  Director,  name  an  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference  Vision  2000  Task  Force  with  not  more  than  twenty-one  and  not  fewer  than  fifteen 
persons,  plus  Cabinet  and  CCOM  Staff  representation.  The  said  task  force  will  serve  for  the 
quadrennium,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  Conference  Vision  2000  Task  Force  be  given  authority 
to  enter  into  a  covenant  agreement  with  the  Section  on  Evangelism  of  the  General  Board 
of  Discipleship  for  the  four  year  program  emphases  and  its  components,  and 

Be  if  further  resolved: 

—  That  each  local  church  immediately  name  a  Vision  2000  Committee  with  a  membership 
of  five  to  12  persons.  These  should  be  persons  with  vision  and  enthusiasm  who  are 
actively  involved  in  the  life  of  the  local  congregation. 

—  That  a  Vision  2000  Launch  Event  be  held  in  the  Fall  of  1992  with  place(s)  and  date(s) 
to  be  confirmed  as  soon  as  possible.  Local  church  Vision  2000  Committee  members 
will  be  expected  to  attend  the  Launch  Event(s).  Other  persons  will  be  welcome. 

—  That  at  least  six  (6)  evangelism  teaching  models  be  introduced  at  the  Vision  2000 
Launch  Event (s). 

—  That  the  intensive  training  for  the  evangelism  teaching  models  be  held  in  February 
or  March  of  1993, 1994,  1995  and  1996.  The  evangelism  models  are  to  be  selected  by 
the  Conference  Vision  2000  Task  Force  in  consultation  with  the  Board  of  Discipleship/ 
Section  on  Evangelism.  Each  local  church  will  select  one  of  the  evangelism  models 
each  year  and  will  make  that  model  the  primary  program  emphasis  within  the  local 
church  for  a  year. 

—  That  at  least  three  (3)  Ministerial  Effectiveness  (Ministry  Plus)  Seminars  be  held 
between  1993  and  1996  and  that  one  (1)  of  these  seminars  be  a  conference  wide  School 
of  Evangelism  similar  to  the  event  held  in  Ft.  Walton  Beach  in  1989.  It  is  recommended 
that  these  events  be  held  between  June  and  October. 

—  That  in  consultation  with  pastors  and  congregations,  each  district  superintendent 
shall  select  at  least  two  (2)  congregations  per  year  to  become  Growth  Plus  Congre¬ 
gations  (which  will  include  participation  in  a  Growth  Plus  Consultation  under  the 
direction  of  a  trained  Growth  Plus  Consultant). 

—  That  every  congregation  participate  in  a  membership  and  attendance  crusade  each 
year  between  January  1st  and  Easter. 

—  That  evangelism  teaching  models  to  be  considered  by  Vision  2000  Task  Force  include 
but  not  be  limited  to  the  following  options: 

A.  Extending  Your  Congregation’s  Welcome 

B.  Mobilizing  Volunteers 

C.  Faith  Sharing 

D.  Ministering  to  Singles 
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E.  Reaching  Baby  Boomers 

F.  Lay  Visitation 

G.  Stewardship 

H.  Evangelism  in  the  Small  Membership  Church 

I.  Older  Adult  Evangelism 

J.  Reaching  out  through  The  Sunday  School 

K.  Leading  Congregations  through  Change 

L.  Congregational  Transformation  (Revitalization) 

And,  be  it  further  resolved  that  necessary  funding  for  Vision  2000  above  Program  Board 
budgets,  be  drawn  from  the  Conference  Program  Reserve  Fund. 


BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

The  objective  of  the  church  as  manifested  through  its  educational  ministry  is  that  all 
persons  be  aware  of  and  grow  in  their  understanding  of  God,  especially  of  his  redeeming 
love  as  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  they  respond  in  faith  and  love  —  to  the  end  that 
they  may  know  who  they  are  and  what  their  human  situation  means,  increasingly  identify 
themselves  as  children  of  God  and  members  of  the  Christian  community,  live  in  the  spirit 
of  God  in  every  relationship,  fulfill  their  common  discipleship  in  the  world,  and  abide  in  the 
Christian  hope. 

This  is  indeed  the  continuing  objective  of  your  Conference  Board  of  Education.  This  board 
stands  ready  to  be  the  link  between  the  local  church  and  the  conference,  and  between  the 
conference  and  the  larger  church.  We  hope  to  offer  opportunities  that  will  provide  local 
congregations  (large  or  small)  with  training  and  support  so  that  we  may  all  abide  in  the 
Christian  hope. 

We  are  open  to  suggestions  as  to  ways  that  we  may  be  of  help  to  you  as  a  local  church 
to  provide  Christian  education  to  all  our  people.

Committee  No.  1  —  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

In  1991,  the  Sunday  School  Committee  surveyed  the  educational  programs  of  local 
churches  in  the  annual  conference.  The  results,  compiled  in  a  “Praise  Report,”  have  enabled 
us  to  begin  to  put  together  an  idea  resource  book  of  programs  that  are  working  in  our  local 
churches  and  to  gather  a  pool  of  local  church  leaders  who  are  willing  to  go  into  other  local 
churches  to  share  ideas  and  help  with  training  other  local  church  teachers.  The  survey  results 
also  helped  us  with  the  planning  of  the  1992  Sunday  School  Weekend  to  be  held  at  Blue  Lake 
September  11  &  12.  This  year’s  theme  is  “Sunday  Schools  —  Nurseries  For  Christians”  (a 
quote  from  John  Wesley).  We  will  be  led  by  keynote  speaker  Millsaps  Dye,  the  Southeast 
Jurisdictional  Director  of  Council  Programs  at  Lake  Junaluska.  Brochures  on  this  event 
have  been  available  since  January  1992  and  may  be  obtained  through  the  conference  office. 

In  the  fall  of  1991  the  Sunday  School  committee  also  began  the  task  of  obtaining  materials 
for  and  promoting  a  drug  prevention  program  entitled  Born  Free/Stay  Free.  This  drug 
prevention  and  alcohol  abuse  educational  program  is  available  to  be  presented  in  your  church 
for  five  different  age  levels:  Preschool,  Younger  Elementary,  Older  Elementary,  Junior 
High  and  Senior  High.  All  five  “Kits”  are  in  the  media  center  at  the  Conference  Office. 
Complete  details  on  how  to  bring  this  program  to  your  local  church  may  be  obtained  through 
the  Conference  Office.

Committee  No.  2  —  THE  CHILDREN’S  COUNCIL 

The  Children’s  Council  presented  two  major  events  in  1991: 

1.  Confirmation  Rallies  with  the  Bishop  — 

Approximately  125  young  people  came  together  in  three  rallies  to  meet  Bishop  Hancock, 
to  join  with  others  going  through  confirmation  classes  to  worship,  study,  and  celebrate 
their  decision  to  become  full  members  of  the  church.  The  rallies  were  held  at  Marianna 
First  on  March  9,  Aldersgate  in  Montgomery  on  March  16,  and  at  Saraland  UMC  on  March 
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23.  Four  workshops  were  held:  “What  are  the  Vows?”  —  the  Reverend  Donald  Brill,  “What 
is  Stewardship?”  —  the  Reverend  Linwood  Lewis,  “What  is  Methodism?”  —  the  Reverend 
Gerald  Maddox,  and  “What  is  Commitment?”  —  the  Reverend  Pam  Huff. 

2.  Children’s  Ministries  Weekend  — 

Approximately  140  persons  attended  the  Children’s  Ministries  Weekend  on  September 
13  and  14  at  Blue  Lake.  Our  keynote  speaker  was  Gwen  Christensen,  a  Diaconal  Minister 
in  Communications  and  Christian  Education.  Her  topic  was  “Media  —  Should  Children 
Be  Unplugged?”  We  planned  14  workshops  and  seven  Friday  night  Chat  Groups:  Puppetry

Carmen  Johns,  Children’s  Ministries  in  Small  Membership  Churches  —  Mary  &  William 
Floyd  and  Jack  Hankins,  Developing  Day  Care  —  Betty  Cates,  Parenting:  Developing 
Faith  of  a  Child  -  Maryann  Dotts.  CHAT  GROUPS  &  LEADERSHIP:  Born  Free  - 
Virginia  Lindley,  Human  Sexuality  —  Diane  Shepherd,  Children’s  Church  —  Rachel 
Baxter,  Creative  Discipline  —  Ben  Encinias,  Rainbows  —  Lennie  Howard,  Developing 
Weekday  Ministries  —  Betty  Cates,  Media  —  Gwen  Christensen. 

Evaluations  were  filled  out  by  74  persons  and  were  overwhelmingly  positive.  Many 
made  good  recommendations  for  the  1993  weekend.  Glenda  Argo,  Council  member,  was 
responsible  for  planning  the  successful  weekend. 

Plans  were  made  for  four  Parenting  Retreats  to  be  held  in  1992.  A  contract  has  been 
signed  with  Joyce  Lamb  to  conduct  a  10-hour  retreat  at  Montgomery,  Dothan,  Pensacola, 
and  Mobile  during  the  week  of  February  4-13,  1992. 

We  had  a  great  Council.  It  was  my  privilege  to  work  along  side  of  a  very  dedicated  group 
of  Council  members.  We  look  forward  to  a  new  year  of  ministry  with  children  and  their 
parents.

Committee  No.  3  —  THE  LEADERSHIP  DEVELOPMENT  COMMITTEE 

Teams  from  the  nine  districts  of  our  conference  participated  in  a  workshop  on  “Doctrinal 
Standards  and  Our  Theological  Task”  held  at  Blue  Lake  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Bill 
Carter  of  Johnson  City,  TN.  This  was  in  response  to  a  request  by  the  1988  General  Conference 
to  clarify  the  difference  between  doctrines  and  the  theological  task  of  the  UMC.  Most  districts 
have  had  follow-up  to  this  workshop  by  offering  classes  in  their  Super  Sunday  programs, 
Christian  Workers  Schools,  etc. 

The  DISCIPLE  Training  Conference  was  held  March  19-21, 1992,  at  the  Holiday  Inn,  Ft. 
Walton  Beach,  FL.  This  was  a  conference  event  under  the  direction  of  Cokesbury  Seminars. 
There  were  25  churches  from  our  conference  in  attendance  for  the  first  time,  a  number  of 
churches  who  sent  persons  to  be  trained  as  additional  leaders  to  meet  the  demands  in  their 
local  churches  for  this  type  of  Bible  study,  and  17  churches  from  other  conferences  partici¬ 
pated.  In  all  seven  states  were  represented.  With  the  goals  of  DISCIPLE  being  Disciple 
making  and  Christian  nurturing,  those  who  had  been  trained  went  away  feeling  that  if 
the  local  church  has  a  strong,  biblically  nourished  leadership,  the  church  will  grow  in  vitality 
and  Christian  discipleship. 

Programs  in  the  planning  stages  include  Teacher  Certification  for  the  Sunday  School 
and  Mobilizing  Volunteers  for  Ministry.

Committee  No.  4  —  OLDER  ADULT  MINISTRIES

“by,”  “with”  and  “for”  Older  Adults  is  a  very  vital  ministry  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference.  Many  local  churches  provide  programs  that  focus  upon  Older  Adults.  These 
programs  provide  fellowship,  inspiration,  and  information  that  meet  the  needs  of  Older  Adults 
in  these  local  churches  throughout  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference.  The  Conference 
Older  Adult  Committee  encourages  persons  in  every  local  church  to  develop  innovative 
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programs  that  involve  not  only  persons  in  their  own  local  churches,  but  persons  in  their 
!  respective  communities  as  well. 

August  12-15, 1991,  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  was  represented  by  C.  Edward 
Britton  who  serves  on  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Advisory  Board  for  Older  Adult 
Ministries  at  Lake  Junaluska,  North  Carolina.  We  had  several  groups  from  our  Conference 
who  attended  the  “Fall  Fling”  programs  at  Lake  Junaluska  during  October,  and  report  having 
enjoyed  these  programs  offered  on  the  Jurisdictional  level.  We  encourage  groups  from  local 
churches  to  attend  these  events. 

The  major  events  in  our  own  Conference  were  the  Fall  Retreat  held  at  Blue  Lake, 
September  30  through  October  2, 1991.  The  Reverend  Tom  Sheppard,  Pastor  of  First  United 
Methodist  Church,  Greenville,  Alabama,  was  our  Inspirational  Speaker.  There  was  much 
fun  and  fellowship  enjoyed  by  54  persons  who  attended.  This  retreat  is  planned  again  for 
October  5-7, 1992.  The  Spring  Older  Adult  Assembly  was  held  at  Blue  Lake,  May  11-14, 1992. 
This  year  our  Inspirational  Speaker  was  the  Reverend  Danny  Doss,  Pastor  of  Trinity  United 
Methodist  Church,  Prattville,  Alabama.  The  theme  this  year  was,  “What  Age  Can  Teach.” 
Again  this  Assembly  was  well  attended,  with  many  churches  from  across  the  Alabama-West 
Florida  Conference  represented.  Our  Banquet  Speaker  was  the  Reverend  James  (Jim)  W. 
Carpenter,  Pastor  of  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Andalusia,  Alabama.  This  Assembly 
seems  to  grow  stronger  each  year. 

We  will  be  represented  again  at  the  Jurisdictional  Older  Adult  Conference  at  Lake 
Junaluska,  August  10-13, 1992.  We  encourage  persons  and  groups  from  local  churches  in  our 
Conference  to  attend  this  Conference  and  other  events  for  Older  Adults.

Committee  No.  5  —  YOUNG  ADULT  &  FAMILY  MINISTRIES 

In  1991  and  1992,  we  have  tried  to  support  and  reinforce  the  many  existing  programs 
for  young  adults,  families  and  marriages  in  our  Conference,  including  our  endorsement  and 
promotion  of  the  “Marriage  Encounter”  program.  Our  plans  to  sponsor  a  program  to  assist 
young  adults  in  exploring  gifts  for  ministry  and  the  Christian  vocations  became  redundant 
when  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  sponsored  similar  programs,  with  great  success. 

In  April,  1992,  we  held  the  “Joy  for  the  Family”  retreat  at  Blue  Lake  Camp  for  young 
married  couples  and  their  families.  Dr.  Donald  Joy,  Professor  at  Asbury  Seminary,  and 
his  wife  Robbie,  led  this  helpful  seminar. 

For  1993,  Young  Adult  ministries  plans  to  focus  on  fostering  and  coordinating  leadership 
at  the  local  church  and  district  levels  via  a  “College/ Young  Adult  Leadership  Planning 
Retreat.” 

For  1993,  Family  Ministries  is  supporting  the  work  of  Marvin  Grunzke’s  “Moral  Develop¬ 
ment  Task  Force”  designed  to  help  families  teach  ethical  guidelines  to  children  and  youth. 
We  also  endorse  the  “Born  Free,  Stay  Free”  drug  prevention  program  (funded  under  another 
Board  of  Education  committee) .  These  programs  should  strengthen  our  families  in  the  years 
ahead.

Committee  No.  6  —  CAMPING 

The  Camping  Committee  of  The  Board  of  Education  exists  to  promote  the  welfare  of 
camping  among  elementary,  youth,  choir  and  Special  Ministry  camps  held  at  our  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Conference  Assembly  Grounds  located  near  Andalusia,  Alabama  known  as 
Blue  Lake.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Linwood  Lewis,  Director  of  Blue  Lake,  directs  the  summer 
camping  program  of  the  conference.  The  Camping  Committee  seeks  to  insure  that  camping 
continues  by  asking  for  orientation  of  deans,  permanent  staff,  and  volunteer  staff  including 
review  of  schedules,  curriculum,  and  resource  persons  involved  in  camping  experiences. 
At  various  times  during  the  year  the  Camping  Committee  Chairperson  seeks  to  promote 
camping  through  conference  channels  (Board  of  Education;  Ex-Officio  member  of  The  Blue 
Lake  Commission)  and  by  being  involved  in  dialogue  with  the  Blue  Lake  Director  and  those 
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involved  with  concerns  about  camping.  Each  year  in  the  Fall,  after  all  camps  are  held,  there 
is  a  meeting  of  The  Camping  Committee  which  consists  of  deans,  volunteer  staff,  and  others 
interested  in  meeting  to  discuss  and  evaluate  the  summer  camping  program. 

The  summer  of  1991  was  another  great  year  for  our  conference  camping  program  with 
a  total  of  1,214  campers:  626  Elementary,  151  Elementary  Choir,  92  Youth  Choir,  173  Junior 
High,  and  172  Special  Ministry  Camps.  A  new  curriculum  was  introduced  last  year  that 
provides  for  a  Leader’s  Guide  and  a  booklet  for  each  camper.  The  study  for  1992  is  “We 
Are  Partners  In  Creation”  as  a  second  in  this  series.  As  in  past  years,  information  on  camping 
is  announced  through  The  Connectional  Link,  Conference  Coordinated  Mailings,  and  The 
Methodist  Christian  Advocate.  Local  churches  receive  registration  forms  in  the  Spring  and 
are  encouraged  to  get  their  forms  in  to  register  early.  Acknowledgments  begin  around  May 
15th. 

Many  testimonial  stories  are  shared  with  the  chairperson  of  transformed  lives  because 
of  our  conference  camping  program.  One  such  story  comes  from  the  Special  Ministry  Camp 
Discovery  and  is  condensed  from  the  written  account  of  The  Rev.  Fred  Toland,  Director 
of  The  Mobile  Inner  City  Mission  and  a  staff  member  for  Camp  Discovery: 

“On  the  last  day  of  Camp  Discovery  1991  a  youngster,  who  had  been  a  problem 
all  week  walked  up  to  a  14  year  old  and  hit  him  several  hard  blows.  The  one 
hit  picked  up  a  pine  limb  and  a  brawl  began  that  ended  up  with  one  of  the 
youngsters  riding  home  with  Rev.  Toland  in  the  Mission  Van,  separated  from 
the  other  in  the  Mission  Bus.  The  youngster  needed  love,  acceptance,  to  belong, 
to  care,  and  he  needed  a  sense  of  accomplishment.  Directly,  as  a  result  of  this 
experience  at  camp  the  young  man  is  now  involved  in  The  Oakdale  Christian 
Youth  Service  Club  and  a  star  basketball  player  on  the  Mission  team.  The 
principles  of  our  Christian  Faith  that  are  taught  at  Camp  Discovery  are  a  very 
important  part  of  the  religious  teaching  given  our  Inner  City  children  and  youth.” 

Says  Rev.  Toland,  “It  isn’t  the  purpose  of  Camp  Discovery  to  select  only 
“good”  and  “well  behaved”  campers.  Discovery  offers  a  valuable  opportunity 
to  open  the  door  to  some  of  the  troubled  and  borderline  delinquents  to  our  faith. 
Please . . .  continue  to  provide  scholarships  to  send  these  youth  and  children  to 
Camp  Discovery.” 

United  Methodists  in  Alabama  and  West  Florida  can  be  grateful  for  the  dedicated  and 
often  unsung  heroes  of  your  conference  camping  program.  To  God  by  the  Glory  for  those 
lives  touched!

BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

Report  No.  1 

Participation  in  and  giving  to  missions  have  increased  during  the  last  year.  Local 
churches  are  becoming  more  aware  of  mission  needs  and  opportunities  in  the  community 
and  around  the  world.  Your  Board  of  Missions  priorities  have  included: 

1.  providing  each  local  church  with  a  mission  plan  called  “Partnership  in  Mission”; 

2.  offering  opportunities  for  local  churches  to  participate  in  United  Methodist  Volunteers 
in  Mission; 

3.  giving  guidance  and  resources  to  local  churches  in  need  of  revitalization; 

4.  working  through  Urban  Ministries  to  provide  local  churches  with  opportunities  to  meet 
urban  needs ; 

5.  establishing  criteria  for  the  Conference  Advance  Special  Status  program,  and  over¬ 
seeing  the  Conference  agencies  which  receive  funding  from  the  Conference  Advance; 
and 

6.  keeping  the  local  church  informed  about  our  Health  and  Welfare  institutions  (Children’s 
Home  and  Homes  for  Aging)  and  health  care  needs. 

We  urge  your  continued  support  of  this  vital  mission  program.

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Report  No.  2  —  SECTION  ON  CONGREGATIONAL  REVITALIZATION 

This  Committee’s  primary  responsibility  is  to  help  congregations  in  revitalization 
ministry;  to  receive  and  evaluate  applications  for  Mission  Grant  Funds  —  and  to  recommend 
to  the  Board  approval  or  disapproval  of  such  requests. 

There  are  mission  loan  funds  available.  Applications  from  churches  are  evaluated  and 
recommendations  made  to  the  Board  to  approve  or  disapprove  loans  from  these  funds.  At 
the  present  time  there  are  ten  churches  who  have  loans  and  are  in  the  process  of  paying 
them  off. 

The  biggest  task  before  us  in  1992  is  to  meet  the  mandate  of  the  Annual  Conference  to 
develop  a  program  to  help  churches  in  revitalization  ministry.  We  will  develop  a  guideline 
manual  to  define  what  it  means  for  a  church  to  be  considered  a  revitalization  project  of  the 
Conference;  identify  and  prioritize  one  or  two  churches  for  revitalization;  provide  consultation 
teams  to  work  with  them,  and  provide  resources  from  grant  and  loan  funds  under  our  area 
as  well  as  from  other  resources  such  as  UMVIM,  Ten  Dollar  Club,  Advance  Specials,  etc. 
to  help.  We  already  have  some  churches  that  we  feel  fall  into  this  category. 

We  believe  a  strong  revitalization  program  will  bring  many  of  our  declining  churches 
in  changing  or  static  situations  back  into  productive,  growing,  vibrant  churches.

(UMVIM) 

The  UMVIM  movement  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  provides  a  unique  opportunity 
for  the  local  church  to  involve  its  members  in  the  offering  of  their  resources  (time,  skills, 
monies)  for  service  in  partnership  with  other  church  bodies,  either  at  home  or  abroad,  in 
short  term  work  projects.  The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  UMVIM  Committee  believes 
that  there  are  four  primary  ministry  opportunities  available  in  this  form  of  mission  praxis : 
relationship  building,  experiential  education,  service  in  partnership,  and  faith  sharing.  The 
UMVIM  Committee  strongly  supports  intentional  methods  to  enhance  the  VIM  experience 
within  the  life  of  the  participating  local  congregation  by  focusing  on  proper  orientation, 
theological  reflection,  and  practical  guidelines  in  relating  this  experience  to  the  life  and 
ministry  of  the  local  church.  The  task  of  the  Conference  UMVIM  Committee  is  to  provide 
interested  churches  with  information  on  specific  projects  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  to 
provide  practical  guidelines  and  helpful  advice. 

The  UMVIM  work  within  our  conference  has  grown  stronger  and  stronger  over  the  years. 
Last  year,  for  an  example,  we  had  twenty  teams,  went  to  six  different  countries  and  covered 
nineteen  projects.  There  were  a  total  of  288  team  members,  and  the  total  funds  contributed 
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for  these  projects  amounted  to  $174,000.00.  The  Conference  UMVIM  Committee  is  very  excited 
about  the  work  and  growth  of  UMVIM  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference.  In  fact, 
there  is  so  much  happening  in  our  conference  that  it  is  difficult  to  keep  tabs  on  all  the  various 
projects  being  undertaken;  therefore,  we  will  begin  our  first  Alabama-West  Florida  Confer¬ 
ence  UMVIM  Newsletter  this  year.  If  you  would  like  to  be  on  our  mailing  list,  or  would  like 
to  submit  an  article  about  your  UMVIM  work,  please  relay  all  information  to  Rev.  Mark 
Labranche,  P.O.  Drawer  6150,  Montgomery,  AL  36194.  We  believe  that  this  new  UMVIM 
Newsletter  will  help  keep  us  all  better  informed  and  promote  the  growth  of  the  UMVIM 
movement  within  our  conference. 

While  we  strongly  support  the  ongoing  UMVIM  work  in  various  countries  around  the 
world  and  within  various  locations  in  the  United  States,  each  year  the  UMVIM  Conference 
Committee  selects  a  specific  focus  project  for  the  conference.  In  1990,  three  conference  work 
teams  completely  renovated  a  day  care  center  in  downtown  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico.  In  1991, 
two  conference  work  teams  representing  five  different  churches  participated  in  a  massive 
effort  to  build  48  houses  in  El  Sol  Naciente  Housing  Project  in  Panama  City,  Panama.  A 
total  of  fourteen  teams  from  around  the  country  participated  in  this  effort  which  was 
successful  in  completing  48  homes  from  May  14  to  November  30,  1991.  This  has  proven  to 
be  one  of  the  largest  projects  of  its  type  in  UMVIM  history.  For  1992  and  1993  the  focus  projects 
for  our  conference  are  in  Panama.  The  Conference  Committee  has  produced  a  videotape 
of  eleven  different  projects  in  Panama  and  this  tape  is  available  for  your  church  to  use  in 
investigating  various  UMVIM  opportunities. 

The  UMVIM  Committee  can  offer  assistance  to  you  and  to  your  church:  number  one, 
in  selecting  projects  approved  through  the  SEJ  office  and  matching  those  projects  with 
particular  work  teams  and  their  abilities;  number  two,  to  team  leaders  and  members  in 
coordinating  VIM  projects  (i.e.  personal  assistance,  handbooks,  other  materials) ;  number 
three,  offering  short-term  insurance  coverage  especially  designed  for  VIM  work  teams; 
number  four,  providing  a  connectional  link  with  other  UMVIM  work  in  the  conference.  This 
allows  for  better  communication  and  the  ability  to  keep  abreast  of  the  total  work  of  UMVIM. 

Without  the  hard  work  of  our  Conference  Mission  Secretary,  Rev.  Don  Brill,  we  would 
not  be  enjoying  the  current  success  of  the  UMVIM  work  in  our  conference.  As  a  committee 
we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Don  for  his  availability,  diligence  and  commitment 
to  the  work  of  UMVIM  in  the  conference.  It  is  a  tremendous  joy  to  work  with  other  members 
of  this  committee  and  those  of  you  throughout  the  conference  who  seek  through  this  special 
ministry  to  involve  our  people  in  opportunities  to  be  partners  in  God’s  mission  of  caring  and 
sharing  through  UMVIM.

Report  No.  4-B  —  GUIDELINES  FOR  ADVANCE  SPECIAL  PROGRAM 

The  Mission/ Advance  Committee  has  worked  diligently  to  develop  guidelines  for 
governing  the  Advance  Special  Program  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference. 

If  approved  by  the  Annual  Conference,  these  guidelines  will  go  into  effect  one  day  after 
the  close  of  the  1993  Annual  Conference. 

The  Mission/ Advance  Committee  recommends  the  following  guidelines  for  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Annual  Conference  Advance  Special  program: 

Purpose : 

The  purpose  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Advance  Special  Program  is  to 
further  the  cause  of  Christ  through  encouraging  the  development  and  support  of  mission 
projects  within  the  Alabama- West  Florida  (AWF)  Annual  Conference. 

Objectives : 

1)  To  provide  local  churches,  organizations  and  individuals  of  the  AWF  Annual  Confer¬ 
ence  an  opportunity  to  “go  the  second  mile”  in  their  missional  giving. 

—  To  develop  and  maintain  a  list  of  AWF  Annual  Conference  related  mission  projects 
which  have  been  screened  and  approved  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions 
for  Conference  Advance  Special  Status  or  CASS. 

—  To  provide  local  churches  paying  100%  of  their  World  Service  and  Conference 
Benevolence  a  method  of  supplying  additional  support  to  the  CASS  mission 
project(s)  of  their  choice.  ( Discipline  914.1,  914.3a) 

—  To  assure  local  churches,  organizations  and  individuals  that  100%  of  their  Confer¬ 
ence  Advance  Special  gift  is  applied  to  the  CASS  mission  project(s)  of  their  choice. 

2)  To  provide  an  avenue  by  which  ministries  related  to  the  AWF  Annual  Conference 
may  seek  contributions,  from  local  churches  of  the  Conference,  for  the  support  of 
specific  mission  projects  they  are  undertaking.  ( Discipline  914.3b) 

Guidelines  for  Granting  Conference  Advance  Special  Status  (CASS): 

1)  The  mission  project  must  be  located  within  the  bounds  of  the  AWF  Annual  Conference 
or  episcopal  area  authorized  by  the  Annual  Conference.  ( Discipline  727.2) 

2)  The  work  must  be  a  specific  mission  project  or  a  specific  mission  project  of  a  broader 
mission  agency. 

—  may  be  self-contained  in  nature  such  as  a  short-term  UMVIM  workteam  or  new 
church  development  project.  ( Discipline  914.2a) 

—  may  be  a  special  program  of  an  existing  parent  or  sponsor  ministry,  i.e.  a  literacy 
program,  older  adult  program,  etc.  ( Discipline  914.2b,  914.2c) 

3)  The  specific  mission  project  must  have  written,  measurable  short  and  long  term 
objectives  which  align  with  Conference  missional  goals  and  priorities. 

4)  The  project  must  be  one  which  requires  a  base  of  support  beyond  the  capabilities 
of  the  parent  ministry. 

5)  The  project  must  have  a  separate,  written  budget  expressly  designed  to  outline  the 
anticipated  annual  cost  of  operating  the  project. 

—  a  specific  mission  project  may  receive  Advance  Special  gifts  annually,  up  to  but 
not  exceeding  the  amount  budgeted. 

—  the  budget  may  not  include  line  items  for  administration  or  promotional  costs. 
( Discipline  914.3c) 

—  there  must  be  an  accounting  system  in  place  which  reflects  all  monies  paid  into 
and  out  of  the  specific  mission  project  budget. 
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6)  A  method  of  communication  between  the  project  receiving  Advance  Special  gifts 
and  the  group(s)  and/or  individual(s)  giving  Advance  Special  gifts  must  be  in  place 
and  active.  ( Discipline  914.3e) 

7)  All  applications  for  CASS  must  be  submitted  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions 
no  later  than  October  1. 

8)  The  Conference  Board  of  Missions  will  consider  all  applications  for  CASS  during 
its  Winter/Spring  meeting. 

—  All  projects  applying  for  CASS  will  be  evaluated  and  rated  as  to  purpose,  impor¬ 
tance,  potential  missional  impact,  past  performance,  compliance  with  AWF 
Conference  goals  and  objectives  for  mission  outreach  within  the  conference,  etc. 
—  A  list  of  the  top  30  projects  will  be  compiled  for  recommendation  to  the  AWF 
Annual  Conference. 

9)  The  Conference  Board  of  Missions  will  submit  recommendations  for  CASS  to  the 
Alabama- West  Florida  Annual  Conference  during  its  regular  annual  session.  CASS 
will  be  granted  only  upon  approval  of  the  AWF  Annual  Conference. 

10)  CASS  will  be  granted  for  a  period  of  2  years.  This  period  is  to  begin  one  day  after 
the  Annual  Conference  during  which  final  approval  for  CASS  is  granted. 

11)  CASS  may  be  renewed  with  approval  from  the  AWF  Annual  Conference.  Ministries 
desiring  to  continue  CASS  must  complete  and  return  an  evaluation  packet  (to  be 
provided  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions)  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions 
by  October  1  of  the  second  year  during  which  they  have  CASS. 

12)  A  new  church  of  the  AWF  Annual  Conference  may  receive  CASS  for  a  maximum 
of  five  years.  After  five  years,  only  specific  mission  projects  of  the  church  may 
receive  CASS. 

13)  A  new  mission  agency  of  the  AWF  Annual  Conference  may  receive  CASS  for  a 
maximum  of  five  years.  After  five  years,  only  specific  mission  projects  of  the  mission 
agency  may  receive  CASS. 

14)  A  CASS  project  must  receive  at  least  10%  of  its  granted  Advance  asking  during  its 
term  of  CASS  eligibility  in  order  to  seek  continuation  of  its  CASS  for  a  new  term. 

15)  In  cases  of  natural  disaster,  CASS  may  be  granted  on  an  emergency  basis. 

Guidelines  for  Continuing  Conference  Advance  Special  Status  (CASS): 

1)  Does  the  CASS  project  continue  to  follow  the  guidelines  for  granting  CASS? 

2)  Has  the  CASS  project  accomplished,  or  is  it  making  progress  in  accomplishing  its 
stated  short  and  long-term  objectives? 

3)  Does  the  CASS  project  continue  to  require  support  beyond  the  parent  ministry’s 
capability  to  provide? 

4)  Did  the  CASS  project  properly  use  and  account  for  Advance  Special  gifts  received? 

5)  Was  there  proper  communication  between  the  CASS  project  and  contributors  to  the 
CASS  project? 

6)  Did  the  CASS  project  receive  at  least  10%  of  its  Advance  asking  during  its  term  of 
CASS  eligibility?

Report  No.  5  —  OUTREACH  MINISTRIES 

The  Outreach  Ministries  committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  continues  to  engage  the 
Alabama/ West  Florida  Conference  in  mission  through  areas  of  Christian  Unity  &  Inter¬ 
religious  Concerns,  Appalachian  Development,  Disaster  Response,  Town  &  Country/Urban 
Ministry  and  Health  &  Welfare. 

Efforts  in  all  these  areas  of  our  call  to  be  in  mission  have  been  focused  on  interrelated 
channels  of  communication  and  action  that  bring  the  grass-roots  and  general  conference 
levels  of  the  Church  closer  together  in  congregational  development. 

Alabama/West  Florida  United  Methodists  continue  to  join  with  the  Commission  on 
Religion  in  Appalachia  to  share  resources  with  churches  and  community  groups  through 
the  Appalachian  Development  Committee. 

To  be  a  catalyst  enabling  congregations  to  be  involved  ecumenically  in  their  total  program 
is  the  task  of  leaders  in  Christian  Unity  &  Interreligious  Concerns.  January  18-25  is  observed 
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each  year  throughout  the  Conference  as  Week  of  Prayer  for  Christian  Unity,  and  Ecumenical 
Sunday  the  last  Sunday  in  January. 

“Continuing  The  Great  Tradition  —  Influencing  General  Conference  Legislation”  has 
been  the  purpose  and  theme  of  Town  &  Country  committee  leaders.  Specifically,  participating 
in  workshops  and  seminars  sponsored  by  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  Town  &  Country 
Leaders  Association  and  Hinton  Rural  Life  Center  designed  to  look  for  additional  legislation 
or  changing  or  clarifying  legislation  which  will  help  to  strengthen  the  Town  &  Country  and 
Small  Membership  Church.  Recognition  of  Pastors  is  set  for  Annual  Conference  under  the 
leadership  of  this  committee. 

“How  to  Have  An  Effective  Health  and  Welfare  Ministry  in  the  Local  Church”  has  been 
of  concern  to  Health  and  Welfare  work  area  leaders.  In  response  a  workshop  designed  on 
how  to  do  it  in  the  local  church  was  conducted  at  Blue  Lake  in  March.  The  workshop  provided 
training  in  areas  of  children  and  older  adult  ministries,  health  care,  accessibility  and  social 
diseases.  Denominational  legislation  and  programs  for  the  ’93-’96  quadrennium  developing 
for  General  Conference  in  the  area  of  health  and  welfare  will  be  the  mission  and  ministry 
to  confront  the  crisis  of  drug  abuse  and  violence,  and  the  celebration  of  Access  Sunday  to 
celebrate  the  presence  of  persons  with  handicapping  conditions  within  the  congregation  with 
the  date  for  Access  Sunday  to  be  determined  by  each  Annual  Conference. 

Through  the  Convocation  on  the  Urban  Mission  of  the  Church  theme,  “Hospitality  — 
Our  Hope,  Our  Call,”  leaders  and  participants  throughout  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction, 
including  lay  and  clergy  members  of  the  Alabama/West  Florida  Conference,  were  challenged 
to  examine  our  biblical  call  to  show  hospitality  and  find  strength  to  be  faithful  to  that  calling 
through  Urban  Ministry.  Acting  as  liaison  in  a  hospitable  manner  between  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  all  the  mission  agencies  of  the  Conference  is  strategic  in  the  work  of  Urban 
Ministry.  Training  opportunities  for  clergy  and  laity  in  congregational  revitalization  are 
available  through  this  area  of  the  Outreach  Ministries  Committee.

China  needs  Christ  more  than  any  other  nation  in  the  world  because  she  has  more  people 
and  fewer  Christians  than  any  other  nation.  She,  therefore,  is  very  important  to  world  peace. 
This  is  the  reason  why  the  Far  East  Evangelistic  Mission,  Inc.  has  been  organized  since 
1981.  The  main  purpose  is  to  recruit  young  men  and  women  who  want  to  be  ministers  but 
need  financial  help  to  go  to  seminary.  If  properly  recommended,  this  organization  will  grant 
their  scholarships.  During  the  past  ten  years,  the  Far  East  Mission  has  helped  ten  people 
to  graduate  from  different  seminaries,  and  they  are  now  preaching  the  Gospel  in  Hong  Kong 
and  Taiwan.  One  is  the  assistant  chaplain  to  a  very  large  Methodist  university  in  Taichung, 
Taiwan.  At  present  the  Far  East  Evangelistic  Missions,  Inc.  is  supporting  nineteen  students 
in  six  different  seminaries.  To  support  Chinese  in  receiving  their  education  in  order  to 
evangelize  their  own  people  is  not  only  the  best  way,  but,  right  now,  the  only  way.  This 
organization  thanks  God  for  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  leaders  and  their  people 
who  have  made  this  work  possible.

Report  No.  7  —  DISASTER  RESPONSE 

The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Disaster  Response  Commission  has  experienced 
a  very  quiet  season  with  few  disasters  within  our  conference  bounds  this  year. 

The  response  team  has  completed  its  organization  with  the  selection  of  two  representa¬ 
tives  from  each  district  —  one  representing  UMVIM  and  the  other  serving  as  the  contact 
within  the  district  for  the  commission. 

The  present  commission  is  composed  of  three  members:  Don  Brill  as  Conference  Mission 
Secretary,  Les  Spencer  as  Chairperson  of  UMVIM,  and  Fred  Toland  as  Commission  Chair¬ 
person.  Don  Brill  and  Les  Spencer  serve  in  their  respective  capacities  with  CCOM  and 
UMVIM.  Fred  Toland  serves  as  Chairperson,  selected  by  the  two  conference  representatives. 
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The  Commission  held  two  major  training  events  for  21  representatives  and  church 
leadership.  One  event  was  held  for  Alabama  churches,  using  leadership  from  Alabama 
Emergency  Management,  Alabama  Department  of  Human  Resources,  and  the  American 
Red  Cross.  This  training  dealt  with  the  structure  for  disaster  response  within  Alabama.  The 
second  training  was  held  for  Florida  churches,  utilizing  the  same  resources  only  they  came 
from  Florida  and  dealt  with  the  Florida  Response  structure. 

Don  Brill  and  Fred  Toland  dealt  with  the  United  Methodist  response,  both  through 
UMCOR  and  the  Conference  Disaster  Commission. 

The  United  Methodist  response  can  be  set  in  motion  if  you  experience  a  disaster  by  calling 
Don  Brill,  Fred  Toland  or  Les  Spencer  and  reporting  what  has  happened.

Report  No.  8  —  UNITED  METHODIST  CHILDREN’S  HOME 

“Giving  Children  a  Chance”  continues  to  be  the  phrase  that  best  describes  the  ministry 
of  the  Children’s  Home.  During  the  1991-92  church  year  543  children  were  given  a  chance 
to  be  a  part  of  the  Christian  environment  known  as  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home. 
Each  of  these  lives  was  touched  in  a  positive  way  by  the  loving  care  they  received  from 
the  dedicated  staff  of  your  agency  for  children. 

The  opportunities  these  youngsters  receive  while  in  our  care  are  varied.  They  all  attend 
public  schools  —  and  through  this  they  are  afforded  many  extracurricular  activities.  We 
have  had  several  youngsters  active  in  sports  programs;  we  have  had  cheerleaders,  Home¬ 
coming  maids,  Scouts,  etc. ;  and  we  have  had  many  of  our  children  achieve  honor  roll  status. 
All  of  our  youngsters  are  involved  in  activities  programs  planned  by  our  staff  —  trips,  games, 
“family”  outings,  etc.  Many  of  these  young  people  also  take  dance,  music,  or  gymnastic 
lessons. 

Most  important,  however,  are  their  opportunities  for  growth  through  our  Christian 
Nurture  program.  All  of  our  youngsters  attend  church  —  most  of  them  attend  a  United 
Methodist  church  on  Sundays.  The  group  home  young  people  are  involved  in  activities  in 
the  local  church  they  attend.  The  children  at  the  Village  are  enriched  by  activities  planned 
by  our  Chaplain.  All  of  these  are  designed  to  give  them  the  best  possible  exposure  to  the 
Christian  faith  —  not  just  in  the  way  it  is  taught  on  Sunday  and  in  cottage  devotions,  but 
in  the  way  it  is  lived  and  expressed  by  the  UMCH  staff. 

The  543  children  served  were  in  care  in  various  programs  throughout  the  two  Conference 
areas.

At  the  Annual  Conferences,  1991,  the  Children’s  Home  received  permission  to  begin  steps 
toward  a  capital  campaign  to  fund  some  important  needs  for  the  agency:  renovation  of 
cottages  at  the  Village,  construction  of  a  Campus  Center  at  the  Village,  relocation  of  the 
Mobile  Group  Home,  construction  of  facilities  to  house  expanding  programs,  establishing 
an  endowment  for  training  to  equip  child  care  staff  with  up-to-date  therapeutic  skills,  obtaining 
a  computer  system  designed  especially  for  children’s  records.  The  campaign  is  to  be 
conducted  without  establishing  “fair  share”  goals  for  local  churches;  participation  at  this 
level  will  be  strictly  voluntary.  A  feasibility  study  was  conducted  in  the  summer  of  1991. 
With  that  information  a  consultant  hired  by  UMCH  determined  that  the  goal  for  the  campaign 
was  reasonable.  The  campaign  has  been  set  in  motion  and  it  is  expected  that  the  goal  will 
be  reached. 
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It  is  significant  to  point  out  that  the  Board  of  Directors  chose  as  the  theme  for  this 
campaign:  “Keeping  God’s  Children  First:  A  United  Methodist  Tradition  for  Over  100 
Years.”  This  has,  indeed,  been  our  heritage  —  to  keep  the  needs  of  children  first  and  foremost 
in  our  minds  and  hearts  as  we  seek  to  serve  children  and  families  in  crisis.  The  United 
Methodists  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  and  North  Alabama  Conferences  can  look  behind 
with  pride  and  ahead  with  hope  as  we  work  together  to  give  children  a  chance  —  (in  the 
words  of  a  former  Mobile  Group  Home  resident)  —  to  feel  loved,  wanted,  worthy,  accepted 
and  to  learn  how  great  love  is!  It  is  our  privilege  to  work  with  you  to  achieve  this  goal.

Report  No.  9  —  METHODIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

Six  thousand  people  every  day  turn  65  according  to  a  recent  report.  This  calculates  to 
2,190,000  a  year.  When  we  look  at  these  enormous  numbers  along  with  the  fact  that  those 
who  are  already  above  the  age  of  65  are  living  longer,  we  are  confronted  with  statistics  that 
we  have  heard  for  years  that  are  now  becoming  realities.  Cne  report  states  that  the  population 
of  older  adults  is  even  growing  older,  and  that  persons  who  are  85  and  older  make  up  the 
fastest-growing  age  group  in  America.  More  and  more  we  are  celebrating  the  birthday  of 
those  who  are  celebrating  their  birthday  of  100  and  above. 

For  some  persons,  living  into  the  mature  years  of  life  may  not  be  so  difficult.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  large  number  indicate  that  they  are  neither  adequately  prepared  for  those 
years  beyond  retirement  nor  are  they  very  satisfied  with  them  when  they  arrive.  Many  come 
to  the  point  of  retirement  and  question,  “Where  do  I  go  from  here?”  “What  do  I  do  now?” 
We  firmly  believe  that  aging  need  not  bring  about  a  decrease  in  the  quality  of  life.  Our  mission 
is  to  enhance  and  to  help  persons  live  at  their  highest  level  of  self  potential. 

We  are  grateful  that  the  ministry  of  our  Homes  For  The  Aging  has  continued  to  address 
many  of  these  needs.  At  the  present  time  there  are  eight  homes  that  we  own,  and  two  others 
that  we  manage,  where  we  put  into  practice  our  philosophy  and  mission  of  caring  for  persons 
in  their  later  years  of  life. 

During  this  Conference  year  a  new  sixty-two  bed  health  care  facility  was  completed  and 
opened  in  Birmingham.  This  facility,  designed  to  care  specifically  for  Alzheimer  and  skilled 
nursing  patients,  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  state.  We  are  grateful  for  the  opportunity  of 
providing  this  new  program. 

It  is  imperative  that,  while  we  continue  to  look  for  ways  to  expand  our  programs  to  meet 
the  growing  aging  population,  we  must  also  make  adequate  preparations  and  plans  to 
financially  assist  persons  who  look  to  us  for  help.  We  appeal  to  the  membership  of  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference  to  help  us  meet  the  needs  through  Conference 
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apportionments,  the  Good  Samaritan  Fund  and  other  special  gifts  so  that  we  may  continue 
to  serve  those  persons  at  Wesley  Manor  and  Wesley  Terrace  who  have  come  to  us  to  have 
a  place  to  live  for  the  rest  of  their  lives. 

It  is  true  that  aging  is  a  normal  process  which  people  experience  in  many  different  ways. 
We  need  the  help  of  the  membership  of  this  Annual  Conference  as  we  strive  to  make  the 
years  of  our  aging  persons  significant  and  meaningful.

Report  No.  10  —  GOLDEN  CROSS 

The  Golden  Cross  Program  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  responded  to  23 
requests  during  1991.  An  average  of  $745  per  request  was  expended  in  assisting  these  United 
Methodists  who  had  need  of  assistance  to  pay  medical  bills.  This  has  been  one  of  the  most 
significant  “Good  Samaritan”  acts  of  love  by  the  Conference  for  years. 

Golden  Cross  receives  financial  support  from  the  Mother’s  Day  offering.  Your  gifts  to 
this  offering  enable  Golden  Cross  to  respond  to  the  medical  expenses  of  needy  United 
Methodist  families  in  our  conference.  The  rules  that  govern  the  Golden  Cross  fund  are  as 
follows : 

(1)  Assistance  shall  be  for  United  Methodists  and  any  payment  toward  assistance  shall 
be  only  to  the  hospital,  doctor,  or  drug  store  and  only  after  receiving  a  copy  of  the 
hospital,  doctor,  or  drug  store  bill  showing  the  amount  of  the  unpaid  balance. 

(2)  No  assistance  shall  be  granted  to  laity  except  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  pastor 
in  a  position  to  know  the  circumstances.  Assistance  to  a  pastor  shall  be  granted  only 
on  the  recommendation  of  his/her  District  Superintendent  or  the  Conference 
Treasurer. 

(3)  The  amount  of  assistance  granted  to  any  person  shall  be  limited  to  a  total  of  $1,600 
for  any  combination  of  hospital,  doctor  and  drug  bills. 

(4)  When,  in  the  judgement  of  the  Golden  Cross  Director,  extreme  poverty  seems  to 
justify  it,  an  additional  payment  (not  to  exceed  $400.00)  may  be  given  to  the  same 
person  during  the  period  of  a  year.

Report  No.  11  —  DUMAS  WESLEY  COMMUNITY  CENTER 

The  year  1991  and  the  beginning  of  1992  has  presented  concrete  evidence  that  the  mission 
of  the  Dumas  Wesley  Community  Center  is  as  valid  today  as  it  was  at  the  turn  of  the  century. 

The  center  has  always  operated  and  advocated  programs  and  services  that  enhance 
the  quality  of  life  of  the  families  residing  in  its  service  area.  The  last  year  has  seen  more 
than  four  thousand  individuals  utilize  some  component  of  service  offered  under  the  auspices 
of  this  agency. 

Our  child  day  care  continues  to  be  a  high  quality  effort  in  that  it  provides  an  excellent 
curriculum  at  a  nominal  cost.  Our  day  care  serves  one  hundred  fifty  children  from  6: 30  a.m. 
to  6:00  p.m.  five  days  a  week. 

As  an  adjunct  to  our  day  care,  we  are  involved  with  Family  Home  Care  in  Mobile  County 
as  it  relates  to  child  nutrition.  We  have  the  responsibility  to  see  that  more  than  seven  hundred 
children  obtain  good  nutritious  meals  each  day.  We  accomplish  this  through  a  contract  with 
the  State  Department  of  Education. 

Other  programs  and  services  rendered  by  or  through  this  center  are  as  follows : 

(1)  Senior  Activities  for  Independent  Living  (S.A.I.L.)  a  congregate  feeding  program 
for  older  citizens. 

(2)  Caregivers  —  a  specialized  service  for  older  citizens  in  the  home  including  respite 
services. 

(3)  Legal  Advocacy  for  the  Elderly  (The  only  service  of  this  type  in  Mobile  County). 

(4)  Mobile  Pre-School  for  the  Sensory  Impaired  —  Children  with  hearing  and  vision 
problems. 

(5)  Adult  Basic  Education  (Classes  offered  every  day  and  two  evenings  a  week). 

(6)  Athletics  (Basketball,  football  and  volleyball  teams  for  young  people). 

(7)  Game  rooms  —  School  age  children. 
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(8)  Leisure  time  activities  for  all  age  groups. 

(9)  Self  Awareness  classes  for  teens. 

(10)  Summer  camp  experiences  (two  weeks  of  resident  camping). 

(11)  Summer  Recreation  (a  comprehensive  approach  to  a  community  need). 

(12)  Emergency  food  closet  (serves  about  twenty-five  families  a  day). 

(13)  Community  outreach  —  Assistance  in  time  of  need. 

(14)  Home  visitation. 

(15)  Christmas  Toy  Store. 

(16)  Community  and  neighborhood  meeting  place  for  many  activities. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  you,  our  supportive  community,  for  making  our  center  possible. 
Please  make  an  effort  to  see  this  agency  in  action.  I  am  confident  that  you  would  agree  that 
we  do  make  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  those  we  touch.

Report  No.  12  —  ECUMENICAL  MINISTRIES  INC.  OF  BALDWIN  COUNTY 

As  we  review  the  work  of  EMI  in  1991  and  look  forward  to  1992,  we  want  to  thank  you 
for  your  most  valuable  support  of  our  ministry. 

The  past  year  has  certainly  been  challenging  for  us.  Our  Federal  Emergency  Food  and 
Shelter  funds  were  cut  back  at  the  same  time  we  were  trying  to  meet  a  20%  increase  in 
requests  for  emergency  assistance.  We  have  seen  many  people  who  have  never  had  to  ask 
for  help  before.  As  in  many  other  areas,  we  are  seeing  many  layoffs  and  jobless  people  because 
of  the  economy. 

Since  our  financial  help  could  not  be  increased  that  much,  our  trained  volunteers  sought 
out  every  resource  to  help  these  people  with  food,  housing,  utilities,  or  with  medical  needs. 
We  promoted  cooperative  food  purchasing  through  FoodShare  sites  we  helped  establish, 
encouraged  them  to  get  into  our  gleaning  program,  sent  them  to  job-training,  used  networking 
and  every  possible  community  resource.  In  all  cases,  our  volunteers  listened  and  helped 
by  caring  and  offering  Christian  love,  guidance,  and  moral  support  along  with  the  financial 
help  we  could  provide. 

We  early  in  the  year  had  to  call  on  the  community  for  extra  assistance  during  the  spring 
when  the  migrant  farm-workers  came  here  to  a  devastated  potato  crop.  For  most  of  the 
six  weeks  they  were  here,  it  rained  and  there  was  no  work  —  no  income  for  them.  We  had 
to  provide  food,  medical  help  and  then  assist  them  in  getting  on  to  their  next  work  site.  An 
unusually  large  number  were  here  this  year.  Between  400  and  500  migrants  came  out  for 
each  of  the  five  Sunday  dinners  provided  by  local  churches.  This  was  one  of  the  hardest  years 
we  can  remember  for  the  migrants. 

On  the  brighter  side,  we  had  tremendous  increases  in  food  gleaned  from  the  fields,  grocery 
stores,  restaurants  and  other  resources  —  510,000  lbs.  up  from  350,000  lbs.  in  1990.  Of  course, 
some  part  of  this  gain  was  in  potatoes  which  could  not  meet  market  standards.  The  increased 
poundage  went  along  with  increased  volunteers  from  low-income  communities  becoming 
involved  in  getting  the  food  out  to  ever  more  poor  people  —  to  supplement  diets  —  alleviate 
hunger. 

Our  community  organizers  made  great  strides  in  getting  to  the  root  causes  of  poverty 
in  communities,  working  to  develop  three  church-based  community  organizations.  They 
helped  these  people  in  low-income  areas  learn  the  art  of  leadership  and  how  to  do  something 
about  the  problems  existing  in  their  communities.  Many  dirt  roads  were  paved;  a  day-care 
center  for  low-income  children  is  nearing  readiness ;  the  dangerous  situation  of  contaminated 
wells  (70%  in  one  community)  was  addressed  and  action  is  being  taken  to  correct  the  situation. 

Because  of  the  large  number  of  deteriorating  houses  whose  occupants  are  elderly  and 
very  poor,  we  stretched  our  budget  to  provide  repairs  on  32  houses  and  winterized  55.  Many 
of  the  repairs  were  very  extensive,  including  roofs  being  replaced,  floors,  ceilings,  porches 
being  repaired,  ramps  built  and  electrical  and  plumbing  work  done  to  alleviate  hazards. 
A  woman  in  her  70’s  received  her  first  water  heater  ever!  All  the  work  was  accomplished 
with  the  use  of  volunteers.  Church  group  support  was  strengthened  with  the  help  of  a  VISTA 
volunteer. 

We  added  a  Christmas  pageant  to  our  Christmas  Sharing  program  so  as  to  share  with 
the  children  the  story  of  Jesus’  birth  and  the  reason  and  meaning  of  Christmas.  With 
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community  help,  we  provided  requested  Christmas  gifts  and  toys  to  more  than  700  children, 
food  for  their  families,  and  food  and  gifts  to  another  150  homebound  elderly  persons. 

In  every  service  we  provided,  we  involved  the  client  or  the  person  being  helped  in  the 
process  —  asking  them  to  volunteer,  pay  something  for  the  supplies,  or  offer  future  service 
to  help  others.  We  truly  focus  on  helping  the  people  help  themselves  and  encouraging  them 
to  be  the  best  they  can  be. 

We  are  most  appreciative  of  your  ministering  with  us  in  this  vital  mission. 

Report  No.  13  —  HISPANIC  MINISTRY  OF 
ALABAMA-WEST  FLORIDA  CONFERENCE 

As  Hispanic  Ministry  completes  its  forth  year  we  continued  receiving  the  blessings  of 
the  Lord. 

Our  work  is  concentrated  in  four  main  areas: 

1.  Spiritual 

—  Weekly  home  Bible  studies. 

—  Daily  devotions  with  Upper  Room  in  Spanish. 

—  Vacation  Bible  schools,  spiritual  retreats,  and  informal  Sunday  worship  services. 

2.  Social  &  Recreational 

—  Volleyball,  basketball,  and  soccer  tournaments  and  have  covered  dish  dinners. 

3.  Educational 

—  English  classes,  citizenship,  and  preparation  for  the  written  test  for  the  driver’s  license 
examination. 

4.  Immigration  Counseling 

—  When  someone  has  a  problem  or  the  Immigration  office  has  a  question,  we  serve  as 
a  go-between  in  order  to  resolve  the  case. 

CHILDREN’S  MINISTRY: 

We  plan  three  vacation  Bible  school  activities  each  year.  Holy  week,  four  Saturdays 
in  June,  and  Thanksgiving  through  Christmas.  Various  church  youth  groups,  volunteering 
their  time  and  talents,  teaching  and  providing  recreational  activities  help  make  the  children’s 
ministry  a  success. 

FAMILY  ACTIVITIES: 

Every  two  months  we  receive  50  Upper  Rooms  in  Spanish.  We  distribute  these  to  families 
and  single  persons  for  their  daily  devotional.  There  has  been  a  great  response  to  the  Upper 
Rooms. 

We  offer  Bible  studies  to  families  and  groups  as  requested  and  had  four  different  groups 
respond  to  this  invitation  to  study  together.  To  teach  these  studies  we  use  the  Alfalit  materials. 
(Bible  Society,  Basic  Education  for  Adults). 

Wesley  Foundation  —  University  of  South  Alabama 

Under  the  umbrella  of  the  University  of  South  Alabama  Wesley  Foundation,  we  have 
been  working  for  almost  two  years  with  La  tin- American  Students. 

Our  emphasis  has  been  spiritual  growth  through  prayers,  retreats,  and  bible  studies. 
Personal  and  intellectual  growth  through  conversations  with  leaders  of  the  community  and 
Christian  professors.  Community  outreach  through  participation  in  projects  like  Habitat 
for  Humanity  and  migrants  programs.  Fellowship  through  field  trips,  tournaments,  and 
special  occasions  such  as  graduations  and  birthdays. 

Presently  we  are  trying  to  initiate  a  branch  of  the  Latin-American  Wesley  Foundation 
at  the  University  of  West  Florida. 

Our  goal  is  to  witness  about  the  love  and  salvation  of  Jesus  Christ  to  everyone  who  comes 
or  passes  our  way.  Whether  they  plan  to  stay  in  the  United  States  or  go  back  to  their  countries 
we  want  them  to  know  of  God’s  great  love. 

PASTORAL  ACTIVITIES: 

Pastoral  activities  include  home  visits,  hospital  visits,  personal/family  counseling,  and 
working  with  Latin-American  students  at  the  University  of  South  Alabama. 
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MISSION  STATEMENT: 

The  Hispanic  Ministry  of  the  Alabama  West-Florida  Conference  is  a  ministry  emphasizing 
spiritual  growth  and  development  among  the  Hispanic  people  residing,  either  temporarily 
or  as  permanent  residents,  within  the  bounds  of  our  conference  area.  The  ministry  has  an 
executive  director  who  calls  upon  volunteers  from  local  churches  for  assistance  in  carrying 
out  the  mission  and  purposes  of  this  ministry. 

We  at  HISPANIC  MINISTRY  want  to  praise  the  Lord  for  his  many  blessings  given 
to  us  in  the  form  of :  A  Christian  dedicated  Board  of  Directors,  ministers  personal  involvement, 
financial  support  of  the  whole  conference,  Advance  specials,  and  individual  gifts.

Report  No.  14  —  UNITED  METHODIST  INNER  CITY  MISSION 

The  United  Methodist  Inner  City  Mission  significantly  moved  towards  its  goals  for  1991-92 
with  (1)  Successful  expansion  of  community  programs,  (2)  the  addition  of  a  new  program 
director  for  the  Mission,  and  (3)  a  major  step  forward  in  that  part  of  the  Mission  dedicated 
to  providing  “alternatives”  to  both  the  problem  of  drugs  and  the  rising  danger  of  organized 
gangs,  with  the  obvious  increase  in  crime  that  results  from  these  two  dangerous  developments. 

The  Mission  has  placed  increased  emphasis  on  three  programs  designed  for  children 
and  youth.  First,  The  Oakdale  Christian  Youth  Service  Club  for  youth  ages  13-19  is  the 
Mission  equivalent  of  the  United  Methodist  Youth  Foundation.  This  group  meets  weekly  under 
the  leadership  of  the  program  director,  the  park  supervisor  and  the  minister.  Programs  are 
designed,  not  only  to  instill  religious  values,  but  also  to  raise  the  moral  and  spiritual  conscious¬ 
ness  in  regard  to  problems  of  drugs,  crime,  gangs,  teen  pregnancy,  etc.  It  further  endeavors 
to  instill  and  develop  a  greater  sense  of  responsibility  of  each  member. 

The  second  group  is  known  as  the  “E.T.”  (Extra  Terrific)  Kids  and  is  under  the  direct 
leadership  of  the  minister’s  wife,  the  park  supervisor  and  the  program  director.  This  group 
is  for  children  from  ages  8  through  12  and  also  meets  weekly.  An  important  part  of  this 
program  is  having  fun  in  a  good  environment,  but  it  also  focuses  on  instilling  growth  of  these 
children  and  also  start  them  in  a  direction  other  than  the  drugs  and  gangs  that  are  already 
such  an  influence  on  their  lives. 

The  third  program  is  a  part  of  the  activities  that  are  incorporated  into  the  Mission 
operation  of  Baltimore  Park,  located  two  blocks  from  the  church.  The  thrust  in  the  activities 
at  the  park  are  two-fold.  One  of  these  is  the  organized  sports  activities  that  teach  sports¬ 
manship,  teamwork  and  responsibility.  This  year  the  Mission  has  involved  over  200  youth 
and  children  in  fielding  five  basketball  teams,  three  football  teams,  three  baseball  teams 
and  two  softball  teams.  A  sports  director,  a  part  of  the  Mission  staff,  coordinates  the  games 
as  well  as  practices  and  utilizes  a  staff  of  volunteer  coaches. 

The  other  thrust  at  the  park  has  been  the  creation  of  a  “teen  room”  at  the  park.  This 
room  is  restricted  to  teens  only  and  serves  as  a  place  to  come  to  play,  listen  to  music,  watch 
television,  enjoy  Nintendo,  movies  and  bingo;  and  it  further  offers  a  place  to  study,  with 
two  sets  of  encyclopedias  and  other  aids  available.  The  park  superintendent  oversees  this 
and  all  “come  and  go”  recreational  activities  such  as  ping  pong,  pool,  table  games,  a  weight 
room,  etc. 

These  three  programs  have  seen  a  meaningful  increase  in  participation  and  a  visible 
development  in  accomplishing  the  changes  in  attitude  and  direction. 

Other  activities  such  as  tutoring,  scouting,  trips  and  workshops,  etc.,  are  effective  and 
will  be  the  focus  for  strengthening  during  1992-93. 

The  staffing  and  improvement  of  physical  facilities  at  the  park  form  the  second  part 
of  this  report. 

First,  the  establishment  of  a  congregational  ministry  has  been  a  major  goal  for  several 
years  but  has  still  not  been  achieved.  Funding  for  three  years  has  been  secured  to  hire  an 
associate  minister,  but  every  effort  to  secure  a  qualified  and  capable  minister  to  begin  this 
has  not  yet  been  successful.  We  continue  to  work  for  this. 

Second,  the  Mission  has  hired  a  program  director,  whose  responsibility  is  to  oversee 
all  of  the  programs  originating  at  the  Mission  itself.  This  staff  member  came  on  board  in 
October  and  is  learning  the  unique  approaches  to  serving  in  the  Inner  City.  While  we  have 
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not  yet  found  an  associate  minister,  the  programs  that  are  described  in  the  brochure  are 
growing  and  becoming  more  effective  with  this  much  needed  position. 

Third,  we  started  working  with  the  City  of  Mobile  in  1988  to  renovate  the  building  at 
Baltimore  Park  and  to  build  a  gym  as  a  part  of  that  building.  The  reputation  of  the  Mission 
and  the  job  we  have  done  in  operating  the  park  and  pool  has  produced  results.  The  contract 
for  almost  $750,000  in  improvements  to  Baltimore  Park  was  approved  by  the  city  in  January 
1992,  and  the  groundbreaking  ceremony  was  held  on  February  8,  1992.  The  Mission  will 
continue  to  operate  the  new  facility  and  will  have  the  opportunity  of  meeting  and  serving 
many  more  Inner  City  families.  The  Mission  has  a  park  superintendent  on  its  staff  with  full 
responsibility  for  overseeing  the  park. 

Finally,  the  Mission  continues  to  operate  a  Homemaker  Program  under  contract  with 
the  Mobile  Housing  Board;  and  we  continue  to  serve  over  10,000  lunches  each  summer, 
utilizing  25  summer  youth  workers  from  our  neighborhood,  and  we  staff  and  operate  the 
largest  swimming  pool  in  Mobile  at  the  park. 

Adult  programs  including  activities  for  the  Senior  citizens,  adult  education  and  com¬ 
munity  activities  for  all  ages  remain  a  vital  part  of  what  we  have  been  doing,  even  with 
the  emphasis  on  youth  and  children. 

For  every  United  Methodist  dollar  given  in  1991  the  Mission  was  able  to  produce  over 
$5.00  in  programs  by  utilizing  all  resources  available  to  us. 

UNITED  METHODIST  INNER  CITY  MISSION 

GOALS 

1992-1993 

The  Mission  will  project  the  following  goals  for  the  year  1992-1993. 

(1)  The  Mission  will  continue  to  diligently  search  for  an  Associate  Minister  to  begin  the 
congregational  component  of  the  Mission.  Everything  is  ready  to  begin  this  the  day  a 
minister  is  appointed  to  fill  that  position. 

(2)  In  the  meantime  the  program  director  for  the  Mission  will  begin  a  series  of  Bible  Classes 
for  the  different  age  groups  served  by  the  Mission,  and  these  classes  will  be  a  major 
thrust  for  1992-93. 

(3)  Churches  have  conducted  Vacation  Bible  Schools  in  the  past,  and  efforts  to  expand  the 
number  of  these  during  the  next  two  summers  will  be  given  priority. 

(4)  Major  changes  in  programs  utilizing  park  facilities  will  be  forthcoming  with  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  new  gym  and  the  renovation  of  the  old  building  in  1992.  The  new  gym  will 
attract  much  larger  crowds  and  necessitate  more  staff  and  more  funding.  The  Mission 
will  work  with  the  city  and  others  to  arrange  for  this  money. 

Much  of  the  effort  this  year  will  involve  the  “alternatives  to  drugs  and  gangs” 
programs  to  be  operated  through  the  park. 

(5)  An  expansion  of  programs  for  adults  is  already  on  the  agenda,  with  plans  for  aerobics, 
cooking,  Bible  Study,  crafts  and  quilting.  These  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  program 
director.  Some  will  utilize  park  facilities  and  some  will  be  held  at  the  Mission.

Report  No.  15  —  MOBILE  METRO  MINISTRIES 

The  Mobile  Metro  component  of  ministry  in  the  Mobile  District  is  the  ecumenical  side 
of  the  specialized  ministry  within  the  Mobile  District.  The  same  minister  serves  in  this 
capacity  and  that  of  minister  to  the  Inner  City,  and  the  same  board  governs  both  programs, 
with  the  addition  of  the  Oakdale  Community  Service  Club  which  serves  as  the  ecumenical 
group  meeting  the  needs  involving  joint  responses  to  Metro  needs. 

A  major  program  involving  ecumenical  effort  has  to  do  with  meeting  the  problems  of 
hunger,  clothing  and  housing.  This  is  done  through  several  channels:  (1)  as  a  participant 
in  the  Federal  Government  Emergency  Food  and  Shelter  Grant.  Several  tons  of  food 
are  distributed  to  the  poor  and  neo-poor  through  this  program  in  addition  to  normal  food 
assistance.  (2)  As  an  outlet  for  the  bimonthly  distribution  of  commodities  that  are  provided 
under  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  This  serves  anyone  who  qualifies  under  poverty 
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guidelines.  (3)  A  regular  food  distribution  utilizing  food  provided  by  local  churches.  (4) 
Clothing  is  provided  by  local  churches  and  distributed  to  families  based  on  need.  (5)  A  week¬ 
day  meal  provided  and  served  by  ecumenical  volunteers  using  the  kitchen  of  the  Inner  City 
Mission/Metro  Ministry. 

This  ministry  opened  a  special  facility  in  February  on  Washington  Avenue  and  owned 
by  the  United  Methodist  Inner  City  Mission  to  handle  all  food  boxes  and  clothing  distribution. 
All  foods  and  clothing  will  be  given  through  this  one  facility,  which  will  be  stocked  and  staffed 
by  members  of  various  churches  of  different  denominations  in  the  area  which  will  be  served. 
This  is  a  major  step  forward  in  this  service. 

The  second  service  is  simply  a  matter  of  providing  office  and  support  for  the  local  CAP 
agency  where  utility  bills  and  rent  assistance  programs  are  administered  by  Mobile 
Community  Action. 

Still  another  service  has  been  the  cooperative  effort  with  the  Mobile  Community  Organi¬ 
zation  and  the  Oakdale  Community  Service  Club  in  arranging  for  low  cost  housing  for  low 
income  families.  Ten  units  were  built  under  that  MCO  Program. 

Disaster  Response  from  the  Religious  Community  in  Mobile  is  also  a  part  of  the  Mobile 
Metro  Ministries.  The  local  emergency  management  office  provides  a  desk  at  the  Emergency 
Operation  Center  and  the  minister  to  Mobile  Metro  Ministries  handles  the  evacuation  of 
elderly  and  handicapped  in  the  event  of  a  major  disaster.  He  also  serves  as  a  consultant 
with  United  Methodist  Committee  on  Relief  and  Chairperson  of  the  Conference  Disaster 
Commission  as  a  part  of  his  Mobile  Metro  responsibilities. 

Seasonal  ecumenical  activities  are  a  major  part  of  Mobile  Metro  Ministries,  and  involves 
expenditures  of  over  $20,000  in  providing  Thanksgiving  dinners,  toys  and  Christmas  dinners 
to  a  total  of  over  500  families  during  the  two  seasons.  Funds  are  provided  for  Santa  Assurance 
from  all  faiths  throughout  Mobile,  and  local  United  Methodist  churches  provide  extra  funds 
for  turkeys  and  food.  This  is  the  largest  assistance  program  in  Mobile  outside  the  Salvation 
Army. 

The  Mobile  Metro  Ministries  remains  an  active  part  of  the  Conference  of  Downtown 
Churches,  the  Community  Care  Exchange  and  the  Bay  Area  Food  Bank.  The  Mobile  Metro 
Ministries  was  a  major  contributor  to  the  creation  of  these  ecumenical  groups  who  serve 
the  needs  of  greater  Mobile. 

MOBILE  METRO  MINISTRIES 

GOALS 

1992-1993 

The  Mobile  Metro  Ministries  will  maintain  and  strengthen  the  current  level  of  services  for 
the  new  year  and  add  the  projection  of  only  two  additions: 

(1)  Meetings  have  already  been  held  with  the  Mobile  Housing  Board  regarding  grants 
available  to  community  based  organizations  to  construct  and  improve  housing  within 
the  Inner  City. 

The  board  approved  the  pursuit  of  these  funds  at  its  January  meeting,  and  this 
process  will  be  long  and  complicated  if  the  Mobile  Metro  Ministries  meets  the  require¬ 
ments.  This  effort  alone  will  be  very  time  and  energy  consuming. 

( 2 )  Mobile  Metro  Ministries  will  begin  an  increased  effort  to  involve  greater  financial  support 
from  ecumenical  resources.  This  ministry  has  always  borne  the  major  responsibility 
for  funding,  but  the  time  is  right  to  move  for  an  increase  in  support  from  other  sources.

Report  No.  16  —  NELLIE  BURGE  COMMUNITY  CENTER 

As  we  begin  our  eighty-eighth  year  of  offering  human  services  in  a  caring,  loving,  non- 
judgemental  attitude,  we  feel  the  strength  from  the  multitude  of  prayers  and  loving  thoughts 
extended  to  us  by  many  churches  and  groups  throughout  the  conference.  While  most  of  us 
have  become  somewhat  familiar  with  the  news  media  speaking  in  terms  of  billions  of  dollars, 
we  at  Nellie  Burge  do  wonders  with  a  dollar.  The  concern  for  our  financial  situation  is 
evidenced  in  the  manner  in  which  our  staff  carefully  handles  our  supplies  and  practices  energy 
conservation.  We  constantly  explore  new  innovations  for  our  programs  without  adding 
significantly  to  the  Center  expenditures. 
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Our  staff  exhibits  an  attitude  of  dedication,  care  and  concern  for  our  clients.  A  compara¬ 
tively  new  service  to  working  mothers  is  our  A.M.  Day  Care  for  school  age  children  who 
are  out  of  school  for  the  summer.  From  early  morning  to  noon  these  children  are  involved 
in  organized  programs  which  include  remedial  reading,  math,  tutoring,  games  and  social 
interaction.  After  a  nutritious  lunch  these  children  move  into  our  10-week  summer  program 
with  other  youth.  The  response  to  this  new  program  is  gratifying  and  renders  a  vitally  needed 
service  to  neighborhood  working  mothers. 

All  of  our  other  programs  are  doing  exceptionally  well.  The  day  care  stayed  filled  to 
license  capacity  of  32  with  a  waiting  list.  The  Young  Mothers  Classroom  (GED)  is  filled  to 
capacity  of  28  young  women.  We  enjoy  a  good  working  relationship  with  the  JOBS  program. 
This  is  a  division  of  the  food  stamp  program  which  helps  that  department  to  have  their  clients 
better  prepared  for  the  job  market  and  off  the  welfare  rolls. 

The  summer  program  which  involves  about  60  youth,  a  girl  scout  and  boy  scout  troop 
round  out  our  center  programs. 

Our  Federal  Nutrition  Program  for  home  day  care  providers  continues  to  flourish.  We 
presently  have  250  homes  with  a  signed  agreement  and  an  enrollment  of  more  than  1,600 
children.  There  are  four  monitors  who  work  in  this  program  daily  to  assure  these  children 
of  wholesome,  nutritious  meals. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  space  in  the  former  Burge  Memorial  United  Methodist  Church 
across  the  street.  This  building  is  shared  with  a  congregation  which  is  sponsored  by  Frazer 
United  Methodist.  We  enjoy  an  excellent  relationship  with  this  congregation. 

As  we  have  been  a  beacon  of  light  and  hope  since  1904  we  look  forward  to  meeting  the 
challenges  which  lie  ahead.  With  the  help  and  concern  of  our  friends  throughout  the  conference 
we  will  continue  to  exhibit  love  and  care  for  all  who  come  our  way.

Report  No.  17  —  NOAH’S  ARK 

The  ministry  of  Noah’s  Ark  has  continued  to  make  the  only  permanent  year  round 
outreach  specifically  to  the  visitors  of  Panama  City  Beach.  This  summer  marks  a  new  era 
for  Noah’s  Ark,  it  will  be  the  beginning  of  the  20th  year  of  ministry  and  witness.  God  has 
blessed  the  ministry  of  Noah’s  Ark  and  has  created  a  “community”  through  which  He  touches 
the  world  from  the  Southeast  to  Canada,  even  to  England  and  beyond.  The  involvement  of 
the  Snowbirds  and  summer  retreat  groups  in  the  outreach  ministry  has  been  phenomenal. 

This  past  summer  saw  an  increase  in  groups  from  our  conference  involved  in  the  summer 
outreach  with  a  58%  occupancy  over  four  days  of  each  week,  with  all  facilities  in  full  use. 
For  the  first  time,  our  musical  group  “Two  by  Two”  was  made  up  of  people  who  all  grew 
up  coming  to  Noah’s  Ark  for  many  years  with  their  own  youth  groups.  To  see  them  grow 
from  10  and  11  years  of  age  and  allow  their  lives  to  be  used  by  God  at  Noah’s  Ark  is  a  very 
rewarding  experience  for  those  on  staff  for  the  last  20  years.  The  Two  by  Two  concerts  had 
an  average  attendance  of  200  people  per  evening,  and  the  afternoon  beach  outreach  with 
the  youth  staying  at  the  Ark  was  very  effective.  There  was  a  dramatic  increase  in  “walk- 
in,”  people  from  the  beach  that  were  not  with  retreat  groups.  The  coming  summer  looks 
to  be  even  better  with  some  of  last  year’s  “Two  by  Two”  returning  and  the  anticipated 
bookings  of  retreat  groups. 

The  Snowbird  Ministry  has  only  continued  to  “blossom”  from  winter  90-91.  The  ministry 
has  increased  to  involve  over  1,050  people,  with  much  more  participation.  During  the  period 
between  October  15  and  April  1  the  facilities  of  Noah’s  Ark  are  used  60%  of  the  time  for  art 
and  craft  classes,  bible  studies,  worship,  workshops,  and  meetings.  This  is  4.2  days  of  every 
week  the  total  facilities  are  used  from  9:00  a. m.  to  9:00  p.m.  In  the  winter  the  retired  people 
who  average  age  75  find  not  just  busy  activity  but  purpose.  As  their  families  back  home 
have  families  of  their  own  and  become  busy  with  their  own  lives,  the  Snowbird  Ministry 
becomes  an  important  part  of  their  lives.  Many  express  that  they  can’t  imagine  their  life 
without  it.  They  have  found  that  God  can  use  them  to  minister  to  one  another  and  the  world. 
Through  their  giving  of  their  lives  to  those  around  them  in  all  the  activities  of  Noah’s  Ark 
they  find  that  God  is  giving  life  to  them  and  the  world  through  their  lives  of  service. 

Last  year  with  funds  from  the  Snowbird  Club,  Capital  Improvement  Fund,  and  special 
donations  we  were  able  to  place  a  new  roof  on  our  motel  facility  and  replaced  the  individual 
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air  conditioning  units  in  the  motel  rooms  with  a  central  air  conditioning  unit.  Not  only  were 
these  improvements  badly  needed  but  the  central  air  conditioning  system  has  proven  to  be 
more  efficient  to  operate.  The  outside  main  front  building  and  motel  rooms  were  painted 
and  the  inside  of  the  motel  rooms  were  painted  as  well.  Area  around  the  front  building  was 
paved  to  provide  additional  parking  space.  The  inside  of  the  Big  Dorm  facility  was  painted 
throughout  and  the  retreat  house  was  re-roofed.  Landscaping  around  many  of  the  buildings 
enhancing  the  appearance  was  performed  by  volunteer  Snowbirds.  The  age  of  the  facilities 
and  equipment  are  at  a  point  where  maintaining  them  will  continue  to  become  a  greater 
financial  burden  on  the  ministry.  During  the  year  1993,  we  anticipate  the  need  for  a  new 
roof  on  our  main  Ark  building  which  is  used  for  concerts  in  the  summer  and  classes  in  the 
winter,  as  well  as  replacement  of  some  aging  appliances. 

Although  only  17%  of  the  total  funds  needed  to  carry  on  the  ministry  of  Noah’s  Ark  in 
1991  came  from  United  Methodist  sources  ( Conference  Benevolences,  Advance  Special  Gifts, 
JJMW)  these  funds  are  the  “seed”  money  that  helps  the  Ark  raise  the  additional  funds  from 
the  summer  and  winter  ministries.  The  Board  of  Directors  has  requested  that  a  minister 
be  appointed  to  Noah’s  Ark  to  help  the  Executive  Director  fulfill  the  ministerial  needs  of 
this  dynamic  ministry.  Exciting  things  are  happening  at  Noah’s  Ark.  From  the  old  theater 
in  Long  Beach  20  years  ago  to  today,  God  has  had  a  place  in  the  midst  of  the  “Miracle  Strip” 
and  God  will  continue  to  have  a  place  through  the  support  of  his  people  called  United 
Methodist.

The  church  remembers, 
sees  and  experiences  its  true  identity  best  when  at  worship.  Christian  worship  is  the  Church’s 
most  distinctive  offering  to  God,  to  the  Body  of  Christ,  and  to  the  world.  No  other  humanitarian 
fellowship  can  worship  like  the  church  does.  In  Christian  worship  the  Good  News  is  not  only 
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declared  but  also  puts  on  flesh  and  lives  through  our  lives.  It  has  been  the  goal  of  the  Worship 
Committee  to  promote  the  best  United  Methodist  worship  possible.  We  are  grateful  to  the 
many  volunteers,  friends,  and  local  churches  who  have  helped  in  this  effort.  A  variety  of 
free  resources  relative  to  Worship  will  be  available  for  you  on  the  Display  Table  in  the  lobby. 

The  Worship  Committee  has  planned  the  Communion  Services,  Worship  Services  and 
special  events  which  are  presented  as  examples  of  how  to  make  your  worship  services  more 
dynamic  and  interesting.  We  hope  that  you  will  use  ideas  which  may  be  appropriate  to  your 
local  church.  The  Tuesday  evening  Evangelism  service  has  become  a  tradition  in  our 
conference,  and  is  special  in  that  it  meets  many  of  our  spiritual  needs. 

The  Board  actively  assisted  the  Commission  on  New  Church  Development,  with  Rev. 
Norman  Carr  chairing,  in  presenting  an  effective  and  enjoyable  workshop  on  “New  Congre¬ 
gational  Development  through  Evangelism  for  the  90’s.”  This  workshop  was  held  in  January, 
1992  with  the  Rev.  David  Brazelton  from  the  Board  of  Discipleship  being  the  principal  resource 
person.  Many  of  our  Conference  membership  supplemented  the  training  by  presenting 
ancillary  programs  and  giving  testimony  of  “It  Worked  For  Us.”  To  each  of  these  we  extend 
our  thanks. 

The  Conference  Harry  Denman  Awards  for  1991  went  to  the  Rev.  Floyd  Enfinger  (Selma 
District),  and  Mr.  Larkin  Davis  (Selma  District) .  The  two  Conference  winners  were  presented 
with  18  kt.  gold  lapel  pins.  All  District  winners  were  honored  at  an  Annual  Luncheon  during 
the  Conference  with  Bishop  C.W.  Hancock  as  the  keynote  speaker. 

Most  evangelism  programs  conducted  by  the  Board  are  done  through  our  Program 
Committee  and  a  cadre  of  nine  District  Evangelism  Chairs  who  interface  with  each  local 
church.  We  are  proud  of  our  District  Chairs  who  are:  Rev.  Grant  Parker  (Andalusia),  Rev. 
J.  Wesley  Spivey  (Demopolis),  Mr.  John  McCullough  (Dothan),  Rev.  Fred  Melvin  (Marianna- 
PC),  Rev.  Doug  Pennington  (Mobile),  Rev.  John  Brannon  (Montgomery),  Rev.  Rurel  Ausley 
(Pensacola),  Rev.  John  Bonner  (Selma),  and  Rev.  Larry  Bryars  (Troy). 

Our  internal  Board  structure  was  reorganized  during  1991  to  better  accomplish  our  tasks. 
Some  committees  were  combined  and  our  current  structure  consists  of  the  Program  Commit¬ 
tee  (Dr.  Shirley  Woodie,  Chair) ;  Denman  Award  Committee  (Rev.  Larry  Bryars,  Chair) ; 
Lay  Witness  Committee  (Mr.  Charles  Nelson,  Chair) ;  Spiritual  Formation  Committee  (Rev. 
Charles  Walker,  Chair);  and  Worship  Committee  (Rev.  Joe  Reams,  Chair). 

The  Board  continues  its  support  of  The  Spiritual  Formation  Academy,  Ashram,  Walk 
to  Emmaus,  and  College  and  Youth  Chrysallis.  Hundreds  of  members  have  taken  advantage 
of  these  ministries  which  strengthen  our  relationship  with  our  Lord  and  Savior.  If  you  have 
not  participated,  you  are  invited  to  do  so  by  contacting  Rev.  Don  Brill  in  the  Conference  office. 

The  Lay  Witness  Mission  Committee  has  again  planned  a  72-Hour  Prayer  Vigil  during 
Annual  Conference.  Dedicated  members  from  every  District  are  in  prayer  for  the  clergy 
and  lay  members  of  Annual  Conference.  You  are  encouraged  to  locate  some  of  your  praying 
brothers  and  sisters  names  posted  on  the  board  in  the  rear  of  the  assembly  hall. 

The  Board  of  Evangelism/Worship  continues  to  be  blessed  with  the  influence,  advice, 
and  Christian  love  of  our  Conference  Staff  Representative,  Rev.  Don  Brill. 

The  1988-92  Quadrennium  has  truly  been  a  labor  of  love  and  a  time  of  renewal  for  each 
of  us  serving  as  members  of  the  Board.  Some  of  us  are  leaving;  some  of  us  are  staying  on, 
but  each  of  us  thank  you  with  grateful  hearts  for  the  opportunities  to  serve  that  you  have 
given  us.

COMMISSION  ON  RELIGION  AND  RACE 

The  ministry  of  Religion  and  Race  is  a  spiritual  effort  in  the  United  Methodist  Church 
established  to  move  us  toward  reconciliation.  Much  of  the  work  we  do  is  sociological  in  nature, 
but  our  theologically  reflective  processes  enable  us  to  identify  the  rationale  for  required 
change. 

In  performing  our  ministry  of  reconciliation,  we  affirm  the  following: 

First,  we  believe  in  a  divine  Creator  of  all  humanity.  We  therefore,  recognize  a  common 
parent  —  GOD.  All  Christians  make  that  claim,  whatever  their  color,  culture  or  language. 
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Second,  we  believe  we  are  a  family.  From  a  Christian  perspective  this  family  is  not  based 
on  race,  color,  or  clan.  It  is  one  which  transcends  nation  and  station.  This  is  why  early 
Christians  called  one  another  “brother  and  sister.” 

Third,  we  believe  in  the  creative  genius  of  GOD.  Our  diversity  is  GOD’S  gift  and  should 
be  affirmed  and  celebrated. 

Fourth,  we  believe  in  the  reality  of  sin  as  manifested  in  racism,  ethnocentrism  and 
discrimination. 

Finally,  we  believe  that  “. .  .GOD  was  in  Christ  reconciling  the  world  to  himself,  not 
counting  their  trespasses  against  them,  and  entrusting  to  us  the  message  of  reconciliation.” 
This  commission  serves  as  a  monitoring  agent  and  not  an  enforcing  agent. 

Commission’s  Goals  for  1993 

1.  Each  district  will  hold  a  Convocation  on  Religion  and  Race. 

2.  District  members  on  Religion  and  Race  will  be  encouraged  to  attend  the  National 
Convocation  on  Religion  and  Race. 

3.  We  will  use  our  position  to  report  positive  achievements,  but  also,  what  has  not  been 
achieved. 

4.  We  recommend  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Arts  Council. 

5.  We  encourage  each  local  church  to  establish  the  Commission  on  Religion  Race  where 
there  is  not  a  commission  established. 

6.  We  challenge  each  church  in  the  Conference  to  develop  an  outreach  program  to  that 
community  not  represented  in  their  local  church  congregation.  This  should  involve 
initiatives  taken  by  local  churches  to  create,  develop, and  administer  new  programs. 

7.  We  submit  these  ideas  as  “springboards”  for  reaching  out  to  our  neighbors  to  create 
community,  helping  to  dispel  stereotypes,  and  bringing  down  barriers: 

a.  Joint  Bible  Study 

b.  Methodist  Men’s  and  Women’s  Breakfasts 

c.  Music  and  drama  group  activities,  other  arts  activities 

d.  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King’s  celebration 

e.  Joint  Vacation  Bible  School  (children  and  youth) 

8.  Pulpit  exchange  should  not  take  the  place  of  one  of  the  above. 

9.  There  is  one  ethnic  minister  appointed  to  a  majority  church. 

10.  Accomplishments: 

a.  The  chairperson  and  the  secretary  attended  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  workshop 
for  church  leaders  in  August,  1991,  Lake  Junaluska,  NC. 

b.  The  chairperson  attended  a  workshop  on  inclusiveness  with  the  Southeastern  Juris¬ 
diction  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race,  February,  1992. 

c.  There  is  ethnic  representation  on  each  committee  or  commission  in  the  Annual 
Conference. 

d.  A  Convocation  held  on  April  11,  1992  in  Daphne,  AL. 

e.  A  Convocation  to  be  held  in  Montgomery,  AL  for  the  Montgomery/Troy  Districts. 
The  chairperson  of  the  Commission  aided  in  the  development  of  the  by-laws  for  the  South¬ 
eastern  Jurisdiction  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race.  The  Conference  Commission  also 
work  closely  with  the  General  Commission  of  the  General  Church.

COMMISSION  ON  THE  STATUS  AND  ROLE  OF  WOMEN 

The  goal  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference  is  to  serve  as  advocate,  catalyst,  and  monitor  to  empower  women  and  to  transform 
the  church  so  that  an  inclusive  people  of  God  might  be  in  ministry  and  mission  to  a  hungering 
world. 

For  the  past  four  years  the  Commission  has  worked  very  hard  to  make  the  members 
of  the  Conference  aware  of  the  special  contributions  that  women  make  to  God’s  work.  The 
members  are  also  more  conscious  of  certain  difficulties  that  are  faced  by  women. 
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Many  avenues  were  used  to  develop  the  Commission’s  goal  in  1991-1992.  At  the  1991  Annual 
Conference  Breakfast  each  woman  who  was  a  candidate  for  delegate  to  General  Conference 
was  invited  to  share  her  views  with  the  women  who  were  present  at  Annual  Conference. 

The  Commission  continues  to  encourage  each  local  church  to  elect  an  active  Commission 
on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women.  As  a  part  of  this  goal  the  Commission  held  a  workshop 
training  session  and  communications  workshop  for  women  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
Conference.  The  theme  was:  “Who  We  Are  —  What  We  Do  —  How  to  Tell  Others.”  District 
mailing  lists  have  been  compiled  of  active  COSROW  participants. 

The  Commission  continues  to  serve  as  a  support  group  for  Conference  clergywomen. 
The  Alabama-West  Florida  COSROW  was  happy  to  be  a  sponsor  of  the  Deep  South  Clergy 
Women’s  Gathering  that  was  held  in  Montgomery  in  February. 

The  COSROW  Women’s  Spirituality  Retreat  was  held  at  Blue  Lake  February  7-8.  The 
theme  was  “A  Woman’s  Journey.”  The  retreat  leader  was  Marjory  Zoet  Bankston,  President 
of  Faith  at  Work  in  Washington,  D.C.  This  retreat  proved  a  blessing  to  the  participants. 

A  new  booklet  describing  the  work  of  Alabama-West  Florida  COSROW  was  published 
this  year. 

The  Commission  continues  to  promote  “Women  in  the  Pulpit  Sunday.”

BOARD  OF  CHURCH  AND  SOCIETY 

The  late  Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson  once  described  the  work  of  the  Church  as  “rewiring 
the  world  with  the  power  on.”  The  work  of  this  board  might  well  be  described,  consistent 
with  that  image,  as  handling  the  hot  wires.  If  we,  as  a  church,  are  to  reflect  an  essential 
Chris t-likeness,  we  must  be  concerned  about  all  those  things  that  impact  upon  the  lives  of 
people,  no  matter  how  hot  they  are. 

The  responsibilities  of  the  board  are,  first  of  all,  to  speak  to  the  people  of  the  church 
about  what  the  problems  are  and,  second,  to  call  upon  the  people  to  get  involved  in  solving 
the  problems.  That  is  the  very  broad  “brush  stroke”  which  only  vaguely  describes  what 
we  are  about.  It  effectively  excludes  hardly  anything. 

We  are  charged  by  the  Discipline  with  the  task  of  representing  the  stated  principles  of 
the  church  as  expressed  by  the  Social  Principles  and  consistent  with  the  Book  of  Resolutions 
expressing  the  will  of  the  General  Conference.  Some  United  Methodists  are  opposed  to  the 
stance  of  the  church  as  it  appears  in  the  Social  Principles.  That’s  why  we  have  resolutions 
petitioning  for  changes.  Some  are  supportive  of  the  stance  of  the  church,  so  we  also  have 
petitions  to  retain  the  present  language  and  stance. 

Your  conference  board  will  continue  to  produce  and/or  make  available  material  to  inform 
the  people  of  our  annual  conference  and  call  them  to  action.  We  do  not  see  our  task  as 
“reinventing  the  wheel.”  When  there  are  groups  already  working,  we  recommend  that  United 
Methodist  people  join  them  and  bring  a  Christian  perspective  to  the  work  they  are  doing, 
whether  it  involves  the  environment,  world  peace  and  justice,  abortion  or  advocacy  for 
children,  gambling  or  any  number  of  other  issues. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  conference  this  board  was  asked  to  study  the  need  for  support 
ministries  for  persons  seeking  alternatives  to  abortion  (see  pp.  401-402, 1991  Journal).  The 
board  is  not  aware  of  any  specific  United  Methodist  programs  aimed  at  preventing  abortion, 
although  there  may  be  United  Methodists  active  in  such  programs. 

Every  pastor  should  know  how  to  put  someone  in  touch  with  the  Department  of  Human 
Resources  in  Alabama  (or  its  counterpart  in  Florida)  which  handles  adoption.  Then,  perhaps, 
the  board  of  ordained  ministry  in  cooperation  with  the  board  of  managers  of  our  pastors’ 
assembly  could  enlist  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Galloway  in  his  role  with  the  board  of  pastoral 
counseling,  care  and  training  to  help  pastors  in  their  counseling  to  promote  alternatives  to 
abortion. 

The  board  will  call  into  service  a  task  force  on  Criminal  Justice  and  Mercy  Ministries 
for  which  the  board  will  provide  funding  so  that  this  vital  work  can  continue  within  our 
conference.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Louise  Johns  will  head  this  task  force  which  will  report  to  the  board 
and  through  the  board  to  the  annual  conference. 
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The  chair  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  those  who  have  been  faithful  members  of 
the  board  during  this  quadrennium,  especially  Mrs.  Helen  Myers  who  served  as  secretary- 
treasurer.

COMMISSION  ON  NEW  CONGREGATIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 


Report  No.  1 

The  members  of  the  Commission  on  New  Congregational  Development  are:  Rev.  Ronald 
Ball,  (Secretary),  Rev.  Jeffrey  Spiller,  Mr.  A1  Brunner,  Mr.  Shelton  Halsey,  Rev.  Timothy 
Trent,  Mrs.  Laura  Edwards  (Vice  Chairperson),  Mrs.  Nettie  Edge,  Rev.  Marcus  Smith,  Rev. 
Frank  Scott,  Mrs.  Terri  Turner,  Dr.  William  Calhoun,  Rev.  Ed  Sells  and  Rev.  Norman  Carr 
(Chairperson).  We  found  it  necessary  to  meet  five  times  during  the  1991-1992  time  frame: 
January  11th  and  31st,  and  November  15th,  1991,  January  10-11  and  31st,  1992.  The  areas 
of  business  for  these  meetings  was  not  only  to  review  grant  requests  and  check  on  various 
projects,  but  also  to  establish  sub-committees  to  make  possible  a  greater  understanding  and 
implementation  of  the  work  ahead  for  the  N.C.D.  Commission. 

The  area  of  Church  Revitalization  was  placed  under  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
through  the  recommendations  from  the  Task  Force  dealing  with  this  area  of  ministry.  We 
disbursed  the  last  of  the  Revitalization  monies  this  year  which  went  to  the  Benson  Circuit 
in  the  Montgomery  District. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Commission  to  meet  in  the  Fall  of  the  year  and  set  its  priorities 
for  the  upcoming  year.  This  was  done  at  our  November  15th  meeting.  The  Commission  chose 
one  priority  for  1992  financial  assistance.  This  is  the  Woodbine  project  located  in  the  Pensacola 
District.  The  major  portion  of  the  assistance  in  1991  went  to  the  Bayou  George  and  the 
Emmaus  new  church  areas  located  in  the  Marianna/Panama  City  District.  You  will  see  this 
in  the  financial  report. 

One  of  the  finest  things  accomplished  this  year  was  cosponsoring  with  the  Board  of 
Evangelism  a  church  growth  seminar  on  January  31st-February  1st,  1992.  This  was  held 
at  Blue  Lake  and  was  well  supported  by  churches  all  over  the  conference.  This  seminar  was 
led  by  Dr.  David  Brazelton,  and  proved  to  be  a  spiritual  event,  loaded  with  helpful  information. 

Procedure :  The  Commission  urges  the  Districts  of  our  conference  to  locate  new  areas 
for  new  congregations,  to  continue  recruiting  funds  to  assist  in  the  establishment  of  these 
locations,  and  to  seek  out  help  through  our  Headquarters  Staff  for  an  appraisal  and  demo¬ 
graphics  of  said  areas.  Mr.  A1  Brunner  now  works  with  the  staff  in  this  area.  Further,  that 
the  Districts  present  to  the  Commission  —  on  the  proper  forms  —  requests  for  priority 
positions  for  receiving  funds  during  the  coming  year.  These  requests  must  reach  us  by 
November  1st  each  year. 

This  Commission  receives  funds  from  the  Endowment  II  interest  monies,  and  the 
Conference  Council  line  item  which  is  received  through  our  response  to  World  Service  and 
Conference  Benevolence. 

The  1992  goals  for  the  Commission  are:  (a)  help  establish  at  least  one  new  congregation 
per  year,  (b)  reach  our  endowment  goal  of  $500,000  in  three  years,  (c)  develop  new  guidelines 
for  side  selections,  (d)  develop  sample  floor  plans  for  the  first  units,  (e)  and  assist  one  pastor 
per  year  to  attend  a  National  Church  Development  Seminar.

This  commission  operates  from  a  Fund  One  which  is  fed  from  any  remaining  Capital 
Funds  payments  plus  a  line  item  in  the  Conference  Council  budget  or  (World  Service/ 
Conference  Benevolence).  The  present  balance  as  of  3/92  is  $17,291.18. 

Fund  Two  of  the  Commission  is  interest  drawn  from  the  Endowment  of  $409,000  invested 
at  six  and  one-half  percent  of  which  90%  can  be  granted.  The  balance  in  this  fund  is  $26,000. 

We  appreciate  Terri  Turner  and  her  assistant,  Helen,  at  our  Methodist  Foundation  in 
the  handling  of  these  funds  for  the  Commission  on  New  Congregational  Development. 

Report  No.  3 

Our  continued  efforts  for  education  and  expansion  of  the  New  Congregational  Develop¬ 
ment  Commission  will  be  concentrated  on  bringing  about  positive  results  in  the  sub-commit- 
tees.  These  areas  are:  (1)  The  Sub-Committee  on  Site  Selection,  (2)  First  Unit  Floor  Plans, 
and  (3)  the  500/$l,000  Plan. 

The  Committee  on  the  500/$l,000  Plan  will  be  chaired  by  the  Rev.  Jeffrey  Spiller,  Pastor 
of  Christ  United  Methodist  Church  of  Mobile,  AL.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  committee  to  enlist 
500  persons  who  will  give  $1,000  to  the  New  Congregational  Development  Commission 
Endowment  over  a  period  of  three  years.  This  effort  would  double  our  present  endowment. 
The  gift  would  never  be  spent.  As  in  our  present  system,  ninety  percent  of  the  interest  would 
be  used  for  grants  each  year.  This  means  that  those  persons  who  participate  in  this  plan 
would  be  assisting  in  the  building  of  new  United  Methodist  Congregations  throughout  the 
years.  The  brochure  and  promotion  for  this  plan  will  come  before  this  upcoming  annual 
conference.  We  thank  you,  in  advance,  for  your  prayers  and  support  in  the  efforts  of  expanding 
the  work  of  God’s  church  and  kingdom.

COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  COORDINATION  OF 
ETHNIC  LOCAL  CHURCH  CONCERNS 

The  Alabama- West  Florida  Conference  Ethnic  Local  Church  Concerns  (ELCC)  Commit¬ 
tee  continues  to  celebrate  and  applaud  God’s  creation  of  its  many  faceted  diversity.  We  again 
affirm  that  our  true  aim  and  purpose  is  continued  harmonious,  loving,  caring,  and  nurturing 
relationships  among  our  persons.  We  truly  believe  and  endeavor  to  promote  that  there  is 
“unity  in  diversity.”  As  we  close  this  quadrennium  with  many  satisfying  accomplishments 
recorded,  we  look  forward  to  the  new  quadrennium  with  great  expectation  and  anticipation. 

The  highest  priority  for  ELCC  remains  the  development  of  ethnic  minority  lay  and  clergy 
leadership  within  the  conference.  Recruitment  and  training  of  leaders  for  service  in  ethnic 
minority  churches  continues  to  be  a  stagnant  yet  very  essential  area  necessary  to  insure 
growth  and  development  of  those  churches.  We  will  continue  to  request  the  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry  and  the  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  to  give  special  attention  to  the  enlistment  of 
ethnic  minority  youth  and  young  adults  for  ordained  and  diaconal  ministry.  And  ethnic 
minority  churches  are  encouraged  to  become  nurturing  bases  for  candidates  for  the  ministry. 

The  ELCC  committee  will  endeavor  to: 

a.  develop  a  Comprehensive  Plan  to  define  the  scope  and  methodology  for  conducting 
the  Conference  ELCC  program. 

b.  provide  information  and  guidance  to  pastors  and  lay  persons  regarding  resources 
and  programs  for  strengthening  ethnic  minority  churches. 

c.  emphasize  that  ELCC  funds  are  to  be  used  in  addition  to  and/or  in  conjunction  with 
other  agency  funds  and  are  not  to  be  considered  an  exclusive  source  of  funding. 

d.  fund  ethnic  minority  programs  and  supplement  the  salary  of  some  clergy  as  defined 
by  the  ELCC  Comprehensive  Plan. 

e.  encourage  each  ethnic  minority  congregation  to  set  goals  for  membership  and  atten¬ 
dance  through  growth  seminars  and  workshops. 

f .  encourage  each  ethnic  minority  congregation  to  set  goals  for  establishing  new  ethnic 
congregations. 
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g.  keep  before  the  conference  program  committees  the  responsibility  for  being  intentional 
and  specific  in  developing  discipleship  in  the  ethnic  minority  churches  and  the  larger  ethnic 
majority  churches. 

h.  sponsor,  in  cooperation  with  the  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race,  a 
practical  skills-building  workshop  for  ethnic  minority  ministers  and  others,  with  emphasis 
on  writing  and  articulation. 

PROGRAM  GOALS 

1.  Conduct  workshops  at  Livingston  University  for  the  western/northern  areas  of  the  confer¬ 
ence  and  at  Blue  Lake  for  the  eastern/southern  areas  of  the  conference. 

2.  Refine  a  line  item  budget  to  more  accurately  define  program  expenditure  requirements. 

3.  Assist  at  District  level  in  program  planning  dealing  with  ethnic  minority  males,  especially 
Afro-American  males. 

4.  Recommend  scholarships  for  attendance  of  committee  chair  and/or  other  members  to 
attend  training  events,  conferences,  and  workshops  on  issues  relevant  to  ELC  in  our  Annual 
Conference  on  National,  Jurisdictional,  Conference  and  District  levels;  e.g.,  Caucus 
Training  Events  for  BMCR;  Native  Americans;  Hispanics;  and  Asian- Americans. 

5.  Develop  liturgy  and  programming  adapted  for  use  in  ethnic  local  churches. 

6.  Conduct  workshops  on  proposal  writing ;  financial  planning  and  management ;  and  budget 
preparation  for  the  small  local  church. 

7.  Conduct  training  for  children  and  youth  on  United  Methodist  Church  structure  and 
theology. 

8.  Provide  scholarships  for  youth  to  attend  youth  conferences  on  National,  Jurisdictional, 
Conference  and  District  levels. 

9.  Sponsor  two  events  annually  for  children  and  youth  fellowship. 

We  reiterate  our  theme  for  the  new  quadrennium,  “A  Revival  of  the  Body,  Mind,  and 
Spirit”  as  our  commitment  to  strive  for  that  day  when  we  all  realize  a  true  revival  in  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Conference,  and  moreover,  The  United  Methodist  Church.

BOARD  OF  LAITY 

Report  No.  1  —  CONFERENCE  LAY  LEADER  AND  CHAIRPERSON 

FOSTERING  AWARENESS  OF  THE  ROLE  OF  THE  LAITY  -  BOTH  WITHIN  THE 
CONGREGATION  AND  THROUGH  THEIR  MINISTRIES  IN  THE  HOME,  WORKPLACE, 
COMMUNITY,  AND  WORLD  IN  ACHIEVING  THE  MISSION  OF  THE  CHURCH.

Our 
plan  is  to  invite  local  church  Pastors  and  their  Lay  Leaders  to  gather  together  for  dinner 
on  a  Friday  evening,  and  continue  through  Saturday  afternoon.  Our  purpose  is  to  strengthen 
ties  between  Lay  and  Clergy,  and  to  give  better  understanding  about  individual  responsi¬ 
bilities.  It  is  our  feeling  that  this  type  of  retreat  workshop  will  call  us  to  a  deeper  commitment 
to  God’s  calling  to  each  of  us,  and  cause  us  to  strengthen  the  Church. 

Plans  are  also  underway  to  develop  a  video  on  apportionments.  We  will  have  footage 
from  some  of  our  line  item  budgets  to  help  us  see  more  vividly  where  and  how  our  dollars 
are  at  work  for  Christ  and  His  Church.  People  support  what  they  see,  understand,  and  believe 
in! ! 

A  task  force  of  three  Clergy  and  three  Lay  persons  was  formed  by  the  Board  of  the  Laity. 
The  purpose  of  this  task  force  is  to  study  voting  procedures  in  the  Alabama- West  Florida 
Annual  Conference,  for  General  and  Jurisdictional  Delegates.  This  task  force  will  deliver 
their  report  to  the  1993  Annual  Conference. 
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I  will  continue  to  support  the  work  of  the  Laity  and  the  Clergy  and  pray  for  God’s  guidance 
in  all  that  we  do  together.

Report  No.  3  —  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 

On  October  19, 1991,  United  Methodist  Women  held  the  nineteenth  Annual  Meeting.  Ethel 
Born,  president  of  the  North  American  Area  of  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women 
challenged  those  present  to  work  with  Methodist  women  around  the  world  making  a  difference 
for  mission,  development,  and  the  message  of  Christ.  There  were  displays  from  the  areas 
of  the  world  that  make  up  the  World  Federation.  These  displays  depicted  the  life-style  and 
mission  of  the  countries  around  the  world  where  there  are  Methodists. 

After  having  attended  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  meeting  in  Singapore 
earlier  in  1991,  the  thrill  of  meeting  and  hearing  from  Christian  women  who  are  making  a 
difference  where  they  are  in  the  world  made  the  message  of  Mrs.  Born  especially  meaningful. 
Ours  is  not  an  individual  message.  Christ  is  at  work  around  the  world  in  many  ways.  One 
of  those  ways  is  through  the  many  denominations  that  call  themselves  Methodists. 

In  1991  United  Methodist  Women  of  Alabama-West  Florida  sent  $206,752.77  to  undesignated 
giving  through  the  Women’s  Division.  Most  of  this  money  goes  to  the  same  place  as  World 
Service  money  sent  by  the  local  church.  The  money  is  divided  equally  between  the  World 
Division  and  National  Division  projects  of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries.  There 
was  $28,314.67  given  to  conference  mission  specials.  They  are  Nellie  Burge,  Dumas  Wesley, 
Johnson  Hill,  Noah’s  Ark,  and  Mobile  Inner  City  Mission.  The  Annual  Meeting  love  offering 
of  $2,582.91  was  given  to  mission  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Born. 

Those  are  facts  and  figures  that  paint  only  a  part  of  the  picture.  United  Methodist  Women 
have  been  involved  in  spiritual  growth,  prison  ministries,  ministries  of  many  sorts  to  children, 
working  with  younger  and  older  women  in  their  communities  and  local  churches,  feeding 
the  hungry,  teaching  people  to  read,  and  an  assortment  of  other  ministries  too  numerous 
to  mention. 

The  Mission  Studies  and  the  Reading  Program  offer  participants  one  of  the  greatest 
learning  opportunities  anywhere  for  study  and  renewal.  Schools  of  Christian  Mission  have 
been  called  the  “largest  university  in  the  world.”  Considering  that  they  occur  in  every 
conference  of  United  Methodism  and  in  most  districts  and  local  churches,  the  learning  about 
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our  mission  and  our  world  is  a  vast  undertaking.  This  undertaking  is  not  too  much  for  United 
Methodist  Women. 

The  Program  Book  offers  a  variety  of  subjects.  This  year  is  concentrates  on  learning 
to  be  better  stewards  of  God’s  gifts.  As  we  all  know,  God’s  gifts  include  all  that  we  are  and 
all  that  we  have  in  the  natural  world.  Since  everything  comes  from  God,  it  pretty  well  covers 
everything. 

United  Methodist  Women  will  celebrate  our  20th  birthday  in  1992.  Twenty  years  as  United 
Methodist  Women  and  over  100  years  as  women  organized  for  mission.  On  October  16-17, 
1992  the  Annual  Meeting  will  feature  Sally  Graham  Ernst,  the  current  president  of  the 
Women’s  Division.  We  eagerly  approach  that  day.  We  will  celebrate  United  Methodist  Women 
in  special  ways  on  that  day.  Local  units  are  being  encouraged  to  celebrate  the  special  people, 
special  memories,  and  special  projects  during  the  year. 

One  of  the  saddest  days  for  United  Methodist  Women,  this  conference,  and  the  city  of 
Hiroshima,  Japan,  was  the  death  of  Mary  McMillan.  We  commemorate  her  life  and  work 
of  mission  and  peace.  How  proud  we  are  of  her.  Not  because  of  anything  we  did,  but  because 
she  made  the  Methodists  of  Alabama-West  Florida  look  so  good. 

Mary  was  a  dedicated  Christian  who  exhibited  her  faith  in  word  and  deed,  who  loved 
people,  who  worked  for  world  peace  and  for  peace  with  those  around  her.  She  was  an  example 
of  what  we  all  could  be.  We  looked  upon  her  as  love  personified.  We  shall  miss  her  soft  voice 
and  warm  smile,  but  we  shall  try  to  remember  the  lessons  she  taught.

Report  No.  5  —  YOUTH

song  “Love  Light”  which  he  composed.

Wide  Missions  and  one  Conference  program.  We  also  decided  to  donate  $380.00  from  the  Shawn 
Whitney  and  James  Hayes  Memorial  Fund  to  the  Aldersgate  United  Methodist  Church  at 
Mt.  Vernon  for  their  youth  program  for  the  Native  Americans. 

Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry  is  proud  to  announce  that  we  were  represented 
by  four  youth  at  the  National  Youth  Ministry  Organization  meeting  held  in  Columbia,  Mo. 
There  the  priority  submitted  by  our  own  Alabama-West  Florida  C.C.Y.M.  representatives 
was  voted  to  be  the  Quadrennial  priority  for  the  United  Methodist  Youth  of  the  nation.  That 
priority  is  “Empowering  Youth  to  Discover  and  Respond  to  God’s  Call.”  At  that  same  meeting 
Ella  Bryd  was  elected  to  the  N.Y.M.O.  Steering  Committee  which  is  the  national  version 
of  C.C.Y.M. 

This  year  our  Council  loses  13  members  due  to  high  school  graduation.  Next  year  will 
be  led  by  a  young  crowd,  and  I  feel  confident  that  they  have  the  ability  to  lead  in  a  Christian

Report  No.  6  —  LAY  SPEAKING 

The  Lay  Speaker  Ministry  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  continues  to  grow. 
To  grow  in  the  support  and  assistance  provided  to  our  pastors,  local  churches,  sub-districts, 
districts  and  the  Conference.  To  grow  in  the  number  of  individuals  who  have  responded  to 
God’s  call  to  serve  through  the  Lay  Speaker  Ministry  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

Last  year  when  I  reported  to  you  there  were  four  districts  that  were  not  in  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  The  Book  of  Discipline  —  1988  and  the  “Lay  Speaker  Guide  for 
Conference  and  District  Committees.”  Now,  for  the  first  time  since  January  1985, 1  am  pleased 
to  report  to  you  that  all  nine  districts  of  this  Conference  are  in  compliance.  All  districts  have 
a  Committee  on  Lay  Speaking  and  are  following  the  program  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 
I  must  admit,  though,  that  two  of  our  districts  have  only  had  one  (1)  committee  meeting. 

The  Fourth  Annual  Lay  Speaker  Weekend  conducted  this  year  attracted  an  attendance 
of  79  students  from  54  churches.  With  the  35  instructors  and  staff  we  had  a  total  of  114  involved 
in  this  year’s  program.  As  is  our  practice,  we  conducted  one  Basic  Course  and  two  Advanced 
Courses.  The  Advanced  Courses  offered  this  year  were:  1.  Lay  Speakers  Interpret  To  Others 
Our  Methodist  Heritage;  2.  Lay  Speakers  Care  For  Others. 

There  were  seven  worship  services  provided  in  keeping  with  our  retreat  theme.  All  of 
these  services  were  conducted  by  Lay  Speakers.  We,  of  course,  did  utilize  one  of  our  Ordained 
Ministers  for  the  Communion  and  Sending  Forth  Service  which  closes  all  of  our  Training 
Programs. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  ten  Training  Sessions  conducted  throughout  the 
Conference.  These  consisted  of  nine  Basis  Courses  and  eight  Advanced  Courses.  The 
Conference  Instructor  Cadre  conducted  seven  of  these  17  courses. 

The  Lay  Speaker  Ministry  continues  to  grow  in  the  number  and  types  of  service  offered 
to  our  pastors,  local  churches,  sub-districts,  districts  and  the  conference.  Allow  me  to  indicate 
to  you  the  most  common  service  areas  used  in  our  districts : 

1.  TRAINING  —  This  consists  of  training  pastors,  Lay  Speakers,  laity  and  offering 
familiarization  programs  on  the  Lay  Speaker  Ministry. 

2.  SPEAKERS  —  Offered  to  local  churches,  church  related  groups  and  for  Community 
Outreach  Programs. 

3.  LAY  SPEAKER  REVIVALS  —  Three  districts  offer  this  popular  service  area  and 
they  conducted  14  revivals  last  year.  These  revivals  use  a  number  of  Lay  Speakers 
depending  on  the  type  program  agreed  upon. 

4.  SEMINARS  AND  WORKSHOPS  -  Involving  a  variety  of  subjects 

5.  SPECIAL  PROGRAMS  —  Can  be  designed  to  meet  specific  needs. 

6.  NURSING  HOME  AND  RETIREMENT  HOME  SUPPORT  - 

7.  CHURCH  EXPANSION  —  Support  for  both  new  churches  and  new  programs  in 
established  churches. 

8.  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  INSTRUCTION  - 

9.  MUSIC  MINISTRY  - 

10.  PRISON  MINISTRY  —  Lay  Speakers  provide  support  to  road  camps,  jails  and 
prisons. 

11.  PULPIT  SUPPLY  —  We  are  still  available  to  fill  ALL  empty  pulpits  every  Sunday 
as  intended  by  the  General  Board  of  Discipleship. 

During  the  past  year  the  Lay  Speakers  have  been  called  on  to  do  something  we  have 
not  done  in  this  Conference  before.  We  were  asked  to  conduct  three  retreats. 

We  assisted  one  district  in  the  establishment  of  a  Laity  Council  composed  of  district 
staff  members  and  sub-district  lay  leaders.  We  have  offered  assistance  to  another  district 
considering  a  Laity  Council. 

The  Lay  Speaker  Program  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference  continues 
to  be  the  best  source  of  new  pastors.  Of  those  who  have  gone  to  seminary  from  this  program 
we  provided  14  of  the  18  who  attended  Local  Pastor  License  School  in  1991  and  17  of  the  27 
who  attended  this  year,  or  70%  of  those  attending.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  the  Lay 
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Speakers  Program  has  provided  45  graduates  of  the  Local  Pastor  License  School  in  the  past 
four  years. 

Lay  Speakers  served  a  number  of  churches  on  a  short-term  basis  due  to  the  absence 
of  their  pastor  due  to  surgery,  illness,  continuing  education  or  other  reasons.  We  have  four 
Lay  Speakers  who  were  appointed  to  serve  churches  this  past  year.  All  of  these  were  licensed 
this  spring. 

This  year  we  provided  information  on  our  Conference  Lay  Speaker  Program  to  the  South 
Indiana  Conference  upon  their  request  and  to  two  other  conferences  on  request  of  the  Section 
on  Ministry  of  the  Laity  of  the  General  Board  of  Discipleship. 

Lay  Speakers  also  serve  outside  the  United  Methodist  Church.  During  this  past  conference 
year  we  have  provided  support  and  assistance  to  churches  of  the  Baptist,  Congregational, 
Presbyterian,  Pentecostal  and  A.M.E.  Zion  denominations,  and  one  military  chapel. 

The  Conference  Committee  on  Lay  Speaking  is  pleased  to  report  to  the  Alabama-West 
Florida  Annual  Conference  the  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  laity  who  answer  God’s 
call  to  serve  through  the  Lay  Speaker  Ministry.  We  continue  to  increase  the  number  and 
type  of  support  and  assistance  available  to  pastors,  local  churches,  sub-districts,  districts 
and  the  conference.  The  Lay  Speaker  ministry  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  is  a  positive 
and  dynamic  force  within  our  conference.

COMMISSION  ON  ARCHIVES  AND  HISTORY 

Report  No.  1 

As  this  Conference  begins,  an  eight  year  service  ends  for  two  members  of  this  Commis¬ 
sion.  Ms.  Julia  Norton  was  elected  to  serve  in  1984  and  again  in  1988.  She  has  faithfully  served 
and  led  the  commission  in  an  outstanding  way.  For  the  past  four  years,  she  has  been  the 
Chair  of  the  Local  Heritage  committee,  with  the  responsibilities  of  review  and  presentation 
of  the  records  of  all  churches  who  have  celebrated  anniversaries  of  50, 100,  and  150  years. 
Her  committee  then  selects  the  ones  to  be  awarded  the  title  of  Heritage  Church  of  the  Year, 
at  the  Annual  Conference. 

Julia  has  been  an  outstanding  individual  on  this  commission  and  her  participation  has 
aided  it  to  accomplish  many  tasks  necessary  for  the  historical  preservation  of  church  records 
and  materials. 

We  are  most  grateful  for  her  work  and  activities  over  these  eight  years,  and  will  miss 
her  serving  on  our  future  endeavors.  We  extend  to  her  a  very  big  “Thank  you”  for  her  loyalty 
and  faithful  service. 

I,  too,  will  end  my  eight  years  on  the  commission.  Six  of  these  years  I  have  been  honored 
to  serve  as  the  Chair.

Special  gratitude  goes  to  Mrs.  Mary 
Ann  Pickard,  and  her  staff  of  volunteers  in  the  Depository  for  all  the  work  she  has  accom¬ 
plished.  Mary  Ann,  as  Archivist,  has  done  a  remarkable  job  of  establishing  our  Depository 
and  making  it  a  current,  state  of  the  art  center  for  our  historical  records  and  materials. 
Her  expertise  and  knowledge,  her  dedication  and  perception  have  been  an  asset  to  our 
Conference  Historical  program.  Also,  to  Mrs.  Ida  Grace  Gastinger,  who  has  served  a  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  on  the  commission  and  as  a  volunteer  in  the  depository,  my  gratitude 
and  thanks.  Her  assistance  and  support  these  past  four  years,  along  with  her  outstanding 
help,  have  been  commendable.  To  all  the  members  and  district  directors,  I  thank  you  all 
for  your  time  and  assistance  in  making  this  commission  a  vital  operating  unit  of  the 
conference. 

It  has  been  an  honor  and  a  satisfying  experience  serving  this  commission.  I  have  seen 
it  come  a  long  way  these  past  years.  It  has  risen  above  the  silence  of  an  unknown  committee, 
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to  a  center  of  great  importance  and  existence,  with  recognition  from  the  conference  leadership 
and  the  local  churches.  The  areas  we  are  involved  in  represent  many  people,  congregations, 
churches  and  ministers.  The  credit  of  this  commission  has  been  made  by  the  work  of  the 
districts  and  local  congregations  that  now  realize  why  we  need  to  maintain  and  keep  our 
histories  for  the  future.  We  are  grateful  to  Bishop  Hancock,  and  the  District  Superintendents 
and  many  others  for  their  concern  and  support  in  our  endeavors.  They  have  become  the 
leaders  in  providing  support  in  assuring  that  our  history  will  be  maintained  and  properly 
kept.  We  are  no  longer  a  program  agency  of  the  conference.  But  we  remain  a  necessary, 
vital  and  active  agency  for  the  preservation  and  safe  keeping  of  our  histories. 

An  important  function  of  the  commission  is  the  Service  of  Commemoration  and  Holy 
Communion  at  the  opening  of  Annual  Conference.  During  the  past  four  years,  at  the  invitation 
of  Bishop  Hancock,  the  Memorial  Service  included  Holy  Communion.  In  1991,  The  Rev.  Dr. 
J.  Lamar  Brown,  was  the  preacher  for  this  service.  He  provided  a  very  meaningful  and 
personal  message  of  dedication  and  renewal  through  the  lives  of  those  who  have  answered 
the  final  call  in  ministry.  The  families  of  our  deceased  ministers  and  widows  were  the  guests 
of  the  commission  and  conference  at  lunch  after  the  service.  The  commission  also  hosts  the 
Wesley  Heirs’  breakfast  during  conference  and  this  has  grown  to  a  large  gathering  of  our 
retired  folks  meeting  for  early  fellowship. 

The  Archives  and  History  commission  has  a  vital  and  important  role  in  the  work  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  We  have  a  small  budget,  but  over  the  years  have  effectively  used  that 
to  provide  the  work  and  training  necessary  to  achieve  our  goals.  The  Histories  and  lives 
of  the  future  church  and  conference  all  rest  in  our  being  properly  staffed,  equipped  and 
centrally  located  as  a  Depository,  Records  Center  and  Historical  Society.  With  and  under 
concerned  persons,  great  things  can  be  accomplished  in  the  future.  Without  these,  we  will 
never  have  the  records,  histories  or  a  past  to  recall. 

The  vision  of  the  future  for  the  commission  is  of  a  more  direct  involvement  and  partici¬ 
pation  in  the  maintaining  and  preserving  of  our  church  and  conference  activities.  As  I  pass 
on  the  gavel  of  leadership,  I  pass  on  the  policies,  recommendations  and  dreams  that  this 
commission  has  had  for  many  years,  some  of  which  are  now  employed  and  functioning,  others 
still  on  the  drawing  board.  Some  were  set  aside  but  not  forgotten,  some  have  been  too  costly. 
But  in  reality,  a  great  step  forward  has  been  made. 

This  commission  has  made  great  strides  into  the  new  vision  of  realizing  our  existence 
and  presence  for  the  future  histories  of  our  people  called,  Methodists  and  their  churches 
called  United  Methodists.  As  we  live  in  the  great  history  of  the  life  of  our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ. 
As  we  live  in  the  great  history  of  the  life  of  our  founder,  John  Wesley.  And  as  we  live  in  the 
great  history  of  the  early  American  Methodists,  may  we  continue  to  provide  for  the  preachers 
and  people  of  our  great  church  our  Spiritual,  Faithful  and  Stewardship  Histories. 

I  thank  the  conference  for  allowing  me  to  be  a  part  of  this  commission,  sharing  in  a  part 
of  the  history  of  a  great  church,  and  serving  our  Lord.

Report  No.  2  —  LOCAL  HERITAGE  COMMITTEE 

In  1991,  many  churches  celebrated  anniversaries.  Many  sent  materials  to  the  Commission 
on  Archives  and  History  of  these  celebrations,  others  did  not.  Some  submitted  the  necessary 
materials  for  the  Local  Heritage  Church  Award,  presented  to  a  church  for  the  historical 
preservation  and  celebration  of  such  events.  Information  concerning  this  award  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Commission  or  the  F.S.  Moseley  Depository.  We  encourage  churches  to 
submit  their  materials  for  this  award  and  to  provide  the  commission  with  information  and 
material  on  their  celebrations. 

In  1991,  Special  Recognition  was  given  to  The  Big  Creek  United  Methodist  Church  on 
the  celebration  of  their  200th  Anniversary.  A  plaque  was  presented  to  representatives  of  this 
church  by  Bishop  Hancock  and  the  Archives  and  History  Commission. 

Two  other  local  churches  were  selected  for  the  award  of  Heritage  Church  of  the  Year 
for  1990.  The  commission  felt  that  as  both  of  these  churches  did  outstanding  jobs  in  preparing 
and  presenting  and  celebrating  throughout  the  year  their  historical  anniversaries,  that  both 
would  share  in  the  award.  The  Saint  Francis  Street  United  Methodist  Church,  Mobile, 
Alabama  and  The  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Demopolis,  Alabama  were  presented 
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awards  for  the  1990  Heritage  Church  of  the  Year.  Bishop  Hancock  presented  plaques  to 
representatives  of  both  church  during  ceremonies  at  conference. 

This  award  is  an  ongoing  award,  provided  for  by  the  Archives  and  History  Committee 
of  the  Conference.  We  encourage  our  local  churches  to  become  interested  in  this  and  to  submit 
their  church  for  consideration.  We  cannot  impress  upon  our  local  churches  and  our  districts 
to  share  with  the  commission  celebrations  they  have  during  the  year.  This  information  can 
only  be  available  to  us  when  someone  sends  it  to  us.  So  please  send  us  the  material.  The 
Depository  at  Huntingdon  College  is  where  it  needs  to  be  sent.  All  churches  celebrating  25, 
50, 100, 150  or  more  years  are  of  value  and  importance  to  us.  It  also  provides  a  file  of  history 
for  your  church. 

I  end  my  eight  years  on  this  commission  this  year.  I  have  enjoyed  being  a  part  of  the 
history  and  history  making  program  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  and  Annual  Conference. 
The  past  four  years  have  been  very  informative  and  interesting  as  I  have  been  able  to  share 
in  the  celebrations  and  activities  of  many  churches  historical  events. 

Thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  our  conference.

Report  No.  3  —  FRANKLIN  S.  MOSELEY  DEPOSITORY 

1.  APPRAISAL,  PREPARATION  AND  ARRANGEMENT  OF  RECORDS  RECEIVED : 
Eight  accessions  were  processed  during  1991  and  included:  Records  of  the  Conference  United 
Methodist  Women  1986-1990;  Library  books;  Records  of  Forest  Home  Circuit  1903-26  and 
Monterey  Circuit  1827-1913;  Records  for  several  church  files  and  personal  papers  for  several 
ministers’  files;  Records  of  Milton-Bagdad  Charge  1899-1960;  and  Records  of  the  Dothan 
District  1953-1990.  The  total  linear  space  taken  by  these  records  was  189.50  inches  or  almost 
16  feet. 

2.  REFERENCE  SERVICE :  During  1991  there  were  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  inquiries 
by  letter  and  telephone,  mostly  requests  from  churches  asking  for  historical  information 
and  from  individuals  asking  about  genealogical  information.  Forty-six  persons  visited  the 
depository  to  do  research. 

3.  VOLUNTEERS:  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Ida  Grace  Gastinger, 
Miss  Adele  Warner  and  Dr.  Glenn  Massengale  for  their  faithful  service  as  volunteers.  They 
keep  the  periodicals  filed  and  help  with  research  requests. 

4.  WORK  WITH  DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENTS:  Each  year  I  send  a  letter  to  the 
District  Superintendents  about  several  ways  the  depository  may  help  them:  by  receiving 
and  servicing  records  of  discontinued  churches ;  by  keeping  bronze  grave  markers  on  hand 
for  the  superintendents  to  give  to  families  of  deceased  ministers ;  by  receiving  and  servicing 
records  of  non-current  charge  conferences;  and  by  conducting  workshops  for  church 
historians.  We  ask  the  superintendents:  to  help  distribute  and  receive  at  the  annual  charge 
conferences  the  update  forms  for  ministers  and  churches  so  that  their  information  is  kept 
current  and  preserved;  to  publicize  the  criteria  and  information  on  the  annual  Church 
Heritage  Award;  to  send  to  the  depository  any  pre-1930  circuit  quarterly  conference  record 
books  they  discover.  (Our  conference  journals  do  not  list  the  composition  of  churches  before 
then,  but  lists  of  what  the  churches  paid  the  preachers  are  listed  in  the  quarterly  conference 
record  books.)  I  am  grateful  for  the  positive  response  of  the  District  Superintendents.  We 
now  have  a  large  collection  of  records  from  the  Andalusia,  Dothan,  Mobile,  Montgomery, 
and  Troy  Districts. 

5.  WORK  WITH  RECORDS  COMMITTEE :  The  committee  recommended  to  the  annual 
conference  a  General  Records  Retention  Schedule  which  was  approved  at  the  1991  session 
and  is  published  on  pages  308-311  of  the  1991  Journal.  The  committee  also  recommended 
that  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  appoint  a  task  group  to  make  a  feasibility 
study  on  including  the  depository  in  a  conference-wide  records  management  program.  The 
Commission  asked  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  to  make  the  study, 
but  the  Council  gave  the  responsibility  back  to  the  Commission  and  asked  the  Commission 
to  name  the  task  group  and  have  the  task  group  give  its  report  at  the  Council  on  Finance’s 
spring  1993  meeting.  C.F.A.  authorized  a  maximum  amount  of  $2,000  for  expenses.  The  study 
will  also  include  setting  up  a  computer  network  with  certain  data  bases  accessible  conference¬ 
wide. 
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6.  SOUTHEASTERN  JURISDICTION  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY:  I  represented  the 
commission  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  which  met  in  July  at  Asbury  Seminary  in 
Wilmore,  Kentucky  and  helped  present  the  session  featuring  Dr.  E.  Stanley  Jones.  Asbury 
Seminary  is  the  official  depository  of  Dr.  Jones’  personal  papers  and  the  records  of  United 
Christian  Ashrams,  the  retreat  movement  he  founded  in  1930.  As  Archivist  for  United  Christian 
Ashrams,  I  transferred  several  document  cases  of  archival  records  to  the  Asbury  Seminary 
at  this  time. 

7.  FINANCIAL  REPORT  FOR  1991:  Our  appropriation  for  the  year  was  $7,280.00.  We 
had  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  balance  of  $51.18.  We  received  from  conference  appropri¬ 
ations  $5,630.52;  from  gifts  $368.00;  and  from  transfer  by  C.F.A.  $1,500.00.  Total  cash  handled 
was  $7,549.70.  Disbursements  were  $5,400  for  salary;  $413.16  for  employer’s  share  of  social 
security  taxes;  $291.25  for  office  and  computer  supplies;  $444.53  for  purchase  of  two  four 
drawer  legal  file  cabinets;  nothing  for  printing,  acquisitions,  travel,  continuing  education, 
or  meetings.  Total  expenses  were  $6,548.94.  The  balance  carried  forward  to  1992  is  $1,000.76. 

We  do  a  great  deal  of  genealogical  research  for  persons  with  Methodist  ministers  in  their 
families.  We  make  a  charge  for  this  service  —  $2.00  for  initial  research,  ten  cents  for  each 
photocopy,  postage,  and  any  other  related  expense.  Often  the  persons  send  more  than  the 
expenses.  We  keep  an  account  of  these  funds  locally.  During  the  year  we  received  $245.40 
and  spent  $353.47.  The  amount  not  reimbursed  totaling  $108.07  was  donated  as  a  gift. 

8.  EQUIPMENT  BOUGHT  BY  COLLEGE :  Through  a  special  gift  to  the  college  we  were 
able  to  add  an  additional  range  of  shelving  for  the  vault.  We  now  have  three  ranges  set  aside 
for  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  and  three  for  Huntingdon  College.  Almost  half 
of  the  conference  space  has  been  filled. 

9.  GOALS  FOR  1992:  1).  Publish  and  distribute  to  conference  offices  and  other  deposi¬ 
tories  a  subject  indexed  Accession  Register  of  Accessions  001:77-190:91  which  are  the 
accessions  received  since  the  depository’s  beginning  in  1977  through  1991. 

2) .  Work  with  the  Task  Group  designated  to  design  a  comprehensive  record’s  manage¬ 
ment  program  for  the  conference  which  will  include  the  archives  so  that  the  valuable  records 
of  the  conference  will  be  preserved  and  information  be  readily  accessible  for  researchers.

We  encourage  local  churches  to  be  aware  of  the  United  Methodist  insurance  program. 
You  may  contact  the  Fiscal  Office  in  Andalusia  for  materials  that  will  provide  quotes  on 
the  new  insurance  to  compare  with  currently  held  insurance.  The  plan  works  through  a  local 
church  agent. 
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We  call  attention  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Annual  Conference  of  1988,  which 
designates  the  United  Methodist  Foundation  as  the  official  depository  for  discretionary 
endowment  funds  owned  by  the  Annual  Conference  and  its  related  Boards  and  Agencies. 
Local  churches  are  encouraged  to  use  the  Foundation  for  endowment  funds  in  order  to  insure 
proper  management  and  fiduciary  accountability. 

Funds  for  the  work  of  debt  retirement  and  maintaining  our  property  come  from  the 
Maintenance  and  Debt  Retirement  Fund  of  the  Conference  budget.  It  is  most  important  that 
local  churches  accept  their  portion  of  the  asking  of  $115,000  and  pay  their  acceptance  in  full. 
The  amount  is  necessary  for  the  payment  of  loans  for  the  Wesley  Foundation  at  Auburn, 
the  partial  funding  of  the  Episcopal  residence,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  all  other  property, 
including  insurance. 

We  express  our  deepest  appreciation  to  the  Rev.  Joe  Hastings  for  his  relationship  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  has  been  most  helpful  with  his  sound  advice  and  faithful  work. 
We  wish  him  the  very  best  in  his  retirement.

ASSEMBLY  GROUNDS  COMMISSION 
BLUE  LAKE  CAMP 

The  Blue  Lake  ministry  is  an  ever  growing  ministry.  Blue  Lake  serves  many  churches 
and  groups,  furnishing  facilities  that  are  delightful  and  adequate.  The  wilderness  setting 
of  the  camps  is  a  source  of  joy  and  adventure  to  many  persons.  The  facilities  of  your  camp 
grounds  continue  to  be  used  widely  by  conference,  district  and  local  church  groups.  Non- 
Methodist  groups  make  use  of  the  camp  when  they  are  not  scheduled  by  Methodist  groups. 

The  reservation  policy  of  the  Assembly  Grounds  is  as  it  has  been  for  several  years.  United 
Methodist  groups  are  urged  to  plan  and  schedule  their  retreats  early.  When  groups  are  small 
an  effort  is  made  to  schedule  more  than  one  in  Oakwood  in  order  to  accommodate  more 
groups  and  offer  the  Blue  Lake  experience  to  more  people.  Groups  related  to  our  Conference 
have  until  the  first  of  October  to  schedule  their  activities  for  the  three  months  of  June,  July 
and  August.  After  the  first  of  October,  non-conference  groups  will  be  scheduled  if  dates  in 
the  summer  are  available. 

The  rates  for  Blue  Lake  are  as  follows:  United  Methodist  groups  within  the  Annual 
Conference:  $22.50  per  person,  per  day  in  the  original  section  of  Oakwood,  $32.50  per  person, 
per  day  in  the  new  section.  In  Pinewood  and  Dogwood  the  rate  is  $17.50  per  person,  per  day. 
These  rates  include  one  night’s  lodging,  three  meals  and  insurance. 

The  indebtedness  on  the  new  wing  of  Oakwood  is  $533,593.78.  The  note  is  held  by  the 
Covington  County  Bank  of  Andalusia  and  is  amortized  at  $50,000  annually  plus  interest 
quarterly  at  prime.  Each  local  church  is  urged  to  observe  Blue  Lake  Sunday  on  the  second 
Sunday  in  September  and  receive  an  offering  for  debt  retirement. 

The  Blue  Lake  Fund  apportioned  to  the  local  churches  is  essential  to  the  operation  of 
the  camp.  Inflation  is  still  a  way  of  life  and  without  the  help  of  the  local  churches  your 
assembly  grounds  cannot  make  it.  There  is  also  an  ever  increasing  demand  of  added  services. 
Your  support  is  essential.  Even  more  important  is  your  support  by  “coming  to  Blue  Lake 
for  a  visit.”  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  make  your  stay  one  of  great  meaning. 

The  continued  support  of  the  United  Methodist  Women  of  the  Conference  is  greatly 
appreciated.  The  U.M.W.  has  always  dreamed  of  an  ever  increasing  ministry  at  the  assembly 
ground  to  the  people  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  beyond. 

The  United  Methodist  Men  through  the  “Adopt  a  Cabin  Plan”  have  made  improvements 
to  the  cabins  at  Pinewood  and  Dogwood  which  are  greatly  appreciated. 

Blue  Lake  is  your  church  camp  and  your  church  should  use  it  as  often  as  possible.  Large, 
small  or  in-between,  your  church  group  is  welcome  and  at  home  in  this  beautiful  setting. 
Bring  groups  for  retreats  and  send  every  person  you  can  to  the  camping  opportunities. 

The  Blue  Lake  ministry  is  a  great  one  and  it  is  a  rare  privilege  to  have  a  part  in  it.  Your 
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cooperation,  support  and  understanding  is  greatly  appreciated  by  your  Commission,  Director 
and  Staff.

RESOLUTIONS  OF  INCORPORATION  —  BLUE  LAKE 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  in  meeting  assembled  in  Montgomery,  Alabama,  on  the  28th  day  of  May,  1958,  as 
follows : 

1.  There  is  existing  under  the  authority  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  or  its  successor  body,  a  Commission  known  as  the  Blue  Lake 
Assembly  Grounds  Commission,  and  said  Commission  is  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  maintaining  and  operating  a  camp  on  the  lands  owned  by  the  Commission  known  as  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Assembly  Grounds  Commission,  in  the  midst  of  Conecuh 
National  Park,  in  Covington  County,  Alabama;  and 

2.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Assembly  Grounds  Commission  of  this 
Conference  to  become  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  Title  X,  Section  124  et  seq  of  the 
Code  of  Alabama,  1940  as  amended,  and  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  the  officers 
of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Assembly  Grounds  Commission  are  hereby 
authorized  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  accomplish  this  purpose. 

3.  The  Corporation  shall  be  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Assembly  Grounds  Commission,  Inc.,  at  Blue  Lake,  Covington  County,  Alabama,  Post  Office 
Address,  Andalusia,  Alabama. 

4.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  124  Title  X  of  the  Code  of  Alabama,  as 
amended,  the  following  persons  hereafter  elected  as  Trustees  are  hereby  named  Trustees 
to  form  such  corporation  and  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  these  resolutions,  to-wit:  S.M.  Baker, 
Marvin  L.  Warwick  and  Charles  R.  Paul. 

5.  The  Corporation  shall  be  controlled  and  governed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  composed 
of  not  less  than  five  and  not  more  than  twenty-four  persons.  Membership  on  the  said  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  said  corporation 
and  of  Article  III  of  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation. 

6.  The  members  named  and  elected  from  the  various  Boards  and  Commissions  shall 
serve  during  their  quadrennial  term  of  office  of  that  Board.  E.E.  Anthony,  S.M.  Baker  and 
C.R.  Paul  are  elected  from  the  Andalusia  District,  Demopolis  District  and  Dothan  District 
and  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  two  years.  W.B.  Atkinson,  J.M.  Blake  and  John  H.  Lane  are 
elected  from  the  Marianna  District,  Mobile  District  and  Montgomery  District  and  shall  serve 
for  a  term  of  four  years.  W.H.  Abbott,  D.E.  Marietta  and  M.K.  Vickers  are  elected  from 
the  Pensacola  District,  Selma  District  and  Troy  District  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  six 
years.  W.  Earl  DuBois,  Mrs.  Charles  Ratcliffe  and  Joel  D.  McDavid  are  elected  from  the 
Conference  at  large  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years.  M.  J.  Newberry  and  H.P.  Mathison 
are  elected  from  the  Conference  at  large  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years.  As  nearly 
as  possible  the  membership  of  the  Board  shall  remain  one-half  laymen  and  one-half  ministers, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  this  Conference  at  the  appropriate  time  subject  to  the 
standing  rules  of  the  Conference.  Each  Board  member  shall  serve  for  his  designated  time 
until  his  successor  be  duly  elected  and  qualified.  A  majority  of  a  membership  of  said  Board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  thereof  and  a  majority  vote  of  those  present  at 
any  meeting  shall  control.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  selected 
by  the  President  or  Secretary  and  at  least  five  days  notice  of  such  meeting  shall  be  given 
by  mail  to  each  Board  member.  At  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  they  are  elected 
the  successor  Trustee  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  six  years.  Any  vacancy  occurring  among 
the  elected  Trustees  for  any  cause  other  than  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  shall  be 
filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  Conference  year  by  the  remaining  Trustees. 

The  powers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  exercised  under  the  authority  and  direction  of 
the  Trustees.  The  Trustees  shall  select  one  of  their  number  as  President,  who  shall  be  ex- 
officio  Chairman  of  the  Board.  They  shall  name  other  officers  of  the  Corporation,  fix  their 
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terms  and  define  their  duties.  The  powers  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  exercised  under  the 
authority  and  direction  of  this  Board  of  Trustees  subject  to  the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist 
Church  and  the  standing  rules  of  this  Conference,  and  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  Alabama. 
The  Board  shall  further  designate  three  of  its  Trustee  members  as  custodian  of  the  property 
belonging  to  the  Corporation.  Deeds  and  other  conveyances  and  bequests  or  gifts  of  property 
shall  be  made  to  Alabama-West  Florida  Assembly  Grounds  Commission,  Inc.,  and  all 
mortgages,  deeds  and  leases  and  other  conveyances  and  transfers  of  property  owned  by 
the  Corporation,  whether  now  owned  or  hereafter  acquired,  shall  be  executed  in  the  corporate 
name  and  signed  by  these  three  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  shall  hold  their  Annual  meeting  within  thirty  days  preceding  the  opening 
date  of  the  Annual  Conference,  whenever  the  same  may  be  held. 

The  purposes  and  powers  of  the  Corporation  are,  in  addition  to  those  provided  by  law 
and  in  addition  to  those  as  set  up  in  the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church,  to  set  up  a  program 
for  administering,  maintaining  and  operating  the  Assembly  Grounds  at  Blue  Lake  and  to 
further  develop  the  Assembly  Grounds  as  directed  by  the  needs  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt,  alter  and  amend 
by-laws,  to  set  up  its  own  rules  of  procedure,  to  adopt  policies  for  the  Corporation,  to  establish 
standards  for  operation  of  the  Assembly  Grounds,  and  to  adopt  policies  and  transact  business, 
contract  obligations,  and  generally  to  exerise  the  powers  of  a  corporation.  At  its  pleasure 
the  Board  of  Trustees  may  delegate  responsibilities.  In  the  event  of  the  dissolution  of  the 
Corporation,  its  property  shall  be  disposed  of  under  the  authority  of  this  Conference. 

This  Certificate  of  Incorporation,  when  filed,  shall  set  out  therein  these  resolutions,  which 
resolutions  shall  form  a  part  of  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  the  Corporation,  and  the  same 
may  thereafter  be  amended  by  separate  amendment  from  time  to  time  or  by  the  adoption 
of  a  new  Articles  of  Incorporation,  all  as  provided  by  law,  for  amending  corporate  charters, 
or  by  resolution  adopted  by  this  Annual  Conference. 

Provided  however,  no  such  amendment  or  new  charter  shall  be  or  become  effective  or 
shall  be  filed  as  amended  or  as  amendment  to  the  charter  until  approved  by  this  Conference. 
The  Certificate  of  Incorporation  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Assembly  Grounds  Commission, 
Inc.,  shall  be  executed  by  the  three  Trustees  as  hereinafter  named  and  filed  for  record  in 
the  Probate  Office  of  Covington  County,  Alabama. 

A  copy  of  the  proposed  Certificate  of  Incorporation  is  attached  hereto  and  marked 
Exhibit  A.

CERTIFICATE  OF  INCORPORATION 

ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  The  Alabama-West  Florida  Assembly 
Grounds  Commission,  Inc.,  hereinafter  called  the  Blue  Lake  Commission. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  Blue  Lake  Commission  shall  be  located  with  its  principal  office  at 
Blue  Lake  in  Covington  County,  Alabama,  with  its  Pot  Office  address  at  Andalusia,  Alabama, 
or  in  such  other  place  or  places  within  the  confines  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  resolutions  by  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  hereinafter  set  out  are  made  a  part  of  this  Certificate 
of  Incorporation.  The  names  of  the  said  Trustees  of  said  Corporation  and  the  length  of  time 
for  which  they  are  elected  is  as  follows:  E.C.  Nevins,  from  the  Conference  Board  of  Education; 
Carlisle  Miller,  from  the  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism;  Robert  Collins,  from  the 
Conference  Board  of  Missions;  Griffin  Lloyd,  from  the  Conference  Board  of  Ministerial 
Training  and  Qualifications ;  Herron  Lord,  from  the  Conference  Board  of  Lay  Activities ; 
Mrs.  S.R.  Jones,  from  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  Mrs.  Alma  Sollie,  from 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  E.L.  Hardin,  from  the  Commission  on  Christian  Vocations. 
The  above  named  members  shall  serve  on  this  Board  during  their  quadrennial  term  of  office 
on  the  Board  which  they  represent. 
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E.E.  Anthony,  from  the  Andalusia  District,  shall  serve  for  two  years.  S.M.  Baker,  from 
the  Demopolis  District,  shall  serve  for  two  years.  C.R.  Paul,  from  the  Dothan  District,  shall 
serve  for  two  years.  W.M.  Atkinson,  from  the  Marianna  District,  shall  serve  for  four  years. 
J.M.  Blake,  from  the  Mobile  District,  shall  serve  for  four  years.  John  H.  Lane,  from  the 
Montgomery  District,  shall  serve  for  four  years.  W.H.  Abbott,  from  the  Pensacola  District, 
shall  serve  for  six  years.  D.E.  Marietta,  from  the  Selma  District,  shall  serve  for  six  years. 
M.K.  Vickers,  from  the  Troy  District,  shall  serve  for  six  years.  W.  Earl  DuBois,  Mrs.  Charles 
Ratcliffe  and  Joel  D.  McDavid,  from  the  Conference  at  large,  shall  serve  for  two  years.  M.  J. 
Newberry  and  H.  Paul  Mathison,  from  the  Conference  at  large,  shall  serve  for  four  years. 
Their  successors  in  office,  that  is,  from  the  respective  Districts  and  from  the  Conference 
at  large,  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  six  years.  The  Trustees  from  the  various  Districts  shall 
be  nominated  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the  Annual 
Conference.  The  five  Trustees  from  the  Conference  at  large  shall  be  nominated  by  this 
Corporation  and  elected  by  the  Conference.  The  Trustees  from  the  respective  Boards  or 
Commissions  shall  be  nominated  by  and  from  the  respective  Board  or  Commission,  and  they 
shall  serve  during  their  quadrennial  term  in  office. 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  shall  serve  as  Ex-Officio 
member  of  the  Board  without  vote. 

The  Conference  Treasurer  shall  serve  as  Ex-Officio  member  of  the  Board  without  vote. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  authority  and  responsibility  for  the 
administration  of  the  Conference  Assembly  Grounds,  including  the  adoption  of  policies, 
transaction  of  business,  contracting  of  obligations  and  the  employment  and  discharge  of 
the  personnel.  At  its  pleasure  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  delegate  responsibility.  The  Board 
shall  make,  and  may  change,  the  By-Laws  for  its  procedure  and  the  regulations  for  the  conduct 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Corporation.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  least  annually  and  at  such  other 
times  as  the  By-Laws  may  direct. 

The  Board  may  establish  policies  provided  that  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  governing  this  Conference  action,  or  with  the  Laws  of  the  State 
of  Alabama,  or  the  Laws  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  with  the  Discipline  of  The 
Methodist  Church.  A  majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  a 
majority  vote  of  those  present  at  any  meeting  shall  control  it.  Any  action  taken  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  which  fifty  per  cent  of  the  Trustees  are  present  shall  be  the 
valid  and  legal  act  of  the  Corporation,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  a  valid  and  legal  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  Corporation  shall  support  the  doctrine,  and  it,  and  all  of  its  property, 
both  real  and  personal,  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws,  usages,  as  now  or  shall  be  from  time 
to  time  established,  made  and  declared  by  the  lawful  authority  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

The  Corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  acquire  and  hold  title  in  fee  simple,  in  Trust 
or  otherwise  to  both  real  and  personal  property,  in  and  to  improve,  incumber,  sell,  convey 
and  dispose  of  all  such  property  in  conformity  with  the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church 
and  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  Alabama. 

ARTICLE  VI.  The  existence  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  perpetual. 

ARTICLE  VII.  The  Corporation  shall  be  a  non-profit  Corporation  and  shall  issue  no  stocks 
and  is  organized  under  Title  X,  Section  124  to  130,  both  inclusive,  of  the  Code  of  Alabama, 
1940  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President,  and  such  other 
officers  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  determine  in  its  By-Laws.  The  officers  are  to  be  elected 
at  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Board  and  they  may  be  re-elected.  The  Board  at  its  Annual 
meeting  may  elect  an  Executive  Committee  to  have  such  functions  and  authority  as  may 
be  assigned  and  delegated  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Corporation. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  encumbered  on  their  offices 
and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned.  The  President  shall  be  an  Ex-officio  member 
of  all  Committees.

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BY-LAWS  FOR  THE  ALABAMA-WEST  FLORIDA 
ASSEMBLY  GROUNDS  COMMISSION,  INC. 

Adopted:  May  5,  1980 
Amended:  June  5,  1991 

ARTICLE  I 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS.  There  shall  be  elected  the  following  officers  to  carry  out 
the  functions  and  to  direct  the  affairs  of  this  corporation.  There  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice- 
president,  a  secretary,  and  a  treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
corporation  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  conference  year.  They  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one 
year,  and  they  shall  hold  office  until  their  duly  elected  successors  shall  have  been  elected 
and  shall  take  office. 


ARTICLE  II 

The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  may  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  is  consistent  with  the  needs  of  the  commission. 

ARTICLE  III 

The  vice-president  shall,  in  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  president,  perform 
the  duties  of  the  president. 


ARTICLE  IV 

The  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  monies  and  securities  of  the  corporation. 
He  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  regular  books.  All  monies  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
deposited  in  such  depository  or  depositories  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Checks  may  be  signed  by  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  designated 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  time  to  time.  In  addition  the  treasurer  shall  perform  all  other 
duties  usually  pertaining  to  his  office. 


ARTICLE  V 

The  secretary  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  corporation  and  the  books  of  account,  or  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  done.  He  shall  have  custody  of  the  seal  of  the  corporation  and  he  shall 
do  all  duties  necessarily  and  usually  performed  by  secretaries  pertaining  to  this  office. 

ARTICLE  VI 

The  books  of  the  executive  secretary  and  the  books  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  audited 
annually  by  competent  auditors.  The  treasurer  and  the  executive  secretary  shall  be  bonded 
by  blanket  bond  for  $25,000.00;  or  for  $12,500.00  individually,  if  a  blanket  bond  is  not  feasible. 

ARTICLE  VII 

The  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  held  within  the  thirty  days 
preceding  the  opening  of  the  annual  session  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference. 
Notice  shall  be  given  as  required  by  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  Resolution  of 
Incorporation. 


ARTICLE  VIII 

Notice  of  all  meetings,  either  regular  or  call,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  Articles 
of  Incorporation  or  the  Resolution  Authorizing  Incorporation. 

ARTICLE  IX 

In  accordance  with  the  Articles  of  Incorporation,  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  Board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  thereof,  and  a  majority  vote  of  those  present  at 
any  meeting  shall  control.  There  shall  be  no  voting  by  proxy.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  such 
times  and  places  as  may  be  selected  by  the  president  or  secretary  and  at  least  five  (5)  days 
notice  of  such  meeting  shall  be  given  by  mail  to  each  member. 

ARTICLE  X 

The  rules  and  regulations  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  as  set  forth  in  the  Discipline 
and  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  Resolution  authorizing  the  incorporation  and  the  laws 
of  Alabama  shall  further  govern  the  acts  of  this  corporation.

ARTICLE  XI 

The  membership  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  composed  of  one  layperson  and  one 
clergy  from  each  district  to  be  nominated  by  the  annual  conference  committee  on  nominations 
and  elected  by  the  annual  conference  for  a  term  of  six  years.  (This  part  of  this  article  shall 
become  effective  as  terms  expire.) 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  shall  serve  as  Ex-Officio 
member  of  the  Board  without  vote. 

The  Conference  Treasurer  shall  serve  as  Ex-Officio  member  of  the  Board  without  vote. 


PASTORAL  COUNSELING,  CARE,  AND  TRAINING,  INC. 

(PCCT) 

Report  No.  1 

The  1991  Session  of  the  Annual  Conference  voted  overwhelmingly  to  dissolve  the  Joint 
Board  of  Pastoral  Care  and  Counseling ;  and  to  establish  the  new  Board  of  PCCT.  This  Annual 
Conference’s  need  to  have  its  own  program  seemed  obvious  to  all  who  attended.  The  Confer¬ 
ence  also  voted  overwhelmingly  to  increase  funding  for  our  1992  Budget  (see  Report  #5) 
through  Conference  benevolences. 

Although  your  duly  elected  representatives  to  the  Joint  Board  had  been  assured  of  the 
need,  and  were  confident  that  the  projected  program  of  the  new  Board  would  eventually 
meet  that  need,  we  were  overwhelmed  by  the  support  received  at  last  year’s  Session. 

A.  Administration: 

Our  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  By-Laws  (see  Reports  #2  and  #3)  were  appropriately 
distributed  and  lay  on  the  floor  of  the  1991  Conference.  PCCT  was  established  as  a  501c)3 
not-for-profit  corporation  in  the  State  of  Florida  with  license  to  do  business  in  Alabama.  The 
purpose  for  incorporating  in  this  manner  (like  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home  and 
the  Homes  for  the  Aging)  was  not  only  to  limit  the  liability  of  the  Annual  Conference,  but 
also  so  that  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  would  allow  us  to  receive  revenues  from  grants 
and  foundations.  Because  the  PCCT  intends  to  eventually  be  self-sustaining,  this  was  an 
important  change  from  the  organizational  structure  of  the  previous  Joint  Board. 

Our  revised  By-Laws  were  adopted  at  the  organizational  meeting  of  PCCT  held  at  the 
Perdido  Bay  United  Methodist  Church  on  July  20, 1991.  Directors  from  the  AWF  delegation 
of  the  Joint  Board  were  retained  as  the  new  Board  of  PCCT,  and  the  following  officers  were 
elected:  Mary  Stephens,  President;  John  Bonner,  Vice-President;  Curtis  Henderson, 
Treasurer  ;  Collier  Martin,  Secretary.  Dr.  John  Galloway  was  hired  as  the  Executive  Director. 
It  was  important  to  us  that  those  who  you  originally  elected  to  direct  the  Joint  Board  continue 
to  serve  throughout  the  quadrennium ;  and  that  you  be  able  to  confirm  a  new  slate  of  Directors 
for  1992  (see  Report  H). 

Much  of  the  work  of  this  1991-92  Board  has  been  in  completing  the  transition  from  the 
Joint  Board,  and  making  the  infrastructure  of  the  new  Board  of  PCCT  more  sound  and  more 
accountable  administratively.  Financial  and  property  issues  were  resolved  by  a  Joint  Assets 
Committee  (comprised  of  three  representatives  from  our  Board  and  three  from  the  North 
Alabama  Board) .  The  new  PCCT  Board  has  worked  long  and  hard  to  be  fiscally  solvent  and 
accountable;  to  create  appropriate  policies  and  procedures  for  personnel;  and  to  publicize 
throughout  the  Conference  the  workings  of  the  the  new  Board.  We  have  striven  to  communi¬ 
cate  with  and  receive  input  from  the  Bishop  and  Cabinet,  the  Boards  and  agencies  of  the 
Conference,  and  from  clergy  and  laity  throughout  the  Conference.  Our  Director  has  attempted 
to  go  into  every  District  to  interpret  the  long-range  goals  of  our  program.  Articles  in  the 
Christian  Advocate  have  been  designed  to  inform  laity  and  clergy  of  our  concept  of  operation. 

Although  our  concept  will  take  4-5  years  to  fully  implement,  the  essence  of  our  program 
is  simple.  The  Mission  of  the  new  Board  of  PCCT  is :  1)  to  eventually  provide  direct  services 
of  pastoral  counseling  to  every  clergy  and  lay  person  within  the  bounds  of  this  Conference; 
2)  to  increase  the  amount  and  quality  of  competent  pastoral  care  available  to  clergy  and 
laity;  3)  to  continue  offering  effective  educational  programs  to  clergy  and  laity  who  seek 
training  in  pastoral  care  and  counseling. 
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Because  funds  are  limited,  and  because  we  are  good  stewards,  we  have  designed  a 
program  which  in  the  long  run  can  meet  the  growing  needs  of  this  Conference  and  yet  be 
cost-effective. 

B.  Pastoral  Counseling  services: 

During  the  full  year  of  1991,  we  provided  over  1000  hours  of  direct  pastoral  counseling 
services.  Our  Executive  Director,  Dr.  John  Galloway,  provides  pastoral  counseling  for 
individuals,  marriages  and  families.  Approximately  40%  of  his  counseling  sessions  have  been 
with  clergy,  clergy  families,  or  church  staff  ;  while  60%  of  his  sessions  have  been  with  laity 
who  are  referred  to  him  by  United  Methodist  ministers. 

For  years,  ministers  have  recognized  the  limits  of  our  services  in  terms  of  limited 
geographical  access  as  well  as  our  usual  waiting  lists  for  appointments.  They  have  had  to 
call  for  possible  referral  resources  in  their  own  area.  Although  pastoral  counseling  is  usually 
not  available,  persons  in  need  are  referred  to  competent  secular  professionals.  Other  ministers 
have  also  utilized  Dr.  Galloway’s  expertise  by  telephoning  for  their  own  professional  consul¬ 
tation.  When  faced  with  difficult  counseling  situations  in  their  local  churches,  ministers  have 
benefited  from  our  services  by  calling  for  advice.  Other  ministers  have  benefited  from  our 
workshops,  seminars,  and  continuing  education  events  which  focus  on  expanding  their 
pastoral  counseling  skills. 

Although  PCCT  would  like  for  everyone  in  this  Conference  to  have  access  to  an  ordained 
minister  who  is  competently  trained  and  duly  licensed,  that  is  not  now  possible.  The  reasons 
are:  1)  lack  of  adequate  funding  —  monies  from  this  Conference  allow  only  for  one  office, 
one  secretary,  and  part  of  the  salary  for  one  counselor.  PCCT  is  diligently  searching  for 
a  way  to  fully  fund  one  salaried  position  for  AWF  Conference’s  pastoral  counselor  ;  2)  limited 
geographical  access  to  services  —  only  those  persons  near  the  Pensacola  area  can  now  utilize 
pastoral  counseling.  We  are  also  searching  for  ways  to  give  the  entire  Conference  access 
to  that  counselor. 

C.  Pastoral  Care: 

People  do  not  always  have  a  problem  which  can  be  changed,  but  sometimes  they  face 
a  dilemma  which  can  be  “walked  through”  if  given  proper  support.  PCCT  recognizes  that 
those  who  give  that  support  and  care  are  the  ones  who  are  least  likely  to  receive  it.  But  because 
of  our  need  to  generate  revenues  through  pastoral  counseling  services  due  to  the  lack  of 
a  fully  funded  salaried  position,  and  because  of  the  geographical  dilemma,  our  mission  to 
offer  pastoral  care  has  been  virtually  lost.  The  needs  of  our  caregivers  can  go  unnoticed 
and  unmet. 

Our  Executive  Director  is  a  former  pastor  and  hospital  chaplain,  and  is  highly  trained 
as  a  pastoral  care-giver.  We  would  like  for  him  to  be  available  to  offer  pastoral  care  to  the 
Bishop  and  Cabinet;  to  ministers  and  their  families ;  to  retired  ministers,  including  widows 
and  widowers.  We  would  like  to  be  able  to  leave  the  financial  necessity  of  our  office  to  attend 
funerals,  weddings,  ministers’  meetings  and  support  groups.  We  believe  that  laity  are  more 
and  more  interested  and  involved  in  providing  pastoral  care  to  others,  and  would  benefit 
from  our  expertise  and  training. 

D.  Education  and  Training: 

We  have  historically  provided  expertise  and  training  to  various  groups  interested  in 
pastoral  care  and  counseling.  Our  Director  has  led  numerous  seminars  and  workshops  in 
local  churches  on  such  subjects  as  “Dealing  with  Depression,”  “The  Bible  and  Modern 
Families,”  and  “Divorce  Recovery.”  He  has  also  led  numerous  District  events  on  such 
subjects  as  “Conflict  Management,”  “Co-Dependency,”  and  “How  to  Deal  with  Stress.” 
He  has  led  Conference  workshops  on  “Improving  Your  Self-Esteem,”  “Multiple-Staff 
Ministries,”  and  “Spiritual  Direction.”  We  have  offered  significant  continuing  education 
events  in  Districts,  and  have  brought  to  this  Conference  notable  teachers  such  as  Rabbi  Edwin 
Friedman,  author  of  Generation  to  Generation. 

The  AWF  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  has  been  the  largest  single  consumer  of  our  training 
ministry.  We  have  provided  services  to  train  newly  ordained  ministers,  local  pastors, 
Probationary  Members,  and  Counseling  Elders.  We  have  provided  support  groups  for 
ministers  and  spouses ;  consultation  to  the  BOM;  and  would  like  to  offer  programs  for  children 
of  clergy. 
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Moreover,  we  have  historically  provided  for  the  clergy  and  laity  of  this  Conference  an 
Extended  Unit  of  Parish-based  Clinical  Pastoral  Education  (CPE) .  For  each  of  the  past  five 
years  (including  currently),  we  have  offered  this  post-graduate  theological  training  to 
ministers  seeking  ordination,  working  on  their  Doctor  of  Ministry  degree,  and/or  wanting 
more  competent  pastoral  skills.  Parish-based  CPE  is  also  available  to  laity  (especially  those 
interested  in  Stephens  ministries  and  other  pastoral  care-giving  ministries). 

For  your  PCCT  to  continue  offering  Parish-based  CPE,  we  must  be  an  approved  training 
center  which  is  accredited  by  the  Association  for  Clinical  Pastoral  Education.  When  the  Joint 
Board  was  dissolved,  we  lost  our  relationship  with  Carraway  Methodist  Medical  Center  in 
Birmingham  as  their  accredited  satellite  center.  Thus  your  PCCT,  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Collier  Martin,  has  been  busy  during  the  past  year  writing  an  extensive  Feasibility  Study 
to  seek  Candidacy  for  our  own  accreditation.  (A  copy  of  this  200+  page  document  is  on  file 
at  Conference  Headquarters,  or  can  be  purchased  for  $10  from  PCCT.)  Ten  of  the  leading 
professionals  around  the  Gulf  Coast  came  together  as  the  duly-appointed  Professional 
Consultation  Committee  of  PCCT  to  conduct  and  write  this  Feasibility  Study,  to  entertain 
a  site-team  visit  from  ACPE,  and  to  fulfill  the  requirements  for  offering  CPE  within  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Conference.  We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  on  March  24, 1992,  we 
were  granted  this  accreditation.  We  are  currently  the  only  active  center  within  the  bounds 
of  this  Conference,  except  for  Baptist  Hospitals  in  Pensacola,  Florida,  who  have  the  resources 
to  offer  this  training.  This  accreditation  by  a  nationally  recognized  corporation  will  also  limit 
the  liability  of  this  Conference  as  we  continue  training  clergy  and  laity  for  pastoral  care. 
At  our  disposal  are  also  the  resources  of  a  national  organization,  including  possible  grants, 
recruitment  of  clergy,  and  standardized  credibility. 

E.  Moving  into  the  future: 

The  only  new  component  of  PCCT,  which  unfortunately  has  received  the  most  attention, 
seeks  to  remedy  our  current  problems  and  limitations  by  building  upon  our  strengths.  Rather 
than  allowing  inadequate  funding  to  dictate  a  medical  model  program  which  is  based  upon 
fee-generation,  which  limits  access  to  one  isolated  office,  which  virtually  eliminates  our 
pastoral  care  function,  and  which  limits  our  training  capacities,  we  want  to  instead  build 
upon  our  accreditation  as  a  CPE  Center.  IN  ADDITION  TO  our  other  services,  we  want  to 
offer  to  the  churches  of  this  Conference  a  Residency  program  which  can  eventually  provide 
increased  quantity  and  quality  of  pastoral  care  and  counseling  to  laity  and  to  clergy 
throughout  the  geographical  bounds  of  this  Conference;  can  recruit  and  train  clergy  to  serve 
here;  and  can  ultimately  pay  for  itself  through  the  services  rendered. 

Up  to  five  first  year  Residents  can  provide  a  higher  quality  of  ministry  to  churches 
because  of  their  close  supervision  and  training.  Selected  second  year  Residents  can  provide 
a  higher  quality  of  pastoral  care  and  counseling  skills  while  under  qualified  supervision. 
A  third  year  Resident  will  be  capable  of  ministering  to  the  ministers  in  other  areas  of  the 
Conference,  and  will  be  supervised  toward  credentialing. 

As  with  the  Extended  Unit  of  Parish-based  CPE  (which  we  will  continue  to  offer),  the 
church  will  directly  receive  the  benefits  of  our  training  ministry  as  well  as  the  continuing 
services  of  these  pastors.  Clergy  will  no  longer  have  to  go  to  a  hospital  setting  or  leave  their 
appointment  for  training.  As  this  Conference  invests  in  a  full  salaried  supervisor,  and  as 
the  Districts  and  local  churches  invest  in  stipends  for  Residents,  you  will  receive  the  rewards 
of  more  competent  ministry  focused  on  the  needs  of  the  parish. 

PCCT  has  taken  seriously  the  mandate  to  “go  ye  into  all  the  [Conference].”  The  Associ¬ 
ation  for  Clinical  Pastoral  Education  has  blessed  our  concept  and  assured  quality  via 
accreditation.  Seminarians  from  around  the  country  are  calling  wanting  application  forms. 
The  need  for  more  and  better  pastoral  care  and  counseling  is  obvious.  As  we  continue  our 
first  full  year  of  operation  as  a  Board,  we  are  committed  to  continuing  our  present  level 
of  services  and  also  to  beginning  this  new  component  (which  will  take  4-5  years  to  implement) . 
We  need  your  help.  We  need  your  prayers.  We  need  your  commitment  to  “training  up”  future 
pastoral  care-givers  and  counselors  who  can  serve  this  Conference.

Report  No.  2  —  ARTICLES  OF  INCORPORATION  OF 
PASTORAL  COUNSELING,  CARE  AND  TRAINING,  INC. 

The  following  subscriber  hereby  makes,  subscribes,  acknowledges  and  files  these  Articles 
of  Incorporation  for  the  purpose  of  becoming  a  not-for-profit  corporation  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Florida. 


ARTICLE  I 

The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be:  PASTORAL  COUNSELING,  CARE  AND 
TRAINING,  INC.  This  corporation  shall  be  affiliated  with  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

ARTICLE  II 

The  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  existence,  commencing  on  the  date  of  filing  of  these 
Articles  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Florida. 

ARTICLE  III 

The  corporation  is  organized  and  shall  be  operated  exclusively  for  charitable,  religious, 
scientific,  literary  or  educational  purposes  within  the  meaning  of  Section  501(c)(3)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  now  or  hereafter  amended.  In  furtherance  of  such  purposes, 
the  Corporation  shall  have  the  following  powers : 

A.  To  provide  a  comprehensive  program  of  counseling,  care  and  training  to  members 
of  the  clergy,  their  families,  members  of  the  laity  and  those  residing  within  the  geographical 
bounds  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  which 
includes  the  southern  portion  of  the  State  of  Alabama  and  that  portion  of  the  State  of  Florida 
west  of  the  Apalachicola  River.  Such  services,  training  and  support  shall  be  provided  on 
a  fee  for  service  basis,  and  shall  be  further  provided  without  regard  to  race,  creed,  ethnic 
origin,  color  or  sex.  No  individual  or  family  service  shall  be  solely  dependent  upon  the  financial 
ability  to  pay.  Such  services,  training  and  support  shall  include,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to, 
the  following: 

1.  Professional  counseling  for  individual,  marital  and  family  needs. 

2.  Establish  and  provide  training  to  include  accredited  programs  of  Clinical  Pastoral 
Education  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Association  for  Clinical  Pastoral 
Education,  Inc. 

3.  Offer  a  wide  range  of  training  support  options. 

4.  Provide  resource,  collaboration  and  consultation  service  to  other  Boards  and  Agencies. 

5.  Caring  and  care  giver  training  within  the  areas  of  identified  need. 

B.  To  receive  and  administer  funds,  donations  and  contributions  received  by  gift,  deed, 
bequest  or  devise,  and  otherwise  to  acquire,  purchase  or  otherwise  obtain  money,  securities, 
property,  right  and  services  of  every  kind  and  description,  and  to  hold,  invest,  expand, 
contribute,  use,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  money,  securities,  property,  rights  or  services 
so  acquired,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  above; 

C.  To  borrow  money  and/or  property  and  to  make,  accept,  endorse,  execute  and  issue 
bonds,  debentures,  promissory  notes,  and  other  corporation  obligations  for  monies  borrowed, 
or  in  payment  for  property  acquired,  or  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  corporation,  and  to 
secure  payment  of  such  obligations  by  mortgage,  pledge,  deed,  debenture,  agreement  or 
other  instruments  of  trust,  or  by  other  lien  upon  assignment  of,  or  agreement  in  regard  to 
all  or  any  part  of  the  property  rights  or  privileges  of  the  corporation; 

D.  To  invest  its  funds  in  such  mortgages,  bonds,  notes,  debentures,  share  or  preferred 
and  common  stock  and  any  other  securities  of  any  kind  whatsoever  and  in  property,  real, 
personal  or  mixed,  tangible  or  intangible,  all  as  the  corporation’s  Board  of  Directors  shall 
deem  advisable  and  as  may  be  permitted  by  law ; 

E.  To  make  gifts  or  contributions  in  furtherance  of  the  corporation’s  purposes; 

F.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  corporation  shall  have  all  powers  that  may  be 
conferred  by  the  laws  of  Florida,  as  now  existing  or  hereafter  amended,  upon  not-for-profit 
corporations;  and 

G.  The  corporation  is  organized  and  in  all  events  shall  be  operated  exclusively  for 
charitable,  religious,  scientific,  literary  or  educational  purposes  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  or  the  corresponding  provision 
of  any  future  United  States  Internal  Revenue  Law,  in  the  course  of  which  operation: 
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(i)  No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  corporation  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of,  or  be 
distributable  to,  its  members,  directors,  officers  or  other  persons,  except  that  the 
corporation  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  pay  reasonable  compensation 
for  services  rendered  and  to  make  payments  and  distributions  in  furtherance  of 
the  purposes  set  forth  herein; 

(ii)  No  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the  corporation  shall  be  the  carrying  on  of 
propaganda,  or  otherwise  attempting  to  influence  any  legislature,  and  the 
corporation  shall  not  participate  in,  or  intervene  in  (including  the  publishing  or 
distribution  of  statements)  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for 
public  office  except  as  authorized  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code;  and 

(iii)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  these  Articles,  the  corporation  shall  not 
carry  on  any  activities  not  permitted  to  be  carried  on  (a)  by  a  corporation  exempt 
from  Federal  Income  Tax  under  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
or  (b)  by  a  corporation,  contributions  to  which  are  deductible  under  Section  170 
(c)  (2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code. 


ARTICLE  IV 

The  Corporation  shall  have  no  members,  provided,  however,  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
elect  to  establish  a  membership  in  accordance  with  the  Bylaws. 

ARTICLE  V

ARTICLE  VI 

The  affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  its  Board  of  Directors.  The  Directors 
shall  be  elected  or  appointed  in  the  manner  and  for  the  terms  provided  in  the  Bylaws.

ARTICLE  VII 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  develop  Bylaws  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  for  the 
corporation  and  the  conduct  of  its  affairs.

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these  Articles,  no  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the 
corporation  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of,  or  be  distributable  to  it  Directors,  officers,  if  any, 
or  other  private  persons,  except  that  the  corporation  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered 
to  pay  reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered  and  to  make  payments  and  distribu¬ 
tions  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Article  III  hereof.  Notwithstanding  any  other 
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provision  of  these  Articles  of  Incorporation,  the  corporation  shall  not  carry  on  any  activities 
not  permitted  to  be  carried  on  by  a  corporation  exempt  from  federal  income  tax  under  Section 
501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  code  of  1986  (or  of  the  corresponding  provision  of  any 
future  United  States  Internal  Revenue  law). 

ARTICLE  X 

Upon  the  dissolution  of  the  corporation,  the  Board  of  Directors  shall,  after  paying  or 
making  provision  for  the  payment  of  all  of  the  liabilities  of  the  corporation,  dispose  of  all 
of  the  assets  of  the  corporation  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of  the  corporation  in  such  manner, 
or  to  such  organizations  organized  and  operated  exclusively  for  religious,  charitable  or 
educational  purposes  as  shall  at  the  time  qualify  as  an  exempt  organization  or  organizations 
under  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  revenue  Code  of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision 
of  any  future  United  States  Internal  Revenue  law) ,  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  determine. 
Any  such  assets  not  so  disposed  of  shall  be  disposed  of  to  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  with  headquarters  in  Andalusia,  Alabama. 

ARTICLE  XI

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  “Pastoral  Counseling,  Care  and  Training,  Inc.” 
ARTICLE  II  —  AFFILIATION 

Pastoral  Counseling,  Care  and  Training,  Inc.,  is  a  not-for-profit  corporation  of  the  State 
of  Florida  doing  business  in  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Florida.  This  corporation  is  affiliated 
with  the  United  Methodist  Church  through  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference,  Andalusia, 
Alabama. 
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ARTICLE  III  —  PURPOSE 

To  provide  a  comprehensive  program  of  counseling,  care  and  training  to  members  of 
the  clergy,  their  families,  members  of  the  laity  and  those  residing  within  the  geographical 
bounds  of  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  MISSION 

The  mission  of  the  corporation  shall  be  to  provide  counseling,  care  and  training  as 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Directors.

3.  Offer  a  wide  range  of  training  support  to  clergy,  laity,  local  churches,  districts,  the 
conference  and  such  other  boards,  agencies  and  activities  as  deemed  appropriate. 

4.  Provide  resource,  collaboration  and  consultation  services  to  the  other  Boards  and 
Agencies  and  activities  as  deemed  appropriate. 

5.  Be  responsive  to  requests  for  assistance,  guidance  and  support  from  clergy,  districts 
and  the  conference. 

6.  Conduct  extended  Clinical  Pastoral  Education  (CPE)  to  provide  improved  caring  and 
counseling  capability  to  parish  ministers. 

7.  Exemplify  the  concept  of  Christian  Caring  and  offer  Caring  Training  within  the  area 
of  identified  need. 


ARTICLE  V  —  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  elect  to  establish  a  Membership  Program  for  the  corporation. 
In  such  case  membership  will  be  solicited  from  the  membership  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  and  such  other  individuals  and  organizations 
as  support  our  purpose. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

SECTION  1  —  CONTROL  AND  MANAGEMENT:  The  general  control  and  management 
shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Directors,  the  members,  of  which,  shall  serve  without  compen¬ 
sation,  except  they  may  be  reimbursed  for  actual  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  as  Directors. 

SECTION  2  —  SELECTION :  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  chosen  and  their  terms 
of  office  shall  be  fixed  in  accordance  with  these  By-Laws. 

SECTION  3  —  RESPONSIBILITY:  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  responsibility 
of  ensuring  compliance  with  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  federal  and  state  bodies.  They 
shall  possess  all  the  powers  which  could  be  exercised  by  the  corporation  under  authorization 
of  the  State  of  Alabama,  the  State  of  Florida  and  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

SECTION  1  —  ELECTION  AND  TERM:  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  and 
confirmed  by  the  next  Regular  Session  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference  to 
terms  of  three  (3)  years  and  may  serve  a  total  of  two  (2)  consecutive  terms.  Directors  elected 
to  the  Board  must  be  members  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  and  reside  in  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Conference  geographical  area. 

SECTION  2  —  COMPOSITION :  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  composed  of  no  more 
than  fifteen  (15)  Directors.  There  shall  be  four  (4)  officers  as  indicated  in  ARTICLE  IX  — 
OFFICERS.  The  resident  Bishop  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Episcopal  Area  and  Executive 
Director,  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  (or  his/her  designated  representative)  will  be 
Ex-Officio  Members  of  the  board.  The  Bishop  will  appoint  a  Cabinet  Representative  from 
the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference,  as  an  Ex-Officio  Member  of  the  Board.  Ex-Officio 
members  shall  have  voice  and  vote  at  all  meetings  they  attend. 

SECTION  3  —  REMOVAL  FOR  ABSENCE :  Elected  Directors  who  are  absent  from  two 
(2)  consecutive  meetings,  without  the  consent  of  the  President  shall  be  dismissed  and  another

Director  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  office.  Directors  elected  to  unexpired  terms 
may  serve  that  uncompleted  term  and  one  (1)  full  three  (3)  year  term,  subject  to  the  desires 
of  the  Board. 

SECTION  4  —  REMOVAL  FOR  CAUSE :  Any  Director  may  be  removed  from  office  for 
cause.  The  removal  must  be  approved  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  those  present  at  the  meeting 
where  charges  are  brought  and  the  motion  for  removal  is  made.  At  the  discretion  of  the 
President  the  Personnel  Committee  or  a  Special  committee  may  be  instructed  to  investigate 
and  report  back  not  later  than  the  next  regular  meeting. 

SECTION  5  —  HONORARY  MEMBER:  The  Board  of  Directors  may  elect  Honorary 
Life  Member (s)  in  recognition  of  prolonged  or  truly  outstanding  service.  Honorary  Life 
Members  shall  be  welcomed  at  all  regular  meetings  and  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Corporation.  Honorary  Members  shall  have  a  voice  but  no  vote. 

SECTION  6  —  INITIAL  BOARD:  The  “Initial  Board”  of  Directors  will  consist  of  the 
fifteen  (15)  members  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  delegation  to  the  United  Methodist  Board 
of  Pastoral  Care  and  Counseling,  Inc.  These  Directors  shall  service  until  June  1992  when 
their  quadrennial  terms  of  office  expire.  A  new  Board  of  twelve  (12)  Directors  shall  be  elected 
at  the  meeting  preceding  June  1992  to  serve  staggered  terms  as  follows:  One  third  (1/3) 
(4  directors)  shall  be  elected  to  terms  of  two  (2)  years  and  one-third  (4  directors)  to  terms 
of  three  (3)  years.  Each  of  the  Directors  elected  to  an  initial  term  may  serve  one  (1)  additional 
full  three  (3)  year  term  if  so  elected  by  the  Board.  This  section  of  these  By-Laws  shall  cease 
to  exist  on  June  1,  1995. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  MEETINGS 

SECTION  1  —  MEETING  FREQUENCY :  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  not  less 
than  quarterly.  More  frequent  meetings  are  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

SECTION  2  —  REGULAR  MEETINGS:  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
will  be  planned  well  ahead  to  avoid  schedule  conflicts.  Notices  will  be  sent  out  by  the  Executive 
Director  three  (3)  weeks  in  advance.  Regular  meetings  will  be  conducted  at  the  corporate 
office  unless  the  Directors  change  the  location  of  a  meeting. 

SECTION  3  —  ANNUAL  MEETING:  An  Annual  Meeting  will  be  conducted  in  March 
of  each  year.  This  will  allow  the  inclusion  of  financial  data  from  the  previous  fiscal  year 
to  be  included  in  the  Annual  Report.  The  Annual  Report  will  be  prepared  by  the  Executive 
Director  and  will  include  statistical  and  financial  data  as  well  as  the  status  of  the  corporation. 

SECTION  4  —  QUORUM:  A  quorum  for  any  meeting  shall  be  one  (1)  more  than  half 
the  elected  members.  Once  a  quorum  has  been  established  it  shall  apply  for  duration  of  that 
particular  meeting. 

SECTION  5  —  SPECIAL  MEETINGS:  Special  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
be  called  by  the  President,  by  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  upon  the  written  or  verbal 
request  of  four  (4)  Directors.  Notices  for  a  special  meeting  shall  be  provided  directors  at 
least  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  meeting.  Such  notice  shall  stipulate  the  purpose  for  which 
the  meeting  is  called.  Only  matters  specified  in  the  notice  will  be  addressed  at  the  meeting. 

SECTION  6  —  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS:  Standing  and  special  committees  shall  meet 
at  the  call  of  the  chair  or  by  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Notices  for  regular 
meetings  and  special  meetings  shall  meet  the  same  requirements  as  for  the  Board  of 
Director’s  meetings. 

SECTION  7  —  PARLIAMENTARY  LAW :  Parliamentary  practice  in  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  the  Executive  Committee  and  Standing  Committees  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
“Robert’s  Rules  of  Order”  when  not  inconsistent  with  these  By-Laws  or  “The  Book  of 
Discipline”  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

SECTION  8  —  AGENDA  FORMAT:  In  accordance  with  “Roberts  Rules  of  Order”  a 
standard  agenda  will  be  approved  for  use  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLES  IX  —  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1  —  OFFICERS:  This  corporation  shall  have  four  (4)  officers.  There  shall 
be  a  President,  who  shall  be  the  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  a  Vice-President;  a  Secretary 
and  a  Treasurer.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  and  installed  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors.  Officers  shall  be  elected  for  One  (1)  year  but  may  be  reelected  for  the  same 
or  another  office  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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SECTION  2  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS: 

A.  PRESIDENT :  The  President  shall  be  the  Chairperson  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  Executive  Committee  and  act  as 
principal  advisor/consultant  to  the  Executive  Director.  In  addition  the  President  shall: 

1.  Appoint  all  standing  and  special  committees  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

2.  Be  responsible  for  the  general  supervision  of  the  activities,  affairs  and  management 
of  the  corporation  in  accordance  with  the  policies  and  procedures  established  by 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

3.  Execute  all  necessary  documents  of  the  corporation  together  with  the  secretary 
at  the  direction  of  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

4.  Perform  all  duties  incident  to  this  office  and  advise  the  Board  of  Directors  of  such 
matters  and  action  as  may  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  corporation. 

B.  VICE-PRESIDENT:  The  Vice-President  shall  be  the  general  assistant  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent.  In  addition  the  Vice-President  shall: 

1.  Perform  the  duties  of  President  when  the  President  is  absent  or  otherwise  unable 
to  fulfill  those  responsibilities. 

2.  Act  as  the  Parliamentarian  of  the  corporation  and  insure  “Robert’s  Rules  of  Order” 
are  followed  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  Executive  Committee. 

3.  Respond  to  and  perform  specific  tasks  as  requested  by  the  President  or  directed 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

C.  SECRETARY:  The  Secretary  shall: 

1.  Maintain  an  accurate  list  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  corporation. 

2.  Record  the  proceedings  of  the  corporation,  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Executive 
Committee  and  have  custody  of  the  Official  Minute  Book  of  the  Corporation. 

3.  Act  as  custodian  of  the  records  of  the  corporation. 

4.  Maintain  the  historical  file  of  the  corporation. 

5.  Execute  all  necessary  documents  of  the  corporation  together  with  the  President 
at  the  direction  of  the  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

6.  Cause  notices  for  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  its 
committees  to  be  sent. 

7.  Maintain  accurate  records  of  attendance  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  and  its 
subordinate  committees. 

D.  TREASURER:  The  Treasurer  shall: 

1.  Maintain  accurate  current  and  past  financial  records  for  the  corporation. 

2.  Prepare  periodic  financial  reports  for  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at 
each  of  their  regular  meetings. 

3.  Deposit  funds  of  the  corporation  in  bank(s)  designated  and  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

4.  Disburse  funds  as  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  behalf  of  the  corporation. 

5.  Require  that  all  checks  issued  have  two  (2)  signatures. 

6.  Arrange  for  the  examination  of  the  financial  records  of  the  corporation  at  the  end 
of  each  fiscal  year  with  a  report  of  the  audit  provided  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

SECTION  3  -  RESIGNATION  AND  REMOVAL: 

A.  RESIGNATION :  Any  officer  may  resign  from  office  by  written  letter  addressed  to 
the  Board  of  Directors.  Such  resignation  shall  become  effective  upon  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

B.  REMOVAL:  Any  officer  may  be  removed  for  cause  on  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  Directors 
in  meeting  assembled,  provided  written  notice  be  provided  as  required  by  ARTICLE 
VII,  Section  4.  The  officer  in  question  must  be  notified  by  letter  from  the  Secretary 
or  President  stating  the  cause. 

ARTICLE  X  —  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1  —  APPOINTMENT:  The  president  acting  as  the  Chair  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  appoint  the  standing  and  special  committees  necessary  to  the  work  of  the 
Board. 

SECTION  2  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE :  The  Executive  Committee  shah  be  composed 
of  five  (5)  individuals.  The  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  one  (1)  other 
member  of  the  elected  Directors  appointed  by  the  President. 
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A.  Meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  by  any  two 
(2)  members  who  advise  the  chair  of  a  concern  in  writing  or  telephonically. 

B.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  upon  matters  of  routine 
business  that  may  have  previously  been  provided  for  by  action  of  the  Board  and  to 
order  the  payment  of  appropriate  bills.  The  Executive  Committee  may  act  for  the 
Board  of  Directors  between  routine  meetings.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  not 
have  the  authority  to  initiate  policies  or  to  adopt  new  rules  and  regulations  except 
in  the  case  of  pressing  emergencies.  In  that  case  a  full  report  shall  be  made  at  that 
next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  which  shall  be  asked  to  address  the  matter. 

SECTION  3  —  STANDING  COMMITTEES:  The  following  standing  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  President  who  shall  designate  the  Chairperson  of  each  Committee: 

A.  Personnel  Committee 

B.  Finance  Committee 

C.  Planning  Committee 

SECTION  4  —  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE :  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  com¬ 
posed  of  the  President  and  two  (2)  other  Directors.  The  President  shall  Chair  the  Committee. 
This  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  selection  and  employment  of  all  paid  employees 
except  trainees.  Personnel  policies  and  procedures  and  other  personnel  matters  shall  be 
the  responsibility  of  this  Committee.  This  Committee  shall  act  as  the  Corporate  Pastor/Staff 
Relations  Committee. 

SECTION  5  —  FINANCE  COMMITTEE:  The  Finance  Committee  shall  be  composed 
of  the  Treasurer  and  two  (2)  other  Directors.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee 
to  see  that  all  funds  received  by  any  agent  or  officer  of  the  corporation  are  turned  over  to 
the  Treasurer  in  a  timely  manner  and  that  all  funds  receive  and/or  expended  by  the  Treasurer 
are  properly  accounted  for  and  that  no  money  is  expended  except  in  accordance  with  direction 
of  the  Board. 

A.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  pay  routine  bills  in  accordance 
with  policy  and  guidance  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Executive  Director,  Treas¬ 
urer,  Secretary  and  President  shall  be  authorized  to  sign  checks.  Two  (2)  signatures 
will  be  required  on  all  checks. 

B.  The  Finance  Committee  shall: 

1.  Prepare  a  budget  showing  anticipated  income  and  expense. 

2.  Prepare  Financial  Reports  for  Board  of  Director  meetings  and  such  other  needs 
as  directed. 

3.  Prepare  the  Budget  Request (s)  for  submission  to  be  used  in  seeking  grants  and 
other  funds  from  external  sources. 

4.  Prepare  Budget  Reports  and  Requests  to  be  submitted  to  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference,  its  Boards  and  Agencies. 

C.  The  Finance  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  creation  of  an  Income  Development 
Program  to  insure  adequate  funding  for  the  present  and  future  of  the  corporation. 

D.  The  Finance  Committee  is  authorized  to  establish  an  Advanced  Special  Sub-Commit¬ 
tee  to  develop  and  encourage  gifts  by  individuals  and  churches  to  the  Advanced  Special 
Program  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference. 

SECTION  6  —  PLANNING  COMMITTEE :  The  Planning  Committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  (3)  Directors.  This  committee  shall: 

A.  Be  responsible  for  the  periodic  review  of  the  Articles  of  Incorporation,  these  By-Laws 
and  such  other  corporate  documents,  contractual  agreements,  and  memoranda  of 
agreement  as  may  exist. 

B.  Be  responsible  for  planning  services  to  be  added,  expanded,  reduced  or  terminated. 

C.  Develop  short  and  long  range  plans  for  the  corporation. 

D.  The  Planning  Committee  shall  work  with  the  Professional  Consultation  Committee 
(PCC)  to  insure  support,  assistance  and  compliance  with  the  training/accreditation 
standards  of  the  association  of  clinical  pastoral  education  (ACPE). 

SECTION  7  -  PROFESSIONAL  CONSULTATION  COMMITTEE:  The  Professional 
Consultation  Committee  (PCC)  shall  be  established  in  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  Association  of  Clinical  Pastoral  Education  (ACPE).  The  committee  shall  have 
a  multi-discipline  ecumenical  composition  of  not  less  than  six  (6)  members  nor  more  than 
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nine  (9)  members  with  the  Executive  Director/Supervisor  as  ex-officio  member  with  voice 
and  vote. 

A.  The  Professional  Consultation  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  compliance  with 
the  Accreditation  Standards  of  ACPE. 

B.  The  PCC  shall  perform  a  planning  and  oversight  responsibility  for  the  Basic  and 
Advanced  Training  Program  of  the  corporation. 

C.  The  PCC  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  all  regular  meetings  on  its  status 
and  plans. 

D.  The  PCC  shall  work  with  the  planning  committee  to  insure  support,  assistance  and 
compliance  with  the  Training/ Accreditation  Standards  of  the  Association  of  Clinical 
Pastoral  Education  (ACPE). 

SECTION  8  —  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES;  The  Board  of  Directors  may  authorize  and 
the  President  appoint  such  Special  Committees  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate.  Special 
Committees  shall  remain  in  existence  only  so  long  as  need  for  the  purpose  for  which  created. 
Examples  of  Special  Committees  may,  but  not  necessarily,  include  nominating,  investigative, 
membership  and  event  planning. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  ADMINISTRATION 

The  Board  of  Directors  through  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Executive  Director 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  routine  administration  of  the  corporation.  The  Executive  Director 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  day-to-day  operations  of  this  corporation. 

ARTICLE  XII  —  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 

SECTION  1  —  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR:  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  employ  an 
Executive  Director  who  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Executive  Director 
shall  be  in  charge  of  the  operation  of  the  corporation  and  subject  to  the  control  and  direction 
of  the  President  and  the  Board  of  Directors. 

SECTION  2  —  EMPLOYMENT  CRITERIA:  The  Executive  Director  shall  have  the 
following  employment  criteria: 

A.  Be  an  Ordained  minister  of  an  Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

B.  Have  completed  Basic  and  Advanced  Courses  in  Clinical  Pastoral  Education. 

C.  Have  completed  the  appropriate  training  and  be  certified  as  a  training  supervisor 
by  the  association  of  clinical  pastoral  education  (ACPE). 

D.  Have  sufficient  experience  in  the  supervision  of  Basic,  Advanced  and  Extended 
Clinical  Pastoral  Education  (CPE)  Programs. 

E.  Have  parish-based  experience. 

SECTION  3  —  CREDENTIALING:  The  Executive  Director  will  be  credentialed  by  the 
Board  of  Directors.  It  shall  be  the  Executive  Director’s  responsibility  to  credential  all  other 
employees  of  the  corporation. 

SECTION  4  —  DUTIES:  the  Executive  Director  shall: 

A.  Manage  the  affairs  of  the  corporation. 

B.  Pursue  the  purposes  of  the  corporation  as  contained  in  the  Articles  of  Incorporation 
and  these  By-Laws. 

C.  Be  responsible  for  the  employment  and  supervision  of  other  personnel.  This  includes 
establishing  and  maintaining  appropriate  and  required  personnel  files. 

D.  Communicate  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  regular  meetings  and  at  such  other  times 
as  deemed  appropriate,  such  matters,  reports  and  suggestions  as  may  tend  to  promote 
the  welfare  and  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  corporation. 

E.  The  Executive  Director  shall  perform  all  duties  incident  to  the  office  of  Executive 
Director  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or 
the  President. 


ARTICLE  XIII  —  FISCAL  YEAR 

The  Fiscal  Year  of  this  corporation  shall  begin  on  1  January  and  end  as  of  31  December 
each  year.  The  books  and  records  shall  be  opened  and  closed  annually  in  accordance  with 
the  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  XIV  —  DIRECTOR  INDEMNIFICATION 
Each  person  who  shall  serve  as  a  Director  or  an  Officer  of  this  corporation  shall  be  and 
hereby  is  indemnified  by  the  corporation  against  all  liabilities,  costs  and  expenses  reasonably 
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incurred  by  or  imposed  upon  the  director/officer  in  connection  with  or  resulting  from  any 
action,  suit  or  proceeding  to  which  the  Director/Officer  is  or  may  be  made  a  part  by  reason 
of  being  or  having  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  an  Officer  of  the  corporation. 
This  shall  include  settlements  made  with  a  view  to  curtailment  of  litigation  costs  in  amounts 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  where  in  the  opinion  of  counsel  for  the  corporation 
such  settlement  is  the  proper  cause  of  action  as  a  practical  matter.  This  indemnity  shall 
not  include  any  liability  resulting  from  willful  and  wanton  misconduct,  gross  negligence, 
or  fraud  or  breach  of  fiduciary  obligation  by  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  an  Officer. 
The  right  of  indemnification  herein  provided  shall  not  be  exclusive  of  other  rights  to  which 
any  such  person  may  be  entitled  as  a  matter  of  law. 

ARTICLE  XV  —  AMENDMENTS 

SECTION  1  —  REVIEW :  These  By-Laws  will  be  reviewed  periodically  by  the  Planning 
Committee.  Individual  Directors  are  encouraged  to  make  their  own  review.  Proposed  changes 
should  be  presented  to  the  Planning  Committee  for  their  action. 

SECTION  2  —  CHANGES:  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting 
or  Special  Meeting  called  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  A  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present  is  necessary  for  adoption.  The  proposed  amendment (s)  shall  have  been 
presented  in  written  form  indicating  present  and  proposed  wording  to  the  Directors  at  least 
three  (3)  weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  and  that  attention  has  been  called  to  the  proposed  vote 
in  the  notice  issued  for  the  meeting  at  which  the  vote  is  to  be  conducted. 

ARTICLE  XVI  —  DISSOLUTION 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these  By-Laws,  no  part  of  the  net  earnings  of 
the  corporation  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of,  or  be  distributable  to  its  Directors,  officers, 
if  any,  or  other  private  persons,  except  that  the  corporation  shall  be  authorized  and  empow¬ 
ered  to  pay  reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered  and  to  make  payments  and 
distributions  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Article  III  hereof.  Notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  of  these  By-Laws,  the  corporation  shall  not  carry  on  any  activities  not 
permitted  to  be  carried  on  by  a  corporation  exempt  from  federal  income  tax  under  section 
501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954  (or  of  the  corresponding  provision  of  any 
future  United  States  Internal  Revenue  law.) 

ARTICLE  XVII  —  APPROVAL 

These  By-Laws  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  corporation  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Directors.  The  date,  time  and  location  of  the  approval  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  Corporate  Minutes  and  below  this  Article  on  this  document  and  be  authenticated  by 
the  President  and  Secretary  of  this  corporation. 

ARTICLE  XVIII  —  BOOKS  AND  RECORDS 

The  corporation  shall  keep  correct  and  complete  books  and  records  of  account  and  shall 
also  keep  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  its  Board  of  Directors,  and  committees  having  any 
of  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  keep  at  the  addresses  of  the  Directors 
entitled  to  vote.  All  books  and  records  of  the  corporation  may  be  inspected  by  any  Director 
or  his  or  her  agent  or  attorney  for  any  proper  purpose  at  any  reasonable  time. 

ARTICLE  XIX  —  SEAL 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  provide  a  corporate  seal  which  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a 
circle  and  shall  have  inscribed  thereon  the  name  of  the  corporation,  the  year  of  its 
incorporation,  and  the  words,  “Corporation  Not  For  Profit.” 

ARTICLE  XX  —  WAIVER  OF  NOTICE 

Whenever  any  notice  whatsoever  is  required  to  be  given  under  the  provision  of  these 
bylaws  or  under  the  provision  of  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  or  under  the  provisions  of  the 
applicable  not-for-profit  corporate  law  of  the  state  of  incorporation,  a  waiver  thereof  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  such  notice,  whether  before  or  after  the 
time  stated  therein,  shall  be  deemed  equivalent  to  the  giving  of  such  notice. 
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AUTHENTICATION 

The  Board  of  Directors  acting  in  regular  meeting  did  on  the _ day  of _

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BOARD  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION  AND  CAMPUS  MINISTRIES 

Report  No.  1  —  COLLEGES 

The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  offers  support  to  two  Church-related  colleges 
—  Birmingham-Southern  and  Huntingdon  College.  The  Church  works  hand  in  hand  with  the 
colleges  in  enriching  the  moral,  spiritual,  and  intellectual  resources  of  the  students.  The 
following  are  the  reports  of  our  Church  related  colleges. 

John  Ed  Mathison,  Chairperson 
HUNTINGDON  COLLEGE 

Huntingdon  College  began  its  138th  academic  year  with  a  “Vision  For  Excellence” 
Conference  involving  student  leaders,  selected  faculty,  key  administrative  staff,  trustees 
of  the  College,  and  interested  friends.  The  Conference,  although  held  at  a  scenic  location, 
was  dead  serious  about  its  task  of  brain-storming  strategies,  dialogue,  and  consensus  building 
that  everyone  hoped  would  produce  the  vision  for  excellence  vital  to  Huntingdon’s  passage 
into  the  twenty-first  century. 

The  Conference  achieved  consensus  and  its  ensuing  report  including  both  short-range 
and  long-range  goals  and  objectives  became  a  foundation  document  for  the  College  as 
Huntingdon  moves  toward  its  vision  to  be  a  regional  liberal  arts  college  of  distinction  with 
primary  focus  on  the  mind,  heart,  and  character  of  its  students.  The  comprehensive  goals 
for  excellence  decided  upon  were:  (1)  to  foster  excellence  in  academic  endeavors  by  recruiting 
and  retaining  capable  students,  improving  facilities,  and  enhancing  faculty  development; 
(2)  to  encourage  spiritual  growth  and  ethical  insight  through  chapel  and  devotional  programs, 
church  internships,  promoting  service  and  learning  opportunities,  and  providing  challenging 
religion  and  philosophy  courses  ;  and  (3)  to  nurture  leadership  skills  through  student  involve¬ 
ment  with  faculty,  campus  life  activities,  career  development,  educational  travel,  and  a 
diverse  student  body. 

The  1991-1992  academic  year  opened  with  a  total  enrollment  of  over  800  students,  a 
significant  increase  over  student  enrollment  a  decade  ago.  The  entering  freshman  class  had 
the  highest  American  College  Test  (ACT)  average  in  recent  years.  The  quality  of  the  student 
body,  the  caliber  of  the  faculty,  and  the  record  of  achievement  of  Huntingdon  graduates 
continue  to  bring  regional  and  national  attention  the  College.  Of  the  total  college  enrollment 
approximately  25%  or  200  are  United  Methodist  students  which  is  well  above  the  average 
percentage  of  United  Methodist  students  on  United  Methodist-related  college  campuses.  Of 
those  200  United  Methodist  students  148  (75%)  are  receiving  financial  aid  totaling  $654,998 
and  of  the  148  receiving  financial  aid  are  117  United  Methodist  students  from  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Conference  receiving  a  total  of  $540,750  in  financial  aid.  It  is  anticipated  that 
the  1992-1993  institutionally  funded  needs  for  student  aid  will  be  $1,750,000.  The  $1,750,000 
is  projected  to  be  required  above  both  state  and  federal  appropriations  which  presently 
amount  to  another  $6%, 000. 

Of  special  interest  to  United  Methodists  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  and  North  Alabama 
Conferences  is  that  Dr.  Mark  Ledbetter  has  been  appointed  to  the  recently  endowed  Marie 
Chapman  Benson  Chair  of  Christian  Faith  and  Philosophy.  Mrs.  Benson,  an  alumna  of  the 
college  class  of  1930  and  whose  late  husband,  the  late  Wilfred  Benson,  was  a  member  of  the 
college  board  of  trustees,  was  a  member  of  the  college  Alumni  Board  and  has  contributed 
to  her  alma  mater  in  many  significant  ways  including  recruiting  students  for  Huntingdon. 

Dr.  Mark  Ledbetter,  a  native  of  Tallassee,  Alabama,  is  a  brilliant  young  scholar  whose 
reputation  extends  beyond  the  United  States  to  England  where  he  has  a  lifetime  appointment 
as  a  University  Fellow,  University  of  Durham.  Following  his  graduation  from  Auburn 
University,  he  attended  the  Duke  Divinity  School,  where  he  graduated  magna  cum  laude 
in  1981.  He  was  awarded  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  (Religion  and  Literature)  from  Emory 
University  in  1987.  During  the  year  1981-1982  he  attended  the  University  of  Durham,  England 
as  a  Rotary  International  Fellow.  Dr.  Ledbetter,  who  grew  up  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Conference,  is  the  author  of  many  articles  appearing  in  such  scholarly 
journals  as  “The  Journal  of  Literature  and  Theology”  of  which  he  is  an  Associate  Editor. 
He  comes  to  Huntingdon  from  Wesleyan  College  in  Macon,  Georgia  where  he  has  been  an 
Assistant  Professor  of  Religion  since  1987.  Prior  to  that  he  has  taught  at  North  Carolina 
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Wesleyan  College,  Emory  University,  Candler  School  of  Theology,  Duke  University,  and 
the  University  of  South  Carolina  where  he  was  visiting  Instructor  of  Religion  and  Literature. 
He  is  the  author  of  “Doing  Violence  to  the  Body:  An  Ethic  of  Writing  and  Reading,” 
forthcoming,  MacMillan  Press,  London  and  “Virtuous  Intentions:  The  Religious  Dimensions 
of  Narrative”  published  by  Scholar’s  Press,  1989.  The  college  is  grateful  to  Marie  Chapman 
Benson  for  making  it  possible  for  this  outstanding  young  scholar  and  teacher  to  enhance 
an  already  strong  religion  and  philosophy  department. 

Religious  life  on  the  campus  continues  as  active  as  ever  with  weekly  Bible  study,  chapel 
worship  services,  retreats,  and  Spiritual  Life  Week  activities.  Among  the  speakers  at 
Wednesday  Morning  Chapel  was  Bishop  Charles  W.  Hancock,  Alabama-West  Florida  Area. 
The  35  voice  female  Virgo  Choir  of  Vilnius  University,  Vilnius,  Lithuania  presented  a  concert 
at  the  Wednesday  Morning  Chapel  on  February  26.  We  are  grateful  to  Dr.  Belon  Friday, 
Senior  Minister  of  the  Highlands  United  Methodist  Church,  Birmingham,  Alabama  for  making 
this  outstanding  Choir  available.  The  Campus  Ministries  Association  (CMA)  is  providing 
dynamic  leadership  to  the  religious  program.  The  College  Chrysalis  Program,  sponsored 
by  Dr.  R.  Dick  Johns,  Professor  and  Chair  of  the  Department  of  Religion  and  Philosophy, 
continues  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  Christian  growth,  and  devotional  study.  The  number 
of  students  preparing  for  Christian  vocation  is  increasing  and  bodes  well  for  future  years. 

Recruitment  of  capable  students  by  clergy  and  lay  persons  of  United  Methodism  along 
with  dedicated  financial  support  from  both  the  North  Alabama  and  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conferences  are  vital  for  maintenance  of  academic  excellence  and  sustained  growth  at 
Huntingdon  College.  We  solicit  the  continued  assistance  of  the  local  United  Methodist 
congregation  in  the  recruitment  of  students  and  financial  support  along  with  your  programs 
and  good  will.  The  College  will  make  an  effort  to  provide  financial  aid  to  any  student  qualified 
for  entrance  and  who  has  such  a  need.  Dependents  of  United  Methodist  clergy  and  diaconal 
ministers  in  the  two  Alabama  Conferences  may  receive  up  to  $1500  per  year  plus  whatever 
additional  financial  aid  for  which  they  might  qualify.  Also,  a  student  preparing  for  a  full¬ 
time  church-related  vocation  may  receive  a  scholarship  of  up  to  $2000  per  year. 

We  deeply  appreciate  the  support  and  encouragement  of  Bishop  Charles  W.  Hancock, 
presiding  bishop,  and  his  cabinet.  It  is  through  the  connectional  partnership  of  Church  and 
College  that  Huntingdon  can  continue  to  provide  its  distinguished  service  to  Christian  higher 
education  where  students  “enter  to  grow  in  wisdom”  and  will  “go  forth  to  apply  wisdom” 
to  both  God  and  humankind. 

BIRMINGHAM-SOUTHERN  COLLEGE 

1991-92  is  proving  to  be  one  of  the  finest  and  most  exciting  years  in  the  136-year  history 
of  Birmingham-Southern  College.  Due  to  the  success  of  the  21st  Century  campaign  in  which 
we  are  only  two  million  dollars  away  from  reaching  our  goal  of  40  million  dollars,  our 
endowment  now  stands  at  54  million  dollars.  Enrollment  is  at  an  all-time  high  of  1,825, 
including  1,318  in  the  regular  undergraduate  program,  408  in  Adult  Studies,  and  99  in  the 
graduate  program.  Having  been  ranked  consistently  the  highest  school  in  Alabama  academ¬ 
ically,  our  student  body  has  reached  a  new  average  ACT  score  of  26  with  an  unprecedented 
52  National  Merit  Finalists. 

The  physical  plant  has  been  improved  with  the  completion  of  the  3.75  million  dollar  Bruno 
Residence  Hall,  the  3.2  million  dollar  Stephens  Science  Laboratory  Center,  and  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  seven  Sorority  Townhouses  including  an  International  House.  All  of  these  projects 
were  completed  with  a  bond  issue  supported  by  pledges  and  long-term  commitments  from 
individuals,  corporations,  and  foundations.  Funding  from  the  United  Methodist  Church  has 
been  negatively  impacted  by  reductions  in  the  budget  of  the  North  Alabama  Conference  so 
that  less  money  is  coming  to  the  College  at  present  than  in  recent  years.  We  are  distressed 
about  this,  but  we  believe  there  will  be  a  turnaround  as  future  budgets  are  determined.  Several 
local  churches,  concerned  about  the  reduction  of  support  for  the  College,  have  voluntarily 
overpaid  their  asking  to  the  BSC  Scholarship  Fund.  Other  local  churches  have  set  up  special 
scholarships  for  their  own  students  to  attend  Southern.  There  are  more  than  90  Bicentennial 
Scholars  supported  jointly  by  their  own  congregations  and  the  College.  Another  200  UMC 
students  are  receiving  awards  from  the  Church  Scholarship  Fund. 

There  is  strong  evidence  of  renewed  interest  in  worship,  Bible  study,  and  Christian  service 
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to  persons  in  need.  Approximately  half  of  all  BSC  students  are  involved  in  such  activities, 
which  is  a  truly  remarkable  phenomenon.  A  new  Ministerial  Association  for  students  prepar¬ 
ing  for  careers  in  Church  ministries  has  26  active  members  and  is  still  growing.  There  were 
11  incoming  freshmen  applicants  for  the  McGowan  Award  that  provides  $13,000  per  year 
for  an  outstanding  pre-ministry  student. 

Birmingham-Southern  continues  to  be  recognized  at  the  national  level.  Recently  The 
National  Review  College  Guide:  America’s  50  Top  Liberal  Arts  Schools  named  Southern 
among  the  50,  stating  that  it  is  “unabashedly  value-centered  and  has  one  of  the  highest  rates 
of  students  who  go  on  to  earn  doctorates,  ranking  ahead  of  much  larger  schools  such  as 
Michigan,  Berkeley,  Texas,  and  Northwestern.”  A  publication  called  The  Right  College  1992 
ranks  Birmingham-Southern  fifth  behind  Emory,  Johns  Hopkins,  Harvard,  and  Stanford 
in  percentage  of  successful  admission  of  male  graduates  to  medical  schools.  The  record  of 
admission  to  law  and  theology  schools  is  even  higher.  Yet  the  College  continues  to  take  pride 
above  all  else  in  the  ability  to  educate  each  student  to  the  maximum  of  that  student’s  abilities, 
and  to  provide  well-rounded  leaders  for  church  and  society. 

Report  No.  2  —  CAMPUS  MINISTRY 

Campus  Ministry  is  the  church’s  presence  on  college  and  university  campuses.  Our 
Campus  Ministries  provide  spiritual  enrichment,  encouragement  and  evangelism  opportuni¬ 
ties.  Each  Campus  Ministry  is  unique  to  its  own  campus  life.  The  following  reports  are  from 
our  Campus  Ministries. 

LIVINGSTON  WESLEY  FOUNDATION 

A  new  enthusiasm  was  present  on  Livingston  University  Campus  this  past  fall.  Enrollment 
was  at  an  all  time  high  and  the  Wesley  Foundation  enjoyed  some  of  that  increase  and 
enthusiasm.  Most  Monday  nights  we  saw  30  or  more  students  for  supper  club  and  Wesley 
Fellowship.  At  our  fall  retreat  we  had  19  students  (an  increase  of  almost  double  from  the 
past) .  The  Methodist  Cross  and  Flame  stands  high  on  the  hillside  overlooking  the  football 
games  along  with  symbols  of  other  greek  organizations.  It  is  a  witness  to  our  growing  presence 
and  influence  on  campus.  Our  students  have  undertaken  to  raise  money  to  help  a  young  girl 
living  at  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home.  We  continue  to  participate  in  Habitat  for 
Humanity  projects  in  our  area.  Each  trip  is  full  of  inspiration  and  fulfillment.  In  January, 
nine  girl  attended  the  Women’s  College  Chrysalis  weekend.  We  now  have  20  students  on 
campus  who  are  a  part  of  the  Chrysalis  community.  Their  spiritual  growth  has  deeply 
influenced  our  program  at  Wesley. 

In  March,  20  students  and  adults  plan  to  spend  their  spring  break  in  Costa  Rice  on  a 
mission-work  trip.  This  is  the  first  such  trip  the  Livingston  Wesley  Foundation  has  taken 
in  many  years,  if  ever.

TUSKEGEE  WESLEY  FOUNDATION 

Tuskegee  Wesley  Foundation  is  a  campus  ministry  which  endeavors  to  bring  together 
Methodist,  was  well  as  other  students,  on  the  campus  of  Tuskegee  University.  This  year 
our  Wesley  Foundation  experienced  a  dramatic  transition  or  a  temporary  suspension  of  a 
full  program.  The  office  space  provided  by  the  University  is  no  longer  available  due  to  space 
needs  for  faculty  offices  displaced  by  a  fire  in  the  fall.  However,  our  ministry  continues  in 
a  much  reduced  way.  Also,  with  a  new  dean  of  chapel,  who  has  responsibilities  for  all  religious 
activities,  a  reorganization  of  all  campus  ministries  is  underway.  Under  the  new  plan  many 
ministries  will  not  become  operational  until  the  middle  of  the  second  semester  (possibly 
the  spring  of  1992). 

During  this  transition,  Bowen  UMC  has  become  the  focal  point  of  our  ministries.  Students 
meet  at  the  church  and  receive  counseling  and  support  through  the  church  office.  This  limits 
our  student  intake,  yet  the  experience  is  rewarding  both  for  the  church  and  students.  Students 
are  referred  by  the  Dean  of  the  chapel  to  us  who  desire  a  more  Methodist  experience  while 
on  campus.

The  primary  thrust  for  the  U.S.A.  Wesley  Foundation  Board  of  Directors  this  year  has 
been  toward  the  long-held  vision  of  a  building  to  house  our  student  ministry.  We  have  received 
a  letter  of  support  from  Dr.  Frederick  P.  Whiddon,  University  President,  and  approval  from 
the  University  for  a  lease  on  one  and  a  half  acres.  This  property  is  both  visible  and  accessible, 
being  on  a  main  thoroughfare  at  the  edge  of  campus.  It  is  near  campus  recreational  facilities 
and  is  on  the  same  side  of  campus  as  the  dormitory  areas.  The  lot  should  be  ample  for  a 
building,  parking,  and  some  yard  space.  A  sub-committee  of  the  Board  has  selected  a  floor 
plan  and  front  elevation.  Preliminary  fund  raising  strategies  are  being  designed  now.  The 
months  ahead  promise  to  be  exciting  times! 

This  year  we  have  offered  our  “moveable  feast”  around  campus  as  space  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  has  permitted.  In  addition  to  regular  office  fellowship,  Bible  Study,  and  Lunch  Bunch, 
we  do  try  to  balance  each  quarter’s  program  with  opportunities  for  Service-Outreach  to  both 
campus  and  community,  Spiritual  Growth,  Recreational  events,  and  Leadership  and  Personal 
Development.  Our  Hispanic  Wesley  Fellowship  continues  to  add  an  important  dimension 
in  reaching  this  International  population.  This  year  our  membership-to-participation  ratio 
has  been  at  about  50%  —  50  participants  out  of  100  who  signed  up.  However,  at  any  given 
event,  we’ve  had  up  to  25  persons  attending. 

Until  this  Wesley  Foundation  has  a  permanent  location  on  campus,  it  will  continue  to 
be  difficult  to  present  a  strong  United  Methodist  identity  here.  The  visibility  and  consistency 
factors  are  crucial  to  implementing  a  strong  program.  We  are  now  only  scratching  the  surface 
of  our  potential  on  this  campus  of  over  12,000  students.  With  an  attractive  facility,  where 
a  variety  of  programs  and  events  may  be  offered,  the  United  Methodist  Church  could  be 
proud  of  the  community  of  witness,  support  and  celebration  that  the  University  of  South 
Alabama  Wesley  Foundation  provides.

These  words  from  Dan  Schutte’s  Hymn,  United  Methodist  Hymnal,  Here  I  am  Lord, 
reflect  the  mission  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Career/Life  Planning:  to  enable  people  to  hear 
God’s  call  to  fulltime  Christian  service.  This  subcommittee  is  responsible  for  planning  and 
implementing  activities  and  events  that  focus  on  our  Annual  Conference’s  theme:  “The  Call 
to  Christian  Vocations.” 

Our  year  began  with  the  presentation  of  The  Call  to  Ministry  at  Annual  Conference.  This 
booklet  features  the  testimonies  of  various  people  in  various  ministries  within  our  Annual 
Conference.  It  has  been  in  such  demand  that  a  second  printing  was  ordered.  In  June,  Life 
Quest,  a  conference  wide  event,  was  to  be  held  to  enable  students  to  explore  possible  vocations 
within  the  structure  of  the  church,  and  the  aspects  of  their  Christian  witness  in  non-church 
related  vocations.  We  were  challenged  by  an  extremely  low  registration,  and  thus  cancelled 
the  event. 

Because  of  this  challenge,  our  committee  began  to  work  closely  with  the  CCOM.  With 
its  help,  we  approached  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  the  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry 
and  the  Cabinet  for  help  in  preparing  an  event  in  January. 

A  design  team  was  formed  and  the  end  result  was  a  tremendous  response  to  our  Convo¬ 
cation  on  the  Call  to  Ministry.  On  January  24-25,  66  people  attended  the  convocation  at  Blue 
Lake.  Featuring  Dr.  R.  Kevin  LaGree,  Dean  of  Candler  School  of  Theology  as  a  keynote 
speaker,  the  convocation  provided  a  setting  for  individuals  to  focus  on  their  call  to  ministry 
in  the  church  and  to  inspire  and  enable  them  in  the  answering  of  that  call.  In  addition, 
Anticipating  the  Call,  a  video  prepared  jointly  by  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  the  Board 
of  Diaconal  Ministry  and  the  subcommittee  on  Career/Life  Planning,  was  used  in  small  group 
settings.  The  video  is  now  available  in  each  District  for  use  in  the  local  church. 

The  future  holds  many  more  challenges  for  us.  We,  too,  as  a  subcommittee  must  listen 
to  God’s  “calling  in  the  night.”  Each  day  brings  a  new  vision  as  we  answer  our  calling  to 
enable  others  to  answer  their’s.  And,  we  need  you,  the  people  called  Methodists  of  the 
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Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference,  to  join  us.  Encourage  those  with  whom  God  is 
dealing.  Enable  them  to  answer,  “Here  I  am,  Lord”!

PREACHER’S  AID  SOCIETY 

The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Preacher’s  Aid  Society  continues  to  serve  as  a 
“Helping  Hand”  to  the  ministers  of  this  Conference.  In  addition  to  donations  ranging  from 
$50.00  to  $150.00  to  those  struggling  with  overwhelming  medical  expenses,  etc.,  loans  of  up 
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to  $600.00  are  available  to  any  minister  in  the  Conference  (whose  dues  are  paid  up)  at  the 
low  rate  of  6%  per  annum. 

The  money  available  for  the  low-interest  loans  comes  from  the  $1.00  annual  dues  which 
every  minister  under  appointment  is  asked  to  pay.  This  includes  Ministers  in  Full  Connection, 
Probationary  Members,  Associate  Members,  Student  Pastors,  and  Local  Pastors.  The  interest 
from  these  low  interest  loans  goes  into  the  Donation  Fund,  which  is  given  to  those  experiencing 
particular  hardships.  To  be  eligible  for  a  loan  or  donation,  a  person  must  be  up-to-date  in 
the  paying  of  his/her  dues.  There  is  a  designated  Collector  of  Preacher’s  Aid  Society  Dues 
in  each  district. 

Those  borrowing  money  from  the  Preacher’s  Aid  Society  may  have  up  to  two  years  to 
repay  the  principal  (though  the  interest  should  be  paid  yearly),  but  are  urged  to  repay 
promptly  and  systematically. 

We  urge  continued  and  increased  support  of  the  Preacher’s  Aid  Society,  so  that  we  may 
“Be  Here”  for  our  ministerial  families  during  their  times  of  need. 

Rev.  Hurley  Guy,  a  long-time  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Preacher’s  Aid 
Society,  died  since  last  Annual  Conference,  and  the  Board  of  Directors  wishes  to  pay  tribute 
to  Hurley  for  his  many  years  of  faithful  service.  We  assure  his  family  of  our  love  and  prayers 
in  the  days  ahead.

ALABAMA-WEST  FLORIDA 
METHODIST  FEDERAL  CREDIT  UNION 

The  Alabama-West  Florida  Methodist  Federal  Credit  Union  is  a  service  organization 
within  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference.  Its  purpose  is  to  provide  low-cost  loans  and 
a  safe  place  of  investment  for  its  membership.  Membership  is  open  to  all  ministers  of  the 
Conference,  members  of  their  families,  employees  of  local  churches,  and  employees  of 
Institutions  belonging  to  the  Conference. 

Membership  in  the  Credit  Union  is  established  by  completing  a  membership  card,  paying 
a  one  dollar  membership  fee,  and  depositing  a  minimum  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  the  Credit 
Union.  You  may  deposit  as  much  as  $100,000.00  with  the  Credit  Union,  and  all  deposits  are 
insured  by  the  National  Credit  Union  Association.  This  is  the  safest  of  all  the  present  Deposit 
Insurance  Funds. 

Your  deposits  with  the  Credit  Union  carry  life  insurance  in  an  amount  equal  to  your 
deposit,  up  to  $3,000.00,  provided  the  funds  are  deposited  before  you  reach  age  55. 

We  also  carry  free  Credit  Life  Insurance  on  your  loans  up  to  $20,000.00. 
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At  the  end  of  1991  the  Credit  Union  had  a  membership  of  575.  Share  deposits  were 
$1,381,540.58,  and  the  total  assets  amounted  to  $1,475,760.82. 

During  1991  we  made  a  total  of  88  loans  in  the  amount  of  $542,635.29.  Since  organization 
we  have  made  a  total  of  1,338  loans  in  the  amount  of  $5,099,744.12. 

Dividends  are  payable  June  30  and  December  31  of  each  year.  The  rate  depends  upon 
earnings  for  each  six  month  period.  During  1991  we  paid  dividends  on  the  following  scale: 

From  $  100  to  999.99  —  4.5  percent 
From  $1,000  to  2,499.99  —  4.75  percent 
From  $2,500  to  4,999.99  —  5.00  percent 
Over  $5,000  —  5.5  percent 

The  Credit  Union  is  administered  by  a  Board  of  nine  Directors  elected  by  the  membership 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  January  of  each  year.  The  Board  of  Directors  is  required  to  meet 
monthly  and  review  the  operation  and  make  necessary  business  decisions.

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COMMISSION  ON  EQUITABLE  SALARIES 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  to  support  ministry  in  the  charges 
of  the  Annual  Conference  by  (1)  recommending  conference  standards  of  ministerial  compen¬ 
sation;  (2)  administering  funds  to  be  used  in  salary  supplementation;  and  (3)  providing 
counsel  and  advisory  materials  on  ministerial  compensation  to  district  superintendents  and 
Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committees. 

—  The  Book  of  Discipline,  1988  (722.2) 

In  keeping  with  the  purpose  stated  above;  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  has 
^established  the  following  guidelines  for  its  work  of  supporting  ministry  in  the  local  churches 
of  our  Annual  Conference.  In  extraordinary  or  special  situations,  exceptions  to  these  guide¬ 
lines  may  be  made  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commission. 

1.  Only  full  time  pastors,  retired  pastors  (as  specified  in  paragraph  2),  and  student 
pastors  are  eligible  for  equitable  salary  support.  These  pastors  must  be  certified  by  the  Board 
of  Ordained  Ministry,  approved  by  the  Annual  Conference,  and  appointed  to  a  church  or 
charge.  Each  pastor  who  is  in  good  standing  and  who  is  appointed  by  the  bishop  to  less  than 
full-time  service  is  eligible  for  Equitable  Salary  Fund  in  one-quarter  increments.  No  associate 
or  supply  pastor  shall  receive  salary  support  from  this  fund. 

2.  If  the  combined  total  of  all  income  received  from  The  United  Methodist  Church  by 
a  retired  minister  (plus  his/her  Social  Security)  is  not  equal  to  the  equitable  salary  schedule, 
then  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  shall  pay  the  difference  up  to  $2,400.00.  To  qualify 
the  retired  minister  must  be  serving  full  time. 

3.  The  Discipline  requires  that  a  fully  scheduled  equitable  salary  be  paid  before  pension 
credit  can  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Pensions.  To  participate  in  the  Insurance  and  Death 
Benefit  Programs  the  minister  must  have  pension  credit.  To  receive  fully  scheduled  equitable 
salary  for  the  minister’s  category,  the  church  must  pay  80%  of  the  equitable  salary  schedule 
for  1992,  except  as  defined  in  paragraphs  8-12  of  this  report. 

4.  The  amount  of  equitable  salary  a  minister  is  eligible  to  receive  is  based  upon  the  total 
of  his/her  salary,  travel  allowance  and  utilities  and  other  approved  church  related  allowances. 

5.  No  minister  of  any  classification  shall  receive  aid  from  the  fund  if  he/she  receives 
income  from  any  other  church  source,  if  the  income,  plus  salary  from  the  charge  he/she 
serves,  is  more  than  the  equitable  salary  for  his/her  classification,  except  as  provided  in 
paragraphs  8  and  10  of  this  report. 

6.  No  person  qualifying  for  equitable  salary  which  amounts  to  $100  or  less  will  receive 
any  equitable  salary.  The  Commission  expects  the  local  churches  to  take  care  of  this  amount. 

7.  We  recommend  that  no  minister  serving  outside  the  bounds  of  the  Alabama-West 
Florida  Conference  be  eligible  to  receive  equitable  salary  unless  there  is  no  appointment 
available  for  him/her  in  the  Conference  and  he/she  is  assigned  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  to 
an  appointment  outside  the  Conference,  or  unless  it  be  a  special  appointment  by  the  Presiding 
Bishop.  Appointment  for  the  convenience  of  the  minister  shall  not  be  considered  sufficient 
reason  to  receive  equitable  salary  aid. 

8.  The  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  recognizes  there  may  exist  from  time  to  time 
certain  situations  within  our  Conference  where  special  funding  consideration  beyond  the 
stipulated  requirements  may  assist  a  church  to  become  self-sustaining  more  quickly.  In  such 
situations,  a  supplement,  determined  by  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries,  above  the 
regular  equitable  salary,  may  be  given  the  minister;  provided  the  money  is  available  for 
the  purpose.  Normally  no  situation  will  receive  this  special  consideration  for  more  than  three 
years.  Such  cases  will  be  called  Growth  Potential  Situations.  In  order  to  be  considered  every 
case  will  be  evaluated  by  certain  criteria,  such  as:  growth  potential,  leadership  require¬ 
ments,  age  of  church,  and  indebtedness.  The  final  determination  will  be  made  in  consultation 
with  the  Board  of  Missions. 

9.  Ministers  of  newly  organized  congregations  can  for  four  years  receive  up  to  3/5  of 
the  equitable  salary  schedule  from  this  fund.  The  Commission  suggests  to  the  cabinet  that 
consideration  be  given  to  ministers  with  background  in  church  growth  development. 

10.  In  case  of  cooperative  parish  ministries  or  specialized  ministries,  the  District 
Superintendent  may  recommend  that  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries,  in  consultation 
with  the  District  Board  of  Missions,  give  consideration  to  supplementing  the  salary  of  a 
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minister/director  or  an  associate  director  of  a  larger  parish  or  specialized  ministry  even 
though  the  person  comes  under  the  benefits  of  equitable  salary,  without  any  reduction  in 
the  equitable  salary  support. 

11.  The  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  recognizes  that  there  may  exist  from  time 
to  time  hardship  cases,  which  should  be  considered  for  financial  assistance.  Sensing  a  need 
for  such  assistance  for  a  charge,  the  District  Superintendent  should  assess  the  situation, 
hold  the  Charge  Conference  before  the  November  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable 
Salaries,  and  present  the  findings  to  the  Commission  upon  whom  rests  the  final  decision. 

12.  To  motivate  churches  toward  the  goal  of  total  pastoral  support,  the  Commission 
proposes  to  give  the  minister  60%  of  any  salary  increase  above  the  amount  currently  paid 
by  the  church  after  the  minimum  support  required  for  his/her  category  has  been  reached. 
This  would  apply  to  the  charge  which  he/she  is  serving  at  the  beginning  of  the  payment  period, 
January  1.  This  supplement  will  be  based  on  the  yearly  increase  of  the  minister’s  salary. 
The  Commission  recommends  that  the  cabinet  consider  this  cumulative  amount  as  part  of 
the  salary  when  appointment  is  made  to  another  charge. 

13.  The  Commission  recommends  that  all  charges  receiving  equitable  salary  assistance 
develop  and  continue  a  program  with  a  goal  to  eliminate  dependency  on  salary  supplements 
for  their  pastors.  An  annual  report  of  this  program  shall  be  submitted  through  the  District 
Superintendent  to  this  Commission. 

14.  The  District  Superintendents  are  required  to  review  all  equitable  salary  situations 
in  their  districts  to  ascertain  the  necessity  for  such  funds  and  whenever  possible  seek  to 
reduce  the  need  for  this  supplement.  No  charge  shall  receive  equitable  salary  assistance 
when  divided  unless  the  Town  and  Country  Commission  has  surveyed  and  recommended, 
and  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  has  approved  the  division.  The  Commission 
recommends  that  churches  or  charges,  to  be  eligible  for  equitable  salary  aid,  should  consist 
of  a  minimum  of  100  members  per  charge,  except  in  the  case  of  a  new  church. 

15.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  District  Superintendents  to  follow  the  guidelines  set 
forth  by  the  Commission  when  recommending  pastors  for  equitable  salary  funds.  Also,  the 
District  Superintendents  shall  be  responsible  for  the  accurate  completion  and  submission 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  the  forms  provided  by  the  Commission  for  this  purpose. 
The  secretary  shall  not  issue  check  orders  for  equitable  salary  funds  until  all  criteria  have 
been  met.  When  the  status  of  a  pastor  receiving  these  funds  changes,  the  District 
Superintendents  should  immediately  file  with  the  Commission  the  changed  status. 

16.  The  Commission  requests  that  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  recommend 
to  the  conference  the  estimated  amount  required  to  support  the  schedule  of  minimum  salaries 
and  salary  supplements  for  the  pastors,  as  adopted  by  the  Conference. 

17.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  shall  file  with  the  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Journal  for  publication  in  the  Conference  Journal  each  year  a  report  listing 
the  payments  from  the  equitable  salary  fund  during  the  year,  giving  names  of  the  pastors 
and  charges,  and  amounts  paid  to  each.  This  report  is  to  be  made  by  June  30,  following  annual 
conference  for  the  past  calendar  year. 

18.  The  Commission  recommends  the  following  Equitable  Salary  Schedule  for  1993:

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BOARD  OF  PENSIONS  AND  HOMES  FOR  CLAIMANTS 

Report  No.  1  —  PENSIONS,  ANNUITY  RATES,  APPORTIONMENTS 

For  the  year  1993  we  recommend  that  the  total  annuity  rate  for  service  years  prior  to 
1982  be  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  per  service  year  as  a  minister  or  approved  local  pastor 
with  pension  credit;  the  total  rate  for  surviving  spouses  be  two  hundred  ten  dollars  ($210.00) 
provided  that  for  those  living  in  homes  furnished  by  the  Annual  Conference,  the  annual  pen¬ 
sion  amounts  be  adjusted  by  a  reduction  of  $50.00  per  month  for  ministers  and  $35.00  per 
month  for  surviving  spouse. 

We  recommend  that  the  apportionment  to  the  local  churches  for  the  pensions  and  benefit 
program  of  the  Annual  Conference  be  $1,800,000  for  1993. 

We  call  attention  to  paragraph  736.4  of  the  1988  Discipline  relative  to  the  requirement 
that  the  apportionment  for  the  pension  and  benefit  programs  be  paid  in  proportion  to  payment 
of  a  minister’s  salary,  and  to  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Pensions  charging  defaults  to  ministers. 
Interest  is  added  to  other  unpaid  obligations  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent  (7%)  annually. 

In  determining  the  base  salary  for  pension  purposes,  it  is  recommended  that  a  maxi¬ 
mum  of  $3,600  be  set  for  travel  and  $3,600  for  utilities.  All  other  compensation  to  the  minister 
shall  be  placed  under  “base  salary.” 

Report  No.  2  —  DEATH  BENEFIT  PROGRAM 

We  recommend  that  we  continue  the  death  benefit  program  as  adopted  at  the  Annual 
Conference  session  of  1981,  and  outlined  on  page  263  of  the  1981  Journal.  The  following  benefits 
are  indicated  for  1992:

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The  Death  Benefit  payable  due  to  the  death  of  an  active  participant  will  be  paid  in  equal 
monthly  installments,  normally  twelve  in  number.  All  other  Death  Benefits  will  be  paid  in 
a  single  sum  for  the  full  amount  of  the  benefit. 

We  further  recommend  that  premiums  for  Death  Benefit  programs  be  maintained  by 
the  Conference  Claimants  Fund  and  that  ministers’  premiums  for  the  DBP-Plus  be  $40.00 
per  year.  Payments  are  to  be  made  in  advance  for  the  ensuing  calendar  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  present  policy  for  eligibility,  enrollment  and  participation  in 
the  DBP-Plus  program  be  continued.  Those  who  do  not  wish  to  be  enrolled  should  contact 
the  Pensions  Office  in  Andalusia  prior  to  November  of  each  year. 

Report  No.  3 

ADDENDUM  A  TO  THE  MINISTERIAL  PENSION  PLAN 
AND  THE  COMPREHENSIVE  PROTECTION  PLAN 

This  Addendum  A  is  applicable  to  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  and  is  effective 
January  1, 1993.  It  replaces  any  previously  executed  Addendum  A  and  shall  be  in  effect  until 
amended  by  the  Annual  Conference  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ministerial 
Pension  Plan  and  the  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  as  revised  January  1,  1989. 

The  MPP  and  CPP  contribution  base  shall  be  the  active  participant’s  plan  compensation 
for  a  plan  year  not  to  exceed  the  Denominational  Average  Compensation  (DAC).  (MPP 
Section  2.1  (e)  (f)  and  4.1  (d)  (ii);  CPP  section  2.1  (e)  (f).) 

The  MPP  church  contribution  rate  shall  be  12%  of  the  MPP  contribution  base  of  each 
active  participant.  The  CPP  contribution  rate  shall  be  4.4%  of  the  contribution  base  of  each 
active  participant.  (MPP  section  4.1  (b)  and  4.1  (e)  (i);  CPP  4.1  (a)) 

The  MPP  and  CPP  church  contribution  shall  be  made  monthly  to  the  plans  by  the  Annual 
Conference  in  accordance  with  the  Plan  Document.  Such  MPP  and  CPP  church  contributions 
shall  be  transferred  monthly  from  the  deposit  account  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Confer¬ 
ence  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  to  each  active  participant’s  account  and  the  Protection 
Benefit  Fund,  respectively.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  maintain  an  amount  in  its  deposit 
account  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  monthly  transfer  of  the  church  contributions  on  behalf 
of  its  active  participants.  In  the  event  the  deposit  account  is  overdrawn,  an  interest  charge 
shall  be  made  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions.  Such  charge  shall  be  made  at  the  monthly 
rate  of  interest  credited  to  the  Diversified  Fund  (6V2%  per  annum)  or  the  current  monthly 
rate  of  interest  credited  to  the  Short  Term  Interest  Rate  Account  (STIRA)  whichever  is 
greater.  (MPP  Sections  4.1  (a)  and  4.2  (g);  CPP  4.1  (b)  and  4.2  (h)). 

The  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  is  hereby  authorized,  at  its 
discretion,  to  arrange  with  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  for  active  participation  in  MPP 
by  persons  who  are  eligible  under  special  rules  but  not  automatically  included  as  Active 
Participants.  (MPP  3.2) 

Any  full  or  associate  member  appointed  to  a  sabbatical  leave  may  continue  to  participate 
in  MPP,  provided  the  Conference  makes  the  required  church  contribution  based  on  the 
participant’s  annualized  Plan  Compensation  immediately  prior  to  such  leave.  (Disciplinary 
Paragraph  446;  MPP  3.2  (b)). 

Any  full  member  appointed  to  attend  school  after  having  served  under  appointment  for 
six  consecutive  years  other  than  to  attend  school  may  continue  to  participate  in  MPP.  The 
Conference  shall  make  the  required  church  contribution  based  on  the  participant’s  annualized 
plan  compensation  immediately  prior  to  such  leave.  (Disciplinary  paragraph  1606.3(A)(4) ; 
MPP  3.2  (b)) 

The  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  is  hereby  authorized, 
at  its  discretion,  to  arrange  with  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  for  active  participation  in 
CPP  by  persons  who  are  eligible  under  special  rules  but  not  automatically  included  as  active 
participants.  (CPP  Section  3.2) 

All  full  and  associate  members  appointed  to  Sabbatical  Leave  shall  continue  to  participate 
in  CPP,  provided  the  Conference  makes  the  required  contribution  based  on  3.4%  of  the  DAC. 
(Disciplinary  Paragraph  446;  CPP  3.2  (b)) 

All  full  and  associate  members  appointed  to  Educational  Leave  shall  continue  in  CPP 
provided  the  Conference  makes  the  required  contribution  based  on  3.4%  of  the  DAC. 
(Disciplinary  Paragraph  445.3;  CPP  3.2  (b)) 
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All  full,  associate,  and  probationary  members  appointed  to  maternity/paternity  leave 
shall  continue  in  CPP  provided  the  conference  makes  the  required  contribution  based  on 
3.4%  of  the  DAC.  (Disciplinary  paragraph  449;  CPP  3.2  (b)). 

On  January  1, 1993,  the  ministerial  pension  rate  shall  be  $300.00,  and  local  pastor’s  pension 
rate  shall  be  $300.00.  Should  the  pension  rate,  as  a  percentage  of  the  1993  Conference  Average 
Compensation  (CAC) ,  be  below  .9  of  1%,  then  the  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  shall 
be  authorized,  after  consultation  with  the  General  Board  of  Pensions,  to  arrange  to  have 
the  Past  Service  Pension  Rate  be  the  minimum  dollar  amount  which  would  permit  a  12% 
MPP  church  contribution  rate.  If  this  occurs,  the  required  funding  amounts  may  be  different 
from  the  amounts  listed  below,  and  the  Conference  would  be  required  to  make  the  revised 
annual  past  service  deposit.  (Disciplinary  paragraphs  1606.2  (b),  1606.7,  and  1606.21  (a); 
MPP  Supplement  Section  (f)). 

In  accordance  with  paragraph  (e)(5)  of  MPP  Supplement  One,  the  surviving  spouse 
benefit  shall  be  70%  of  the  participant’s  formula  benefit. 

In  accordance  with  paragraph  (f)  of  MPP  Supplement  One,  the  unfunded  liability  as 
of  January  1,  1993,  has  been  actuarially  projected  to  be  $3,039,572.  Past  service  funding 
deposits  are  required  to  fund  the  unfunded  liability  and  shall  be  in  the  amount  and  for  the 
period  shown  below:

(Provided,  however,  that  the  Annual  Conference  shall  make  an  additional  payment  of 
$58,733.00,  for  a  total  payment  of  $300,000  for  1993.) 

This  annual  deposit  shall  be  made  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year  as  required  by  the 
General  Board  of  Pensions.  The  past  service  deposits  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Annual  Conference  deposit  account  to  the  past  service  funding  account  on 
December  31.  If  the  annual  cash  flow  requirement  as  determined  by  the  General  Board  of 
Pensions  exceeds  the  combined  past  service  funding  deposit  amount,  then  the  cash  flow 
requirement  shall  become  the  required  past  service  funding  deposit.  (MPP  Supplement  One 
(f)). 


Report  No.  4  —  CLAIMANTS  MEMORIAL  FUND 

We  recommend  the  continuation  of  the  Claimant’s  Memorial  Fund,  such  funds  being 
invested  by  this  Board  with  the  interest  being  used  for  the  benefits  of  the  Conference 
Claimants.  Individuals  and  groups  are  invited  to  make  voluntary  contributions  in  any  amount 
to  the  fund  as  memorials  to  deceased  ministers,  members  of  minister  families,  or  lay  persons. 
Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  and  sent  to  the 
Conference  treasurer,  Andalusia,  with  the  name  or  names  of  persons  being  memorialized. 
Families  of  those  so  memorialized  will  be  notified  of  such  memorial  gifts. 

Report  No.  5  —  SPECIAL  APPOINTMENT  PENSION  RESPONSIBILITY 

In  keeping  with  paragraph  1606.3a  (3) ,  4g,  4h,  of  the  1988  Discipline,  we  recommend  that 
those  clergy  appointed  beyond  the  local  church  be  approved  for  pension  responsibility  on 
this  Annual  Conference  in  the  following  full  time  appointments :  the  director  of  the  Assembly 
Grounds  Commission,  the  director  of  Noah’s  Ark,  the  director  of  the  Mobile  Inner  City  Mission, 
the  director  of  Hispanic  ministries,  and  the  director  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference 
Board  of  Pastoral  Care,  Counseling  and  Training,  provided  such  appointments  are  made 
as  members  of  this  Annual  Conference  or  under  Para.  426.1  of  the  1988  Discipline.  The  district 
superintendents,  ministers  appointed  to  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  and  the  Fiscal 
Office  are  approved  with  pension  responsibility  on  the  Annual  Conference. 

We  recommend  that  special  appointments  to  the  United  Methodist  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities  and  other  general  agencies  shall  be  listed  as  with  pension  responsibility  on  the  institution 
or  agency. 
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We  recommend  that  chaplains  in  the  Armed  Forces  be  listed  with  pension  responsibility 
on  the  chaplaincy  of  the  military  service. 

We  recommend  that  ministers  under  appointment  as  approved  evangelists,  area  appoint¬ 
ments  and  other  special  ministries  shall  be  listed  with  pension  responsibility  on  this  Annual 
Conference  only  upon  payment  to  the  Conference  Claimants  Fund  an  amount  equal  to  16.4% 
of  the  DAC  as  determined  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions.  See  paragraph  1606.3a  of  the 
1988  Discipline. 

By  special  arrangement  those  ministers  on  leave  of  absence  or  probationary  members 
appointed  to  attend  school  may  qualify  for  the  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  (CPP)  by 
a  personal  payment  of  3.4%  of  the  DAC  to  the  Conference  Claimants  Fund.  (See  Addendum  A.) 

We  recommend  that  special  appointments  to  non-Methodist  institutions  shall  be  listed 
without  pension  responsibility  on  this  Annual  Conference. 

We  recommend  that  all  missionaries  shall  be  listed  with  pension  responsibility  on  the 
Board  of  Global  Ministries  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

Report  No.  6  —  DEPOSITORIES 

We  recommend  that  the  official  depository  for  pension  funds  shall  be  the  same  as  that 
designated  by  the  Conference  for  other  Conference  funds  and  the  General  Board  of  Pensions 
of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

Report  No.  7  —  PENSIONS  FOR  LAY  EMPLOYEES 

We  strongly  endorse  the  Cumulative  Pension  and  Benefit  Plan  (CPBP)  and  the  Basic 
Protection  Plan  (BPP)  administered  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  for  lay  employees 
of  United  Methodist  local  churches  and  agencies.  We  recommend  and  urge  our  churches 
to  use  these  plans  provided  by  the  Church  to  provide  pension  and  death  and  disability  coverage 
for  our  lay  people  who  serve  our  churches.

Report  No.  8 

FULL  TIME  SERVICE  AS  A  REQUIREMENT  FOR  PENSION  CREDIT 

We  call  attention  to  the  following  provisions  relative  to  full  time  service,  rendered  prior 
to  January  1, 1982,  as  a  normal  condition  for  pension  credit  which  appear  in  paragraph  1606:4a 
of  the  1988  Discipline: 

A.  Full  time  service  of  a  ministerial  member  or  a  lay  pastor  shall  be  required  as  a  normal 
condition  for  pension  credit;  provided,  however,  that  such  credit  may  be  granted  for  part 
time  service  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  in  the  Annual  Conference, 
on  recommendation  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions. 

B.  Full  time  service  shall  mean  that  full  time  is  devoted  to  the  work  of  a  pastor  by  one 
who  has  not  attained  the  mandatory  age  of  retirement  for  a  Conference  member,  who  is 
not  attending  school  as  a  regular  student,  who  is  not  substantially  employed  in  non-pastoral 
work;  and  whose  cash  support  per  annum  from  all  church  sources  is  not  less  than  the  schedule 
of  equitable  salaries  adopted  by  the  Annual  Conference  for  those  in  this  person’s  classification. 

It  should  be  noted  that  service  of  either  a  ministerial  member  or  lay  pastor  is  without 
pension  credit  if  it  is  not  full  time  service  as  defined,  except  in  cases  of  approved  part  time 
service. 


Report  No.  9 

RESOLUTION  RELATING  TO  RENTAL/HOUSING  ALLOWANCES  FOR 
RETIRED  OR  DISABLED  MINISTERS  OF  THIS  CONFERENCE 

WHEREAS,  the  religious  denomination  known  as  The  United  Methodist  Church  has  and 
functions  through  ministers  of  the  Gospel  who  are  duly  ordained  or  licensed;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  practice  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  to  provide  a  parsonage  or 
a  rental  allowance  as  part  of  the  gross  compensation  for  each  of  its  active  ordained  or  licensed 
ministers;  and 
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WHEREAS,  pensions  paid  to  retired  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  are  considered  as  deferred  compensation  and  are  paid  to  said  retired 
ordained  or  licensed  ministers  in  consideration  of  previous,  active  service,  and  disability 
benefits  are  considered  payments  in  lieu  of  compensation  for  active  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  has  recognized  that  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference  is  the  appropriate  organization  to  designate  a  housing/rental  allowance  for  retired 
ordained  or  licensed  ministers  who  are  members  of  this  Conference;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  disabled  minister  has  the  same  legal  relationship  to  an  Annual 
Conference  as  does  the  retired  minister,  and  thus,  this  Annual  Conference  is  also  the 
appropriate  organization  to  designate  a  housing/rental  allowance  for  a  disabled  ordained 
or  licensed  minister  who  is  a  member  of  this  Conference: 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1.  An  amount  equal  to  100%  of  the  pension  payments  received  by  a  retired  minister, 
or  100%  of  the  disability  benefit  payments  received  by  a  disabled  minister,  during 
the  year  of  1993  be  and  is  hereby  designated  as  a  rental/housing  allowance  respec¬ 
tively  for  each  retired  or  disabled  ordained  minister  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
who  is  or  was  a  member  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  disability; 

2.  The  pension  or  disability  payment  to  which  this  rental/housing  allowance  applies 
shall  be  the  pension  or  disability  payment  resulting  from  all  service  of  such  retired 
or  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  minister  from  all  employment  by  any  local  church, 
Annual  Conference,  General  Agency  or  institution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
or  any  former  denomination  that  is  now  a  part  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  or 
from  any  other  employer  who  employed  the  minister  to  perform  services  related  to 
the  ministry  and  who  elected  to  make  contributions  to  the  pension  or  benefit  funds 
of  The  United  Methodist  Church  for  such  retired  minister’s  pension  or  disabled 
minister’s  benefits. 

NOTE: 

The  rental/housing  allowance  which  may  be  excluded  from  a  minister’s  gross  income  is 
limited  to  THE  LESSER  OF  (1)  the  amount  of  the  rental/housing  allowance  designated  by 
the  minister’s  employer  or  other  appropriate  body,  (2)  the  amount  actually  expended  by 
the  minister  to  provide  his  or  her  housing,  or  (3)  the  legally  determined  fair  rental  value 
of  the  parsonage  or  other  housing  provided.  As  specified  in  Rev.  Rul.  71-280,  1971  C.B.  92, 
“the  only  amount  that  will  qualify  for  exclusion  under  section  107(2)  of  the  Code  as  a  ‘rental 
allowance’  is  an  amount  equal  to  the  fair  rental  value  of  the  home,  including  furnishings 
and  appurtenances  such  as  a  garage,  plus  the  cost  of  utilities.”  Beginning  in  1984,  there  is 
no  longer  a  sick  pay  or  disability  income  exclusion  available  with  respect  to  disability  benefit 
payments.  Therefore,  the  full  amount  of  disability  benefit  payments  will  be  taxable  income 
to  the  recipient  beginning  in  1984. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  above  resolution  applies  only  to  the  minister  and  not  the 
surviving  spouse.

Report  No.  11  —  HOMES  FOR  CLAIMANTS 

We  recommend  that  $60,000  be  apportioned  for  the  Homes  for  Claimants  program.  Mr. 
&  Mrs.  Aubrey  Jones  who  were  members  of  the  Dexter  Avenue  United  Methodist  Church 
bequeathed  a  house  on  3620  Princeton  in  Montgomery  to  the  Board.  Although  the  Board  does 
not  yet  have  a  deed  to  the  house,  it  has  been  made  available  and  has  been  assigned.  A 
dedication  service  will  be  held  at  the  house  in  June. 

The  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  now  owns  48  living  units  for  retired 
ministers  and  their  spouses  and  surviving  spouses  of  ministers.  Seven  units  are  located  in 
Florida  and  41  are  located  in  Alabama.  All  but  two  of  the  units  are  now  assigned  to  claimants. 
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In  addition  to  the  living  units  assigned,  the  Board  owns  nine  lots  in  Pensacola  and  a  house 
in  Ft.  Walton  Beach  with  a  life  occupancy  trust.  The  proceeds  from  the  Homes  portion  of 
the  Capital  Funds  Campaign  is  pledged  to  pay  the  note  on  the  property  in  Pensacola  as  well 
as  other  homes  which  were  purchased  in  1989,  1991,  and  1992. 

During  1991,  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made  on  37  of  the  homes.  In  all 
$39,648.78  was  expended  on  insurance,  maintenance  and  repairs.  Repairs,  general 
maintenance  as  well  as  upgrading  of  the  houses  are  done  as  needs  arise  and  funds  are 
available. 

The  indebtedness  on  property  owned  by  the  Board  is  $351,738.  This  includes  mortgages 
on  five  homes  and  on  the  vacant  property  in  Pensacola.  There  is  one  annuity  to  which  $3,500 
per  year  is  pledged  as  well  as  a  home  in  Ft.  Walton  Beach  which  the  Board  maintains  as 
a  Life  Estate  while  the  grantor  lives  there.  The  Board  holds  mortgages  on  property  totaling 
$14,000  as  of  December  31,  1991. 

Invested  funds  which  come  from  the  Capital  Funds  Campaign,  gifts,  interest,  etc.  are 
as  follows :

GUIDELINES  AND  POLICIES  FOR  OCCUPANCY  OF  CLAIMANTS  HOMES 

1.  Priority  for  homes  of  the  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  shall  be  for 
claimants  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference.  A  claimant  is  to  be  defined  as: 

A.  A  minister  who  retires  with  a  minimum  of  20  years  full-time  service  with  pension 
credit  on  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  and  is  receiving  his/her  pension. 

B.  A  surviving  spouse  of  an  active  minister  with  a  minimum  of  ten  (10)  years  of  full¬ 
time  service  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference.  He/she  must  have  been 
married  to  the  minister  during  the  years  of  qualifying  service.  Exceptions  may  be 
considered  in  the  case  of  death  prior  to  10  years  of  service. 

C.  The  surviving  spouse  of  a  retired  minister  who  was  married  to  that  minister  at  the 
time  of  his/her  retirement. 

D.  Ministers  who  are  placed  on  disability  may  be  permitted  to  live  in  a  Conference 
home,  depending  upon  the  availability  of  a  home  and  subject  to  the  prevailing 
financial  charge  for  said  home. 

2.  Applicants  who  meet  the  above  qualifications  shall  furnish  evidence  of  need  by  com¬ 
pleting  the  Financial  Assessment  form  provided  by  the  Board.  Then  the  following 
priorities  will  be  followed: 

A.  Years  of  continuous  full-time  service  with  pension  responsibility  on  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Conference. 

B .  Y ears  of  service  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  under  special  appointment 
NOT  under  pension  credit  on  said  Conference,  and  as  an  active  minister  with  pension 
credit  on  said  Conference. 

C.  Years  of  service  as  a  spouse  of  a  minister  who  has  served  a  minimum  of  ten  (10) 
years  full-time  service. 

D.  Ministers  placed  on  disability  subject  to  l.D  above. 

3.  APPLICATIONS  FOR  CLAIMANT’S  HOMES  SHALL  BE  MADE  NO  LATER  THAN 
DECEMBER  31  PRECEDING  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  RETIREMENT.  In 
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the  event  of  death  of  an  active  minister  prior  to  the  date  for  home  assignments  being 
made,  assistance  shall  be  granted  in  providing  temporary  housing  until  all  home 
assignments  are  made.  If  a  home  is  vacant  and  available  at  the  time  of  the  death  of 
the  minister,  the  Board,  at  its  discretion,  may  assign  that  home  to  the  surviving  spouse 
rather  than  providing  temporary  housing.  Home  assignments  will  be  made  by  the  Board 
at  its  Spring  meeting  from  an  evaluation  of  the  total  needs  and  the  homes  available. 
Requests  for  homes  after  the  December  31  deadline  will  be  considered  on  availability 
of  homes  after  other  home  assignments  have  been  made. 

4.  Claimants  shall  provide  the  following  information  to  the  Director  of  Homes: 

A.  Name  of  claimant  and  immediate  family  members. 

B.  Number  of  persons  to  be  housed. 

C.  Name(s)  and  address(es)  of  person(s)  who  will  be  responsible  for  the  personal 
affairs  in  the  event  of  disability  or  death. 

The  Director  of  Homes  will  meet  with  the  Claimant  following  assignment  of  the  homes 
to  discuss  conditions  of  occupancy.  A  signed  agreement  between  the  Claimant  and  the 
Board  is  required  prior  to  acceptance  of  the  home. 

5.  The  Board  will  furnish  each  home  with  a  stove,  heating  equipment,  refrigerator,  and 
water  heater. 

6.  NO  repairs,  alterations,  or  extensive  painting  can  be  done  to  any  of  the  homes  at  any 
time  except  those  specifically  authorized  by  the  Director  of  Homes.  NO  ONE  can  obligate 
the  Board  for  expenditures  without  permission  of  said  Board.  Payments  for  repairs, 
alterations,  or  painting,  not  so  authorized,  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  person 
contracting  for  such  repairs,  alterations  or  painting.  A  lien  will  be  placed  upon  the 
pension  of  those  who  fail  to  assume  responsibility  for  unauthorized  repairs  and  altera¬ 
tions.  MINOR  MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIRS  UP  TO  $50.00  WILL  BE  THE  RESPON¬ 
SIBILITY  OF  THE  OCCUPANT. 

7.  Care  must  be  exercised  by  the  occupant  in  the  erection  of  TV  antenna  so  that  existing 
property  is  not  damaged. 

8.  No  claimant  who  serves  a  church,  under  appointment,  which  has  a  liveable  parsonage, 
will  be  provided  a  claimant’s  home  unless  said  church  pays  to  the  AWFC  Board  of 
Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  a  monthly  amount  deemed  by  the  Claimants  Homes 
Committee  to  be  equitable  rent  for  said  claimants  home  as  long  as  the  claimant  serves 
that  church  under  appointment. 

9.  When  a  claimant  vacates  a  home,  he/she  should  release  the  home  in  writing  to  the 
Director  of  Homes,  and  remove  all  personal  belongings  by  the  end  of  the  month  in  which 
the  home  is  vacated. 

10.  Upon  the  death  of  a  claimant,  the  heirs  or  responsible  person(s)  shall  remove  all  personal 
property  belonging  to  the  claimant  within  thirty  (30)  days.  All  property  left  beyond  30 
days  will  be  disposed  of  by  the  Board. 

11.  When  a  home  is  not  utilized  by  a  claimant,  it  may  be  rented.  However,  when  there  is 
a  claim  for  a  rented  house  by  a  claimant,  a  minimum  of  30  days  notice  will  be  given 
for  the  home  to  be  vacated  at  which  time  the  occupant  must  release  the  home.  Homes 
are  for  the  express  use  of  claimants  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference. 

12.  Claimants  occupying  a  home  for  claimants  will  have  their  pension  adjusted  by  a 
reduction  of  six  hundred  ($600.00)  dollars  annually  or  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  per  month 
for  MINISTERS;  four  hundred  ($400.00)  dollars  annually  or  thirty-five  ($35.00)  dollars 
per  month  for  SURVIVING  SPOUSES.

1.  Initial  purchase  price  has  increased  even  though  the  policy  for  the  last  several  years 
has  been  to  purchase  garden/patio  type  homes  or  homes  which  cost  about  the  same. 

2.  On  property  purchased  over  the  last  three  years  in  Alabama  and  Florida  the  Board 
has  to  pay  property  taxes. 

3.  Most  of  the  homes  owned  by  the  Board  are  older  and  require  increasing  maintenance. 
Maintenance  costs  for  the  last  five  years  have  been:

IV.  Current  Income  and  Assets : 

1.  Capital  Fund  Campaign: 

a.  Goal:  $500,000. 

b.  The  trust  fund  balance  is  $393,339  which  includes  all  of  the  capital  funds  plus 
interest.  Portions  of  the  interest  and  the  growth  in  the  trust  have  been  applied 
to  the  Homes  loan. 

2.  Pension  deductions  for  those  living  in  Conference  provided  homes :  $25,500.00  per  year 
currently.

4.  Loan  at  Foundation  and  other  mortgages:  $351,738. 

5.  Expenses  paid  from  Homes  for  Claimants  Fund: 

a.  Maintenance  of  homes  and  mortgage  payments. 

b.  Administrative  expenses  for  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants. 

V.  Proposal  for  ending  real  estate  ownership  of  the  Board. 

1.  Beginning  with  the  Annual  Conference  Session  of  2003,  the  Board  will  not  make  new 
property  purchases  nor  assign  currently  owned  homes  to  newly  retired  ministers 
or  surviving  spouses. 

2.  Ministers  or  surviving  spouses  living  in  Conference  owned  homes  in  the  year  2003 
shall  continue  to  live  in  them  according  to  Conference  guidelines. 

3.  After  2002,  homes  vacated  will  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  placed  in  the  Homes  Trust 
Fund. 

4.  Beginning  in  1993,  $10,000  from  current  income  will  be  placed  in  the  Homes  Trust 
annually  until  2002. 

5.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  eliminate  the  present  indebtedness  on  homes  owned 
by  the  Board. 

6.  The  Board  will  actively  seek  other  ways  to  increase  the  principal  in  the  Homes  Trust 
such  as  sale  of  property  no  longer  needed  or  suitable  and  the  encouragement  of 
memorials  and  other  donations. 

7.  Financial  planning  opportunities  will  be  offered  on  a  regular  basis  to  all  ministers 
and  families. 

8.  Beginning  in  2003,  grants  will  be  made  to  those  ministers  and  surviving  spouses  who 
need  help  in  providing  a  home  for  retirement. 

a.  Grants  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  financial  need  of  the  minister  or  the 
surviving  spouse  as  documented  by  the  application  and  the  funds  available  from 
the  Homes  Trust.  The  application  must  include  pension  expected  from  the  church, 
any  other  pension  which  the  minister  or  spouse  is  eligible,  whether  either  minister 
or  spouse  will  continue  to  work  and  expected  income,  Social  Security  payments 
expected,  as  well  as  the  value  of  other  assets  such  as  savings  and  property  owned. 

b.  The  duly  constituted  Homes  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for 
Claimants  will  review  all  applications  for  grants  and  make  recommendations  to 
the  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants.  Recommendations  will  be  made 
in  order  of  need  as  shown  on  the  application. 

c.  Ministers  or  surviving  spouses  applying  for  grants  will  be  notified  of  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Homes  Committee  before  it  is  presented  to  the  Board  of  Pensions 
and  Homes  for  Claimants.  If  the  recommendation  is  to  deny  a  grant  or  to  approve 
a  grant  less  than  asked  for,  the  reasons  for  the  denial  or  deduction  in  the  amount 
will  also  be  sent  to  the  applicant.  An  unfavorable  recommendation  may  be  appealed 
to  the  full  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  by  the  applicant. 

Report  No.  13  —  HEALTH  INSURANCE 

The  partial  self -funded  health  insurance  plan  has  been  in  operation  for  over  2  years. 
The  claims  experience  has  been  good.  The  program  has  been  able  to  build  a  reasonable 
reserve  in  the  trust  fund. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  the  Board  of  Pensions  approved  adding 
a  limited  routine  physical  to  the  benefits.  This  is  a  further  attempt  to  keep  claims  down  by 
promoting  good  health  and  by  attempting  to  catch  potential  problems  before  they  become 
critical.  Detailed  information  will  be  available  at  Annual  Conference.  JRH  Risk  Services 
remains  as  the  third  party  administrator.  Family  premiums  are  the  same  in  1992  as  they 
were  in  1991  ($195  per  month) .  Beginning  March  1  of  this  year,  drug  coverage  for  the  Medicare 
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Supplement  participants  was  added  to  their  benefits.  Currently,  this  is  a  50-50  co-pay.  After 
a  year  of  experience,  the  costs  for  this  benefit  will  be  reviewed  and  increased  if  at  all  possible. 

The  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  recommends  that  the  appropriation 
for  Health  Insurance  for  1992  be  $1,250,000.00  which  represents  a  4%  increase  over  1991.  In 
1991,  95%  of  the  health  insurance  apportionment  was  received. 


COUNCIL  ON  FINANCE  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

Report  No.  1  —  ORGANIZATIONAL  STRUCTURE 

We  recommend  that: 

1.  The  Fiscal  Office  tabulate  church  by  church,  fund  by  fund,  the  information  given  on 
the  remittance  blanks  for  the  conference  depository. 

2.  The  First  Alabama  Bank  of  Covington  County  be  designated  to  serve  as  the  conference 
depository  to  receive  funds  and  keep  specified  records. 

3.  The  Fiscal  Office  prepare  reports  as  required  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Adminis¬ 
tration  and  mail  copies  to  persons  who  may  need  such  reports. 

4.  The  Fiscal  Office  disburse  all  checks  pertaining  to  every  fund  and  keep  the  proper 
files  of  the  copies  of  the  check  orders  from  the  secretaries  authorizing  the  issue  of  such  checks. 
We  further  recommend  that  the  copies  of  the  checks  issued  be  filed  after  having  been  charged 
against  the  account  upon  which  they  have  been  drawn.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  fiscal  officer 
to  keep  the  records,  make  the  reports,  and  handle  all  financial  transactions  of  all  the 
conference  agencies. 

5.  ALL  DISTRICT  AND  CONFERENCE  FUNDS  be  channeled  through  The  First 
Alabama  Bank  of  Covington  County,  and  records  be  kept  by  the  Fiscal  Office  of  the 
conference. 

6.  The  duties  of  the  fiscal  officer  be  combined  with  those  of  the  executive  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants,  and  other  responsibilities  assigned  by  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

7.  Beginning  with  the  1992  quadrennium  we  recommend  that  the  office  of  the  statistician 
be  combined  with  the  Fiscal  Office  and  that  the  Fiscal  Office  provide  all  functions  now 
provided  by  the  Statistician. 

8.  The  Council  nominates  for  the  ensuing  quadrennium  the  following  Conference  officers, 
term  of  office  to  begin  December  1,  1992.  (See  Standing  Rule  2) : 

Treasurer,  the  Rev.  Gerald  H.  Maddox 
Journal  Editor,  the  Rev.  Don  Brill 
Registrar,  the  Rev.  Thomas  S.  Sheppard 

Report  No.  2  —  RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

1.  The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  shall  meet  prior  to  Annual  Conference 
and  during  the  conference  session  as  needed.  A  mid-year  meeting  and  a  spring  meeting  of 
the  Council  shall  be  held.  Other  meetings  shall  be  on  call  of  the  president  of  the  Council. 

2.  All  persons  interested  in  presenting  a  request  to  the  Council  are  invited  to  do  so  or 
to  attend  any  of  the  Council  meetings.  All  Council  meetings  shall  be  open  to  all  interested 
persons,  except  when  by  majority  vote  the  Council  elects  to  meet  in  executive  session. 

3.  Each  agency,  whose  records  are  not  kept  by  the  Fiscal  Office,  is  required  to  bond 
its  treasurer,  which  may  be  done  through  the  Council  at  no  cost  to  the  agency.  Such  agency 
shall  provide  a  copy  of  its  audit  and  other  reports  to  the  Council  as  deemed  necessary  by 
the  Council.  (Para.  713.2;  714.2  198 8  Discipline) .  Reports  to  the  Council  shall  be  in  such  detail 
and  provided  at  such  times  as  the  Council  may  direct. 

4.  The  Council  may  withhold  conference  funds  from  any  agency  or  board  which  fails 
or  refuses  to  present  proper  bonds  or  audits.  Such  withholding  shall  continue  until  proper 
requests  are  met. 

5.  An  audit  of  the  complete  financial  status  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  published 
in  the  Conference  Journal. 

6.  All  boards  and  agencies  are  required  to  cooperate  with  the  conference  treasurer  in 
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the  development  of  detailed  financial  reports  of  the  income,  expenditures  and  remaining 
balances,  with  these  reports  to  be  published  in  the  Conference  Journal. 

7.  The  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  and  all  boards  and  agencies  receiving  funds 
from  conference  benevolences  with  budget  amounts  approved  by  the  Annual  Conference 
shall  be  allowed  to  withdraw  funds  or  make  expenditures  on  a  monthly  basis  as  needed. 
Funds  available  monthly  will  be  equivalent  of  91.66%  (ll/12s)  of  the  allocation  to  the  agency 
prorated  on  the  basis  of  benevolence  receipts  of  the  prior  year.  Receipts  for  the  first  eleven 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  will  apply  to  the  allocation  with  no  check  order  honored  in  December 
of  each  year  until  solvency  is  determined  by  the  Fiscal  Office.  Any  expenditure  more  than 
the  current  balance  in  that  account  shall  be  cleared  with  the  chairperson  of  the  Council  and 
the  executive  director  of  the  CCOM. 

8.  The  Council  shall  make  emergency  program  allocations  from  the  Conference 
Benevolences  Contingency  Fund  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Council  and  the  executive 
committee  of  the  CCOM.  The  Council  shall  make  expenditures  derived  from  interest  on 
investments  of  the  current  balances.  Procedures  for  expenditures  from  the  Conference  Council 
Program  Reserve  account  are  contained  in  that  report. 

9.  Before  a  financial  appeal  of  any  type  is  conducted  by  any  institution,  board,  agency, 
commission,  church  or  individual,  complete  plans  must  be  presented  to  the  Councils  on 
Finance  and  Administration  of  each  conference  within  the  two  Areas  for  an  area  appeal 
affecting  both  Areas,  or  to  the  Council  for  a  Conference-wide  appeal.  (Para.  710.5,  1988 
Discipline .) 

10.  The  adoption  of  reports  and  recommendations  of  the  Council  by  the  Annual  Conference 
shall  become  the  final  action  of  the  Conference,  and  shall  be  accepted  regardless  of  the 
adoption  of  any  and  all  reports  and  recommendations  of  boards,  commissions  and  agencies. 
An  exception  is  made  when  there  is  a  difference  between  the  report  of  the  Council  and  the 
request  of  the  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants,  in  which  case  the  latter  shall 
take  precedence. 

11.  In  order  to  avoid  the  depositing  of  conference  funds  in  any  one  bank  in  excess  of 
the  insured  limits,  the  Council  shall  serve  as  clearing  house  for  all  agencies  in  the  Annual 
Conference  making  deposits  in  any  bank,  either  savings  or  checking  accounts,  and  no  such 
deposits  shall  be  made  by  any  agency  without  approval  by  the  Council. 

12.  A  Committee  on  Investments  and  Audits  within  the  Council  will  be  responsible  for 
reviewing,  approving,  and  supervising  all  banking  relationships  of  the  Council  with  special 
attention  given  to  investments  including  conference  agencies.  This  committee  will  also  have 
responsibility  for  reviewing  audits  of  all  church  agencies  receiving  funds  from  the  Annual 
Conference.  (Note  rule  3  &  4  above). 

13.  We  recommend  that  Thursday,  June  11, 1992,  be  set  as  the  official  moving  date  for 
this  Conference  year.  In  the  case  of  moving  ministers,  all  June  salary  shall  be  paid  to  the 
newly  appointed  minister  by  the  receiving  church. 

Report  No.  3  -  DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENTS 

We  recommend  that: 

1.  The  salary  of  the  district  superintendents  be  set  at  $53,987.00  for  1993  with  travel 
expense  paid  on  voucher  from  a  travel  pool  not  to  exceed  $55,000.  The  rate  per  mile  shall 
be  adjusted  by  the  executive  committee  of  the  Council  as  needed  within  the  above  total  limit. 

2.  District  superintendents  receive  no  supplementary  travel  funds  from  district  admin¬ 
istration  or  district  work  funds. 

3.  Each  district  shall  place  funds  in  its  budget  for  district  parsonage  utilities,  up  to  a 
total  of  $3,600.00  for  each  calendar/budget  year. 

4.  Each  district  place  in  its  district  administration  or  district  work  fund  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  $750.00  for  continuing  education. 

5.  Since  1989,  the  base  salary  of  the  district  superintendents  for  the  ensuing  year  has 
been  the  average  of  the  highest  base  pastor’s  salary  in  each  of  the  nine  districts.  We 
recommend  the  continuation  of  this  formula. 
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Report  No.  4  —  JOURNAL  EDITOR 

It  is  recommended  that: 

1.  All  boards,  commissions,  committees  and  other  agencies  submitting  reports  to  be 
included  in  the  Brochure  of  Reports  must  have  the  reports  in  the  hands  of  the  editor  no  later 
than  the  fourth  Monday  in  March. 

2.  The  Journal  Editor  shall  have  authority  to  edit  reports  but  not  to  change  the  meaning 
of  any  part  of  any  report. 

3.  Standing  Rule  18.  (c)  be  followed  in  distributing  the  Brochure  of  Reports.  It  shall  be 
the  responsibility  of  the  district  superintendents  to  supply  the  names  and  addresses  of  lay 
members  no  later  than  April  1.  Additional  copies  shall  be  made  available  to  the  conference 
registrar. 

4.  All  memoirs  (including  photographs)  be  in  the  hands  of  the  editor  by  the  closing  of 
the  last  business  session  of  the  annual  conference.  Responsibility  for  this  material  shall  reside 
with  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History. 

5.  All  materials  to  be  included  in  the  Journal  (other  than  those  in  4  above)  must  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  editor  not  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  close  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

6.  The  Annual  Conference  Journal  shall  be  distributed  according  to  Standing  Rule  18. a. 
An  order  for  the  Journal  will  be  provided  prior  to  Annual  Conference  with  the  final  day  to 
order  a  Journal  to  be  the  last  day  of  the  Conference  session. 

Report  No.  5  —  POLICIES  AND  GUIDELINES 
ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  REGISTRAR 

Standing  Rule  8  of  the  Annual  Conference  makes  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Adminis¬ 
tration  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  for  the  Annual  Conference  Session.  In  keeping  with 
this,  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  has  selected  one  person  as  conference 
registrar  to  supervise  registration  of  and  assignment  of  rooms  to  Annual  Conference 
delegates ;  handle  calls  for  persons  attending  sessions ;  supervise  displays  and  allocation 
of  rooms  for  such;  handle  reservations  for  meeting  rooms  and  for  dining  areas. 

In  order  to  implement  and  prevent  overlapping  of  authority,  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  adopts  the  following  guidelines : 

1.  The  Conference  Registrar  shall  have  full  responsibility  for  interpreting  the  eligibility 
of  those  covered  under  Standing  Rule  8  for  entertainment  at  the  Annual  Conference  Session. 
This  may  be  appealed  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

2.  Chairpersons  of  boards  and  agencies  who  are  not  elected  delegates  and  attend  the 
Annual  Conference  in  order  to  give  reports  shall  have  their  expenses  paid  by  their  own  board 
or  agency. 

3.  Space  and/or  rooms  to  be  used  for  displays  shall  be  assigned  by  the  registrar  and 
no  other.  Space  shall  be  assigned  on  a  first  come  basis. 

4.  Use  of  dining  halls,  rooms  or  areas  shall  be  determined  by  the  registrar.  Fees  for 
dining  rooms  shall  be  paid  by  the  group  using  such  rooms. 

5.  No  materials  will  be  allowed  on  the  registration  table  other  than  those  necessary  for 
registration.  Other  arrangements  should  be  made  to  distribute  materials  through  the 
registrar. 

6.  Commercial  displays  will  be  allowed  only  in  a  room  assigned  and  publicized  for  this 
purpose  with  the  exception  of  Cokesbury  which  will  continue  to  have  a  room  assigned  only 
to  it. 

7.  Special  needs,  such  as  hymnals,  altar  furnishings,  projectors,  etc.  shall  be  arranged 
through  the  registrar  at  least  two  weeks  before  conference.  Needs  arising  during  conference 
which  could  not  be  anticipated  will  also  be  arranged  through  the  registrar  and  not  through 
the  Huntingdon  College. 

Report  No.  6  —  SPECIAL  FUNDS  AND  COLLECTIONS 

We  make  the  following  recommendations  for  those  causes  for  which  no  funds  are 
allocated: 

1.  That  our  conference  continue  to  give  its  hearty  support  to  Advance  Specials  at  both 
General  and  Conference  levels.

2.  That  the  White  Christmas  and  fifth  Sunday  church  school  offerings  for  the  Children’s 
Home  be  given  full  support  throughout  the  Conference. 

3.  That  each  local  church  observe  World  Communion  Sunday,  Human  Relations  Day, 
One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing,  United  Methodist  Student  Day,  Peace  with  Justice  Sunday,  Native 
American  Awareness  Sunday  and  that  special  offerings  be  received  or  budgeted  for  these 
special  days. 

4.  That  support  for  Golden  Cross  Ministries  be  given  through  a  special  offering  on 
Mother’s  Day,  and  support  for  Homes  for  the  Aging  be  given  through  a  special  offering  on 
Father’s  Day  each  year.  We  further  recommend  that  these  be  given  promotion  by  the  Board 
of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries  and  supported  by  the  entire  conference. 

5.  That  the  Committee  on  Camping  of  the  Board  of  Education  be  granted  permission 
to  make  a  selective  appeal  for  funds  to  help  underwrite  the  camps  for  underprivileged  and 
special  youth. 

6.  That  the  conference  give  full  support  to  the  Youth  Service  Fund. 

7.  That  permission  be  given  to  the  United  Methodist  Women  to  continue  their  efforts 
to  secure  funds  for  Blue  Lake. 

8.  That  the  Jurisdiction  Missional  Growth  Fund  continue  to  receive  the  support  of  our 
conference. 

9.  That  permission  be  granted  Huntingdon  College  to  continue  to  solicit  funds  in  its  major 
funds  campaign  provided  that  there  be  no  conference  goals  or  quotas  on  any  church  nor 
solicitation  of  funds  through  the  churches. 

10.  The  Assembly  Ground  Commission  be  granted  permission  to  solicit  funds  through 
its  Blue  Lake  Partner  program  provided  that  there  be  no  conference  goals  or  quotas  on  any 
church  nor  solicitation  of  funds  through  the  churches. 

11.  That  permission  be  granted  the  Mobile  Inner  City  Mission  to  establish  “The  Mobile 
Inner  City  Endowment  Fund”  to  receive  donations,  gifts,  subscriptions,  and  bequests  provided 
that  there  be  no  conference  goals  or  quotas  on  any  church  nor  solicitation  of  funds  through 
the  churches. 

12.  We  recommend  that  a  Sunday  in  November  be  designated  for  receiving  an  offering 
for  the  Southeast  Jurisdiction  T.V.  Ministry,  25%  of  which  is  to  be  retained  within  our 
Conference. 

13.  That  the  second  Sunday  in  September  be  designated  as  “Camping  Sunday”  for  Blue 
Lake  Camp  and  an  offering  received  be  designated  for  debt  retirement  of  the  Camp.  Special 
recognition  shall  be  given  volunteers  in  the  camping  program  of  Blue  Lake. 

14.  That  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home  be  given  permission  to  promote  a  Capital 
Funds  Campaign  in  1992,  but  that  no  quotas  or  goals  be  set  for  any  local  church.  Funds  shall 
be  solicited  on  an  individual,  business  and  foundation  basis. 

15.  That  the  United  Methodist  Men  be  given  permission  to  promote  funding  of  their 
Kingdom  Builders  Project  with  the  understanding  that  there  would  be  no  goals  nor  quotas 
placed  upon  local  churches. 

16.  That  permission  be  granted  the  Commission  on  New  Congregational  Development 
to  conduct  a  fund  raising  effort  to  support  new  church  development,  such  funds  to  be  placed 
in  an  endowment.  There  will  be  no  goals  nor  quotas  upon  local  churches.

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2.  We  recommend  that  those  agencies  responsible  for  salaries  from  benevolence  funds 
make  salaries  a  priority  in  those  funds  allocated. 

3.  We  recommend  that  there  be  a  two  percent  (2%)  service  charge  placed  on  all  funds 
that  remain  within  the  bounds  of  our  Conference  which  the  Conference  treasurer  manages 
in  bookkeeping,  check  writing,  and  other  services  connected  therewith.  The  accrual  is  to 
be  credited  to  the  Conference  Administration  Fund  for  use  by  the  Fiscal  Office  to  defray 
the  costs  of  fiscal  management.  The  following  funds  are  excluded  from  this  service  charge: 
General  and  Jurisdictional  apportionments,  special  day  offerings,  including  Mother’s  Day, 
Father’s  Day  and  Golden  Cross,  all  Advance  Specials,  Conference  Claimants  Funds  and 
Health  Insurance  Funds,  Youth  Service  Fund,  the  Children’s  Home  offering,  and  interest 
on  investments. 


Report  No.  8  —  STEWARDSHIP  RESPONSIBILITIES 
AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  CONCERNS 


1.  The  Council  believes  that  all  apportionments  are  needed  in  the  amounts  apportioned. 
Further,  the  Council  believes  that  it  is  within  the  capacity  of  the  churches  to  pay  the  appor¬ 
tionments  in  full.  Effort  has  been  made  to  hold  the  apportionments  for  which  the  Council 
has  responsibility  to  minimum  increases,  and  if  possible,  level  funding.  The  1993  Conference 
budget  reflects  an  increase  of  3.04%  over  1992. 

2.  We  recommend  that  in  setting  apportionments  for  new  churches,  the  following  be  the 


policy: 


1st  full  year 
2nd  year 
3rd  year 

4th  year  &  following 


no  apportionments 
50%  apportioned 
75%  apportioned 
100%  apportioned 


3.  We  recommend  that  apportionments  be  made  to  all  churches  as  developed  by  the 
formula  method.  However,  the  district  superintendent  and  the  Council  may  meet  jointly  prior 
to  the  mailing  of  apportionments  to  churches  to  make  adjustments  with  appropriate  explana¬ 
tions  by  the  district  superintendent  to  the  church  involved. 

4.  We  recommend  that  local  churches  provide  for  the  audits  of  local  church  records  as 
provided  in  paragraph  267.3c  of  the  1988  Discipline.  It  is  our  suggestion  that  audits  of  local 
church  financial  records  should  be  done  by  someone  other  than  church  staff  and  should  involve 
others,  though  members  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  may  be  included. 


Report  No.  9  —  DISCIPLINARY  REQUIREMENT 

Paragraph  714.1  of  the  1988  Discipline  requires  the  Council  to  approve  the  bonding  agent 
for  the  treasurer  and/or  treasurers  of  all  agencies  and  boards,  and  to  recommend  amounts 
for  which  treasurers  are  bonded.  The  Council  recommends  that  the  present  policy  of  bonding 
be  continued  through  the  General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 


Report  No.  10  —  FORMULA  AND  ALLOCATIONS 

1.  We  recommend  that  apportionments  be  developed  using  a  formula  based  on  weights 
of  25%  membership  and  75%  financial  strength  (see  Standing  Rule  27),  and  that  apportion¬ 
ments  be  determined  by  local  church  decimals  applied  to  the  amount  of  each  budget  item 
at  the  Conference  level. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  financial  strength  of  a  local  church  in  calculating  the  decimal 
formula  be  based  upon  membership  and  all  local  expenditures,  (lines  64-72  of  the  local  church 
report  to  the  Annual  Conference) .  This  eliminates  all  apportionments  and  special  giving  from 
the  formula. 

3.  It  is  recommended  that  the  spring  meeting  of  the  Council  be  the  time  for  receiving 
requests  from  the  Council  on  Ministries  and  boards  and  agencies  for  allocations  from  the 
benevolence  budget  for  the  ensuing  year.  All  boards  and  agencies  funded  through  the 
benevolence  budget  should  be  advised  that  they  place  their  allocation  of  funds  for  their 
program  in  jeopardy  when  they  fail  to  comply  with  requested  information  required  by  the 
Council  on  Ministries. 
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4.  We  recommend  that  apportionments  be  developed  and  distributed  to  each  church  in 
order  that  they  may  be  used  for  development  of  local  church  budgets  for  the  calendar  year. 
Apportionments  shall  be  developed  by  the  Fiscal  Office  using  the  data  submitted  on  the  local 
church  report  to  the  Annual  Conference.  Errors  and  corrections  may  be  made  in  reports 
prior  to  Annual  Conference.  A  tentative  apportionment  schedule  will  be  mailed  following 
Annual  Conference  to  be  reviewed  for  errors  and  corrections.  A  final  schedule  will  be  mailed 
no  later  than  August  19,  1992,  after  which  no  changes  will  be  permitted. 

5.  Attention  is  called  to  the  closing  of  the  books  of  the  Conference  treasurer  January 
7, 1993.  All  remittances  to  be  applied  to  1992  receipts  must  be  in  the  bank  by  its  closing  time 
of  2:00  p.m.  No  remittances  for  1993  should  be  sent  until  after  January  7,  1993. 

6.  Preparation  of  the  statistical  tables  for  1992  shall  be  handled  in  the  conference  Fiscal 
Office.  Report  forms  will  be  mailed  in  December  to  each  local  church  from  the  conference 
office  for  reporting  local  church  expenses.  These  forms  are  to  be  returned  to  the  district 
superintendent  so  as  to  reach  the  conference  office  by  January  15, 1993.  A  computer  print¬ 
out  of  the  annual  report  will  be  mailed  to  each  church  for  review  and  correction. 

Report  No.  11  —  MINISTERS  MOVING  EXPENSE 

We  recommend  that  upon  retirement,  disability  or  death  of  a  minister,  the  conference 
pay  up  to  $1,000.00  for  documented  moving  expense  to  the  first  place  of  retirement  or  dis¬ 
ability.  Likewise,  the  conference  shall  assist  the  surviving  spouse  of  a  minister  to  the  first 
place  of  dwelling  following  death  of  the  minister. 

Report  No.  12  —  ZERO  BASED  BUDGETING 

The  following  proposal  for  zero  based  budgeting  is  presented  by  the  Council,  which  was 
adopted  by  the  Conference  on  June  1,  1988: 

1.  All  program  area  budgets  of  Annual  Conference  boards  and  agencies  will  begin  the 
year  with  a  zero  balance. 

2.  The  annual  budgets  for  boards  and  agencies  shall  be  prepared  on  a  “zero-base.”  It 
is  intended  that  all  programs,  projects  and  functions,  old  and  new,  be  analyzed  and  re¬ 
evaluated  on  a  year-to-year  basis ;  that  groups  requesting  budgeted  funds  be  required  to 
justify  those  requests  in  detail  to  explain  why  money  is  needed,  specifically  what  it  will  be 
used  for,  the  resulting  benefits,  and  what  would  result  if  the  request  were  denied. 

3.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  unused  balances  for  each  board  and  agency  shall 
be  transferred  to  a  reserve  account,  which  shall  be  designated  as  the  “Conference  Program 
Reserve  Account.” 

4.  The  Conference  Program  Reserve  Account  shall  consist  of : 

a.  unused  balances  of  boards  and  agencies 

b.  funds  which  may  be  budgeted  for  the  reserve  account 

c.  funds  received  from  terminated  activities  which  remain  unused  for  those  activities 
when  transferred  by  the  Council  on  Ministries 

d.  interest  earned  from  sources  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration 

e.  Funds  from  other  sources  that  may  be  deposited  by  any  board  or  agency  or  group 
within  the  Conference 

5.  During  the  first  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year,  in  order  to  provide  funding  for  programs 
anticipated  during  the  quarter,  boards  and  agencies  will  have  available  to  them  out  of  the 
CPR  account,  25%  of  their  prior  year’s  receipts  on  their  agency’s  apportionment.  All 
expenditures  above  this  percentage  will  also  be  drawn  from  the  CPR  account,  when  necessary, 
but  only  upon  approval  of  the  CCOM  director  and  the  Conference  treasurer,  with  all  such 
expenditures  being  charged  to  the  board  or  agency’s  allocation  for  the  year. 

6.  During  the  second  through  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year,  the  use  of  the  CPR  account 
by  the  boards  and  agencies  will  follow  the  same  procedures  now  governing  the  Conference 
Benevolence  Contingency  Fund,  that  is,  prior  joint  approval  by  the  CCOM  executive 
committee  and  the  CFA  executive  committee. 

7.  The  Conference  Program  Reserve  Account  funds  may  be  disbursed  for  program 
purposes  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  as  directed  by  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  on  recommendation  of  the  CCOM  director.

Report  No.  13  —  MOVING  EXPENSE  GUIDELINES,  LOCAL  CHURCHES 

The  following  guidelines  for  the  moving  expenses  of  ministers  first  appears  in  the  1984 
Journal,  page  330.  It  is  printed  here  for  the  information  of  pastors  and  churches : 

1.  Before  moving  to  a  new  appointment,  an  incoming  pastor  should  communicate  with 
the  PPRC  chairperson  to  ascertain  the  church’s  policy  on  paying  moving  expenses 
and  to  discuss  moving  plans. 

2.  If  the  incoming  pastor  plans  to  use  a  commercial  mover,  two  estimates  should  be 
secured  from  the  movers. 

3.  The  receiving  church  is  responsible  for  the  moving  expenses  of  an  incoming  pastor 
up  to  a  maximum  of  7,500  pounds. 

4.  The  cost  of  packing  by  the  movers,  if  done,  is  not  the  responsibility  of  the  receiving 
church. 

Report  No.  14  —  COSTS  OF  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

By  action  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  1991,  in  response  to  the  motion  presented  at  the 
1990  session  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Council  makes  the  following  recommendations : 

1.  In  order  to  have  a  more  accurate  account  for  meals  served,  the  Conference  will  provide 
meal  tickets  for  all  Conference  members,  guests  and  other  official  visitors  beginning  with 
the  1991  session. 

2.  Beginning  with  the  conference  session  of  1992  a  charge  of  $15.00  per  person  will  be 
made  for  all  who  use  Conference  provided  housing  on  the  Campus.  (Standing  Rule  8).  The 
Council  will  be  responsible  for  studying  and  investigating  possible  locations  for  future  sessions 
of  the  Annual  Conference. 

3.  The  1993  Brochure  of  Reports  will  contain  an  order  blank  requiring  orders  to  be  placed 
for  the  Conference  Journal  at  $10.00  including  cost  of  mailing.  Those  desiring  loose  leaf  copies 
will  be  charged  $15.00.  Order  forms  will  be  available  in  other  places  as  well.  (Standing  Rule 
18. a)

August  4-7,  1992  August  7-9,  1992 

THEME:  “GLIMPSES  OF  GOD” 

DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  THEME :  Often  through  the  lives  and  leadership  of  common 
women  and  men,  God  addreses  the  powerful,  calling  us  from  complacent  self-indulgence 
to  a  renewed  commitment  to  justice,  love  and  peace.  How  do  the  relationships  among  people 
in  the  Middle  East  lead  to  a  fuller  understanding  of  the  implications  of  living  in  an  inter¬ 
dependent  world  community?  How  do  institutions  such  as  the  church  model  justice  for  all, 
affirming  God’s  intention  that  every  person  is  precious  and  has  gifts  to  develop  and  share 
—  women  as  well  as  men,  both  girls  and  boys?  How  does  the  church  view  its  structure  and 
practices  to  allow  full  participation  of  women?

This  study  will  challenge  the  church  within  its  structures  and  in  society  to  answer  God’s 
call  for  justice,  inclusiveness,  and  power  sharing,  encouraging  equal  partnership  between 
females  and  males  in  the  ongoing  work  of  God’s  creation. 

GEOGRAPHICAL  STUDY:  ‘  FAITH  IN  THE  MIDST  OF  STRUGGLE  — 

THE  MIDDLE  EAST” 

taught  by  Rev.  Rick  Owen,  Scottsboro,  Alabama 
To  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  history  and  present  situation  in  the  Middle  East 
so  that  as  Christians  in  Canada  and  in  the  United  States  we  can  better  identify  and  understand 
both  our  responsibilities  and  some  appropriate  means  for  participation  in  struggles  for  peace, 
justice  and  unity  in  witness  with  Middle  Eastern  partners. 

SPIRITUAL  GROWTH  STUDY:  “AMOS:  WINDOW  TO  GOD” 
taught  by  Rev.  W.  Emmett  M.  Diggs,  Norfolk,  Virginia 
The  guiding  concept  of  this  study  will  cause  us  to  become  more  aware  of  the  social- 
political-economic-cultural  factors  that  determine  our  view  of  and  relationship  with  God. 
Then  to  attempt  to  view  God  from  the  perspectives  of  others  whose  definitions  of  these  factors 
differ  radically  from  our  own.  Amos,  the  prophet,  will  provide  the  biblical  base  for  viewing 
both  God  and  our  world  from  the  perspective  of  the  oppressed  —  those  who  are  poor  and 
victims  of  injustices  foreign  to  most  of  us. 

TEACHING  MISSION  TO  CHILDREN:  taught  by  Sharon  Allen,  Mobile,  Alabama 
This  course  will  be  offered  during  the  weekend  school  only.  It  is  designed  for  those  working 
with  children  in  the  local  church.  Resources  for  this  study  will  be  related  to  the  general  study 
theme. 


CANDLER  SCHOOL  OF  THEOLOGY 

My  tenure  as  Candler  School  of  Theology’s  seventh  dean  began  on  July  1, 1991.  During 
the  past  ten  months  I  have  identified  three  priorities  which  will  shape  our  efforts  in  the  coming 
year:  engagement,  enrollment,  and  endowment.  Engagement  with  the  church,  a  stable 
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enrollment,  and  a  growing  endowment  must  undergird  our  mission  of  educating  men  and 
women  for  ministry. 

At  this  critical  time  in  both  the  life  of  the  church  and  in  theological  education,  we  are 
committed  to  a  revitalization  of  our  engagement  with  the  church.  We  take  seriously  our 
relationship  with  local  churches  and  annual  conferences,  seeking  the  wisdom  offered  by  the 
church  as  we  provide  research  and  scholarship  to  enhance  local  church  ministry. 

We  also  have  given  special  attention  to  our  enrollment.  As  the  church  faces  shortages 
of  clergy,  men  and  women  must  be  assisted  in  their  decisions  about  how  to  answer  God’s 
call  to  them  to  ministry.  Assisted  by  a  network  of  alumni/ae,  we  have  made  a  new  commit¬ 
ment  to  serving  prospective  students  by  supporting  them  in  their  seminary  decisions. 

One  way  we  will  support  new  and  continuing  Candler  students  during  the  1992-93  academic 
year  is  by  maintaining  the  1991-92  tuition  level  of  $8,000.  We  are  committed  to  making  a 
Candler  education,  which  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  nation,  as  inexpensive  as  possible.  Coupled 
with  our  growing  resources  in  scholarships  and  grants,  the  tuition  freeze  helps  us  honor  that 
commitment. 

Candler’s  endowment  must  increase  if  we  are  to  keep  theological  education  affordable. 
We  continue  to  benefit  from  the  seeds  sown  by  former  Candler  development  officers,  and 
we  are  working  to  establish  relationships  that  will  bring  future  endowment  income  in  the 
areas  of  scholarship,  faculty  chairs,  facilities  renovation,  and  continuing  education. 

We  welcome  and  encourage  the  partnership  of  alumni/ae  and  friends  in  our  mission 
of  education  and  service,  and  we  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  abiding  support  of  local  churches 
through  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund.  Your  gifts  to  Candler  through  the  MEF  are  invest¬ 
ments  in  the  called  and  committed  men  and  women  who  will  serve  this  conference  as  pastors, 
Christian  educators,  and  dedicated  laypersons.

1991  MEMBERSHIP  REPORT 
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COMMITTEE  ON  EPISCOPACY 

This  report  is  the  last  for  the  majority  of  the  members  of  this  committee.  During  the 
eight  years  we  have  served  together  on  this  committee,  we  have  seen  our  conference  become 
an  episcopal  area,  the  appointment  of  our  first  bishop,  the  location  of  an  episcopal  office 
in  Montgomery  and  the  purchase  and  furnishing  of  an  episcopal  residence.  The  members 
of  this  committee  have  dared  to  dream,  and  we  have  seen  our  dreams  come  true.  The 
conference  has  given  us  splendid  support;  and  we  are  most  grateful  for  this.  We  all  share 
the  pride  and  sense  of  accomplishment  that  is  ours  because  of  the  progress  made  during 
these  years ;  and  we  look  forward  to  even  greater  things  in  the  days  ahead  under  new  leaders. 

Herewith,  we  undertake  the  responsibility  of  reporting  to  the  conference  on  our  work 
for  the  past  year  and  giving  a  summary  of  our  work  for  the  last  quadrennium.  During  this 
time,  it  has  been  this  committee’s  good  fortune  to  work  with  Bishop  Charles  W.  Hancock, 
our  resident  bishop,  and  his  lovely  wife,  Mariam.  When  the  Hancocks  were  appointed  to 
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this  newly-created  episcopal  area  in  1988,  we  felt  very  fortunate;  however,  we  did  not  know 
just  how  fortunate  we  really  were.  Never  have  we  had  an  episcopal  couple  who  has  worked 
harder,  known  the  laity  and  clergy  of  our  conference  better  and  endeared  themselves  to 
all  our  people  as  the  Hancocks.  As  they  retire  in  August  of  this  year,  they  will  leave  behind 
them  a  “tough  act  to  follow.”  They  have,  indeed,  set  a  high  standard  of  leadership  which 
will  be  a  model  for  episcopal  leaders  coming  after  them. 

During  the  first  quadrennium  as  an  episcopal  area,  numerous  signs  of  improvement 
have  appeared.  Among  these:  1)  Our  bishop  is  able  to  visit  more  of  our  churches  for  various 
services.  2)  The  bishop  is  able  to  give  more  time  for  meetings  and  work  with  his  cabinet. 
3)  The  bishop  is  able  to  give  more  time  for  consultations  with  Pastor-Parish  Relations 
Committees/clergy  on  discussions  about  appointments.  4)  The  bishop  is  able  to  work  more 
closely  with  the  boards/agencies  of  the  conference.  5)  The  bishop  seems  closer  and  more 
approachable  for  both  laity  and  clergy.  6)  The  bishop  is  able  to  give  time  and  leadership 
to  areas/matters  which  need  special  attention.  7)  A  closer  working  relationship  has  been 
established  between  the  bishop  and  the  laity,  and  the  bishop  and  the  clergy.  8)  The  bishop 
and  his  wife  know  and  are  known  better  throughout  the  conference.  9)  A  spirit  of  unity  has 
grown  among  us.  And  10)  There  seems  to  be  more  pride  in  who  we  are  and  what  we  are 
about;  and  there  seems  to  be  a  greater  effort  put  forth  to  attain  higher  goals. 

At  a  recent  meeting,  this  committee  completed  an  evaluation  of  our  bishop’s  leadership 
skills  and  his  relationship  to/with  various  groups.  Needless  to  say,  Bishop  Hancock  was  given 
an  excellent  evaluation  in  all  categories.  He  is  perceived  as  a  strong  leader,  with  excellent 
administrative  skills  and  deeply  committed  to  his  work.  Numerous  evidences  of  his  good 
leadership  were  pointed  out,  but  let  me  cite  just  two  of  them :  1)  In  the  last  year,  our  conference 
had  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  1,898.  For  the  four  years,  1988-91,  we  had  a  net  gain  of  6,018; 
which  represents  a  percentage  gain  of  4.6%.  2)  Our  record  of  giving  has  suffered  some  in 
recent  years;  however,  we  are  improving  this  slowly  but  surely.  Last  year,  our  conference 
paid  84.9%  of  all  its  apportionments.  We  credit  this  growth  and  progress  in  large  measure 
to  Bishop  Hancock’s  strong  leadership. 

Neither  this  committee  nor  the  conference  can  adequately  express  to  the  Hancocks  our 
profound  debt  of  gratitude  for  all  they  have  done  among  us  during  these  four  years ;  but 
on  Thursday,  July  30,  we,  as  a  conference,  will  gather  (at  a  time  and  place  to  be  announced) 
to  try  to  express  our  thanks  and  to  say,  “Bon  voyage”  to  this  fine  couple.  Upon  retirement, 
the  Hancocks  will  be  moving  to  Macon,  Georgia.  Our  love,  our  prayers  and  our  most  sincere 
best  wishes  will  go  with  them ;  and  their  future  will  always  be  of  genuine  concern  to  us,  because 
they  will  always  be  a  part  of  us. 

Your  present  Committee  on  Episcopacy  has  taken  preliminary  steps  to  insure  a  smooth 
and  orderly  transition  when  Bishop  Hancock  retires  and  another  bishop  is  appointed  to  this 
area  later  this  year.  We  gladly  offer  any  assistance  we  may  give  during  this  period  of  change. 
Other  plans  for  the  transition  period  and  for  out-going/in-coming  bishops  will  be  made  by 
the  committee  to  be  named  this  week. 

Eternally  grateful  for  God’s  love  and  wise  leadership,  we  move  into  the  future  with  a 
deep  feeling  of  confidence  that  God  has  called  us  to  do  His  work,  and  that  He  will  honor  every 
effort  that  is  put  forth  in  His  name.  In  the  words  of  the  hymn-writer,  we  say,  “Thy  cross 
is  lifted  o’er  us,  we  journey  in  its  light;  the  crown  awaits  the  conquest;  lead  on,  o  God  of 
might.”

“ALICE  LEE  AWARD” 

June  1,  1992

Judd:  On  behalf  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  it  is  my  privilege  this 
afternoon,  along  with  Libba,  to  present  the  very  first  ALICE  LEE  AWARD  in  recognition 
of  a  woman  who  has  made  a  truly  outstanding  contribution  to  the  life  of  the  church  by  blazing 
trails,  breaking  barriers,  and  opening  doors  for  others.  It  is  certainly  appropriate  that  this 
award,  which  will  be  presented  annually  at  this  time,  should  bear  the  name  of  Alice  Lee. 
Miss  Alice  epitomizes  not  only  what  this  award  stands  for,  but  she  represents  the  very  best 
of  what  it  means  to  be  a  United  Methodist  Christian. 

If  Libba  would  join  me  now  we  would  like  to  tell  you  a  little  something  about  the  very 
first  ALICE  LEE  AWARD  recipient.  Her  life  has  been  a  series  of  being  the  first  woman 
to  do  this  or  that. 

Let  me  begin  by  telling  you  a  little  bit  about  her  life  at  the  Annual,  Jurisdictional,  and 
General  Conference  levels. 

She  was  the  first  elected  lay  delegate  to  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences  of  1976 
and  1980. 

She  was  the  first  woman  to  lead  the  entire  delegation  in  1976. 

She  served  on  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  and  Homes  for  Claimants  for  eight  years, 
being  vice-chairperson  of  the  board  for  four  years. 

She  served  on  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions  for  eight  years. 

She  was  a  member  of  the  Tri-Conference  Committee  on  Merger. 

She  was  the  first  woman  to  chair  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Council  on  Ministries. 
She  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  United  Methodist  Children’s 
Home  and  was  the  first  woman  to  serve  as  chair  of  that  body  for  some  three  years. 

She  has  chaired  the  Andalusia  District  Committee  on  the  Superintendency,  and  served 
on  the  Conference  Committee  on  the  Episcopacy. 

She  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  United 
Methodist  Foundation. 

She  served  on  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  Council  on  Ministries  for  eight  years,  being 
a  member  of  its  executive  committee  for  four  years. 

She  chaired  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  Commission  on  Communications  for  four  years, 
and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Protestant  Hour  Committee  for  eight  years. 

She  was  a  member  of  the  Jurisdictional  Committee  on  Episcopacy  for  eight  years,  and 
served  as  its  secretary  those  eight  years. 

She  was  a  member  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  for  eight  years,  serving  as  its 
treasurer  all  eight  years,  and  a  member  of  its  executive  committee  for  eight  years. 

Libba:  Judd  has  shared  some  of  the  recipient’s  accomplishments  outside  of  her  home  town; 
let  me  tell  you  about  her  ground  breaking  back  home  in  Monroe  County. 

*  The  first  ALICE  LEE  AWARD  recipient  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  Alabama  in  1943, 
and  began  the  practice  of  law  in  January  of  1944.  A  commitment  of  hers  right  from  the 
start  was  that  she  would  use  her  profession  for  the  benefit  of  others  as  well  as  for  herself. 

During  her  nearly  50  years  of  practice  she  has  assisted  churches  throughout  Monroe 
County  with  their  legal  needs.  She  has  said,  “It  is  very  rewarding  to  ride  through  Monroe 
County  and  see  the  many  church  facilities,  white  and  black,  and  feel  that  I  had  a  small 
part  in  helping  them  to  this  point  of  their  service  to  their  communities.” 

*  She  has  been  serving  since  the  mid  1960’s  on  the  Monroeville  City  Planning  Commission 
and  was  the  first  woman  to  do  so. 
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*  She  has  been  chosen  as  Woman  of  the  Year  and  was  the  Kiwanis  Club’s  first  Citizen  of 
the  Year. 

*  She  has  served  as  a  director  of  The  Monroe  County  Bank  for  30  years. 

*  When  the  Monroe  County  Hospital  opened  in  1962,  she  became  a  “Pink  Lady.”  She  was 
the  first  of  the  group  of  volunteers  to  reach  500  service  hours  by  helping  the  hospital  during 
the  evening  hours. 

*  In  her  local  church,  she  has  taught  adult  Sunday  School  classes  for  50  years. 

*  She  was  the  first  woman  to  chair  the  Administrative  Board  at  Monroeville  United  Methodist 
Church. 

*  For  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  50  years,  she  has  been  a  delegate  to  sessions  of  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference. 

*  She  loves  preachers  and  loves  her  church.  That  has  led  her  to  numerous  years  of  service 
on  the  Staff-Parish  Relations  Committee,  both  as  a  member  and  as  the  chairperson. 

—  For  a  lifetime  characterized  by  service  through  your  local  church  and  community, 

—  For  your  exceptional  involvement  at  the  annual,  jurisdictional,  and  general  conference 
spheres  of  the  church . . . 

—  We  take  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  in  presenting  today  the  very  first  ALICE  LEE  AWARD 
to  Miss  Alice  Finch  Lee. 

By  becoming  the  first  recipient  of  this  award,  you  bring  a  great  honor  and  dignity  to 
it.  Just  as  you  have  broken  many  barriers  and  have  blazed  many  trails  for  women  who  are 
participating  in  the  church’s  ministry  today,  you  now  set  an  incredible  standard  by  which 
other  recipients  of  the  ALICE  LEE  AWARD  will  be  selected. 

To  Kill  A  Mockingbird  has  a  most  poignant  scene  set  in  the  courtroom.  After  the  jury 
had  wrongly  convicted  Tom  Robinson  for  a  crime  he  did  not  commit,  the  black  preacher, 
Rev.  Sykes,  and  all  the  other  folks  sitting  in  the  balcony  rise  to  their  feet  in  awe  and  respect 
as  Mr.  Robinson’s  attorney,  Atticus  Finch,  leaves  the  building.  The  preacher  says  to  the 
attorney’s  young  daughter,  “Miss  Jean  Louise,  stand  up,  your  father’s  passin’.”1  So  it  is 
with  this  moment! 

On  behalf  of  the  Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women,  and  all  the  Methodists  you 
have  helped  with  your  service,  we  say,  “Thank  you  for  your  contributions  of  the  past  and 
those  you  are  yet  to  make.” 

Then,  we  look  out  across  the  United  Methodists  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference 
and  say . . . 

“Dear  Friends,  please  stand  up,  MISS  ALICE  LEE  is  passin’!”

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  statements  of  certificates  of  deposit  and  money 
market  account  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  at  January  7, 1992,  and  the  related  statement 
of  cash  receipts,  disbursements  and  transfers  for  the  period  January  5, 1991  through  January 
7, 1992.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Council’s  management.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those 
standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about 
whether  the  statements  of  recorded  cash  receipts,  disbursements  and  transfers  are  free  of 
material  misstatement.

An  audit  also  includes  assessing 
the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as 
evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides 
a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

As  explained  in  Note  1,  the  Council’s  policy  is  to  prepare  its  financial  statements  on  the 
basis  of  cash  received  and  cash  disbursed.  Consequently,  certain  revenue  is  recognized  when 
received  rather  than  when  earned  and  certain  expenses  are  recognized  when  paid  rather 
than  when  the  obligation  was  incurred.  Accordingly,  the  financial  statements  are  not  intended 
to  be  presented  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  the  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects, 
certificates  of  deposit  and  money  market  account  at  January  7,  1992,  and  the  receipts, 
disbursements  and  transfers  for  the  period  January  5, 1991  through  January  7, 1992,  of  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  on  the  basis  of  accounting  described  above.

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WILBUR  ORLANDO  CALHOUN 
(1901-1991) 

Wilbur  Orlando  Calhoun  was  born  March  20,  1901  in 
Jackson,  Alabama,  next  to  the  youngest  of  five  daughters 
and  four  sons  of  Edwin  Orlando  and  Minnie  Eunice  Palmer 
Calhoun.  He  moved  with  his  family  to  Grove  Hill,  Alabama 
in  1904,  living  on  the  farm  during  his  childhood  and  early 
youth.  He  returned  there  a  few  years  after  his  retirement 
to  spend  the  last  18  years  of  his  life.  He  attended  school  in 
Grove  Hill,  graduating  from  Clarke  County  High  School  in 
1920.  He  attended  Birmingham  Southern  College  and  earned 
his  A.B.  degree  there  in  1927. 

Wilbur  joined  the  Grove  Hill  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South  at  the  age  of  six  years.  He  was  licensed  to 
preach  in  1922.  After  his  college  work  it  was  extremely  hard 
for  a  farm  boy  to  go  on  to  theology  school,  so  he  pursued 
the  conference  course  of  study  and  completed  it  in  1931.  He 
was  admitted  on  trial  in  the  Alabama  Conference  in  October  1927  and  ordained  deacon  and 
received  into  full  connection  in  1929.  He  was  ordained  an  Elder  in  1931.  He  married  Emily 
Elizabeth  Andrews  on  June  4, 1938  at  Prattville,  Alabama.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  late 
Rev.  Dr.  Henry  Morton  Andrews  and  Rebecca  Elizabeth  Smith.  Her  father  was  a  member 
of  the  Alabama  Conference  of  the  ME  South  Church.  They  spent  36  years  together  and 
although  had  no  children  they  retired  together.  W.O.  spent  the  early  years  of  his  retirement 
giving  tender,  loving  care  to  Elizabeth,  who  suffered  poor  health.  She  preceded  him  in  death 
on  June  11,  1974.  He  was  married  again  on  May  4,  1976  to  Myra  Beal  Bailey,  of  Warrior, 
Alabama,  a  longtime  member  of  the  staff  of  Huntingdon  College.  They  shared  15  years 
together  in  retirement. 

Wilbur  was  referred  to  in  the  conference  as  “W.O.”  and  as  “Bishop”  —  a  nickname  he 
picked  up  in  college,  probably  because  he  was  deemed  to  have  the  demeanor  and  physical 
appearance  of  a  bishop  (whatever  that  is!),  and  because  of  his  knowledge  of  the  church. 
W.O.  served  with  faithfulness  and  effectiveness  as  a  pastor  for  thirty-nine  years  up  to  his 
retirement.  He  served  about  three  dozen  churches ;  his  early  appointments  were  circuits 
with  many  churches.  He  was  never  appointed  to  what  would  be  considered  a  large  church 
in  the  conference  but  his  ministry  was  always  one  of  breadth  as  well  as  depth,  each  church 
receiving  his  total  attention.  He  was  evangelistic.  He  believed  in  preaching  that  called  for 
decisions  from  his  hearers  and  for  issuing  an  invitation.  On  one  occasion  in  1943  he  preached 
a  revival  in  a  rural  church  of  forty-nine  members.  Twelve  joined  the  church  on  profession 
of  faith  —  an  increase  of  almost  25%  in  membership.  Forty  years  later  five  of  the  twelve 
were  at  homecoming,  one  being  the  present  chair  of  the  administrative  board.  “Bishop 
Calhoun”  promoted  Christian  education,  teaching  in  many  Epworth  Training  and  Youth 
conferences/assemblies.  He  served  with  great  leadership  and  dedication  many  agencies  of 
the  conference.  He  did  not  have  a  formal  theological  education,  but  he  possessed  an  impressive 
personal  library  and  was  considered  one  of  the  most  informed  ministers  of  the  conference 
in  many  subjects. 

He  was  well  known  for  the  depth  of  his  convictions  and  the  rigidity  of  his  opinions,  often 
to  the  point  of  sacrificing  diplomacy.  He  insisted  on  the  mental  discipline  of  clarity  of 
expression  and  accuracy  in  communication.  He  was  a  faithful  Methodist  —  methodical  in 
all  that  he  did.  He  was  an  advocate  of  the  movement  to  change  the  name  of  the  Alabama 
Conference  to  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference,  which  was  done  in  1956,  so  as  to 
recognize  the  fact  that  our  area  included  the  ten  counties  of  the  Florida  panhandle.  His 
heritage  stands  out  as  a  part  of  the  great  history  of  the  Methodist  Church.  His  great-great- 
grandparents,  Malcolm  and  Christian  McCorqudale  Calhoun,  and  his  great-grandfather,  John, 
came  to  America  in  1792  as  Scottish  emigrants.  Settled  in  the  Grove  Hill  area  in  the  1820’s 
they  were  devout  Presbyterians.  There  being  no  congregations  of  this  church  in  the  area, 
they  became  Methodists  and  were  closely  associated  with  a  Union  Church.  Later  it  was  moved 
to  between  Grove  Hill  and  Jackson,  Alabama  and  still  stands  there. 
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On  September  4, 1991,  W.O.  was  in  a  Hospice  in  Daphne,  Alabama  when  he  announced 
his  moment  of  death  to  his  wife  Myra  near  his  bedside.  As  soon  as  he  had  finished  the  sentence, 
he  was  gone.  His  mind  was  keen  up  to  the  last  moment.  He  had  lived  a  rich,  faithful,  and 
spiritual  life,  even  though  suffering  from  acute  leukemia.  He  had  just  a  few  weeks  earlier 
preached  at  the  Grove  Hill  United  Methodist  Church.  Funeral  services  were  conducted  from 
the  Grove  Hill  UMC  by  the  pastor,  Reverend  Edward  M.  Cotten  and  the  Demopolis  District 
Superintendent,  Rev.  Dr.  Billy  Frank  Hall,  on  September  6, 1991  in  the  presence  of  a  goodly 
number  of  fellow  clergy  and  many  lay  persons.  He  was  placed  to  rest  in  the  Grove  Hill 
cemetery  near  his  first  wife,  Elizabeth  and  his  parents  and  other  family  members. 

The  death  of  W.O.  Calhoun  ended  a  period  of  some  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
consecutive  years  of  ministry  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  of  which  one  or  more 
Calhouns  of  this  family  were  members.  He  was  the  nephew  of  Charles  Wesley  Calhoun  who 
joined  this  conference  in  1862  and  transferred  to  the  Mississippi  Conference  in  1876  and  died 
in  1883.  This  uncle  left  a  son  who  was  raised  by  a  brother,  Leander  Cotten  Calhoun,  and  was 
in  the  conference  from  1873  to  1925  when  he  died.

W.O.  is  survived  by  Myra,  several  nieces  and  nephews,  including  Rev.  Ray  E.  Whatley, 
retired,  a  great-nephew,  Rev.  Dr.  W.  Herbert  Sadler,  Jr.,  Senior  Minister  of  Gulf  Breeze, 
Florida  UMC,  and  another  great-nephew,  Rev.  Gary  L.  Whatley  of  the  North  Georgia  Confer¬ 
ence.  The  youth  of  his  many  congregations  were  his  children,  having  had  no  children  of  his 
own. 

W.O.  “Bishop”  Calhoun  kept  the  faith.  Others  would  do  well  to  emulate  many  of  his  good 
qualities  and  evangelistic  spirituality.

(1932-1991) 

Thomas  McConnell  Ellisor,  Jr.  —  “Brother  Tom”  —  a 
third-generation  minister  of  a  well-known  family  of  minis¬ 
ters  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference,  was 
born  July  20,  1932,  in  Birmingham,  Alabama  —  the  oldest 
of  eight  children,  born  to  Rev.  Thomas  M.,  Sr.  and  Elizabeth 
McConnell.  He  lived  most  of  his  life  in  the  Mobile,  Alabama 
area,  having  attended  schools  there  and  graduating  from 
University  Military  School  there  in  1951.  He  attended  Troy 
State  University  and  Emory  University,  Candler  School  of 
Theology. 

On  November  26,  1953  he  married  Ella  Dean  Bates  in 
Chickasaw,  Alabama.  To  this  union  three  children  were 
born.  Tom  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1953  and  ordained  a 
Deacon  in  1961,  ordained  an  Elder  and  received  into  Full 
Connection  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference 
in  1963.  Being  the  son  and  grandson  of  Methodist  ministers,  as  well  as  a  cousin  and  brother 
of  ministers,  his  early  life  was  influenced  and  directed  by  their  association.  These  influences 
were  his  grandfather,  Rev.  David  Francis  Ellisor,  his  father,  Rev.  Thomas  M.,  Sr.,  both 
deceased,  his  younger  brother,  Rev.  D.  Reynolds  Ellisor,  also  of  Mobile,  who  retired  in  June, 
and  a  brother  who  is  serving  in  the  Baptist  Church  ministry  in  Gulf  Shores,  Alabama,  Rev. 
Charles  M.  Ellisor.  Add  to  this  list  his  cousins,  The  Rev.  J.  Walter  Ellisor,  the  Dothan  District 
Superintendent,  and  the  Rev.  John  0.  “Joe”  Ellisor,  retired,  both  members  of  the  AWF 
Conference.  A  high  point  of  Tom  and  Ella  Dean’s  life  was  in  1990  when  their  son,  Rev.  Robert 
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Glenn  Ellisor,  was  ordained  Deacon  in  the  United  Methodist  Church.  He  was  ordained  Elder 
and  received  into  Full  Connection  June  1992. 

Brother  Tom  served  for  more  than  39  years  in  the  AWF  Conference.  He  had  a  13  year 
tenure  at  West  Side  in  Mobile  and  was  in  his  ninth  year  at  Pleasant  Valley  in  Mobile.  He 
directed  numerous  summer  camps  for  young  people  at  Perdido  Beach  and  Blue  Lake.  He 
was  actively  involved  in  Missions  making  several  work  trips  to  Costa  Rica  to  build  and  repair 
churches  there.  On  Easter  Sunday  1991,  although  very  ill,  he  preached  what  was  his  last 
sermon.

Georgia.  Here  he  met  and  married  his  wife  Onie  Delorise 
Franklin.  They  united  together  in  marriage  on  December

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JOHN  ELLISON  VICKERS 
(1925-1991) 

John  Ellison  Vickers  was  born  July  26, 1925,  in  Georgi- 
ana,  Alabama  to  Reverend  John  Clinton  and  Eunice  Fore¬ 
man  Vickers. 

Having  been  born  and  raised  in  a  Methodist  parsonage, 
he  received  his  education  in  several  schools  in  the  State  of 
Alabama.  He  graduated  from  Abbeville  High  School,  Abbe¬ 
ville,  Alabama  in  1943,  and  attended  Auburn  University  and 
graduated  in  1947. 

John  began  his  ministry  in  the  United  Methodist  Church 
at  the  age  of  17,  becoming  the  pastor  of  the  Perote  Charge, 
in  the  Troy  district.  Judge  Fred  Main,  Probate  Judge  of 
Bullock  County,  and  a  member  of  the  Perote  Church  said, 

“We  asked  the  District  Superintendent  for  a  young  preacher, 
but  we  did  not  know  that  we  would  have  to  raise  one.  ”  John 
was  a  licensed  local  pastor  in  1942  and  was  admitted  to  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  in  1946. 

On  March  25, 1947  he  married  his  grammar  school  sweetheart,  Anne  Grant,  of  Linden, 
Alabama.  They  were  married  in  the  Linden  Methodist  Church  by  his  father,  a  former  pastor 
of  the  church.  To  this  union  were  born  three  children,  two  sons  and  a  daughter.  He  was 
ordained  a  Deacon  in  1949  and  received  into  Full  Connection  in  1949  and  then  ordained  an 
Elder  in  1951.  John’s  ministry  was  a  very  colorful  and  meaningful  one.  He  had  a  very  friendly 
and  sincere  quality  that  made  his  spiritual  witness  mean  something  when  he  met  and  shared 
with  you. 

John  served  many  appointments  in  the  AWF  Conference  and  was  an  influence  to  many 
younger  ministers.  He  was  a  great  leader  in  the  administrative  role  of  the  conference  and 
general  church.  A  person  once  remarked,  “for  such  a  little  guy,  when  he  speaks,  everyone 
sits  up  and  takes  notice.”  He  led  our  conference  on  many  local  boards,  and  on  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tional  and  General  Conference  levels.  He  was  a  spiritual  influence  on  the  political  life  of 
the  State  as  well.  He  was  the  chairman  of  the  Alabama  Board  of  Corrections  and  chairman 
of  the  Alabama  Ethics  Commission.  He  was  a  very  close  friend  of  the  Wallace  family  and 
delivered  the  eulogy  for  the  former  Governor  Lurleen  Wallace  when  she  died. 

John  and  Anne  retired  from  the  active  ministry  in  1987  and  returned  to  her  family  place 
in  Pin-Hook,  just  west  of  Linden,  Alabama.  John  was  an  avid  outdoorsman  and  hunting  was 
a  natural  instinct.  His  physical  problems  increased  and  for  several  years  after  retirement 
he  became  very  ill.  He  was  told  he  had  Lou  Gehrig’s  disease  —  a  crippler  with  a  very  fancy 
medical  term,  as  he  told  many  (Amothropic  Lateral  Sclerosis). 

He  passed  from  this  earthly  scene  on  the  evening  of  December  31,  1991,  receiving  the 
promises  that  he  had  so  faithfully  shared  about  in  his  ministry.  His  service  of  celebration 
was  held  January  2, 1992  in  the  Linden  United  Methodist  Church  with  the  Reverend  Luther 
Gandy,  a  retired  and  former  pastor  and  close  friend,  and  the  Reverend  Wilbur  Majors,  Pastor 
of  the  Linden  UMC,  officiating.  He  was  buried  in  the  Jefferson  Cemetery  in  Linden.  He  is 
survived  by  his  loving,  devoted  wife,  Anne,  sons,  John  E.,  Jr.,  and  Grant  Clinton  and  daughter, 
Patricia  Anne  Grindle,  four  grandchildren:  John  E.,  Ill,  Whitney  Lauren  Vickers,  John 
Douglas  Grindle,  and  Garrett  E.  Grindle,  a  brother,  Reverend  Marvin  K.  Vickers,  retired,  * 
and  a  sister,  Dorothy  Faircloth.

Joan  had  a  unique  talent  for  writing  poetry  and  music. 

She  wrote  four  complete  children’s  musicals  which  were 
performed  by  the  Children’s  Choirs  of  the  Frazer  Memorial 
United  Methodist  Church.  She  also  wrote  words  and  music 
for  choir  anthems  and  solos.  Many  of  these  have  been 
presented  at  Worship  Services  at  Frazer  Memorial. 

In  1982  Joan  wrote  a  book  of  poetry  entitled  PARSON  PLACE.  The  book  is  a  collection 
of  poems  about  life  in  the  parsonage.  Some  of  them  depict  those  funny  experiences  that  occur 
in  parsonage  life  when  unexpected  things  happen.  The  book  also  contains  some  serious  poetry 
concerning  the  role  of  a  minister’s  family  and  the  ministry  of  a  preacher’s  wife  in  a  local 
church. 

She  taught  a  First  Grade  Sunday  School  Class  and  directed  the 
5-year-old  Children’s  Choir.  She  was  also  actively  involved  in  the  Adult  Choir.

1.  Beginning  with  the  Annual  Conference  of  2003,  the  Board  of  Pensions  will  make  only  those 
purchases  of  new  property  which  will  enable  the  Board  to  keep  and  maintain  up  to  35  units 
of  housing  in  good  to  excellent  condition  for  those  claimants  who  are  deemed  unable  to  provide 
housing  for  themselves,  even  with  Board  assistance. 

2.  Ministers  or  surviving  spouses  living  in  Conference  owned  homes  in  the  year  2003  shall 
continue  to  live  in  them  according  to  Conference  guidelines.  (Same  as  in  Report) 

3.  After  2002,  sub-standard  homes  vacated  will  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  places  in  the  Homes 
Trust  Fund. 

4.  Beginning  in  1994,  the  Homes  for  Claimants  Fund  apportionment  shall  be  increased  to 
$100,000  with  up  to  $50,000  of  this  amount  being  placed  in  the  Homes  Trust  Fund  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  received  from  the  local  churches  each  conference  year.

SECTION  D 
An  Episcopal  Ruling 

THE  CONSTITUTION  of  The  United  Methodist  Church:  Par.  54.  Article  VII 

“A  bishop  presiding  over  an  Annual  Conference,  or  Jurisdictional  Conference 
shall  decide  all  questions  of  law  coming  before  the  bishop  in  the  regular 
business  of  a  session;  provided  that  such  questions  be  presented  in  writing 
and  that  the  decisions  be  recorded  in  the  journal  of  the  conference.” 

REQUEST  FOR  AN  EPISCOPAL  RULING 

In  1989,  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  were  notified  by  the 
Robinson  Banking  Company,  Demopolis,  Alabama,  that  a  woman  had  left  fifty  per  cent  (50%) 
of  her  estate  to  the  Trustees  for  “the  use  and  benefit”  of  the  United  Methodist  Children’s 
Home,  Selma,  Alabama.  At  the  Annual  Conference  session  prior  to  this  notice,  a  resolution 
was  passed  by  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  on  May  31, 1988,  which  is  still  in  force. 
It  reads  as  follows: 

“Be  it  hereby  resolved  by  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  meeting  in  its  annual  session  this  31st  day  of  May,  1988, 

That  the  Alabama-West  Florida  United  Methodist  Foundation,  Inc.,  Dothan, 
Alabama,  be  hereby  designated  to  serve  as  the  Conference  Depository  for 
discretionary  endowment  funds  owned  by  the  Annual  Conference  and  its  related 
boards  and  agencies, 

And  to  keep  all  specified  records  and  to  execute  all  such  necessary  legal 
documents  to  insure  the  safe  and  effective  management  of  such  funds  given 
to  the  Annual  Conference  for  its  benefit  or  the  benefit  of  its  related  boards  and 
agencies, 

Further,  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  strongly  recommends  that  all 
local  churches  and  Conference  boards  and  agencies  work  closely  with  our  United 
Methodist  Foundation  in  the  establishment  and/or  acceptance  of  such  endow¬ 
ment  funds  in  order  to  insure  proper  management  and  fiduciary  accountability 
incumbent  upon  such  recipients.” 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  in  its  discussion  of  the  manner  in  which  the  estate  was  to  be  handled 
placed  the  funds  into  the  United  Methodist  Foundation  for  management,  based  on  the 
resolution  passed  by  the  Annual  Conference  with  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home 
receiving  the  earnings  quarterly.  The  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home  sought  to  under¬ 
stand  how  the  Trustees  were  disposing  of  the  estate  and  what  the  Home  might  expect  in 
terms  of  receiving  money  from  the  estate  by  asking  questions  concerning  the  necessity  of 
using  the  United  Methodist  Foundation  as  the  managing  agent  and  about  access  to  the  funds. 
Dialogue  on  such  issues  has  ensued  between  the  Trustees  and  the  Home,  primarily  through 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Home. 

This  dialogue  has  continued  in  the  last  two  or  three  years  with  those  involved  having 
come  to  discover  Paragraph  2512.3  in  the  1988  Book  of  Discipline,  which  defines  the  powers 
and  responsibilities  of  a  Conference  Board  of  Trustees.  There  may  be  a  section  from  the 
paragraph  that  is  relevant  to  the  above  discussion.  The  paragraph  states : 

“The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  invest,  reinvest,  buy,  sell,  transfer, 
and  convey  any  and  all  funds  properties  which  it  may  hold  in  trust,  subject 
always  to  the  terms  of  the  legacy,  divise,  or  donations;  provided,  however,  that 
the  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  churches,  colleges,  camps,  conference  grounds, 
orphanages  or  incorporated  boards.” 

Because  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home  is  an  “orphanage”  and  an  “incorporated 
board,”  does  this  provision  of  the  Discipline  mean  that  the  Trustees  may  consider  placing 
the  estate  in  question  with  the  Home  or  are  the  Trustees  bound  to  follow  the  1988  Annual 
Conference  resolution  to  keep  the  estate  in  the  United  Methodist  Foundation?  The  question 
is  in  need  of  a  clear  answer  so  that  further  deliberations  by  the  Trustees  concerning  the 
estate  can  be  undertaken  with  more  clarity. 

Therefore,  we  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home  respectfully  request  a  ruling 
from  the  presiding  Bishop  at  the  1992  session  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  whether 
or  not  the  May  31, 1988  Conference  resolution  quoted  above  is  negated  or  otherwise  altered 
in  its  application  because  of  the  section  of  paragraph  2512.3  of  the  1988  Book  of  Discipline 
quoted  above.

Note :  At  issue  is  the  final  disposition  of  that  portion  of  the  estate  of  Mrs.  J.B.  Skinner  which 
was  left  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  for  “the  use  and  benefit  of”  the  United 
Methodist  Children’s  Home,  Selma,  Alabama.  The  will  of  Mrs.  J.B.  Skinner  states: 

“(4)  All  of  the  rest,  residue,  and  remainder  of  my  estate,  both  real  and  personal, 

I  give,  divise,  and  bequeath  to  the  institutions  and  persons  herein  below  listed, 
in  the  percentages  shows,  respectively,  after  the  name  of  each  said  institution 
and  person: 

(1)  Fifty  percent  of  said  residuary  estate  to  the  trustees  of  the  Alabama-West 
Florida  Conference,  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  for  the  benefit  of  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home,  Selma, 

Dallas  County,  Alabama. 

AN  EPISCOPAL  RULING 

At  a  business  session  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference  on  Monday,  June 
1, 1992,  Rev.  Stanley  Mullins  presented  a  request  for  an  episcopal  ruling  on  the  disposition 
of  funds  left  in  an  estate  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  ultimate 
beneficiary  of  the  funds  was  to  be  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home,  an  institution  owned 
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jointly  by  the  Alabama-West  Florida  and  North  Alabama  Annual  Conferences.  The  request 
was  a  friendly  appeal  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home. 

The  will  of  Mrs.  J.B.  Skinner  left  50  percent  of  her  residuary  estate  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  for  the  benefit  of  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home 
of  Selma,  Alabama.  The  Trustees  were  notified  of  this  legacy  and  have  attended  to  it  since 
receipt  of  the  funds. 

In  the  1988  session  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference,  a  resolution  was 
passed  designating  the  Alabama-West  Florida  United  Methodist  Foundation,  Inc.  as  the 
. .  Depository  of  discretionary  endowment  funds  owned  by  the  Annual  Conference  and  its 
related  boards  and  agencies.” 

A  RESOLUTION 

Be  it  hereby  resolved  by  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  meeting  in  its  annual  session  this  31st  day  of  May,  1988, 

THAT  the  Alabama-West  Florida  United  Methodist  Foundation,  Inc., 
Dothan,  Alabama,  be  hereby  designated  to  serve  as  the  Conference  Depository 
for  discretionary  endowment  funds  owned  by  the  Annual  Conference  and  its 
related  boards  and  agencies, 

AND  to  keep  all  specified  records  and  to  execute  all  such  necessary  legal 
documents  to  insure  the  safe  and  effective  management  of  such  funds  given 
to  the  Annual  Conference  for  its  benefit  or  the  benefit  of  its  related  boards  and 
agencies, 

FURTHER,  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  strongly  recommends  that 
all  local  churches  and  Conference  boards  and  agencies  work  closely  with  our 
United  Methodist  Foundation  in  the  establishment  and/or  acceptance  of  such 
endowment  funds  in  order  to  insure  proper  management  and  fiduciary  account¬ 
ability  incumbent  upon  such  recipients,  (from  page  255,  1988  Journal  of  the 
Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Conference) 

BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  —  Bishop  McDavid  asked  The  Reverend  Mr.  Joe  Ed  Hastings, 
Conference  Treasurer,  to  present  the  report.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Hastings  declared  the  report 
to  be  before  the  Conference.  It  was  adopted,  (from  page  206, 1988  Journal  of  the  Alabama- 
West  Florida  Annual  Conference) 

Paragraph  2512.3  of  the  1988  Book  of  Discipline  lists  the  responsibilities  of  the  Annual 
Conference  Board  of  Trustees  and  reads  in  part: 

The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  invest,  reinvest,  buy,  sell,  transfer,  and 
convey  any  and  all  funds,  properties  which  it  may  hold  in  trust,  subject  always 
to  the  terms  of  the  legacy,  divise,  or  donation;  provided,  however,  that  the 
foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  churches,  colleges,  camps,  conference  grounds, 
orphanages  or  incorporated  boards. 

RULING 

Because  the  will  specifically  designated  that  the  bequest  be  left  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Annual  Conference,  it  is  my  ruling  that  they  have  authority  and  responsibility  to  handle 
the  funds.  The  fact  that  the  funds  are  to  be  kept  and  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  United  Methodist 
Children’s  Home  does  not  alter  the  basic  fact.  The  donor  must  have  had  reason  to  word  the 
will  in  such  a  specific  manner  and  left  the  responsibility  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Annual  Conference  rather  than  the  Directors  of  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home. 

The  subsequent  action  of  the  Annual  Conference  (1988)  directing  that  all  discretionary 
endowment  funds  be  deposited  with  the  Alabama-West  Florida  United  Methodist  Foundation 
serves  as  direction  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  its  management  of  the  funds  under  its  care. 
It  does  not  negate  the  direction  of  the  will. 

The  paragraph  cited  from  the  1988  Book  of  Discipline  refers  to  funds  under  the  care  of 
the  churches,  colleges,  camps,  conference  grounds,  orphanages,  or  incorporated  boards. 
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Many  funds  are  donated  in  one  way  or  another  or  accumulated  by  these  agencies  and  they 
have  responsibility  for  them.  In  this  instance,  the  money  was  not  left  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home,  but  specifically  to  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Board 
of  Trustees.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  managing  the  funds 
on  the  behalf  of  the  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home  and  the  returns  on  the  funds  must 
be  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home.  The  Trustees  were  directed  by  the  Conference  to  deposit 
the  funds  with  the  Alabama-West  Florida  United  Methodist  Foundation  but  the  ownership 
of  the  funds  remains  with  the  Trustees  and  the  realized  income  is  to  be  given  to  the  Home.
